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GENTLEMEN OF THE CrTty CouNCcIL: — 


Having been selected by the citizens of Boston to 
administer the business affairs of the corporation for 
_the present year, we meet to assume the trust, and to 
pledge ourselves to the faithful performance of our 
duties. | 

It is an occasion for congratulation that we enter 
upon these duties untrammelled by any party obliga- 
tions; that the offices we hold are not rewards con- 
ferred for political services ; that we are here as repre- 
sentatives of the people, irrespective of party, who 
have again, in an unmistakable manner, pronounced 
against the pernicious theory that the city govern- 
ment should be administered upon a partisan basis, 
or in the interests of any political party. 

Let us remember that the City of Boston is a 
municipal corporation, created by law for the benefit 
of the public, and that we are the officers chosen to 


manage its affairs for the time being, as the directors 
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of a railroad corporation are elected by the stock- 
holders. It is our duty, therefore, to apply the same 
rules to the transaction of the city’s business that we 
would to our own, or to the business of any corpo- 
ration with which we might be connected; in short, 
to administer the trusts confided to us as a business 
matter, our whole aim being to promote the interests 
of the community, irrespective of race, creed, or 
politics. 

Sincerely grateful for the unexpected and un- | 
sought-for honor which has been conferred upon 
me, I enter upon my duties with a deep sense of 
responsibility, and a firm determination to do all that 
lies in my power to maintain our city’s honored name 
and reputation; and in this I invoke your assistance, 
at the same time assuring you of my heartiest codp- 
eration in all measures tending to promote the city’s 
welfare. 

It is not my intention to occupy your time with 
a detailed: statement of city business. The annual 
reports of the several departments will soon be pre- 
sented, and they contain, in a systematized form, the 
information which I could only give at second-hand. 
I shall, therefore, confine myself to some of the 
most important matters that I have been enabled 
to consider in the limited time allowed for the 
preparation of this address.

It will be seen, from the foregoing, that in 1883 
the gross debt was increased $1,438,546.08. This 
is an increase in the debt of 3 1-2 per cent., 
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while the valuation was increased last year only 
1 1-2 per cent. I am informed that the appro- 
priations for several departments are already run- 
ning short, and that it will be necessary to borrow 
at least one hundred thousand dollars, to meet 
current expenses, before the close of the present 
financial year. 

This would be a departure from the pay-as-you- 
go policy, which has prevailed for many years. 

The unfinished business of last year will bring 
before you a number of projects for public im- 
provements, some of ‘them involving heavy ex- 
pense. ‘This, with the prospect that additional 
appropriations will be required, together with the 
increase in the item of interest on the debt, and 
the usual requirements for conducting the public 
business, will demand on your part the exercise 
of the greatest economy. By economy I do not 
mean that parsimony which would neglect the 
true interests of: the city to make a show of 
saving; or which would embarrass the public ser- 
vice, and throw upon future governments the burden 
of supplying the deficiency. J mean the economy 
that consists in preventing all extravagance; in 
carrying on business at the lowest cost consistent 
with efficiency; and in rejecting all projects that 
do not look solely to the public welfare. 
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As you will soon have to pass upon the es- 
timates for the next financial year, I wish to 
impress upon you the necessity of scrutinizing all 
requests for appropriations closely; of allowing only 
what you find actually necessary; and then of 
requiring each department to keep within the 
limit of its appropriation. I am informed that it 
is not an uncommon occurrence for departments 
to overrun their appropriation, trusting to having 
an additional sum allowed towards the close of 
the financial year. This is unjustifiable, except in 
case of unforeseen emergency. 

In order to illustrate this more fully I call 
your attention to what is called the Stony-brook 
Improvement. 

The City Council of 1877 passed a loan-order 
for $133,000, for the improvement of Stony brook, 
in Roxbury and West Roxbury. Since the com- 
mencement of this work there have been three 
annual appropriations, three transfers, and a 
special credit for materials sold appropriated to 
meet expenses; a total thus far of $302,402.44, 
and it is estimated that $25,000 more will be 
required to complete the work. 

When a public work has been determined upon, 
the most careful estimates should be made, and 


an appropriation then provided sufficient to cover 
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the estimated cost. From the fact that so many 
public works and buildings have required additional 
appropriations, it would appear that proper es- 
timates were not made. Of the nineteen appropri- 
ations made for new buildings, or extensive al- 
terations in old buildings, during the past two years, 
eight have already had additional appropriations. 
Only one has been completed according to the 
estimate. 

The following table shows the amount of the 
transfers made by order of the City Council 
during the past ten years, the amount added to 
the regular appropriations, and the percentage of 


these additions to the total of transfers: —

In common with other citizens my attention has 
been attracted to the criticisms which have from time 
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to time appeared in the public prints in regard to 
expenditures for refreshments. JI am aware that the 
Mayor has very little control over this class of 
expenditures; but I deem it my duty to call your 
attention to the subject, with the hope that now, at 
the beginning of a new year, radical measures of 
reform may be adopted. I have grave doubts as to 
the legality of expending the public money for such 
purposes; but, be that as it may, I sincerely hope 
that the City Council will itself effect a reformation, 
and render a judicial determination of the question, 
or legislative intervention, unnecessary. 

Our citizens do not object to any necessary 
expense that may be incurred in transacting pub- 
lic business, nor would they have the ancient 
reputation of the city for hospitality to those who 
may be entitled to municipal courtesies abated. The 
objection 1s to the abuse of the privilege; and public 
opinion, as well as a decent regard for official 
_ propriety, demands that such abuses shall be reme- 
died. 


WATER. 


The cost of constructing the Water Works to 
May Ist, 1883, was, for the Cochituate Department, 
$17,184,751.14; for the Mystic Department, $1,641,- 
762.22. Notwithstanding the large sums that have 
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been expended in the endeavor to provide an abun- 
dant supply, the consumption of water has increased 
so largely that, in dry seasons, the capacity of the 
works is not equal to the demand, and the danger 
of a water famine becomes imminent. 

This state of things is due, not to a legitimate use 
of water, but to the fact that a large percentage of 
the supply is wilfully wasted. 

The Water Board, in a report to the last City 
Council (City Document 173, 1883), stated the case 
so tersely and forcibly that I quote their remarks: — 


It is an indisputable fact that at least forty per cent. of our 
entire water supply is wasted. It cannot be denied that, if the 
water which is wilfully wasted every year in Boston could be sold 
at our regular rates, the receipts would pay the annual interest on 
the whole $20,000,000 invested in the water supply, and several 
hundred thousand dollars besides. No one. doubts the existence 
of the evil, nor questions the causes thereof, or the necessity of 
adopting the most effective remedial measures. Other cities 
afflieted with the same evil have passed through the same experi- 
ence, and we must be guided by their example if we expect relief. 

We believe that the consumption of water in 
Boston can be reduced to sixty gallons per capita; and if it can be 
done no more money will be required for new basins, or additional 
sources of supply, in the Cochituate Department, for a period of 
at least fifteen years. If immediate steps are not taken to reduce 
the consumption, an expenditure of $4,000,000 to $5,000,000 
will be required within the next fifteen years. If the Providence 


and Liverpool systems be vigorously continued, as now begun, we 


Sas 
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believe the City of Boston will save for her citizens between two 


and three millions of dollars during the next thirty years. 


Last year the Water Board made an energetic 
effort to prevent waste. A system of inspection was 
begun in July, and in November a saving of 
3,000,000 gallons per day was reported, although 
only a portion of the city had been inspected. This 
shows that it is practicable to prevent waste, at least 
toa great extent; and the Water Board should be — 
supported in its efforts in this direction. 

During the past season considerable was done 
toward improving the condition of Basins 2 and 3, 
by deepening the shallow flowage and removing 
muck and loam. The work on Basin 4 has made 
good progress, and the City Engineer considers that 
it will be practicable to partially fill the basin dur- 


ing the winter and spring of 1884-85. 


Among the unfinished business referred from the 
last City Council is the subject of purchasing the 
franchise and property of the Jamaica Pond Aque- 
duct Corporation. The Water Board believes that 
at the present rate of charge to its consumers, which 
is one-third less than city rates, the property will pay 
six per cent. upon an investment of $100,000, and a 
proportionately higher percentage of interest if the 
water-rates were raised to the Boston standard. If 
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this be so it would be a wise investment to purchase 
the property, if it can be obtained for $100,000; and I 
commend the subject to your early consideration. 

Another matter of unfinished business that will 
come before you is the extension of the high-service 
works. The estimated cost of the work is $778,800. 
The Water Board and City Engineer concur in the 
opinion that decisive measures should at once be 
taken on this subject. The temporary expedients 
which have been adopted to postpone the commence- 
ment of the work have been practically exhausted, 
and the inadequacy of the present supply is being 
severely felt. From an examination of a plan 
recently submitted to me by the City Engineer, I 
find that at least one-half the area of the city is 
dependent upon the high-service; therefore a failure 
in this supply would occasion much trouble, and, in 
case of fire, would entail disastrous consequences. I 
am of the opinion that the City Council should take 
some definite action upon the subject. 

The Water Board is seeking to cure and pre- 
vent the contamination of our water supply, not 
only by deepening the shallow area of the basins, 
but by removing all sources of pollution from the 
streams that empty into the several reservoirs. 
No effort or expense should be spared in this 
direction. 
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PUBLIC PARKS. 


Work on the public parks has been actively prose- 
cuted during the past year. On the Back’ Bay park 
the principal engineering work has been ‘completed. 
One bridge remains to be built; the rest of the work 
consists principally of grading the surface and drive- 
ways, and excavating and forming the water-ways 
-and shores. The Beacon-street and Boylston-street 
entrances are so far advanced that they can be com- 
pleted in’ the spring, when Commonwealth avenue 
extended and Ipswich and Jersey streets.can be 
ay opened for travel. | 

West Roxbury park was opened to the public last 
spring, and was visited by large numbers of people 
during the summer. ‘Topographical surveys have 
been made with a view to the gradual improve- 
ment of this park. It is so accessible, and pos- 
sesses such attractive features, that it is destined 
to become a favorite place of resort. In my opinion 
it would be wiser to increase the area, as our means 
will permit, than to expend large sums in making 
improvements. 

Land for a Marine park at City Point was taken 
last year. Some grading has been done and a topo- 
| graphical survey made. A petition was presented to 
Congress for the cession of Castle Island, for the 
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purposes of this park. If the cession is made it will 
be desirable to connect the island with the main-land, 
and for this purpose application should be made to 
the Legislature for a grant of the flats lying between 
the two points. The work of constructing a drive- 
way at Bussey park and Arnold arboretum has pro- 
eressed as fast as the limited appropriation would 
permit. By the terms of the agreement with Har- 
vard University the city is required to build drive- 
ways, at a cost not exceeding $75,000. The sum of 
$15,000 was appropriated last year for this work. 

Land has been taken for the Charles-river embank- 
ment, and surveys and soundings made for the sea- | 
wall. The act granting the right to build the wall 
requires that it shall be built, and the grounds filled 
and fitted up, before March 16, 1886. 

A topographical survey has been made of Wood 
Island park, and plans and estimates for its improve- 
ment will, in due time, be submitted to you. 

The Muddy-river improvement is in charge of the 
Park Department. I'he covered channel to convey 
the waters of the river, va Brookline avenue, to 
Charles river has been completed. About eleven 
acres of land on the banks of the river have been 
purchased. It is understood that the Park Commis- | 


sioners of the town of Brookline are purchasing the 
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lands in that town which form a part of this joint 
improvement. 

In my opinion the Common, Public Garden, and all 
other public squares, should be placed in charge of 
the Park Commissioners. I believe that the manage- 
ment and improvement of the public grounds can .be 
more systematically and economically conducted by 


that Board than is possible under the present system. 


PUBLIC INSTITUTIONS. 


Among the matters referred to you by the last 
City Council is the subject of consolidating the. 
pauper institutions. It is the deliberate opinion of 
the Directors for Public Institutions that an efficient 
and economical management of these institutions de- 
mands that they should be brought together. If the 
present system is continued an expenditure of at 
least $125,000 will be necessary to meet pressing and 
immediate wants, with the prospect of additional 
appropriations being required in the near future. 

The proposition is to consolidate the institutions 
now at Rainsford Island, Austin Farm, Charlestown 
Almshouse, and Marcella-street Home into one insti- 
tution in some convenient locality. It, of course, 
needs no argument to prove that the proposition is 


in the line of economy as far as managing the insti- 
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tutions is concerned, to say nothing of saving in 
other ways; and I commend the subject to your early 
consideration. 

The hospital accommodations at Deer Island 
are insufficient, and an improvement is imperatively 
demanded. 


SCHOOLS. 


According to the latest statistics the city main- 
tains the following schools: one Normal, ten Latin 
and High, fifty-one Grammar, and four hundred and 
sixty-four Primary. JBesides these the following 
special schools are maintained: one for Deaf-mutes, 
two for Licensed Minors, an Evening High School, 
thirteen Evening Elementary Schools, and _ five 
Evening Drawing Schools. The average number 
of pupils belonging to the regular day schools is 
54,177; the average number belonging to the special 
schools is 3,350. ‘he number of teachers employed 
is 1,298, of whom 191 are men and 1,107 are women. 
The appropriations made by the City Council for 
Public Schools for the present year amounted to 
$1,453,061; the expenditures for the first nine months 
have been $1,091,044.16, leaving an unexpended bal- 
ance of $367,016.84. The appropriation for repairs, 
furniture, etc., was $169,000, and there have been 
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special appropriations for new buildings and altera- 
tion of old buildings made during the year. 

An appropriation was made near the close of last 
year for establishing an Industrial School, in which 
elementary instruction in the mechanic arts is to be 
given to such of the Grammar-school boys as may 
choose to attend. The result of this experiment will 
be watched with much interest. If it succeeds in 
imparting to those boys who, upon leaving the 
Grammar Schools, at once begin to labor for their 
own support, a stock of practical knowledge which 
will fit them for the pursuits which many of them 
will adopt, the money will have been well expended. 

The following school buildings are in process of 
erection: Primary school-house, corner of O and 
Fifth streets; Primary school-house, corner of Dor- 
chester avenue and Harbor View street; Grammar 
school-house, Hammond street. An addition is be- 
ing built to the old Lyman school-house for the 
accommodation of the Hast Boston High School. 
The George Putnam school-house is being enlarged, 
and an addition-is being built to the Auburn school- 
house. A site for a Grammar school-house has been 
purchased in Neponset, and a site for a new school- 
house on Blossom street has been acquired partly 
by purchase and partly by right of eminent domain. 

The School Committee have asked for a new 
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Grammar school-house in the Comins District, and 


for a new Primary school-house at Faneuil. 


PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


The usefulness and value of this great educa- 
tional institution are.so well understood and appre- 
ciated that no words of mine will add to the 
high: reputation which it already enjoys. 

The proposed new building for the Reference 
Library will add to the security of the valuable 
collection of books, and will increase the useful- 
ness of the Library by rendering it more acces- 
sible to the public, and by furnishing greater 
facilities for study and consultation. 

Land for the site of the new building was taken 
last year. Three estates remain unsettled for.! 
Architects have been invited to submit competitive 
designs for the building, and premiums amounting 
to $10,000 have been offered. The competition 
closes June Ist. ‘The estimated expense for land 


and building is $630,000. 


HEALTH DEPARTMENT. 


The health of the city during the past year has 


been good. No disease has assumed an epidemic 


1 Since the above was written, these estates have been purchased. 
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form. There have been only eight cases of small- 
pox, from which but one death ensued, and in no 
case was the disease allowed to spread. The 
efforts of the Board of Health, to prevent the spread 
of diphtheria, scarlet fever, typhoid fever, and mea- 
sles, have been attended with a reasonable degree 
of success; but the Board has been embarrassed 
by the want of proper accommodations for the 
isolation and treatment of these diseases. In their 
last Annual Report the Board suggested the advis- 
ability of adding to the present City Hospital 
another building, of sufficient capacity to accommo- 
date at least one hundred patients with contagious 
diseases, especially for the treatment of diseases of 
the above character. This suggestion is worthy 
of consideration. 

The Jearsarge burial-ground was closed last 
year. JI am of the opinion that interments should 
no longer be permitted within the limits of a 
_ dense population, and suggest the expediency of 


closing all burial-grounds in the city proper. 


MAIN DRAINAGE WORKS. 


The main drainage works, or improved system 
of sewerage, which have been in process of con- 
struction for several years, went into successful 
operation on the Ist instant. A full description of 
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this important work having been lately given to 
the public it is unnecessary for me to enter into 
details here. The practical working of the system 
will be observed with great interest, and if it meets 
the expectations of its projectors, and relieves the 
city from the great evil of defective sewerage, the 
work will be a monument to the ability of those 
who designed and those who constructed it. 

The estimated cost of the work is $5,253,000; and 
$4,554,274.89 have been expended to date. 

The near completion of this important work raises 
the question of its management in the future. As 
the success of the system will for many years de- 
pend upon careful engineering supervision, it should 
be placed in charge of those who are familiar with 
the details of its construction. The entire sewer- 
age system of the city should be placed under 
one management, either that of a department 
already in existence or one to be created. This is 
a necessity, if economical results are to be attained, 
and the completion of the main drainage works 
appears to be a proper time for considering this 


question. 


POLICE DEPARTMENT. 


The Police Commissioners will renew their request 
for the erection of a new station-house, on the land 
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owned by the city, situated on the corner of Boylston 
and Hereford streets. The rapid growth of that 
portion of the city renders additional police pro- 
tection necessary, and a station-house is required 
before a new division can be formed. 

The Police Signal System now in operation in 
Chicago and other cities should be introduced here. 
It has been in successful operation for a sufficient 
length of time to prove its value as an adjunct to 
police service, to which it bears the same relation 
that the fire-alarm does to the Fire Department. I 
am informed that the appropriation for Police De- 
partment is sufficient to meet the expense of placing 
the apparatus in one or two divisions; and I recom- 
mend that the Police Commissioners be authorized 
to introduce it in at least one division, in order that 
the system may be thoroughly and practically tested 
here. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


This important department of the public service is 
performing its duty in a manner satisfactory to the 
public. A new engine-house is now in process of 
erection on Bunker-Hill street, Charlestown, for 
the accommodation of an additional company in that 
section of the city. You will be asked to provide for 


the erection of an engine and hook-and-ladder house

on the lot at the corner of Boylston and Hereford 
streets, before alluded to in connection with the 
Police Department. A large number of valuable 
buildings have been erected in this part of the city, 
and the protection against fire is madequate. A new 
repair-shop is needed, the present one being insufli- 
cient for the requirements of the department. A lot 
of land on the corner of Albany and Bristol streets 
was set aside for the purpose, and plans for a build- 
ing were drawn; but no appropriation has yet been 
made for the building. By making the repairs on 
hose, harness, and apparatus, the department effects 
a large saving to the city, and it should be provided 
with the requisite facilities for doing the work to the 


best advantage. 


BUILDING LAW. 


The statutes relating to the survey and inspection 
of buildings need some amendments, in order to 
ensure safety in case of fire in family-hotels and 
apartment-houses. ‘This class of buildings is largely 
increasing, and every precaution should be taken to 


prevent the spread of fire and to protect life. 


LAMPS. 


The number of electric lamps has been largely 
increased during the past year. The total number 
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now in use is 3881, of which 265 were erected in 
1883. An electric lamp costs $237.25 per annum, a 
gas lamp $34.00. Hach electric lamp displaces on 
an average 34 ordinary street lamps. The demand 
for the electric light is constantly increasing, and if it 
is to be satisfied the cost of hghting streets, which 
now amounts to about $500,000 per annum, must be 
greatly increased, if not actually doubled. The 
electric light must be regarded as a luxury, and not a 
necessity.. In some localities, notably the public 
squares or vicinity of railroad stations, it is a desir- 
able thing to have; but I question whether a proper 
regard for the interests of the city will warrant its 


general use for street-lighting. 


STREETS. 


The appropriation for Paving Department for 
the present financial year was $800,000. There 
have been expended to date $709,738.01. 

The appropriation for laying-out and widening 
streets was $100,000. In addition to this there 
have been sundry special appropriations, amounting 
in the aggregate to $138,500. 

There has therefore been appropriated for high- 


way purposes during the present financial year 
the sum of $1,038,300. This is a large sum to 
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be expended in a single direction; yet there are 
few purposes for which the tax-payers more readily 
contribute than for providing and maintaining the 
excellent highways for which Boston is_ noted. 
But I am constrained to believe that we are 
progressing too fast in this direction, and that we 
are incurring expenditures of greater magnitude 
than we now realize. 

In making their estimates the Street Commis- 
sioners consider only the cost of the right of way 
and removal of obstacles, paying no attention to the 
cost of construction of the roadway. There are a 
great many streets laid out for which the expense 

is estimated as nothing by the Commissioners, 
because the owners of the land to be taken find 
it for their advantage to give the right of way 
and to release all claims for damages. But the 
real cost of the streets so laid out begins when the 
work of the Commissioners ends. ‘There is at once 
a clamor for their speedy construction; and if public 
safety and convenience required them to be laid out, 
the same ‘considerations require them to be built. 
It is, of course, impossible to satisfy this demand. 
The Superintendent of Streets, who is charged with 
the work of construction, estimates that it will cost 
$2,000,000 to complete the work laid out by the 


Street Commissioners in 1883 alone. ‘The prospect 
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of a great increase in the already large expendi- 
tures for highway purposes is therefore apparent. 
I am strongly of the opinion that streets should 
not be laid out, widened, or extended, unless the 
means are specially appropriated for putting them 
in order for public travel; and I shall be glad 


to approve any measures in this direction. 


TAXATION. 


The question of a high or low rate of taxation is 
one of vital importance to the community. The > 
tendency of modern legislation is to exempt personal 
property from assessment, and to lay a tax upon 
real estate and tangible things only. It may be 
expected that, if this policy prevails, the time will 
come when we shall find our business interests 
seriously affected. We should therefore inquire into 
the subject, and be prepared to oppose any legis- 
lation which may be prejudicial to those interests 
upon which the success of the community de- 
pends. 

If any departure is to be made from the long- 
established policy of taxing all tangible property, by 
whomsoever held, and all intangible and credit 
property, however it may be invested, the classes 
who are creating the wealth of the city, and employ- 
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ing its people, should be the first to profit by the 
exemption. 

Following the rule that taxes all tangible property 
to the holder, notwithstanding it was purchased on 
credit, our business men are taxed on a full valua- 
tion of such property, without deduction for debts, 
although, the creditor being taxed for debts due him, 
double taxation In some cases necessarily follows. 
If all our copartnerships and business men were 
assessed only on the capital employed in their busi- 
ness, and were allowed whatever advantages followed 
their purchases upon credit, they would be relieved 
of a heavy burden, and their power to furnish indus- 
trial employment would be greatly increased. Such 
a course would not only be consistent with sound 
public policy, but with justice. For nearly twenty 
years the State, while it has taxed all other business 
interests upon the property purchased by the credit 
of its holders, has assessed business corporations 
upon the basis of their capital only. The effect of 


applying the same rule to private firms would un- 


doubtedly be beneficial to the interests of the city. 


I suggest the appointment of a special commission 
to consider this important subject, and report the 
result of their investigation, with their recommenda- 


tions thereon, to the City Council, that measures 
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may be taken to present the subject to the 


Legislature. 


ALDERMANIC DISTRICTS. 


The subject of electing aldermen by districts, 
instead of on a general ticket, is deserving of 
your early consideration. JI am in favor of the 


change, regarding it as the only practicable and 


satisfactory settlement of local claims to repre-. 


sentation in that branch of the city government. 
When Boston was a compact city there may have 
been good reasons for electing aldermen on a 
general ticket, though even then the number of 
aldermen was made to correspond with the num- 
ber of wards, and local claims were so _ strong 
that, without any law requiring it, an alderman 
was almost invariably nominated and elected from 
each ward. Thus, when there were but. eight 
wards, eight aldermen were chosen; later on, when 
_ there were twelve wards, the number of aldermen 
was correspondingly mereased. When the num- 
ber of wards was again increased, by annexation, 
it was not deemed expedient to imcrease the 
number of the Board. Then, instead of nomi- 
nating a resident of each ward, the practice of 
selecting a candidate from each section of the 
city was adopted, thus admitting the justice of 
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giving every locality its own representative. In 
this manner district representation virtually pre- 
vailed. 

_ I therefore do not regard the proposed change 
as a new and untried experiment, but as a pro- 
vision by law for the local representation which 
the people have always sought, and which ‘has 
- always been most satisfactory when most com- 
pletely secured. ‘The chances of election on a 
general ticket are, however, such that it not in- 
frequently happens that the citizens of an im-- 
portant section of the city feel that they are 
left without representation in the Board; for, 
although theoretically an alderman represents the 
whole city, practically each alderman is regarded 
as” specially representing the section in which he — 
lives, and is expected by his neighbors to attend 
to the wants of that particular district in prefer- 
ence to those of other parts of the city. 

Under a district system a more direct respon- 
sibility, a more accurate representation of the 
will of the people, would be ensured, and, by 
bringing the issue nearer home, our citizens would 
be incited to increased interest in municipal 
affairs. | 

It is also probable that many persons whose 
services would be of great value to the public, 
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but who are unwilling to enter into a contest 
under the present system, might be induced to 
become candidates if their election depended only 
upon the suffrages of the citizens of their own 


section. 


PUBLIC WORKS. 


Having been a _ close observer of municipal 
affairs for many years I have viewed with satis- 
faction the gradual separation of the legislative 
and executive functions of the city government, 
and the transfer of the latter to Boards of Com- 
missioners. If I am not mistaken these changes 
have generally been followed by increased effi- 
ciency and greater economy. I believe that the 
interests of the city can be promoted by other 
changes in the same direction, and I invite your 
early attention to the expediency of reorganizing 
some of the related departments of the city, so 
as to place them under one management. I refer 
particularly to the departments haying charge of 
matters connected with the public streets. The 
present system, by which each department carries 
on its operations without regard to any other, is 
not consistent with an economical and_ efficient 
management of the city’s business. 


All matters connected with laying-out and 
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widening streets, paving, bridges, sewers, and 
lamps, are so closely related that there can be 
no question that they could be more systematically 
managed by a Board of Public Works. 

The Legislature would undoubtedly grant a 
request for authority to create such a Board. 

But, if it should not be deemed advisable to 
create such a SBoard, I then recommend the 
adoption of such measures as will prevent any 
interference with the executive functions of heads 
of departments. 

The effect of such interference is _ perhaps 
more disastrous in the Fire and Police depart- 
ments, where the efliciency of the service depends 
| upon the enforcement of discipline; but the evil 
is also felt in every department employing any 
considerable number of men. 

It has even extended so far as to affect the 
employment of laborers on the public works. 
It has been publicly charged that laborers who 
had rendered long and faithful service to the city 
have been made to feel that their chance to work 
for their daily bread depended upon the ticket 
given or sold to them by some politician, or upon 
the contribution of a day’s wages for political 


purposes. So long as such a condition of things 
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is permitted to exist the interests of the city 
must suffer. 

I have no hesitation in saying that the system 
of employing workmen by distributing tickets 7 
among members of the various committees is a 
vicious one, both for the city and the laborer. 
The city owes it to its laboring men that, so long 
as they are faithful, and there is any work to 
be done, their places shall be secure. An _ honest 
day’s work is all that should be required. 

With reference to heads of departments I sub- 
mit: that men should be chosen with sole refer- | 
ence to their training, experience, and general 
fitness for the work required of them; that: when 
so chosen they should be held to a strict ac- 
countability for the proper performance of that 
work, and to that end should be allowed to hire 
the necessary workmen, without dictation from 
any quarter. ‘he loss to the city from the em- 
ployment of unskilled foremen and_ inefficient 
workmen, billeted upon the heads of departments, 


cannot be measured by the current expenses of 


a single year.

manner, to some of the principal matters that will 


poker ;

The establishment of the town of Boston dates 
_ from the passage of the order of the Court of 
Assistants on the 17th September (7th, O. S.), 
1630, “that Trimountain shall be called Boston.” 
The first city government was organized on the 
Ist of May, 1822 (St. 1821, c. 110). Roxbury 
was first recognized by the Court of Assistants 
as a town on the 8th Oct., 1630. It was incor- 
porated as a city on the 12th March, 1846 (St. 1846, 
ce. 95), and annexed to Boston 6th Jan., 1868 
(St. 1867, c. 359; accepted 9th Sept.). Dorches- 
ter was named by the Court of Assistants in the 
same order in which Boston was named; and it 
retained its town organization until annexed to 
Boston on the 3d Jan., 1870 (St. 1869, c. 3493; | 
accepted 22d June). Charlestown was founded 
4th July, 1629; incorporated as a city in 1847 
(St. 1847, c. 29); annexed to Boston, 5th Jan., 
1874 (St. 1873, ¢. 286; accepted, 7th Oct.). 
West Roxbury was incorporated as a town on 
the 24th March, 1851 (St. 1851, c. 250); 
annexed to Boston on 5th Jan., 1874 (St. 
1873, c. 314; accepted, 7th Oct.). Brighton 
was incorporated as a town in 1806 (St. 1806, 
c. 65); annexed to Boston on the 5th Jan., 
1874 (St. 1873, c.

A CODIFICATION 


OF THE 


CA Dae G HA Ran RO Bisa 


AND STATUTES AFFECTING THE SAME. 


[The first act of the Legislature of Massachusetts establishing the City 
of Boston was passed February 23, 1822, and adopted by the citizens of 
Boston, March 4, 1822. It is chapter 110 of the acts of 1821. The 
present city charter, being a revision of the former one, was passed April 
29, 1854, and adopted by the citizens, November 13, 1854. It is chapter 
448 of the acts of 1854. The charter herewith presented is a codifica- 
tion of the original enactment of 1854, and of the general and special 
acts since then adopted. The sections in pica are unchanged from 
the text of 1854, except §§ 25 and 60. Words in italics show verbal 
changes. Sections in small pica give the presumed state of the charter 
as affected by subsequent legislation of 1879, 1880, 1881, and 1882. | 


Section 1. The inhabitants of the City of 
Boston, for all the purposes for which towns and 
cities are by law incorporated in this common- 


wealth, shall continue to be one body politic, in 


fact and in name, under the style and denomination 
of the City of Boston; and, as such, shall have, 
exercise, and enjoy all the rights, immunities, 
powers, and privileges, and shall be subject to all 
the duties and obligations now incumbent upon and 
appertaining to said city, as a municipal corporation.

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SEAL OF THE CITY. 


By Chapter 7, Section 1, Revised Ordinances, passed 
December 29, 1882, it is provided that “the seal of the city 
shall bear a view of the city and the inscription: ‘SrcurT 
PATRIBUS SIT DEUS NoBIS. Bostronra conpiTA A.D. 1630. 
CIVITATIS REGIMINE DONATA A.D. 1822.’” <A representa- 
tion of the seal as at present, and for many years past, in use 
is given below. [For penalty of unauthorized use of city 
seal, see Pub. Stat. c. 205, § 6. ] 


The “Ordinance to Establish the City Seal,” passed Jan. 
2, 1823, provided as follows: —“That the design hereto 
annexed, as sketched by John R. Penniman, giving a view 
of the city, be the city seal; that the motto be as follows, to 
wit : ‘SICUT PATRIBUS SIT DEUS NoBIs’; and that the inscrip- 
tion be as follows, to wit: ‘Bosronra conpirA A.D. 1630. 
CIVITATIS REGIMINE DONATA A.D. 1822.’” The original 
sketch by Mr. Penniman was discovered by the present City 
Treasurer among the papers of his department when he took 
possession in 1881. The design has been used since upon 
certain documents, and now appears on the treasury checks. 
A fac-simile of the sketch is presented in the accompanying 
plate. 
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RULES AND ORDERS 


OF THE 


BOARD OF ALDERMEN. 


Rute 1. The Mayor, and in his absence the chairman of 
the Board, shall take the chair at the hour to which the 
Board shall have adjourned, and shall call the members to 
order, and, a quorum being present, shall cause the minutes 
of the preceding regular meeting to be read; and, in the 
absence of the Mayor and chairman, the senior member 
present shall preside as chairman pro tempore. 

Ruxe 2. The chairman shall preserve decorum and order ; 
may speak to points of order in preference to other members, 
and shall decide all questions of order, subject to an appeal 
to the Board, by motion regularly seconded; and no other 
business shall be in order till the question on appeal shall 
have been decided. 

Rue 3. The chairman shall declare all votes ; but if any 
member rises to doubt a vote, he shall cause a return of the 
members voting in the affirmative and in the negative, with- 
out debate on the question. | 

Rute 4. The chairman may read sitting; but shall rise 
to state a motion, or put a question to the Board. 

Rute 5. When the Mayor shall desire to vacate the chair 
he shall call on the chairman of the Board to take it, and in 
his absence the senior member present. When the chairman 
of the Board or the chairman pro tempore shall desire to 
vacate the chair he may call any member to it ; but such sub- 
stitution shall not continue beyond an adjournment. 

Rute 6. On all questions and motions whatsoever, the 
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chairman shall take the sense of the Board by yeas and nays, 
provided any member shall so require. And every ordi- 
nance, resolution, or order (except orders of notice, papers 
from the Common Council, orders of inquiry, and orders 
relating to the Department of Health), after being read, 
shall be laid on the table before its consideration by the 
Board, and no such resolution or order (except as above) 
_ shall be considered at the same meeting at which it is offered, 
except by special vote. 

Ruute 7. The chairman shall propound all questions in 
the order in which they are moved, unless the subsequent 
motion shall be previous in its nature, except that, in the 
naming sums and fixing times, the largest sum and longest 
time shall be put first. 

Rute 8. After a motion is stated or read by the chair- 
man it shall be deemed to be in possession of the Board, and 
shall be disposed of by vote; but the mover may withdraw 
it at any time before a decision or amendment. 

RuuE 9. When a question is under debate the chairman 
shall receive no motion but to adjourn, to lay on the table, to 
postpone to a day certain, to commit, to amend, or to postpone 
indefinitely ; which several motions shall have precedence in 
the order in which they stand arranged; and a motion to 
strike out the enacting clause of an ordinance shall be equiva- 
lent to a motion to postpone indefinitely. 

Rute 10. The chairman shall consider a motion to ad- 
journ as always in order, except on an immediate repetition ; 
and that motion, and the motion to lay on the table, or to 
take up from the table, shall be decided without debate. 

RuxtE 11. When a vote has been passed it shall be in 
order for any member to move a reconsideration thereof at 
the same meeting; or he may give notice to the clerk, within 
twenty-four hours of the adjournment, of his intention to 
move a reconsideration at the next regular meeting; in 
which case the clerk shall retain possession of the papers 
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until the next regular meeting; and, when a motion for re- 
consideration is decided, that vote shall not be reconsidered. 
Rutz 12. Every member, when about to speak, shall 
rise and respectfully address the Chair; shall confine himself 
to the question under debate, and avoid personalities. 
Rue 13. No member speaking sball be interrupted by 
another, but by rising to a call to order, or for explanations. 
Rute 14. No member shall be permitted to vote on any 
question, or serve on any committee, where his private right 
is immediately concerned, distinct from the public interest. 
Ruxe 15. Every member who shall be present when a 
question is put, where he is not excluded by interest, shall 
give his vote, unless the Board for special reasons shall 
excuse him. Application to be so excused on any question 
must’ be made before the Board is divided, or before the 
ealling of the yeas and nays; and such application shall be 
accompanied by a brief statement of the reasons, and shall 
be decided without debate. 


Ruiz 16. Every motion shall be reduced to writing if 
the chairman shall so direct. 

Rute 17. Any member may require the division of a 
question, when the sense will admit it. A motion to strike 
out and insert shall be deemed indivisible ; but a motion to 
strike out, being lost, shall not preclude amendment, or a 
motion to strike out and insert. 

Rute 18. No motion or proposition of a subject different 
from that under consideration shall be admitted under color 
of amendment. 

Rute 19. Motions and reports may be committed or re- 
committed at the pleasure of the Board. 

Rue 20. When a vote is doubted, the members for and 
against the question, when called on by the Chair, shall arise 
and stand till they are counted. | 

Rue 21. All questions relating to priority of business 
to be acted upon shall be decided without debate. 
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RuLkE 22. When a motion is made on any subject, and 
different committees are proposed, the question shall be 
taken in the following order :— 


1. Toa standing committee of the Board. 
2. Toa select committee of the Board. 

3. Toa joint standing committee. 

4, To a joint select committee. 


Rute 23. The following standing committees of the 
Board, to consist of three members each, and the members 
of the joint standing committees on the part of this Board 
(named in the Joint Rules and Orders of the City Council), 
shall be appointed by the Mayor : — 

Committee on Armories and Military Affairs — Bridges — 
County Accounts — Faneuil Hall and County Buildings, to 
be composed of the Committee on Public Buildings on the 
part of this Board — Lamps — Licenses — Markets — Paving 
and Repairs of Streets — Sewers and Drains — Streets — 
Steam-Engines and Furnaces — Electric Wires— Railroads. 
All other committees, unless otherwise provided for, or spe- 
cially directed by the Board, shall be appointed by the Chair. 

Rule 24. At every regular meeting of the Board the order 
of business shall be as follows : — 


1. Communications from His Honor the Mayor. 
2. Presentation of petitions, memorials, and remon- 
strances. 
3. Unfinished business of preceding meetings. 
Papers from the Common Council. 
Reports of city officers. 
Reports of committees. 
Motions, orders, and resolutions.

And the above order of business shall not be departed from 
but by the votes of a majority of the members of the Board 
present. 
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Rue 25. Each committee elected on the part of this 
Board shall organize at its first meeting by the choice of a 
chairman, and shall report the same to this Board; and in all 
cases where the Chair appoints a committee, unless otherwise 
provided for, the member first named shall be chairman, and 
in his absence the member next in order who shall be present 
shall be chairman pro tempore. | 

Rue 26. Committees of the Board, to whom any matter 
is specially referred, may be required to report within four 
weeks, or ask for further time. 

Rute 27. No standing or special committee of the Board 
of Aldermen shall be authorized to contract or expend from 
the appropriations provided by the City Council an amount 
exceeding jive hundred dollars, unless otherwise provided in 
the Ordinances of the city, or unless authority for such con- 
tract or expenditure be first had and obtained from the Mayor 
and Aldermen. 

Rue 28. No committee shall draw any moneys from the 
city treasury, for the purpose of paying the expense of said 
committee, or any portion of the same, while absent from the 
City of Boston, unless authorized by special vote of the 
Board. 

Rue 29. No person, except a member of the Board, 
shall be permitted to occupy the seat of any member while 
the Board is in session. 

Rue 30. It shall be the duty of the City Messenger to 
see that no person or persons, excepting members of the City 
Government and reporters, are allowed inthe chamber of the 
Board of Aldermen or in the anteroom of the same while the 
Board is in session, and after the seats furnished for spectators 
have been occupied. 

Rutt 31. -The foregoing Rules shall not be altered, 
amended, suspended, or repealed at any time, except by the 
vote of two-thirds of the members of the Board present at 
the time.

DUTIES OF COMMITTEES. 


Rute 2. Every Joint Standing Committee of the City 
Council, already or hereafter appointed or elected, shall, for 
the current municipal year, have the general management 
and supervision of the department to which it has been 
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assigned, subject in all respects to the special instructions of 
the City Council, and to the provisions of all statutes and 
lawful ordinances. 

The following-named committees are hereby specially in- 
structed to perform the following duties : — 


The Committee on Accounts shall direct the City Auditor 
as to the manner in which the books; records, and papers 
belonging to his department shall be kept, and as to the 
mode in which all bills and accounts against the city shall be 
certified or vouched; and examine, and, if it sees fit, ap- 
prove, as often as once a month, all bills and accounts against 
the city which have been certified by the City Auditor. 

The Committee on Finance shall negotiate, under the diree- 
tion of the City Council, all loans made by the city, and con- 
sider and report upon all subjects relating to the city finances. 

The Committee on the Assessors’ Department shall have 
the care and supervision of the Assessors’ office, and shall fix 
the amount of compensation to be paid to the clerks appointed 
by the Assessors, and shall also in January, or as soon there- 
after as may be, recommend to the City Council the names 
of persons to be voted for as Assessors and as Assistant 
Assessors. 

The Committee on Bonds shall examine all bonds required 
by statute or ordinance to be given by officers of the city. 

The Committee on Claims shall investigate all claims 
against the city, except those for damages on account of the 
laying out and widening of streets, the change of grade of 
streets, and the abatement of nuisances by the Board of 
Health ; and may, with the approval of the Mayor, settle 
any such claim before suit is brought, if such settlement can 
be effected by the payment of a sum not exceeding five hun- 
dred dollars; and, in consultation with the City Solicitor, 
take such steps as they deem expedient for the defence of 
suits brought for the recovery of such claims, or, with the 
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approval of the Mayor, for their settlement. The expense 
of such defence or settlement shall be paid from the appro- 
priation for Incidental Expenses. 

Any purchaser of real estate, at a sale made by the City 
Collector for the non-payment of taxes or other assessments 
thereon, who claims that he is entitled to have the considera- 
tion paid by him for the Collector’s deed, with the interest 
thereon, refunded to. him, by reason of error, omission, or 
informality in the proceedings of assessment or sale, may 
apply by petition to the said committee to have such consid- 
eration and interest paid to him; and if said committee 
determines that the petitioner is legally entitled to such pay- 
ment they shall certify the fact to the City Treasurer, who 
shall make payment accordingly upon surrender and discharge 
by the petitioner of his said deed. 

When the city holds a title to real estate sold by the City 
Collector for the non-payment of taxes or other assessments 
thereon, and a person having an interest in such real estate 
alleges that there was an error, omission, or informality in 
the proceedings of assessment or sale, so that he is legally 
entitled to have the title of the city to such real estate relin- 
quished to him, he may apply therefor by petition to the 
said committee, who may determine that such title shall be 
relinquished upon such terms and conditions as they adjudge 
to be just and conformable to law ; and, upon receiving their 
certificate that such title ought to be relinquished, the Mayor 
shall execute in behalf of the city a proper deed of release 
to the petitioner. 

The Committee on City Clerk’s Department shall audit, 
monthly, the finances of said department. 

The Committee on the Common and Public Grounds shall 
have the care and custody of the Common, the Public Garden, 
and the public squares and fountains of the city. 

The Committee on Public Education shall purchase all 
land required for educational purposes, when such purchase 
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has been authorized by the City Council; shall consider and 
report upon all communications from the School Committee 
requiring action by the City Council, excepting requests for 
altering and repairing buildings; and shall approve all plans 
for new sclrool-houses. 

The Committee on the Beaincens Department shall have 
the care and supervision of the City Engineer’s office, and 
shall fix the compensation of the persons employed therein ; 
the appointment and removal of all of whom shall also be 
subject to the approval of said committee. 

The Committee on the Fire Department shall examine, as 
often as once a month, the records and accounts of the Board 
of Fire Commissioners, and shall also consider all applica- 
tions for appropriations for the said department, and report 
thereon to the City Council. 

The Committee on Fuel shall, except as otherwise pro- 
vided, contract for all the fuel required for the use of the 
city. 

The Committee on the Harbor shall suggest from time to 
time such measures, and shall do and perform such acts, as 
they may deem necessary for the preservation of the harbor 
of the city and for the security of the rights and interests of 
the city therein; provided that no expense shall be incurred 
exceeding the appropriations previously made by the City 
Council for these purposes. 

The Committee on the Health Department shall examine, 
as often as once a month, the records and accounts of the 
Board of Health, and examine all applications for appropria- 
tions for the Health Department, and report thereon to the 
City Council; and the said committee shall also have control 
of all expenditures on account of the city teams, the city 
stables, the cleaning of streets and of cesspools, the collec- 
tion of offal and of ashes, and of the employment of the la- 
borers required therefor ; provided that the work of cleaning 
the cesspools and streets, and collecting the ashes and offal, 
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and all contracts therefor, shall be performed in a manner 
entirely satisfactory to the Board of Health ; and all contracts 
for such work shall contain the condition that they shall be 
performed to the satisfaction of the Board of Health. 

The Committee on Legislative Matters shall, unless other- 
wise ordered, appear before committees of the General Court 
and represent the interests of the city; provided said com- 
mittee shall not, unless directed so to do by the City Coun- 
cil, oppose any legislation petitioned for by the preceding 
City Council. It shall report in print to the City Council all 
bills, resolves, and petitions presented to the Legislature 
affecting the City of Boston, or any department thereof. 
Such printed report shall be made at the next meeting of 
either branch after such application is made, or earlier, at the 
discretion of said committee. The committee may expend 
in any year a sum not exceeding two thousand dollars, to be 
charged to the appropriation for Incidental Expenses. 

When, in the opinion of the Committee on Ordinances, 
additional legal assistance is temporarily required in the Law 
Department of the city, the said committee may, by a vote of 
a majority of all its members, engage suitable counsel and 
fix the compensation therefor; but no amount exceeding 
three thousand dollars shall be so expended during the mu- 
nicipal year unless the consent of the City Council thereto is 
first obtained. 

The Committee on the Overseers of the Poor shall con- 
sider all matters, within the jurisdiction and control of the 
City Council, which relate to the Overseers of the Poor, to 
paupers, to poor and destitute persons, and to the city 
temporary home, and examine, on the second Tuesday of 
each month, all the books of the said overseers, the keeping 
of which is required by the ordinances of the city, in order 
to ascertain whether such books have been kept in con- 
formity with said ordinances; whether all expenditures and 
payments for the month ending on the last Monday of the 
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preceding month have been legally made and are properly 
vouched ; and whether relief and assistance have been legally 
granted or refused. The said committee shall also, in Janu- 
ary and in June, examine the condition and investment of 
all property entrusted to, or deposited with, the said over- 
seers; and if, upon any such examination, it appears to said 
committee that any expenditure or payment has been ille- 
gally made or is not properly vouched; that any assistance 
or relief has been illegally granted or refused ; that due care 
has not been taken in regard to the management, preserva- 
tion, or investment of said property; or that said books are 
not properly kept, — they shall thereupon report the facts to 
the City Council for its action. 

The Committee on Police shall examine, as often as once 
a month, the records and accounts of the Police Commis- 
sioners, and all applications for appropriations for the Police 
Department, and report upon the same. 

The Committee on Printing shall have executed all print- 
ing and binding, and furnish all stationery or similar sup- 
plies required by the City Council or either branch thereof, 
or by any office or department of the City Government, 
except where otherwise expressly provided by statute or 
ordinance. The committee shall, wherever possible, pro- 
cure its supplies by open contract, and shall especially con- 
tract with some one person, firm, or corporation annually to 
do all the printing under its charge. ‘The committee shall 
have control of the Superintendent of Printing, and may 
require him to act as their clerk, without extra pay, and may 
direct him to keep suitable accounts and records to their satis- 
faction. The said committee shall fix the number of copies 
of any document the printing of which has been ordered, 
unless otherwise directed; and may direct the disposal or 
sale of any such printed documents, under the same re- 
striction. The committee shall, at least once in every month, 
audit all bills incurred under their direction as above stated. 
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The Committee on Public Buildings shall, except as other- 
wise provided, have the care and custody of all the school- 
houses and other buildings belonging to the city, and of the 
erection, alteration, and repair of such buildings; and may 
(subject to the approval of the City Council) lease any such 
building for a period not exceeding three years, and may 
dispose by public or private sale of any temporary buildings, 
or of the materials thereof, when they are no longer needed 
for public purposes. When the. City Council orders the 
purchase of land for the erection of a building thereon, for 
any purpose other than an educational one, such purchase 
shall be made under the direction of said committee. The 
committee shall also have the care and supervision of the 
City Architect’s office, and shall fix the compensation of the 
persons employed therein; the appointment and removal of 
all of whom shall be subject to the approval of said com- 
mittee. The said committee shall also assign suitable rooms 
in the public buildings for the various city officers, or shall 
procure such rooms elsewhere at the expense of the city, and 
shall furnish all such rooms in a proper manner. 

The Committee on Public Lands shall have the care and 
management of the public lands belonging to the city, so far 
as relates to the improvements, or lease of the same for a 
term not exceeding three years; and may, subject to the 
approval of the Mayor, seil the same at public auction. The 
said committee may, subject to the approval of the Board of 
Aldermen, lay out and make such streets, passage-ways, 
and public squares on said lands as they may deem ex- 
pedient. 

To the Committee on the Public Library all matters relat- 
ing to the Public Library, within the jurisdiction of the City 
Council, shall be referred, unless otherwise ordered. 

The Committee on the Surveyor’s Department shall have 
the care and supervision of the City Surveyor’s office, and 
shall fix the compensation of the persons employed therein ; 
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the appointment and removal of all of whom shall also be 
subject to the approval of said committee. 7 

The Committee on the Department for the Survey and 
Inspection of Buildings shall appoint, on the nomination of 
the Inspector of Buildings, such clerical assistance as may 
be needed, in addition to that allowed by statute or ordi- 
nance, and may purchase such supplies and materials, and 
incur such other expenses, as may be necessary ; provided 
that the expense shall not exceed the amount appropriated 
for the purpose. | 

The Committee onthe Treasury Department shall examine, 
audit, and settle the accounts of the City Treasurer, and of the 
County Treasurer, and of the City Collector, for the preced- 
ing financial year, and shall not only compare said accounts 
with the vouchers therefor, but also ascertain whether all 
sums due to the city have been collected and accounted for ; 
and the said committee shall also examine all bonds (except- 
ing official bonds), notes, and other securities belonging to the 
city, and shall make to the City Council a full and particular 
report of the results of such examination. The committee 
shall have power to confirm or reject the subordinate officers 
in either the City Treasurer’s, County Treasurer’s, or City 
Collector’s department, when duly nominated by the head of 
such department ; and also decide upon the acceptance of the 
sureties offered on the bonds of such subordinate officers. 
The said committee shall also have charge of the expendi- 
tures from the approptiation for the department of the Sealer 
of Weights and Measures, and shall designate the method 
in which his books of accounts shall be kept. 

The Corimittee on Underground Wires shall determine the 
amount of the penalty of all bonds given by telegraph and 
telephone companies under the provisions of Chapter 26, 
Section 40, of the Revised Ordinances; determine the suffi- 
ciency of the sureties on such bonds, and exercise such other 
powers as are within the jurisdiction of the City Council. 
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The Committee on the Water Department shall examine, 
as often as once a month, the records, accounts, and contracts 
of the Water Board, and examine and report upon all re- 
quests for appropriations for said department. 

The Committee on the City Hall Reference Library may 
make all needful rules and regulations applicable to the 
library, may authorize the removal and disposal of publi- 
cations considered useless in the collection at any time, and 
may purchase, from time to time, publications for the use of 
the library ; provided, however, that the amount expended 
shall not exceed the sum that may be annually appropriated 
for the purpose by the City Council. 


ORGANIZATION OF COMMITTEES. 


Rute 38. The member of the Board of Aldermen first 
named on every Joint Committee, of which the Mayor is not 
a member, shall be its chairman ; and, in case of his resigna- 
tion or inability, the other members‘of the same Board in the 
order in which they are named, and after them the member 
of the Common Council first named, shall call meetings of the 
committee, and act as chairman. 

Rutz 4. The Joint Standing Committees shall cause 
records of their proceedings to be kept-in books provided for 
that purpose; and at all meetings of committees the records 
of the previous meeting shall be read, unless otherwise 
ordered by the committee. In all such meetings of com- 
mittees all votes shall be taken by yeas and nays and re- 
corded, at the request of any member. 

Rute 5. The representatives of the two branches of the 
City Council on Joint Committees shall not act by separate 
consultations. No meeting of any committee shall be called 
upon less notice than twenty-four hours without the consent 
of all the members thereof. 

Rue 6. Any Joint Committee, not having charge of an 
appropriation, may expend from the appropriation for Inci- 
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dental Expenses an amount not exceeding two hundred dol- 
lars in any one year, for any purposes connected with the 
duties of said committee for which no provision has been 
otherwise made. 


CONFERENCE COMMITTEES. 


Ruue 7. In every case of disagreement between the two 
branches of the City Council, if either branch shall request 
a conference, and appoint a committee of conference, the 
other branch shall also appoint such a committee. Both 
committees shall, at an hour to be agreed upon by their chair- 
men, meet and state to each other, verbally or in writing, as 
either shall choose, the reasons for the action of their re- 
spective branches in relation to the matter in controversy, 
shall confer freely thereon, and shall report to their respec- 
tive branches. 


REPORTS OF COMMITTEES. 


Rute 8. No report of a Joint Committee shall be received 
by either branch of the City Council unless agreed to by such 
committee at a duly notified meeting thereof. 

Rute 9. Either branch of the City Council may commit 
or recommit to a Joint Committee; but the reference by 
either branch of a matter to its successor, or to the next City 
Council, shall require concurrent action. The report of a 
committee upon any subject referred to it shall, unless other- 
wise ordered by the City Council or by the committee, be 
presented to the branch in which the order of reference 
originated. It shall be the duty of every Joint Committee to 
which any subject may be specially referred, to report thereon 
within four weeks, or to ask for further time. 

Ruut 10. All reports and other papers submitted to the 
City Council shall be written or printed, and no indorsement 
of any kind shall be made on the reports, memorials, or other 
papers, excepting those made by the officers of either branch. 
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Every report of a committee shall be signed by a member 
belonging to the body to which it shall be presented, unless 
otherwise directed by the committee. Every order and no- 
tice of reference shall have indorsed upon it the name of the 
member offering it or making the motion. Such member 
shall be informed, by the clerk of the committee to which 
the matter is referred, of the time fixed for its consideration, ' 
if he give notice of his desire to be heard thereon. 


CLERK OF COMMITTEES. 


Rute 11. The Clerk of Committees shall, at the request 
of the chairman of any committee of which he is clerk, make 
copies of any papers to be reported by it, and he shall notify 
each member of the City Council of all public committee 
hearings. He shall be notified by the clerk of the time of 
meeting of every committee of which he is not the clerk, as 
soon as the date of such meeting is fixed. He shall post 
daily in the corridor of the City Hall, and in the chamber of 
the Board of Aldermen, a list of the committee meetings to 
be held that day. 

Rute 12. The Joint Standing Committees on Accounts, 
Finance, Surveyor’s Department, Engineer’s Department, 
Health Department, Public Buildings Department, Public 
Land Department, Printing, and Department for the Survey 
and Inspection of Buildings, may choose respectively, as 
clerk of such committee, one of their own number, or any 
employé of the department under their charge; but no com- 
pensation shall be made for such services. 


ORDINANCES, ORDERS, AND RESOLUTIONS, 


Rue 13. If any ordinance, order, or resolution, origi- 
nating in one branch, shall fail to pass in the other, notice 
shall be given, under the signature of the clerk, to the branch 
in which the same originated, 
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Rute 14. In all votes requiring concurrent action the 
form of expression shall be “ Ordered” for everything by 
way of command; and the form shall be “Resolved” for 
everything expressing opinions, principles, facts, or pur- 
poses. 


APPROPRIATIONS AND EXPENDITURES. 


Rute 15. The specific appropriations for the several 
objects enumerated in the general appropriation order shall 
be deemed and taken to be the maximum amount to be 
expended, by the several committees having the charge 
thereof, for the entire financial year. 

Whenever the amounts designated and appropriated as afore- 
said have been expended, and an additional sum is required, 
or whenever the estimates for any purpose exceed the appro- 
priation specially made therefor, the committee having 
charge thereof shall furnish to the City Council a detailed 
statement, in print, of the expenditures already made, and 
of the necessity for an additional appropriation. 

Whenever the City Council shall order an expenditure by 
any committee, board, or officer, either in addition to the 
estimates on which the appropriation was made, or for an 
object not included in such estimates, it shall provide for the 
payment of the same. 

No expenditure shall be made from the Reserved Fund 
except by a transfer to some other appropriation, or to anew 
appropriation to be established. 

No expenditure shall be charged to the appropriation for In- 
cidentals excepting those ordered in accordance with Chapter 
28, Section 13, of the Public Statutes; expenditures for one 
or both branches of the City Council, ordered by concurrent 
vote, or by committees as provided in these rules; amounts 
necessary to pay judgments or to settle claims against the 
city ; and transfers. 

Ruie 16. When application shall be made for an addi- 
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tional appropriation, to be provided for by transfer or loan, 
such appropriation shall not be made until the application 
has been referred to, and reported upon, by the Committee 
on Finance. 

Rute 17. No order authorizing the borrowing of money, 
or the transfer of one appropriation or part of an appropria- 
tion to another appropriation, shall be passed unless two- 
thirds of the whole number of the members of each branch 
of the City Council vote in the affirmative, by vote taken by 
yea and nay. 

Rute 18. No presiding officer of a board, or chairman of 
a committee, unless duly authorized by such board or com- 
mittee, shall approve any bill or account against the city. 


REFRESHMENTS AND CARRIAGES. 


Rue 19. No bills for refreshments or carriages shall be 
paid, unless such bills shall specify in detail the names of the 
persons to whom such refreshments or carriages are furnished, 
and the dates of furnishing the same. No person, except a 
member of the City Council, shall incur any such bills, for 
which the city shall be lable, nor shall a member of the City 
Council incur any such bills, unless the same be furnished 
while performing some duty as a member of a committee or 
of a sub-committee, to which he has been appointed, and on 
a day when said committee or sub-committee held a meeting. 
All bills for refreshments shall be presented at the time in- 
curred, and shall be approved by the members of the City 
Council incurring the same; provided, however, that all bills 
contracted by sub-committees shall be submitted to and ap- 
proved by the full committee. No bills shall be approved on 
account of any persons not members of the City Council, 
except a city officer specially invited by vote of a board or 
committee. Such bills, when so approved, shall be paid from 
the appropriation to which they are incident; and the City 
Auditor shall not pass any such bill for the approval of the 
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Committee on Accounts, unless it has been approved as pro- 
vided in this or the preceding section. 

Rue 20. All carriages furnished to members of the City 
Government shall, whenever practicable, be ordered through 
the City Messenger; and when not so ordered, the person 
who orders them shall forthwith give notice thereof to the 
City Messenger; and in all cases the party who furnishes a 
carriage shall, within seven days thereafter, return to the 
City Messenger a detailed statement of the names of the per- 
sons who used the same, and of the time during which, and 
the purpose for which, it was used. 

Rute 21. All bills for refreshments, or carriages, con- 
taining items incurred more than three months previous to 
the date of their presentation to the Auditor, shall go before 
the City Council for approval. 


NOTICE TO OTHER BRANCH. 

Rute 22. All papers requiring concurrent action shall 
be transmitted from one branch of the City Council to the 
other, with the action of the branch sending them indorsed 
thereon, and signed by the regular presiding oflicer of such 
branch, or, in his absence, by the clerk, or assistant clerk, 
of such body. In case of votes or action by either branch, 
not based on written orders or papers, notice of the same 
shall be transmitted to the other branch signed as herein- 
before directed. 


REPORTS OF COMMITTEES. 


Rute 23. <Any report containing any recommendation, 
other than “leave to withdraw,” or “inexpedient to take 
further action,” or reference to another board or committee, 
shall be accompanied by an ordinance, order, or resolve, 
embodying such recommendation; and such report shall be 
acted upon separately. 
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Ruiter 24. Any member of a Joint Committee may submit 
a minority report at the same time as the majority report, 
and, if the latter be in print, he shall be allowed to submit 
his report also in print. Hither branch may order to be 
printed the report of any committee submitted to it, or any 
document relating to a subject under consideration. 


CONTRACTS. 


Rue 25. Every Standing Committee shall, in making 
any contract, observe the following regulations : — 

1. In case the amount of the estimated expenditure under 
a contract exceeds three thousand dollars, reasonable notice 
shall be given by advertisements therefor published in the 
daily papers of the city, and elsewhere if necessary. 

2. Whenever advertisements for proposals for any work 
_to be done for the city, or for any materials to be furnished, 
are made, the persons in charge of the work to be done shall 
cause suitable plans and specifications, and schedules of 
materials, to be prepared and shown to parties proposing to 
bid. 

3. Every contract exceeding three thousand dollars shall 
be accompanied by a suitable bond for the performance of 
the same, or by the ceposit of money or security to the 
amount of such bond. No proposal shall be accepted from 
or for any person who shall have broken a contract with the 
city during the three years preceding. 

4. No proposal shall be received from any person offering 
to contract for such work, unless the same is sealed. All 
proposals shall be publicly opened at the hour and place 
designated in the advertisement, if any be specified. If any 
such proposals shall be offered by persons who, in the judg- 
ment of the said committee, shall be incompetent to perform 
their contracts in a workmanlike manner, or irresponsible 
in respect to their means of faithfully executing the same, 
such proposal may be rejected, notwithstanding the same be 
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at a lower rate than other proposals offered for the same 
work. 

5. In such cases, where the amount of any contract shall 
exceed the sum of fifteen hundred dollars, the contract shall 
be in writing, and after being signed by the parties no such 
contract shall be altered in any particular, without the con- 
sent of three-tourths of the committee indorsed thereon by 
such members. 

6. Every contract shall provide that, in case of any alter- 
ation, so much of such contract as is not necessarily affected 
by the change shall remain in force upon all parties thereto. 

Rue 26. Rule 25 shall apply to all Joint Special Com- 
mittees where the estimated amount of any work to be per- 
formed under any one contract exceeds the sum of ten 
thousand dollars. 

Rue 27. Whenever the payments under any contract are 
not intended to be made from the appropriations for the cur-. 
rent financial year, such contract shall first be referred to the: 
Committee on Finance, to report what measures shall be: 
taken for the payments as they become due. 

Rue 28. In every contract entered into, involving the: 
employment of mechanics or laborers by the contractor, a. 
provision shall be inserted to the effect that the committee: 
making such contract may, if it deems it expedient to do so,, 
retain, out of any amounts due to such contractor, sums. 
sufficient to cover any unpaid claims of mechanics or laborers 
for work or labor performed under such contract; provided’ 
that notice in writing of such claims, signed by the claimants, 
shall have been previously filed in the office of the City 
Clerk.! 

ELECTION OF CITY OFFICERS. 


Rute 29. 1. The Mayor, Aldermen, and Common: 
Council in Convention, in the month of January, shall choose: 
a City Clerk, to serve for the term of one year.

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2. There shall be also elected, by concurrent vote of 
both branches of the City Council, the following officers : — 


City Auditor, Corporation Counsel,

7. There shall be chosen by the City Council such 
Assessors as may be provided for by ordinance. 


REPEAL. 


Rute 30. The foregoing rules shall not be altered, 
amended, suspended, or repealed, at any time, except by 
the votes of two-thirds of the members of each branch of 
the City Council. 


RULES AND ORDERS 


OF THE 


CO MEMEOUN ty GOrUp NiO Tk: 


Rute 1. The regular meeting of the Common Council 
shall be held on every Thursday, at half-past seven o’clock 
P.M., and, on the appearance of a quorum, the Council shall 
be called to order. In the absence of the President the 
senior member present shall take the chair, and a President 
pro tempore shall be chosen by ballot; and, if an election is 
not effected on the first trial, on subsequent trials a plurality 
vote shall elect. 


PRESIDENT. 


Rute 2. The President shall appoint and announce all 
committees, unless otherwise ordered, and shall communicate 
his appointments to the Council at the meeting following 
such action, if not made during a session. All vacancies 
upon committees shall be filled in the manner of original 
appointment ; and members so appointed shall take rank ac- 
cording to the date of their appointment. 

Ruxte 3. The President may at any time call another 
member to the chair, but such substitution shall not continue 
beyond an adjournment. In all cases the President may vote. 

Ruiter 4. The President may make any rules that he deems 
proper to preserve order in the Council Chamber during ses- 
sions of the Council.

CLERK. 


Ruue 5. The Clerk shall keep a record of the acts, votes, 
and proceedings of the Common Council, and a separate rec- 
ord of all decisions of the Chair upon questions of order. 
He shall have the care and custody of all papers belonging 
to this branch of the City Council; and shall prepare a 
schedule of business in order for each meeting, in such 
manner as the President may direct. 

He shall draw up and send all messages to the Board of 
Aldermen; and shall retain in his possession all papers until 
the right to file a notice of reconsideration has expired, and 
after such notice he shall keep the papers pertaining thereto 
until the right of reconsideration has expired. 


CONDUCT OF MEMBERS. 


RuxuE 6. Except when otherwise. provided, no member 
shall speak for more than fifteen minutes, and a further equal 
time if the Council so vote. Nomembershall speak a second 
time on a question, if another member, who has not spoken, 
claims the floor. 

Ruxr 7. No member shall interrupt another while speak- 
ing, except by rising to call to order, or, with the consent of 
the speaker, to ask a question of him, in which cases the 
speaker shall not lose his right to the floor. 

Every member, while speaking, shall confine himself to 
the question under debate, and shall refrain from person- 
alities, and shall not refer to any other member of the 
Council except by a respectful designation; and no member 
shall speak or vote out of his place without leave of the 
President. 


QUORUM. 
Rue 8. Whenever, on a rising vote or on a roll-call, a 
quorum does not vote, or whenever a member raises the doubt 
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of a quorum being present, the Chair shall ascertain and de- 
clare whether a quorum is present. If there is no quorum 
present he shall immediately declare the Council adjourned. 


COMMITTEES. 


Rue 9. Standing Committees on Elections and Paving 
shall be appointed at the beginning of each municipal year, 
and shall consist of five members each; and, also, cne on 
Council Rules and Orders, to consist of three members. 

Rue 10. The members of this Council who are appointed 
on the Joint Standing Committee on Ordinances shall con- 
stitute a Judiciary Committee. 

Rute 11. All committees of this Council shall be noti- 
fied of their first meeting by the Clerk of Committees. They 
shall not sit during sessions of the Council without special 
leave, nor be called on less notice than twenty-four hours, 
unless all the members consent; and they shall keep a record 
of their doings. The member first named shall be chairman, 
unless otherwise ordered by the Committee, in which case 
the Council shall be notified of the change; and the same 
rule shall apply to the members serving on Joint Com- 
mittees. 

Rute 12. Special Committees of this Council shall con- 
sist of three members, unless otherwise ordered. 

Rutre 13. No report of any committee shall be received 
unless agreed to by such committee at a duly notified meet- 
ing thereof. Such report, when presented, may be ordered 
to be printed, and shall then take its place among the unfin- 
ished business for consideration at the next meeting. If, 
however, any such report has been ordered to be printed 
without having been previously read, the President may de- 
lay such printing until the next regular meeting of the Coun- 
cil, at which time he shall give notice of his action. 

Rute 14. Committees of this Council, to whom any mat- 
ter is especially referred, shall report within four weeks, or 
ask for further time. 
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COMMITTEE OF THE WHOLE. 


Rute 15. When the Council shall determine to go into 
a Committee of the Whole the President shall appoint the 
member who shall take the chair. 

Rute 16. The rules of proceedings in the Council shall 
be observed in. Committee of the Whole, so far as they are 
applicable ; but a motion to rise, report progress, and ask 
leave to sit again, shall be first in order, and shall be decided 
without debate; and the previous question shall not be 
moved. . 


COURSE OF PROCEEDINGS. 


Rute 17. At every regular meeting of the Council the 
order of business shall be as follows :— 


First. Reading of the records of the preceding meeting, 
if called for by any member. 

Second. Communications and reports from city officers. 

Third. Presentation of petitions, remonstrances, and 
memorials. 

Fourth. Papers from the Board of Aldermen. 

Fifth. Unfinished business of preceding meetings. 

Sixth. Notices of motions for reconsideration. 

Seventh. Reports of Committee on Finance. 

Highth. Reports of Committees, which shall be called for 
by divisions in numerical order. 

Ninth. Motions, orders, and resolutions. 

Provided, however, that at every regular session of the 
Common Council, from and after ten o’clock, any member 
obtaining the floor may move a motion, order, or resolution, 
subject to the provisions of the 24th rule. 


Rute 18. All papers addressed to the Council shall be 
presented by the President, or by a member; and, unless the 
Council shall otherwise determine, they shall be read by the 
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President, or such other person as he may request, and be 
taken up in the order in which they are presented. 

Ruxte 19. All ordinances, orders, and resolutions shall 
have two several readings before they are finally passed. 
Whenever the second reading immediately follows the first» 
the document may be read by its title only, unless objection 
is made. 

Ruxe 20. No ordinance, and no order or resolution im- 
posing penalties, or authorizing a loan or the expenditure of 
money, shall have more than one reading on the same day ; 
but this rule shall not apply to an order to print a document 
or to provide refreshments during session. 

Ruxie 21. All nominations of officers who are required 
to be elected by ballot shall, after being reported, lie over 
for one week, before action is taken thereon. 


MOTIONS. 


RuLE 22. Every motion shall be reduced to writing, if 
the President shall so direct, and no other motion shall be 
entertained until a reasonable time be afforded for compliance 
with such direction. 

Rue 23. In naming sums and fixing times the largest _ 
sum and longest time shall first be put to the question. 

Ruxe 24. When a question is under debate the President 


shall receive no motion but 


1. To adjourn. 

2. To lay on the table. 

3. The previous question. 

4. To close debate at a specified time. 

5. To especially assign to a time Sona 
6. To refer to a committee. 

7. To amend. 

8. To refer to another Board. 

9. To postpone indefinitely. 
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These several motions shall not be applied to each other, 
except that the motion to assign, refer, amend, or to close 
debate at a specified time, may be amended; and the pre- 
vious question may be demanded upon an amendment, which 
motion shall be decided without debate. When one of these 
motions has been made, none of the others, inferior to it in 
precedence, shall be made, and, in proceeding to vote, 
motions pending shall be put in the order of their rank, as 
above arranged. No motion or proposition of a subject dif- 
ferent from that under consideration shall be admitted under 
color of amendment. | 

Rue 25. When a matter has been especially assigned 
to be taken up ata fixed hour, or at a certain stage of pro- 
ceedings, such matter shall, at the time appointed, or at any 
time subsequent thereto, during the same or succeeding 
meetings, be in order upon the call of any member, and 
take precedence of all other business. 

Rue 26. Whena motion is made to refer any subject, 
and different committees are proposed, the motion shall be 
put in the following order :— 


A Standing Committee of the Council. 
A Special Committee of the Council. 
A Joint Standing Committee. 

A Joint Special Committee. 


RvuiE 27. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order, 
provided business of a nature to be recorded on the journal 
has been transacted since a motion to adjourn was rejected ; 
and such motion shall be decided without debate. 

Rue 28. Debate on a call for the previous question, or 
on a motion to close debate at a specified time, or on a mo- 
tion to lay on the table, or take from the table, shall not 
exceed ten minutes, and no member shall speak more than 
three minutes. In such debate, however, the merits of the 
main question shall not be discussed. 


> 
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Rute 29. Any member may require the division of a 
question when the sense will admit of it. 


PREVIOUS QUESTION. 


~ Rute 30. When the previous question is ordered the vote 
shall be taken upon all pending amendments, and finally upon 
the main question. 

Rute 31. All incidental questions of order, arising after 
a motion is made for the previous question, shall be decided 
without debate, except on an appeal; and on such an appeal 
no member shall be allowed to speak more than once, with- 
out leave of the Council. 

Ruue 82. The previous question shall be put in the fol- 
lowing form: “Shall the main question be now put?” and all 
debate upon the main question shall be suspended until the 
previous question has deen decided. 


APPEAL. 


Rue 33. No appeal from the decision of the President 
shall be entertained unless it is seconded; and no other 
business shall be in order till the question on the appeal has 
been decided. The question shall be put as follows: “ Shall 
the decision of the Chair stand as the judgment of the 
Council?” And it shall be deemed to be decided in the 
affirmative, unless a majority of the votes given are to the 
contrary. 


VOTING. 


Rue 34. If the President is unable to decide, or if any 
member doubts a vote, the President shall cause a rising vote 
to be taken on the question, without further debate. The 
President shall appoint two tellers for each division of the 
Council, as fixed by him, who shall agree on a count, and 
report the result aloud to him.

Rute 35. On all questions and motions whatsoever, 
whether before or after the previous question has been or- 
dered, the vote shall be taken by yeas and nays, provided 
one-fifth of the members present shall so require. 

Ruue 36. After the announcement of a vote not taken 
by yeas and nays any member may move for a verification 
thereof by yeas and nays, and on such motion a debate of 
the original question, not exceeding five minutes, shall be 
permitted ; and the yeas and nays shall be taken, provided 
one-fifth of the members voting shall so require. 


RECONSIDERATION. 


Rute 37. When a vote has been passed any member 
may move a reconsideration thereof at the same meeting, 
either immediately after the announcement of such vote, or 
whenever motions are in order; or if any member, who is 
not shown by a yea and nay vote to have voted against the 
prevailing side, shall give notice to the Clerk before ten 
o’clock A.M. of the next day but one following that on 
which a meeting was held (except the final meeting of the 
year, or that preceding any adjournment for over two 
weeks), of his intention so to do, he may move a reconsider- 
ation at the next meeting at which said motion is reached in 
the order of proceedings. 

Rute 38. Debate on motions. to reconsider shall be 
limited to thirty minutes, and no member shall speak more 
than five minutes. Whenever a matter has been especially 
assigned, a notice, as above specified, to reconsider any vote 
affecting it shall be considered whenever such special assign- 
ment takes effect. 

Rue 39. When a motion for reconsideration has been 
decided that decision shall not be reconsidered, and no 
question shall be twice reconsidered unless it has been 
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amended after the reconsideration ; nor shall any reconsider- 
ation be had upon either of the following motions : — 


To adjourn. 

To lay on the table. 

To take from the table. 

The previous question. 

To close debate at a specified time. 


ELECTIONS. 


Rue 40. All officers receiving any compensation from 
the City of Boston, who are primarily elected by the City 
Council, shall be chosen in this branch by ballot. The 
question of confirming the Mayor’s nominations shall be 
decided by a yea and nay ballot. 

Rute 41. In all elections by ballot the number of blanks 
cast shall be reported, but shall not be counted in the returns. 
Ballots cast for ineligible persons shall be counted and re- 
ported, but only for the purpose of ascertaining the whole 
number of ballots cast. Where a plurality elects if an in- 
eligible person receives a plurality there shall be no choice. 
After a ballot has been ordered it may be moved, and, by a 
vote of one-fifth of the members present, ordered, that there 
be a call of the roll of members. The ballots, when col- 
lected, shall be counted in the Council Chamber by the Com- 
mittee appointed for the purpose. The Chairman of each 
Counting Committee shall enclose the ballots in an envelope 
after they are counted, and shall securely seal the same with 
a seal to be provided for the purpose, which shall at all times 
remain in the custody of the City Messenger. All such en- 
velopes, after the report of the Committee has been received 
by the Council, shall be placed in the custody of the Clerk, 
who shall retain the same, unopened, for thirty days, and 
then destroy them without permitting them to be examined. 
During the counting of ballots, the Council shall take a 
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recess until the Committee counting the same shall be ready 
to report. 


SEATS OF MEMBERS. 


Ruiter 42. No person, except a member of the Council, 
shall be permitted to occupy the seat of any member while 
the Council is insession. The seats of the members of the 
Council shall be numbered, and shall be determined, in the 
presence of the Council, by drawing the names of members 
and the number of the seats simultaneously ; and each member 
shall be entitled for the year to the seat bearing the number 
so drawn against his name, and shall not change it, except 
by the permission of the President. 


SPECTATORS. 


Rute 43. The City Messenger shall allow no person 
upon the floor of the Council Chamber, or the anteroom on 
the westerly side, while the Council is in session and after 
the seats provided for spectators have been occupied, except 
members of the City Government and reporters, without 
the permission of the President; and the President shall 
order such accommodation on the floor, for reporters and 
spectators, as he shall deem proper; provided, however, that 
no spectators’ shall be seated behind the members of the 
Council. No person except members of the City Govern- 
ment and reporters shall be allowed in either of the ante- 
rooms on the easterly side during any session of the Council. 

Rutt 44. The Council Chamber shall be used for meet- 

ings of the Council only, unless by special vote of the Com- 
“mon Council; provided, that during the summer recess the 
President may allow the chamber to be used for public pur- 
poses, in all cases reporting his action to the Council at its 
next meeting. The anteroom and large committee-room on 
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the east shall be subject to the same rules; except that the 
President may allow committee-meetings to be held therein 
at times when the Council is not in session. The Clerk’s 
room shall be assigned to the Clerk of the Common Council 
for occupancy and use. The anteroom between the Council 
Chamber and the Clerk’s room shall be used ‘during the 
meetings of the Council to give access to the seats on the 
floor, and such other purposes as the President may direct ; 
provided, that smoking there shall not be allowed on the part 
of visitors. ‘The general care and supervision of these rooms 
are hereby intrusted to the City Messenger, subject to the 
direction of the President; but no expenditure of money 
shall be made except by direct vote of the Common Council. 


REFRESHMENTS. 


Rue 45. All bills for refreshments or carriage-hire in- 
curred by the Common Council, Standing or Special Com- 
mittees of the Common Council, or individual members. of 
the Common Council, while engaged in the discharge of 
official duty, shall give the names of the persons incurring 
the same; and the President of the Common Council is 
authorized to approve such bills, after they have been ap- 
proved by the Common Council or certified to by members 
incurring the same; provided, that the President shall not 
approve any such bill unless it is presented to him before the 
end of the month next succeeding that in which the expenses 
covered by such bill were incurred, nor shall he approve any 
bills, us above specified, for refreshments furnished members 
of the Common Council during or following any of its meet- 
ings, without a special vote of the Common Council. The 
City Auditor is hereby directed not to allow for payment 
any bills for refreshments unless a voucher, in the hand- 
writing of the member incurring the same, is presented 
therewith ; and he is further directed to report monthly, in 
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print, the names of the members incurring such bills, and the 
amount of the same. All such bills, when so approved and 
properly audited by the Committee on Accounts, shall be 
allowed by the Auditor for payment from the contingent 
fund of the Common Council. 


SUSPENSION, AMENDMENT, AND REPEAL. 


RuxeE 46. No rule or order of the Council shall be dis- 
pensed with, altered, or repealed, unless two-thirds of the 
members present consent thereto.

PROPOSED NEW BRIDGE TO CAMBRIDGE.— By Chap. 155 of the Acts of 1882 the cities 
of Boston and Cambridge were authorized to construct a bridge and avenue across 
Charles river from a point on Beacon street, in Boston, to a point in Cambridge west 
of the westerly line of the Boston and Albany Railroad. An appropriation has been 
made for preliminary plans and estimates for the proposed bridge, and a special 
committee appointed to confer with a similar committee from Cambridge in reference 
to such action as it may be expedient to take under said act. 


1 West Boston and Craigie’s bridges are under the care of commissioners, one of 
whom is appointed annually by the Mayor and Aldermen of Cambridge, and one by 
the Mayor and Aldermen of Boston, Prison-point bridge is under the care of one 
commissioner from each of the two cities, chosen annually by concurrent vote of the 
City Council.

This department, in accordance with the laws of the Commonwealth 
and ordinances of the city, has control and supervision over the fol-

Inspection of unsafe buildings and structures, with full powers to 
require the securing or removal of the same, and, in cases of 
immediate danger, where the security of the public is imperilled 
in life and limb, authority to enter upon, secure, or take down the 
same, as the exigencies of the public safety, in the opinion of the 
Inspector, may require. 

Examination of buildings damaged by fire or accident, with au- 
thority to enter upon the premises and investigate the origin of fires. 

Inspection of buildings liable to take fire from unsafe flues and 
heating apparatus. 

Supervision and protection of the building limits; the district in which 
the erection of independent wooden buildings is prohibited by 
statute law, with a limitation as to wharves. 

Special authority invested in the Inspector of Buildings to issue per- 
mits for wooden and frame sheds, for special purposes, at his 
discretion, upon wharves situated within the building limits of the 
city. 

Examination, for approval, of plans of proposed tenement houses, 
public and family hotels, with reference to their compliance with 
special statute provisions, regulating area of light and ventilation, 
material of construction, water-closets, drainage, cesspools, height 
of habitable rooms, window-openings, hall-ways, construction of 
stairways, fire-escapes, and the height of the buildings as regulated 
by the width of the street upon which they are proposed to be 
erected. 
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Examination, for approval, of plans for plumbing work to be placed 
in any building, and inspection of same. 

Examination, for approval, of the construction of bay-windows and 
other projections over the highway, for which the Board of Alder- 
men may grant permits. 

Enforcement of statutory provisions requiring fire-escapes upon certain 
buildings in which operatives are employed, in factories, mills, or 
manufactories, tenement-houses, and hotels, ete. 

Authority invested in the Inspector of Buildings, under the act relating 
to means of egress from buildings occupied for public purposes, to 
regulate the entrances, door-ways, passage-ways, their width, con- 
struction, and number, and obstructions that may be placed therein, 
the arrangement of the seatings, and the use of combustible ma- 
terials, draperies, scenery, properties, etc. 

Inspection of all hoist-way and elevator openings in buildings, with 
reference to their construction and use. 

Compliance with the requisitions of the Board of Health. 

Setting of steam-engines and boilers. 

Building of furnaces for melting iron, glass, or other metals. 

Building of ovens, kilns, etc. 

Setting of heating apparatus in all classes of buildings. 

Examination of the grade of cellar bottoms of buildings built upon 
filled land; reporting violations of the same to the Board of Alder- 
men. 

Storage of combustible material in buildings occupied in whole or in 
part as dwellings, situated within the building limits of the city. 
Buildings authorized by the Board of Aldermen to be used for stables 
are licensed to be occupied for this purpose, under the direction of 

the Inspector of Buildings. 

Examination of buildings, with reference to their being provided with 
ample and sufficient means of egress, and their compliance with 
statute requirements, upon petition for license to occupy the same 
as a place of public amusement. 

Examination of private signs located in the public highways, upon a 
petition to the Board of Aldermen to maintain the same, if secured 
satisfactorily to the Inspector of Buildings.

A constant watch is kept at the head-quarters, City Hall, night and 
day, by the operators. Each operator has assigned to him certain hours 
of duty, during which time he is responsible for the correct working of 
the apparatus in giving alarms, and all testing of the circuits and other 
details pertaining to the service. An automatic arrangement is con- 
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nected with the receiving apparatus, by which assistance may be called 
from the sleeping apartments, if at any time the operator should be 
suddenly incapacitated by illness from performing his duties. No 
operator is permitted to sleep during his watch, unless expressly re- 
lieved by some one else, and by consent of the Superintendent. 

An accurate account is kept of the time of giving each alarm, and of 
the station from which it originates, and all other necessary information. 

Alarms are transmitted to the Central Office, from the Signal Stations, 
or Boxes, by pulling a slide in the box. The police-officers and one 
other person resident near each station have keys to the boxes. There 
are 329 fire-alarm boxes in connection with the head-quarters, num- 
bered variously from 2 to 812. Thirty-two of these boxes are supplied 
with a ‘‘ keyless door.” 

ALARMS are sounded by striking the number of the box upon the 
alarm-bells, and upon the gongs in the engine-houses, for three rounds. 

Alarms are usually given about half a minute from the time the box 
is operated. 

Second Alarms are sounded by striking ten blows, followed by box 
number. Third Alarms are sounded by striking ten blows three times, 
thus: 10 — 10 — 10. 

In cases where the entire department is required, alarms are sounded 
by striking twelve blows three times, thus: 12 —12— 12. 

Return Signal. — Notice is given on the bells and gongs by striking 
one blow four times, thus: 1—1—1—41; upon which the several 
pieces of apparatus on their way to the fire return to their quarters. 

In cases where Hook and Ladder Companies only are wanted, the 
signal is given by striking fifteen blows once, with the number of the 
Company struck twice, thus: Hook and Ladder No. One, 15—1—1. 
Hook and Ladder No. Four, 15— 4 —4. 

If more than one Hook & Ladder Company is wanted, the signal is 
given thus: Hook & Ladder One and Three, 15 —1—1—38—23. Hook 
& Ladder Two and Four, 15 —2—2— 4— 4. 

Of other signals given on the fire-alarm bells, 189 indicates a fire 
at Deer Island; 198 indicates a call from Chelsea for assistance; 22 in- 
dicates no school; eleven blows indicates Police call. 

Tue Merman Betts. — Fifty-one bells, one hundred and one 
gongs, {forty-nine tappers, twenty-four box gongs, and ten vibra- 
tors, at their various locations on churches, school-houses, in engine- 
houses, and R.R. depots, are struck fron the Fire-Alarm office precisely 
at noon (Standard time), every day. Correct time is furnished by 
telegraph from Cambridge Observatory, so that absolute accuracy is 
secured.

The Arnold Arboretum contained originally 122.6 acres, belonging to 
Harvard University. This, together with about 45 acres of other land, 
was taken by the Park Commissioners for a public park, and 122 of the 
whole area of 167 acres were leased to the university, under Bae 
lease, to be used only for the purposes of an arboretum.

INTERCEPTING SEWER. 


By an order of the Board of Aldermen, approved Feb. 25, 1875, the 
Mayor was authorized to appoint a scientific commission of three 
members to examine the present system of sewerage in this city, _ 
and to suggest any improvements which can be made therein. Ac- 
cordingly, the following persons were selected by the Mayor for such 
commission : — 

EK. S. Chesborough, of Chicago, Moses Lane, of Milwaukee, and 
Charles F. Folsom, M.D., of Boston, who submitted their report (City 
Doc. No. 3 of 1876), recommending the construction of intercepting 
sewers, at a cost of over $6,000,000. On July 17, 1&76, the sum of 
$40,000 was appropriated by the City Council for the purpose of making 
preliminary surveys for routes to Moon Island and to Castle Island. 

In 1877 the Joint Special Committee upon this subject reported (City 
Doc. 70), recommending the immediate undertaking of this project; 
and on August 9, 1877, a loan of $3,713,000 was authorized to meet the 
expense of constructing a large intercepting sewer from Charles river 
across the city, in a southerly direction, to Moon Island. A further 
sum of $1,500,000 was appropriated for this object in May, 1882. On 
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the first of January, 1884, construction was sufficiently advanced to per- 
mit the works being put in operation. (See City Doc. 55 of 1884.) 
The work is in charge of the City Engineer. [See page 151.]

By Chapter 291 of the Acts of 1881 the Mayor appoints, with the 
approval of the Board of Aldermen, before October 1, annually, a 
Warden, a Deputy Warden, a Clerk, a Deputy Clerk, two Inspectors of 
Elections, and two Deputy Inspectors, for each precinct, who serve for 
one year from the first day of November following their appointment. 
These officers are paid at the rate of $5.00 per diem for actual service, 
with the exception of the Clerks of Precincts, who are paid at the rate 
of $7.00 per diem on condition that their records are kept to the satis- 
faction of the City Clerk.

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The election of Mayor for 1845 was more warmly contested 
than in any former year. There were not less than eight several 
ballotings by the citizens. At the eighth trial, on the twenty-first 
of February, Thomas A. Davis was elected. y 

In the meantime, from January to February 97, 1845, William 
Parker, one of the Aldermen, having been elected Chairman of the 
Board of Aldermen, performed the duties of Mayor. 

On the sixth of October, Thomas A. Davis, being in declining 
health, resigned the office of Mayor, which resignation, however, 
was not accepted by the City Council; and on the twenty-second 
of November he died, being the only Mayor who has died in ‘office 
since the organization of the city government in 1822. 

On the eleventh of December, Josiah Quincy, Jr., was elected 
Mayor by the City Council, for the unexpired term of 1845. Ben- 
son Leavitt, one of the Board of Aldermen, acted as Chairman of 
the Board in the interval between the death of Mr. Davis and the 
election of Mr. Quincy. 

In 1851 Benjamin Seaver, having already been elected an Alder- 
man of the city for 1852, was afterwards chosen Mayor for said 
year. At the commencement of the ensuing municipal year, 1852, 
he resigned as an Alderman, and accepted the office of Mayor. 

The election of Mayor for 1854 was continued through three 
ballotings, from December 12, 1853, to January 9, 1854. In the 
meantime the duties of Mayor were performed by Benjamin L. 
Allen, Chairman of the Board of Aldermen. 

At the municipal election, in 1872, William Gaston was certified, 
by the returns of the officers of the several wards, to have been 
elected Mayor of the city for the next municipal term. But upon 
charges of alleged fraudulent practices in one of the wards of the 
city, a recount of all the ballots cast at said election was demanded 
and made; and it appearing therefrom that Henry L. Pierce had 
79 plurality, he was declared duly elected Mayor for the year 1873. 

In 1873 Henry L. Pierce, Mayor of the city, was elected a mem- 
ber of the 43d Congress from the Third Massachusetts District, in 
place of William Whiting, deceased. Mr. Pierce resigned his office 
as Mayor on November 29, and occupied his seat in Congress on 
December 1, 1873. 

The duties of the Mayor for the remainder of the municipal year — 
were performed by Leonard R. Cutter, Chairman of the Board of 
Aldermen, who signed all official papers as ‘‘ Acting Mayor.” 
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ALDERMEN. 


Nathaniel P. Russell, Daniel Baxter, Joseph H. Dorr, reélected ; 
and Thomas C. Wales and Redford Webster, elected 1825, de- 
clined. 

George Blake, reélected for 1826, declined. 

In 1828 Robert Fennelly died while in office. 

John Stevens, elected for 1832, died prior to the organization. 

James Savage, elected for 1834, declined. 

In 1845 William Parker resigned. 

In 1848 George E. Head resigned, and was chosen one of the 
Principal Assessors. 

In 1853 Lyman Perry, who had been elected, died before his 
qualification. 

In 1855 John M. Clark resigned, and was appointed Sheriff of 
Suffolk County. 

In 1856 Levi B. Meriam died while in office. 

In 1858 Rufus B. Bradford resigned, and was afterwards ap- 
pointed Measurer of Grain. 

In 1859 Timothy A. Sumner resigned, on account of illness, 
and soon afterwards died. 

In 1878 Samuel C. Perkins died while in office. 

In 1879 Benjamin Pope died while in office. 

In 1880 George E. Bell died while in office. 

At the municipal election, in 1852, nine Aldermen had a majority 
of ballots; but, in accordance with the statute, the eight who had 
the highest number of votes were declared elected. 

~The municipal government for 1855 was the first one that was 
organized under the new or revised City Charter, which provided 
for the annual election of twelve Aldermen. 

At the municipal election, Dec. 14, 1880, the returns of the pre- 
cinct officers showed William Frost to be elected Alderman by a 
plurality of fifteen votes over James J. Flynn, and a very slight 
difference in the number of ballots cast for other candidates who 
failed of election. A recount of the ballots cast for Mayor 
and Aldermen was thereupon demanded in legal form. A com- 
mittee of the Board of 1880, having made the recount, 
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reported, Dec. 27, that Mr. Flynn was elected, having received 
a plurality of votes over Mr. Frost; and Mr. Flynn took the 
seat at the organization of the Board of 1881. Mr. Frost gave 
notice of his intention to contest the seat of Mr. Flynn, and also 
of Mr. Haldeman who had received the next greatest number of 
votes. A committee of the Board of 1881 was appointed to con- 
sider the matter, and reported, March 14, 1881 (City Document 
No. 38, of 1881), the majority declaring Mr. Frost entitled to the 
seat held by Mr. Flynn, with two minority reports. The majority 
report was accepted, March 21, and Mr. Frost took the seat. One 
peculiar incident in this case was the reception of a numerously 
signed petition asking the Board to examine and recount the bal- 
lots for Messrs. Woolley, Haldeman, and Flynn, sitting members, 
and Messrs. William Frost, John Thompson, and George S. Dexter, 
standing next highest on the precinct returns; another was the 
fact that many ballots were either mislaid or stolen, in Precinct 3 
of Ward 13, on election day. 

At the municipal election, Dec. 13, 1881, the returns of the pre- 
cinct officers showed William Frost to be elected Alderman by a 
plurality of 154 votes over Charles V. Whitten. On petition, in 
due legal form, a committee of the Board of 1881 made a recount 
of the ballots cast for Mayor and Aldermen, and reported that Mr. 
Whitten was elected over Mr. Frost, and Mr. Whitten took the 
seat. Mr. Frost contested the seat of Mr. Whitten, and called 
for a reéxamination of the ballots cast. Such examination was 
made by a new committee, which reported, January 17, that 
William Frost had 19,861, and Charles V. Whitten had 19,825. 
On January 19, 1882, the seat was awarded to Mr. Frost. 

For reports of contested seats in the Board of Aldermen see 
City Document No. 7 for 1861, and City Document No. 16 for 1862. 

At the municipal election, Dec. 12, 1882, the returns of the pre- 
cinct officers showed Edwin F. Leighton to be elected Alderman by 
a plurality of 102 votes over Joseph Caldwell. On petition in due 
legal form, a committee of the Board of 1882 recounted the ballots 
cast for these two candidates, and reported, Dec. 26, that Joseph 
Caldwell appeared to be chosen by a plurality of 14; and that in 
addition there were found 3 ballots for ‘* Caldwell,” 1 for 
‘*K. F. Leighton,” 18 for ** F. Leighton,” and 11 for‘ Leigh- 
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ton ;” also, that, ‘“‘ with the exception of the name ‘ E. F. Leighton,’ 
which was written, the abbreviated names above recited were plainly 
legible beyond the edges of ‘ stickers,’ or ‘ pasters,’ which covered 
and concealed the Christian names of Messrs. Caldwell and Leighton, 
those stickers having been pasted upon an adjoining name, but being 
of such length as to partly cover the names in question.” The com- 
mittee further reported that there was plainly no intent to cancel the 
names over which the stickers extended. Mr. Caldwell, who was 
a member of the Board of 1882, thereupon stated his intention of 
not appearing to claim a seat in the Board of 18838, and introduced 
an order, which was passed, declaring that, in the opinion of the 


- Board, the abbreviated ballots should be credited to Mr. Leighton. 


The Board of 1883, on petition of Mr. Leighton, awarded him the 
seat at the first meeting, Jan. 1. 
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COMMON COUNCIL. 


William Bowes Bradford, Ward 3, elected 1822, did not qualify 
himself, declining to be sworn, there being then no provision for 
affirmation, except for Quakers. 

Lucius Manlius Sargent, Ward 6, elected for 1827, declined. 

Henry D. Gray and Isaac Harris, Ward 1; Eleazer Howard, 
Ward 2, and Joseph H. Thayer, Ward 9, elected for 1828; also, 
Holmes Hinkley, Ward 11, for 1845, declined prior to the organi- 
zation. 

Samuel Thaxter, Ward 6, elected for 1830, declined. 

William Foster, Ward 6, elected for 1831, declined. 

John Boles, Ward 3, reélected for 1838, declined. 

The Junior of George Morey omitted 1829. 

Asa Adams, Ward 8, took the intermediate name of Perry, 1830. 

Henry Andrews, Ward 2, elected in 1833, afterwards took the 
intermediate letter R. 

The Junior of Joshua Seaver, Ward 6, omitted 1833. 

The Junior of Henry Fowle, Ward 2, omitted 1837. 

The Junior of Francis Brinley, Ward 10, omitted 1838. 

The Junior of Ezra Lincoln omitted 1851. 

The Junior of William B. Fowle omitted 1865. 

Ezra Forristall, Ward 6, resigned in May, 1853, and was elected 
Superintendent of Health. 

Daniel J. Coburn, Ward 5, resigned in April, 1856, and was 
thereafter appointed Chief of Police. 

Edward F. Robinson, Ward 11, resigned in May, 1861, and was 
elected a Principal Assessor. 

Charles J. McCarthy, Ward 7, resigned in March, 1862, and was 
appointed Paymaster of Relief Funds to families of soldiers in 
the United States service from Boston. 

Daniel Dowd, a member from Ward 13, died in office, September, 
1872. 

Thomas H. ipepee of Ward 2, died in office, August, 1873 

Hillman B. Barnes, of Ward 11, died in office, September, 1874. 

Edward J. Long of Ward 8, died in office, November, 1875. 
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Stephen G. Jones, of Ward 4, resigned in March, 1876. 

Thomas J. Fitzpatrick, of Ward 13, died in office, March, 1876. 

Joseph Healy, of Ward 10, died in office, April 18, 1880. 

George T. Perkins, of Ward 17, died in office, December 7, 1880. 

Daniel J. Sweeney, Porter street, Ward 2, East Boston, and re- 
elected to the Common Council of 1881, died in office, Dec. 19, 1880. 

Eugene B. Hagar, of Ward 10, resigned June 16, 1881, and was 
appointed Assistant City Solicitor. 

Andrew J. Bailey, of Ward 4, resigned Oct. 27, 1881, and was 
chosen City Solicitor. 

Nahum M. Morrison, of Ward 23, resigned March 16, 1882, and 
was appointed Assistant Inspector of Buildings. 

Abraham T. Rogers, of Ward 22, resigned July 18, 1882, and 
was appointed Assistant Inspector of Buildings. 

William L. Harding, of Ward 3, died in office, March 4, 1882. 
James J. Flynn, of Ward 13, resigned in June, 1883, and was 
chosen Superintendent of Streets. 

Cornelius F. Doherty, of Ward 2, resigned in July, 1883, and 
was appointed in the Service Division of the Water Department. 

Michael J. Houghton, of Ward 6, resigned in July, 1883, and 
was appointed Assistant Superintendent in the Inspection and 
Waste Division of the Water Department. 

Eugene D. Sullivan, of Ward 12, resigned in September, 1883, 
and was appointed clerk in the City Collector’s Department. 

There have been the following successfully contested elections : — 

The first, February 22, 1830, vacated the seat of a member from 
Ward 6, on the ground that ‘‘ closing the poll before the hour at 
which the voters were notified it would be closed was a violation 
of the rights of the voters.” 

The second, May 7, 1835, vacated the seats of the members of 
Ward 38, who were returned as having been elected at an adjourned 
meeting, December 11, 1834, on the ground of irregular proceed- 
ing, to render the whole number of votes certain by taking the high- 
est number of votes for candidates on each opposing ticket, ad- 
journment of the meeting by the sole authority of the Warden, and 
other irregularities, at the annual election, December 8. 

The third case, March 7, 1839, vacated the seats of three mem- 
bers of Ward 12, on the ground that a number of illegal voters, 
sufficient to affect the choice, voted at the polls. 
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The fourth, February 9, 1843, vacated the seats of three mem- 
bers from Ward 1, returned as elected at the adjourned meeting, 
December 14, on the ground that four. votes for non-resident can- 
didates (after having been first thrown out by the ward officers) * 
were counted at the annual election, December 12, thereby pre- 
venting the choice of two other candidates, who, by excluding the 
said four votes, were by the deciston of the Council declared 
elected, leaving one vacancy. 

The fifth, February 27, 1851, vacated the seats of two members 
from Ward 3, on the ground that they were chosen at an adjourned 
meeting which was illegally held. At the subsequent trial the 
same members were again returned to the Common Council. 

The sixth, January 20, 1853, vacated the seats of three members 
of Ward 3, on the ground that they were chosen at an adjourned 
meeting, which was illegally held. 

The seventh, February 3, 1853, in accordance with the Report 
of the Committee on Elections, vacated the seats of three members 
from Ward 11, on the ground that the Mayor and Aldermen had 
no right to issue warrants for election of members of the Common 
Council, after the annual election, and before the organization of 
the government elect. But inasmuch as the elections in question 
were conducted bond fide, and no other informality was apparent, 
and as this custom of supplementary elections had been in vogue 
for twenty years, the members thus elected were by the vote of the 
Common Council declared entitled to their seats. 

The eighth, March 19, 1863, in accordance with the Report of 
the Committee on Elections, vacated the seat of a member from 
Ward 3, on the ground that at the time of his election he was not 
an inhabitant of that ward. Before a decision was reached on this 
point the member in question resigned. 

The ninth, April 9, 1863, vacated the seats of the entire delega- 
tion from Ward 10, on the ground that more votes were returned 
than there were persons who voted in that ward at the municipal 
election, — occasioned by mistake, probably, in the counting of the 
ballots, — the variation being so great as to affect the election of 
the whole delegation. At the subsequent trial the same members 
were again returned to the Common Council. 


1 This fact was admitted, though not stated in the report of the committee. 
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The tenth, January 24, 1867, vacated the seat of a member from 
Ward 3, who was chosen at an adjourned meeting (held on account 
of a tie-vote at the regular meeting, Dec. 10, 1866), on the ground 
that the polls at said adjourned meeting were not kept open the 
same number of hours as were required by the original warrant. 
At a subsequent election the same member was returned to the 
Common Council. [See City Doc. No. 12 for 1867. ] 

The eleventh, January 16, 1868, vacated the seat: of a member 
returned from Ward 10, because by the count of the original ballots 
cast in said ward it appeared that another person was chosen. 

The twelfth, January 6, 1870, vacated the seat of a member re- 
turned from Ward 13, for the same reason as recited above. 

The thirteenth, January 5, 1871, vacated the seat of a member 
returned from Ward 15, for the same reason. 

The fourteenth, January 18, 1872, vacated the seat of a member 
returned from Ward 7, for the same reason. 

The fifteenth occurred as follows : — 

At the annual municipal election in 1871 Frederick S. Risteen. 
was declared elected as a member from Ward 10. This election 
was contested by J. Q. A. Brackett, and a recount of the original: 
ballots showed that said Brackett was elected by a plurality of one 
ballot over F. S. Risteen, and said Brackett was accordingly de-. 
clared by the Common Council of 1872 to be entitled to the seat.. 
Subsequently Mr. Risteen contested this decision, on the ground 
that his name was erased from a number of ballots by some one of 
the ward officers after said ballots were deposited by the voters. 
After a protracted inquiry the Common Council sustained this 
view of the case, and Mr. Risteen was again returned to his former 
seat, and was again duly qualified on February 1, 1872. [See 
City Doc. No. 18 for 1872. ] 

The sixteenth, January 4, 1874, vacated the seat of a member 
returned from Ward 13, because, by the count of the original bal- 
lots cast in said ward, it appeared that another person was chosen. 

The seventeenth, January 14, 1875, vacated the seat of a mem- 
ber from Ward 1, because, by the count of the original ballots cast 
in said ward, it appeared that another person was elected. 

The eighteenth, January 4, 1877, vacated the seat of a member 
from Ward 20, because, by the count of the original ballots cast in 
said ward, it appeared that another person was elected.

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The nineteenth, January 10, 1878, vacated the seat of a member 
from Ward 20, because, by the count of the original ballots cast in 
that ward, it appeared that another person was chosen. 

The twentieth, Dec. 27, 1880 (see records of Board of Aldermen 
of said date), vacated the seats of one member from each of the 
following-named wards, viz., 3, 13, 16, and 19, because, from an 
examination of the original ballots cast in said wards, it appeared 
that other persons were chosen. From an examination made at the 
same time of the original ballots cast in Ward 5, it appeared that, 
instead of there being a tie vote for a third member from said ward, 
three members were duly chosen. Peculiar features of the case in 
Ward 13 are, that some of the ballots undoubtedly deposited by 
the voters of Precinct 3 of this ward were either mislaid or stolen at 
the polling place ; and that the Committee of the Board of Aldermen 
of 1880, who examined the ballots for Common Council in that 
ward, erroneously reported that the sitting member had been duly 
elected. [See City Doc. 54 of 1881.]

APPENDIX. 


ALDERMANIC DISTRICTS. 


By an Act approved May 21, 1884, being Chapter 250 of 
the Acts of 1884, the City of Boston is divided into twelve 
districts, each of said Districts to choose one member of the 
Board of Aldermen. ‘This act repeals the first five lines of 
Section 19 of the City Charter. 

Following is the text of the aforesaid act :— 


CONCERNING THE ELECTION OF ALDERMEN IN THE CITY OF BOSTON. 


SECTION 1. The city of Boston is hereby divided into twelve alder- 
manic districts, and wards one and two shall constitute one district, to be 
known as the first aldermanic district; wards three, four and five shall 
constitute one district, to be known as the second‘aldermanic district ; 
wards six, seven and eight shall constitute one district, to be known as 
the third aldermanic district; wards nine and ten shall constitute one 
district, to be known as the fourth aldermanic district; wards eleven and 
sixteen shall constitute one district, to be known as the fifth aldermanic 
district; wards twelve and thirteen shall constitute one district, to be 
known as the sixth aldermanic district; wards fourteen and fifteen shall 
constitute one district, to be known as the seventh aldermanic district ; 
wards seventeen and eighteen shall constitute one district, to be known 
as the eighth aldermanic district; wards nineteen and twenty-two shall 
constitute one district, to be known as the ninth aldermanic district; 
wards twenty and twenty-one shall constitute one district, to be known 
as the tenth aldermanic district; wards twenty-three and twenty-five 
shall constitute one district, to be known as the eleventh aldermanic 
district ; and ward twenty-four shall constitute one district, to be known 
as the twelfth aldermanic district. 

Secor. 2. It shall be the duty of the city council after any new divi- 
sion of said city into wards, to cause a new division of the city to be 
made into twelve aldermanie districts, in such manner as to include in 
such districts whole and contiguous wards (except so far as the same 
may be separated by natural water-channels connected by bridge or 
bridges) and an equal number of voters and inhabitants as nearly as 
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convenience permits, and until such new division be made the districts 
shall remain as established by this act. 

Sect. 3. The qualified voters of each of said aldermanic districts 
shall, at the annual municipal election, be called upon to give in their 
votes for one able and discreet person, being a legal voter and an inhab- 
itant of the district, to be a member of the board of aldermen for the 
ensuing year ; andall such votesso given shall be sorted, counted, declared 
and recorded, and returns thereof made to the city clerk, in the same 
manner as is now provided by law for the choice of aldermen of said 
city. Whereupon the same proceedings shall be had to ascertain and 
determine the person chosen as alderman for each district, as are now 
provided by law in regard to the choice of aldermen. And a new elec- 
tion shall be ordered in any such district, in case of any failure by such 
district to elect an alderman as herein provided, or in case of any 
vacancy by death, resignation or other cause; and each alderman so 
chosen shall be duly notified as is now provided by law. 

Sect. 4. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 

Sect. 5. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

ANNUAL REPORT

SUPERINTENDENT OF LAMPS, 


FOR THE YEAR 1883. 


Lamp DEPARTMENT, Jan. 5, 1884. 


To the Honorable City Council : — 

In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 30 of the Re- 
vised Ordinances the annual report of this department for 
the year 1883 is herewith respectfully submitted. 

It contains a tabulated statement of the expenses of the 
department during the past municipal year; an inventory of 
the property and materials on hand January 1, 1884; atable 
showing the cost of the present number of public street 
lamps, at the rates now paid for gas, oil, and electrics, and, 
also, the expense of lighting, cleaning, and care of the same. 

A table is also presented showing the number of public 
lamps on the 15th day of December, 1883, and the increase 
or decrease in the number of lamps, whether gas, oil, or 
electrics, during the past year. 

An abstract of the work of the department is also sub- 
mitted, together with such general information as may be of 
interest. 

In answer to the prayers of numerous petitioners, a large 
number of lamps have been put up in Charlestown, Roxbury, 
West Roxbury, Dorchester, and Brighton, and it may be 
confidently expected that from year to year, as these districts 
are gradually developed, the number of lamps must be still 
further increased. / 
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As in years past, a large amount of work has been done 
in renewing the supplies to the gas lamps, where, owing to 
age and decay, they had become almost useless; and, in the 
older sections of the city, where the supply-pipes have been 
in use for many years, this is a work which must continue 
for some time to come. 


GAS. 


All of the contracts for furnishing gas for the public street 
lamps expired during the past year, and, although it was con- 
fidently asserted in the last report of this department that 
a reduction in the price of gas from many of the gas com- 
panies might be expected when these contracts were to be 
renewed, these expectations have not been realized, save in 
one instance. | 

The prices paid for gas under the terms of the old con- 
tracts, all of which were for a term of three years, were as

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When proposals for a renewal of these contracts were 
received it was found that several of the gas companies 
would make no change in their price of gas; ¢wo offered so 
slight a reduction that the committee did not deem it ex- 
pedient to accept the proposals. In only one instance was 
any substantial reduction offered, that proposal coming from 
the Boston Gas Light Co., and by authority of the Board of 
Alderman a contract was made with that company, in accord- 
ance with the provisions of the following order of the Board, 
dated April 9, 1883 : — 


“ Ordered, That the Committee on Lamps be, and they are 
hereby authorized to contract with the Boston Gas Light 
Company, for the term of five years, for supplying four feet 
of gas per hour, at the rate of one dollar and thirty cents per 
thousand cubic feet, for the public lamps so supplied by 
them.” 


CONTRACT. 


This memorandum of agreement made this fifteenth day of April, in 
the year eighteen hundred and eighty-three, by and between the City of 
Boston, of the one part, and the Boston Gas Light Company, a corpora- 
tion duly established by laws of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
of the other part; Witnesseth: 

I. The said Boston Gas Light Company agrees to furnish all the gas 
required for lighting the public lamps within that part of the City of 
Boston now lighted by said Company, on each and every night of the. 
term of this contract, as hereinafter agreed, in such manner and 
between such hours as the Superintendent of Lamps of said city shall 
direct ; to put down service-pipes for public lamps in said district where 
new pipes are required, and to keep in repair the pipes in use in said 
district, and to use for such new pipes and repairs only wrought-iron 
pipes not less than one inch in diameter, and wrought or malleable iron 
couplings and bends or elbows, such service-pipes to have a regular fall 
toward the street mains. The said Gas Light Company also agrees to 
furnish without charge such quantity of alcohol as may be necessary to 
clear the pipes from obstructions, not to exceed seventy gallons in one 

ear. 

ll. The City of Boston agrees to pay to said Gas Light Company, for 
gas furnished as aforesaid, at the rate of one dollar and thirty cents per 
thousand cubic feet of actual burning, each burner consuming four feet 
per hour, free from all taxation, and to make payment thereof monthly. 
Said City also agrees to employ and pay lighters to light, clean, and 
take care of all the public lamps in said district, who shall light and ex- 
tinguish them punctually, according to printed tables to be furnished by 
said Superintendent, shall make written return to said Superintendent 
and said Company, on Monday of each week, of the number of lamps 
lighted each night, and the time of beginning to light and beginning to 
extinguish the same, and shall keep the burners and portions of the pipe 
above ground, within their respective rounds, free from frost and other 
obstructions, and give immediate notice to said Company and said 
Superintendent of any obstructions below ground, and of any leakage of 
gas. Said City also agrees to repay to said Gas Light Company the 
actual reasonable expense incurred by them for the labor and materials 
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required for putting down service-pipes, and keeping the pipes in use 
in repair. 

Ill. It is expressly agreed that the slot of all lava-tipped burners 
shall be cleaned by the use of a suitable brush, and that no metallic 
cleaner shall be used upon them, and no lamplighter shall be permitted 
to open the regulator of any such burner for any purpose whatever. 
All new burners shall be tested before being used, such tests to be made 
in the presence of some representative of each party hereto; and all 
burners may, with the consent of the other party to this contract, be re- 
moved and tested by either party at its own expense, at any time when 
it will not interfere with the regular burning of said lamps. Al] burn- 
ers which vary more than one-tenth of a foot from the designated stand- 
ard shall be replaced or made to conform to said standard. 

IV. This agreement shall take effect on the fifteenth day of April 
current, and shall continue in force until the fifteenth day of April, 
eighteen hundred and eighty-eight, and thereafter until a new agree- 
ment shall be made, or either of said parties ahell notify the other ‘of its 
wish to terminate the same. 


The committee, not deeming it to be for the interests of the 
City of Boston to make new contracts with the other com- 
panies under the terms proposed, these companies are now 
furnishing gas under their old contracts. There are no in- 
dications at present that any substantial reduction from 
present prices will be offered during the present year; but it 
may be possible to secure better terms than were proposed 
last year, and the subject of gas contracts has therefore been 
left by the committee in such shape that it may be consid- 
ered at any time hereafter without detriment to the interests 
of the City. 


Hours oF BURNING. 


The public lamps are burned every night throughout the 
year — a total of three thousand eight hundred and twenty- 
eight hours each. 


GAS—BURNERS. 


® 
The Automatic Glycerine burner, adopted by the depart- 
ment in 1879, still continues to give good satisfaction ; a large 
number of these burners have been thoroughly cleaned and 
put in order during the past year, and are now in as good 
condition as when first applied. 


GAS—LANTERNS. 


The lanterns used for the public lamps are made of copper, 
and are so constructed that the names and numbers of streets 
may be placed in them. This method of placing street signs 
and numbers has been of great advantage to the public; but 
the introduction of the electric light has caused the removal 
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of a very large number of the lanterns in which they had 
been placed, and a great deal of trouble and annoyance has 
been caused by their displacement. It is the business of the 
Street Department to provide street signs, and it is to be 
hoped that during the present year some means will be 
adopted to provide against the present inconvenience to the 
public, which has been caused by their removal from the 
street lamps. 


Or Lamps. 


The petroleum oil (one hundred and fifteen fire-test) used 
in the public lamps where gas cannot be obtained, is pur- 
chased of the refiner. The price paid during the past year 
has varied from 7 cents to 8{ cents per eallon, the latter 
being the present price. 

The founts are adapted to the city use, and the “ B. Fire- 
side” burner is also used. The entire cost of these lamps 
during the past year has not exceeded $14.50 each. 


LARGE Gas Lamps. 


During the years 1881 and 1882 a number of large experl- 
mental gas-lights were put up by the Boston Gas Light Com- 
pany and with the exception of the months of N ovember and 
December, 1881, no charge was made to the city for the gas 
consumed by them until “April 1, 1883, the date of the ex- 
piration of the old contract with that company. After the 
execution of the new contract the committee were notified 
that, if it were intended to continue these lamps in use, they 
would be charged for at contract price, and the city is now 
prying for them at the rate of $1.30 per thousand feet for the 
gas consumed. 

In 1882 there were two large gas lamps in Charlestown, 
for which a special rate was made, viz., the same price as 
would be paid for the thirteen small lamps displaced by 
them. During the past year two additional large lights were ~ 
put up in this district. In answer to numerous petitions 
from the people of East Boston for more light, either gas or 
electric, three large gas lamps were put up by order of the 
committee, for which a special price was made with the East 
Boston Gas Light Company, viz., $1.80 per thousand feet 
for the gas consumed by them. All of the large gas-lights 
give very good satisfaction. 

The following table shows the location of the large gas 
lights, the amount of gas consumed by each per hour, and 
the cost to the city for each per annum : —

The lamps on the new Warren Bridge consume nine feet 
of gas per hour, are burned all night, and are paid for at 
regular contract prices. 


EvLectric Licuts.

As will be seen from the above statement the number of 
electric lights has been largely increased, and yet the 
demand for them has been so ereat that, if the wishes of the 
public had been gratified, the expense entailed upon the city 
would not have been covered by the appropriation made for 
that purpose. The demand for these lights is not confined 
to any locality or to any class of people; there appeare to be 
a general desire for them, and it seems that all at once 


* Those marked with a star are not burned after midnight. 
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the public have become convinced that heretofore Boston 
has been a poorly lighted city, —a proposition which it 
would be very difficult to establish. The reasons advanced 
by the many petitioners for these lights vary according to 
the localities in which it is desired to place them, but all 
seem to unite upon one common ground, and that is, that 
they are a great benefit and protection to those whose 
business or pleasure requires that they should walk the 
streets after dark; and, in accordance with the oft-repeated 
statement, that “a city that is well lighted is well policed,” 
an urgent demand is made for more light. Many claim 
that, for the suppression of vice, and prevention of crime, 
they are as good as policemen, and, in compliance with 
many petitions, several lights have been placed in localities 
considered as resorts for people of questionable reputation ; 
and, judging from reports made at this office, it would 
seem that much good has been accomplished. That more 
light is demanded by many of the people of this city 
is clearly shown by the experience of this department 
during the past year, and by the number of petitions for 
electric lights now on file in this office, and if the City Coun- 
cil continues its policy of last year, with regard to electric 
lighting, it is safe to say that the number of lights, if the 
demand for them is to be gratified, must be largely increased. 

The number of public lamps of all kinds in the City of 
Boston is 12,623, — a decrease of 344 during the past year.

who are paid at the rate of three and one-quarter cents for 
each lamp per night. 

There is also one man in West Roxbury who lights and 
cares for nineteen oil lamps, and is paid at the rate of $13.75 
for each lamp per year. 

During the past year representations were made to the 
Committee on Lamps that, owing to the introduction of 
electric lights, and the consequent removal of a large number 
of gas lamps, the pay of some lamplighters, in different 
sections of the city, had been very much reduced; and when 
it was considered that although the number of lamps had 
been decreased, it was necessary to travel about the same 
distance each night in the performance of their labors, it was 
claimed that this reduction was unjust, and a great hardship 
to those against whom it operated. The consideration of 
this matter by the committee led to the passage by the 
Board of Aldermen of the following ord, dated May 14, 
1883 :— 


i Ordered That the pay of lamplighters in the city 
proper, Charlestown, sell Boston, and East Boston, be 
fixed at the rate of one ;%% dollars per day whenever the 
Superintendent of Lamps, with the approval of the Com- 
mittee on Lamps deem it expedient so to do.” 


As the result of this order the pay of forty-one men, in 
the districts named, has been changed from one and three- 
quarter cents per lamp per day to the rate mentioned in the 
above order. | 


LAMPLIGHTERS’ DUTIES. 


The lamplighters are required to light and put out the 
lamps in their charge promptly at the time designated; to 
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keep the lanterns clean, and report at this office, in writing, 
every defect either of the lantern or fixtures ; to keep the stop- 
cocks clean and properly oiled, the burners in order, and the 
pipes clear from water or frost. Gas leaks are to be reported 
immediately at this office, and at the office of the gas com- 
pany; and a written statement is also required on each 
Monday morning of the work performed the previous week. 

The gas lamps are lighted by the use of the torch. 

All men employed to light the lamps are furnished with the 
necessary ladders, torches, hooks, cans, etc., etc., by the city. 


Exvectric LIGHT. 


The contract with the Brush Electric Lighting Company, 


for furnishing not exceeding one hundred electric lights, in 


the streets and squares of Boston, having expired February 
14, 1883, a new contract was made with that company 
under the authority of, and in accordance with, the provisions 
of the following order of the Board of Aldermen, dated 
April 16, 1883 : — 


“ Ordered, That the Committee on Lamps be authorized to 
contract with any responsible Electric Lighting Company or 
companies for furnishing the city with electric lights; the 
expense thereof to be charged to the Appropriation for 
Electric Lighting.” 


CONTRACT. 


This agreement, made this first day of May, A.D. 1883, by and be- 
tween the Brush Electric Lighting Company, a corporation duly estab- 
lished according to law, having a usual place of business in the City of 
Boston, of the one part, and the City of Boston of the other part; and 
in accordance with an order passed by the Board of Aldermen on the 
sixteenth day of April, 1883, as follows: — 

‘‘Ordered, ‘That the Committee on lamps be authorized to contract 
with any responsible Electric Lighting Company or companies for fur- 
nishing the city with electric lights; the expense thereof to be charged 
to the Appropriation for Electric Lighting.” 

Witnesseti : That the said Brush Electric Lighting Company agrees to 
furnish electric lights, each to give a light of not less than two thousand 
candle-power, according to French standard measurement, in such 
places in the streets of Boston as the Committee on Lamps of the said 
city shall from time to time direct, and to keep the same lighted all 
night, on each and every night during such hours as shall be designated 
and directed by the Superintendent of Lamps, at the rate of sixty-five 
cents per lamp per night. 

Said Brush Electric Lighting Company covenant and agree for them- 
selves, their successors and assigns, to indemnify and save said city 
harmless of any and all costs and: expenses, by reason of any accident or 
injury which may occur to persons or property from imperfect insula- 
tion of wire, or construction, or maintenance of its lines of wire or 
apparatus.

And said Brush Electric Lighting Company covenant and agree for 
themselves, their successors and assigns, to indemnify and save said city 
harmless against any claim for damages by reason of any infringement 
of any patent right or rights in the use of said lamps or machinery, or 
appliance connected therewith. 

And said City of Boston agrees to pay for each of said lights the sum 
of sixty-five cents per night, for each night that it is operated and fur- 
nished during said term, as directed by the Superintendent of Lamps, 
and to make such payments monthly. 

This agreement shall continue in force for one year from its date, and 
until the first day of May, A.D. 1884. 


The number of lights furnished by the Brush Company 
under this contract, in use on January 1, 1884, was 212. 

A similar contract was also made with the New England 
Weston Electric Lighting Company, upon the expiration of 
their old contract, June 10, 1883, which will continue in 
effect until April 380, 1884. The committee have located 
under this contract 139 lights, the number in use January 1, 
1884. 

In answer to numerous petitions for electric lights upon 
the Public Garden, the following contract was made with the 
American Electric and Uluminating Company, under the 
authority of, and in accordance with, the provisions of the 
order of the Board of Aldermen previously mentioned : — 


CONTRACT. 


This agreement, made this fifteenth day of June, A.D. 1883, by and 
between the American Electric and Illuminating Company, a corpo- 
ration duly established according to law, and having a usual place of 
business in the City of Boston, of the one part, and the City of Boston of 
the other part, and in accordance with an order passed by the Board of 
Aldermen of said city on the sixteenth day of April, A.D. 1883, as fol- 
lows: — 

‘‘Ordered, That the Committee on Lamps be authorized to contract with 
any responsible Electric Lighting Company or companies, for furnish- 
ing the city with electric lights ; the expense thereof to be charged to the 
Appropriation for Electric Lighting.” 

Witnesseth: That the said American Electric and I]luminating Com- 
pany agrees to furnish electric lights on the Public Garden, each to give 
a light of not less than two thousand candle-power, French standard 
measurement, and in such other places in the streets and squares of 
Boston as the Superintendent of Lamps of said city shall, from time to 
time, direct, and to keep the same lighted as follows : — 

Those on the Public Garden or elsewhere until twelve o’clock, mid- 
night, at the rate of fifty cents for each light per night, or on each and 
every night during such hours as shall be designated and directed by 
the Superintendent of Lamps at the rate of sixty-five cents for each 
light per night. 

And said Electric Light Company covenants and agrees to indemnify, 
save harmless, and at its own cost defend said city from and against 
all claims for damages, costs, or expenses, by reason of any accident or 
injury that may result directly or indirectly from imperfect insulation, 
construction, or maintenance of wire or apparatus, and against any 
claim for damages by reason of any infringement of any patent right or 
rights in the use of said lights, machinery, or apparatus connected 
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therewith ; and, also, that it will not assign or transfer this contract to 
any other party. 

And said City of Boston agrees to pay for phi of said lights so 
furnished and operated by said Company, at the rate above-mentioned 
per light, for each night that it is operated and furnished during said 
term, and to make such payments monthly. 

This agreement shall continue in force for one year from the thirtieth 
day of April, A.D. 1883. 


Under this contract 30 lights have been located in the 
Public Garden. These lights are burned until 12 o’clock, 
midnight, and cost 50 cents per light each night. 

The electric lighting companies have at all times manifested 
an earnest desire to faithfully perform the conditions of their 
several contracts. Notices of imperfect or defective service 
have been attended to with promptness and despatch; and 
while the fullest measure of success has not always attended 
their efforts, yet the quality and quantity of the light which 
has been furnished, and the service which has been rendered, 
have, on the whole, been very satisfactory. 


Evrectric WIRES. 


The present system of electric lighting by means of over- 
head wires is exciting a great deal of criticism and complaint. 
Objections are made that the poles placed in the streets to 
support the wires are unsightly and an obstruction to public 
travel, while the real or fancied danger from the close prox- 
imity of the wires, renders it difficult to secure the consent 
of real-estate owners to the placing of them upon the roofs of 
buildings. That any danger is to be apprehended from wires 
SO placed has not as yet been shown, and the amount of dam- 
age which has thus far been caused to property by the over- 
head system of carrying electric wires has been so slight as 
to be hardly worthy of mention. 

The practicability of placing them under ground is, how- 
ever, receiving attention, and in many cities where arc-lighting 
is extensively used, steps have been taken to secure that 
result. Upon this subject scientific men are so much at 

variance that it is difficult for an inexperienced person to 
arrive at a satisfactory conclusion. It is claimed that under- 
ground wires have been used in some of the cities of Europe, 
for many years, and that the feasibility of this system has 
been clearly shown. While on the other hand, we are met 
with opinions from equally credible sources that in those 
places where the underground system was used, either owing 
to the difficulties of maintaining the electric current, or 
because of the great expense, electric lighting has been practi- 
cally abandoned, and the experience of Paris and London is 
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cited to maintain the latter view. In Philadelphia, where the 
wires are submerged, electric lighting has not received much 
countenance, and the service rendered has been far from 
satisfactory. In Boston, the two lights in Park square, put 
in by the New England Weston Electric Light Company, are 
connected by underground wires, about five hundred feet 
being used, and from the testimony of the manager of that 
company, it appears that much trouble and expense has been 
required to maintain them, and the experience of this depart- 
ment with the two lights mentioned would not justify a 
further extension of that system, at least for the present. 

As experiments are being made in several places to deter- 
mine the practicability of the under ground system, it would 
seem to be good policy for the City of Boston to wait the 
further development of this subject, and thereby gather knowl- 
edge and experience from the investigations which are now 
in progress. 

The Committee on Lamps has spared neither time nor 
effort in the performance of its duties. All petitions for lamps 
have been carefully considered, localities for which lights 
were desired have been examined, and a careful supervision 
has been exercised over all matters pertaining to the depart- 
ment; and I desire to express my thanks to Aldermen 
O’Brien, Haldeman, and Devlin, for their hearty coéperation, 
and for the courtesy and consideration which have at all times 
been extended.

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Back Bay. 


The operations of the department on this work during the | 


year have been principally upon the section between Ipswich 
and Jersey streets on the east and west, and running from 
Beacon street on the north to Boylston street on the south. 
This part of the improvement contains the largest and most 
costly constructions required for the entire work, including 
five bridges, — four spanning the water-way connecting the 
Bay with Charles river, and one carrying the roadway over 
the tracks of the Boston and Albany railroad, —and the 
retaining wall supporting the embankment of the driveway 
from Commonwealth avenue to Boylston bridge. These 
structures are now practically completed, and will be ready 


for use as soon as the adjoining streets can be put in order 


for travel. The iron fence surmounting the curb on the: 


inner line of the streets has been completed. 

The interior work of filling, grading, and subsoiling the 
slopes of the water-way throughout this section has been 
done, and the surfacing of loam applied ready for planting in 
the spring. About 90,000, chiefly indigenous, plants have been 
collected on the ground, heeled-in and protected for the winter. 

Dredging in the basin has been continued during the 
summer, and the shores of the water-channel formed for a 
considerable distance south of Boylston bridge. The 
work of fillmg and grading the driving and riding ways, 
walks and banks, surrounding the northerly part of the Bay, 
has been in progress, and a large quantity of loam brought 
from the new reservoir at Ashland for loaming the spaces to 
be planted. Further appropriations will be needed to con- 
tinue this work during the current year, and for surfacing the 
boundary roads, which should be done at once for the oeneral 
interests of the city, and in justice to owners of adjoining 
property, who pay heavy taxes on the largely enhanced valua- 
tion of their lands due to the laying out of this improvement.

CITY ENGINEER'S REPORT. 


Cuartes H. Darton, Ese., Chairman of Board of Com- 
missioners of Parks : — ee 


Sir, — The following report upon the progress and present 
condition of the construction and other work in connection 
with the various parks, the execution of which has been in- 
trusted to me by your Board, is submitted in accordance with 
your request. 

Back Bay. 
Filling. 


The arrangement made with the Boston & Albany Railroad 
Company for filling has been continued during the year, and 
under it about 17,365 squares of material have been delivered. 
The portions of the work where most of the filling has been 
done are the approaches to Boylston bridge, the shores — 
of the water-way between the bridge and the Stony Brook 
gate-chamber, and the southerly side of the boundary road 
between the bridge and cross-road. ‘The filling at these M 
points is practically completed, and the slopes towards the ‘ 
water-way are ready for loaming. 

The price of all the filling paid for the past year has been 


$3.20 per square, the same as that of the year before. 


Grading and Loaming. : 2 


At the date of the last annual report the grading of Bea- s 
| con Entrance between Beacon street and the Boston & Albany 
: railroad was nearly completed. Early in. the spring this i 

work was finished, and it was expected that the loam from x 
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the water works Basin 4, at Ashland, would be brought in 
season to cover the graded portions, and do such planting as 
could properly be accomplished. 

Changes made py the Water Board in the management of 
the work at Basin 4, and the adoption of a broad-gauge rail- 
road plant for the completion of the dam, rendered altera- 
tions of the trestle-work already constructed on the spur 
track for the transportation of loam a necessity, for the eco- 
nomical conduct of the building of the dam. ‘These alterations 
consumed a great deal of time, and it was not until November 
7 that the first train-load of loam was delivered. Since that 
date, with the exception of stoppages caused by snow-storms, 
the delivery of loam has been continuous, and 2,617 squares 
have been deposited on Back Bay at various points con- 
venient for future use. 

The cost of the loam, under the several agreements with 
the railroad companies and others is about one dollar per 
cubic yard, delivered on the ground. This cost is much lower 
than it would be possible in any other way to obtain loam of 
equal quality, and in so large quantity as required. It will 
take a large part of next season to deliver the amount needed, 
some 70, 000.or 80,000 cubic yards; but it would be desir- 
able to transport to the city as much as can be obtained 
during the season, as a considerable quantity will be required 
on the Muddy River Improvement. The Joint Standing 
Committee on Streets, of the City Council, has authorized the 
delivery of such an amount of this loam as will be sufficient 
to cover the areas to be planted on the Commonwealth avenue 
extension, and the trains are now depositing it as nearly as 
possible on the sites upon which it is wanted. 

The graded areas of Beacon Entrance have been covered 
with a layer of clayey material six inches in thickness, and 
brought up to the finished grade with loam about two and 
one half feet in depth. Piles of compost have been made at 
eonvenient points, in readiness for use when planting can be 
begun in the spring, and a large number of plants and shrubs 
have been delivered, heeled-in, and protected for the winter 


by temporary board fences. 


- Hxcavation of Water-way. 


Although the dredging plant made a good record as re- 
gards efficiency and cost of work for the year 1882, it was 
thought that it could be made more efficient by the use of a 
small tug-boat for moving the scows. Plans for such a boat 
having been submitted to and approved by your Board, the 
construction was begun early in the spring, and April 17th 


the boat was launched, and soon afterwards placed in service. 
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It has been, as anticipated, a very valuable auxiliary in the 
performance of the dredging work.: 

The same method of forming the water-way has been pur- 
sued this year as that originally adopted ; but, as all of the avail- 
able gravel has been:dredged, the railroad company will have 
to be depended upon for the amount needed to complete the 
shore lines of the channel. 

About 3,200 feet of shore line have been formed during 
the year, and the channel between the banks excavated to 
grade 0. The total amount excavated by the steam-dredge 
was 61,384 cubic yards. 


Boylston Bridge. 


The laying of the spandrel walls, and backing for the 


wing-walls and “tourelles,” was continued during the winter, 
and early in the spring this portion of the work was com- 
pleted. Active and continuous work upon the parapet and 
wing-walls was prosecuted whenever there was stone enough 
on hand for the purpose. ‘There have been numerous and 
vexatious delays in the receipt of the red granite grout and 
coping needed for the wing-walls and parapet-walls, and the 
progress on these portions of the structure has not been satis- 
factory. They were, however, so far completed as to permit 
the striking of the centring of the arch on Nov. 12th. A 
slight settlement at various points of the arch was noticed 
after this operation was performed, but no movement which 
would in any way affect the stability of the arch. Consider- 
ing the complicated character of this structure, the inequality 
in the nature of the foundations, and the comparative flatness 
of the arch, a more successful completion of the work could 
not have been anticipated. 


Beacon Entrance Bridge. 


This bridge was completed, with the exception of the 
fences, late in the year 1882. A contract was made with 
Messrs. Smith & Lovett, of Boston, to build and erect the 
fences, in accordance with a design furnished by Mr. H. H. 
Richardson, the consulting architect. ‘These contractors have 
finished their work as far as the incomplete condition of the 
stone-work will permit. Two stone posts will have to be 
built on the westerly side of the bridge before the fence on 
that side can be attached at the ends, as designed. 


Embankment Wall. 


_ The location and a description of the method of construc- 
tion of the retaining walls included under this head was given 
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last year. With the ‘exception of portions of three of the 
wing-walls of Boylston bridge all of these walls are com- 


lete. 
3 Red granite has been largely used, in connection with the 
seam-faced, for the faces of all the walls built this season ; 
but it has been difficult to obtain it as rapidly as desired, 
the capacity of the quarry being small and its location, at 
Otter Creek, Mt. Desert, being inaccessible except for small 
vessels, a sufficient number of which the contractor was una- 
ble to charter. If the red granite had been delivered as re- 


quired, the walls would have been completed during the past 


season ; but it is now expected that they will be finished early 


in the spring. 


Granite Curb and Fence. 


The granite curbs and fences forming the boundaries around 
the open areas of Beacon Entrance have been set, and con- 
nections made with the fences on Beacon street and Common- 


wealth avenue bridges. In making these connections: gran- 


ite posts were used at the ends of the bridges, at the division 
lines between the two railed fences on the curbs, and the 
three railed fences of the bridges. These posts were recently 
completed, and the setting of the sections of the fences ad- 
joining them finishes this work, except at the connection 


with the foot-bridge to be built over the B. & A. R.R. 


Covered Channel, Stony Brook. 


The work upon the walls of the gate-chamber was done 
very late in the fall and early in the winter of 1882, and, 
although precautions were taken to protect the portions built 
from injury by frost during the winter, it was found in the 
spring that portions of the walls would have to be relaid. 
After this work was done the roof was put on and the build- 
ing completed as far as it is desirable until the work on Back 
Bay is further advanced. 

Since January lst the operation of the improved system 
of sewerage has diverted the larger portion of the sewage 
from the brook. 


Oovered Channel, Muddy River. 


This channel, a description of which is given in the last. 


annual report, is completed. A location on the line origi- 
nally proposed was secured by negotiation with the Boston 


& Roxbury Mill Corporation, and, although the time com-. 


sumed in completing this arrangement was the occasion of 


much delay in prosecuting the work, the wooden conduit sec- 


tion was finished Nefae: the advent of severe cold weather. 


Work upon the gate-chamber and connection conduit between 


this chamber and the Back Bay water-way was continued un- 


til January 9th. 

The stone for the gate-chamber is being cut at ahs site of 
the work, and will be ready for setting as soon as required 1 in 
the spring.

Bussry Park and ARNOLD ABORETUM. 


_ The repairing of the old cottage on South street for an 
office, and the building of the storage-yard connected with it, 
was completed in August. 

The final location of the driveway through the park, con- 
necting Centre and South streets, was determined, and the 
grading of the driveway was begun with a small force, which 
was increased as the work required, until about fifty men and 
twenty teams were employed. The length of the driveway 


is about 2,600 feet, and it is 40 feet in width. 


West Roxpury Park. 


An engineering party was organized in June to make a 
complete ‘topographical survey of the land included in and 
closely adjoining this park. An office was established in the 


Ellicott house, and the surveys have been actively prosecuted 


during the past summer and fall. The outside work has_ 
been practically completed, and the plan is nearly so. The 


extension of the park boundaries, as authorized by vote of 
the last city government, will involve the continuance of this 
work during a portion of the next season.

DorcHEsTER Point, SoutH Boston. 


The surface of the upland has been graded to some extent 
by filling in the depressions and old cellars with earth pur- 
chased from several parties. The whole amount of filling 
used was 471, squares, and the price paid was $3.50 per 
square, cart measurement. 

A complete topographical survey and plan of the land 


taken, and also of the flats between the Point and Castle | 


Island, have been made for the use of the Landscape Archi- 
tect Advisory, Mr. F. L. Olmsted. we 


Woop Istanp Park, East ‘Boston. 


A topographical survey and plan have been made of the 
upland and flats embraced in this pur chase. 
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CHARLES River EMBANKMENT. 


One of the docks on this property has been filled, at no 
cost to the city, with waste material from the Improved Sew- 
erage and cellar excavations. 

A careful series of borings have been made on the line of 
the proposed sea-wall, and record plans made of them. Pre- 
liminary sketches of the wall, for the purpose of estimating 
the quantities of material required for its construction, have 
been prepared, and estimates of the cost of this work and 
the filling can be furnished when desired by your Board.

REPORT OF THE LANDSCAPE ARCHITECT. 


Cuartes H. Darton, Esq., Chairman of the Park Com- 
MISSLON 2 — 

Str, — No results intelligible to the casual observer have 
been heretofore apparent from the tedious and costly city 
work on Back Bay, the operations having been scattered and 
mostly under ground or under water. North of Boylston 
street, however, the work has, within a few weeks, become 
coherent, and in part assumed a finished appearance, and 
south of Boylston street the leading features of the super- 
ficial design in land and water may be readily traced. In 
the course of next summer the slopes now formed will become 
in some degree verdant; streets will have been graded, 
bringing the “whole under closer observation, and it is much 
to be hoped that the public will desire to be better informed 
about it. 

The reason is this: The city has been for ten years 
preparing to enter upon a far-sighted and comprehensive 
scheme of public recreation-grounds which cannot be fully 
worked out in many years, but to an economical and success- 
ful pursuit of which an intelligent, steady, and patient public 
opinion is of the utmost importance, Looking to this object 
it is to be regretted that the first work of the department 
charged with the promotion of the scheme should be 
one in which recreation is but an incidental purpose, and 
in which, though the work is known under the name of 


o>) 
a park, the principal circumstance that distinguishes a 
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park from other pleasure-grounds will be wanting. With 
a view to a public opinion sustaining true economy and suit- 
able design in park work proper, nothing could be more 
unfortunate than that the work in Back Bay should be 
regarded as park work, and, as such, should be found accept- 
able. 

A. brief review of the history of the undertaking, and an 
explanation of its controlling ends, may therefore be desir- 
ably placed for reference in your next Annual Report. 

The locality came to be known by the name of park, — 
“ Back Bay Park,” — because ground was once bought upon 
it by the city, with a view to a public recreation ground. It 
was selected for the purpose because it could be obtained at 
a lower price than any other territory equally accessible. Its 
market value was low, because it was mainly occupied by a 
deep gullet, through which the drainage and sewerage of 
a large area of Boston and its suburbs passed out to Charles 
river, and the cost of preparing it for building purposes was 
likely to be so great as to leave no prospect of profit in the 
operation. 

The project of a park, however, assumed that the body of 
water liable to flow through the territory could be, as far as 
desirable, divided and regulated consistently with the require- 
ments of a park at reasonable cost. mt 

With more exact knowledge of the circumstances, it not 
only became certain that this assumption was unwarranted, 
but that, before the adjoining region could be built upon, it 
would be necessary to provide a basin in which the waters 
of the two streams, here having a common outlet, could be 
allowed to accumulate, whenever the tide in Charles river 
rose so high as to prevent their outflow. 

The quantity of water to be thus stored would be variable. 
In times of freshet the required amount would be many 
‘times larger than under ordinary circumstances. The 
fluctuations thus occurring would cause the basin to be 
often noisome, a breeder of disease, and a very disagreeable 
object to the eye, unless special means could be devised to 
avoid such a result. 

The plan now being carried out was devised for this 
purpose. 

It provides a basin with intercepting sewers, inlets and 
outlets, and a series of automatic gates so disposed that, 
under ordinary circumstances, the surface of the water within 
the basin will be ata level about midway between extreme high 
water and mean low water of Charles river, with a fluctuation 
not exceeding one foot, while that of the river may be six- 
teen feet. The water in the basin will then have the general 
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aspect of a salt creek, passing with a meandering course, for 
the most part, through or along the border of a sea-side 
meadow ; but will not be subject to fall with the tide, so far 
as to exhibit the disagreeable aspect which in natural tide- 
basins, twice a day, appears in the form of slimy mud-banks. 
The water, when the work is complete, will ordinarily be 
clean and wholesome, and its immediate banks verdant. 

When freshets of the streams flowing into the basin rise 
concurrently with extreme and prolonged high stages of the 
water in the river, preventing an outflow, the waters of 
the creek will rise rapidly until they overflow its banks, 
and then more slowly spread over the surface of adjoining 
salt meadows, until they wash the lower part of the meadow 
banks forming the margin of the basin, within which they 
will continue to rise until. the falling tide reopens outlets 
into the river. 

The public cannot be prudently admitted to any part of the 
basin except the slopes of its rim. Passage across it must 
be by causeways and bridges. Its boundaries, which will be 
over two miles in length, may, however, be followed by 
wheelways, bridle roads and walks; and these, together with 
any needed passages across the basin, will command views 
over it, and may be shaded by trees. This is what is in- 
tended. The exterior road will eventually be lined on one side 
with buildings, as the bounding streets of Boston Common 
are; on the other it will look into the basin, as Beacon street 
into the Common. It is thus of importance that the views 
over the basin should be made as pleasing as, at reasonable 
expense, and with a view to the highest efficiency of the 
drainage arrangements under all contingencies, they carr be. 
To understand the design in this respect the following cir- 
cumstances must be borne in mind : — 

The water rising in the basin in times of flood will be 
less than usually salt; salt enough, nevertheless, to be 
destructive of turf or of ordinary park or garden plants. It 
follows that any beauty in the lower part of the banks must 
be obtained by a selection of plants specially adapted to the 
circumstances, and it will be evident to one reflecting upon 
the conditions as now to be observed on the ground that these 
plants, together with the plants of the meadows subject to be 
frequently soaked by strongly salt water, will be the leading 
constituents of the scenery of the entire territory. There 
will remain only a narrow border of generally steep slopes 
forming the sides and rim of the basin. They will be wind- 
ing and irregular, will play insensibly into the meadows and 
water-sides at their base, and must be so treated as to main- 
tain consistency. with them. 
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It will thus be apparent that the superficial verdant features 
of the locality must grow out of the constructive features of 
the drainage works, and that whatever beauty is to be looked 
for must be a very different beauty from that commonly 
looked for in parks and gardens. It does not follow that it 
will be less pleasing, in the long run, to good taste. 

Two questions may be asked by visitors next summer 
which the above explanation does not answer: — 


1st. Why should the water in the basin at ordinary stages 
be kept in a narrow and crooked channel? 
The principal reason is that otherwise the difficulty of ob- 


taining verdant shores and avoiding high naked mud-banks — 


fo) fom 
at the foot of the slopes would be greatly increased, as, upon 


any extended surface of water, the wind would create an 
undermining surf. It will probably be found to do so to 
some extent with the designed arrangement, but it is hoped 
in such moderation that, where necessary at all, defences will 
suffice scarcely perceptible to the observer, and not at all 
destructive, when the foliage above them shall be developed, 
to the naturalness of the scenery. 


2d. Why should the slopes on the outlet north of Boylston 
street, and in connection with the Beacon street and Com- 
monwealth avenue bridges, be crowded with common wild 
bushes instead of being prepared in a lawn-like way, 
with detached groups of trees, shrubs, foliage-plants, and 
flowers, as other grounds. bordering these streets have been? 

There are several reasons: First, because were it otherwise 
practicable to obtain good results from this common mode of 
gardening it would be impossible to associate these results 
agreeably with what will be necessary upon the lower parts 
of the slopes, subject to the influence of salt water. Second, 
trees and delicate plants in this situation would suffer greatly 
from the unusual force of winds drawing through the pass. 
Third, trees would close out the fine view over the Charles 
river from Boylston bridge. Fourth, the slopes being 
often steep, narrow, and twisting, it would be difficult and 


costly to keep turf finely, or otherwise maintain them in full. 


dress. 

For these reasons the aim will be to clothe these slopes 
with a dense, close, self-protecting, hardy chaparral. It is 
believed that in a few years this will be found to blend 
genially with the rough and_ weather-stained massive 
retaining wall of the road by which travel from Beacon street 
and Commonwealth avenue will be connected with the circuit 
road of the basin. It will also play suitably into the salt 
shore plantations. 


Le 
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It was observed, early in this report, that the principal 
circumstance that distinguishes a park from other pleasure- 
grounds will be wanting in the pleasure-ground to be formed 
upon the basin of Back Bay. A park is a place for the enjoy- 
ment of rural scenery in a sense that a garden, for instance, 
is not. A town-park is a place of escape to such scenery, 
from scenery of a town-like or of artificial character. The 
circumstance that distinguishes a park, therefore, is that of 
seclusion. All parks, properly so called, are surrounded 
by screening plantations, and it is a leading motive in 


their design to shut out of view to those to be benefited 


by them whatever might be unfavorable to a continuous im- 
pression of consistent sylvan scenery. ‘The site of the pro- 
posed park of West Roxbury is admirably adapted to this 
purpose ; the requirements of the basin on Back Bay as dis- 
tinctly exclude it. The Thames Embankment of London, 
which is also a great drainage work, though embellished in a 
much more park-like manner than this on Back Bay can be, 
is not called a park. Nor is the Ring of Vienna, the Chiaja 
of Naples, the Alameda of Seville, or the Paseo of Havana. 
Not being parks, but public grounds of a distinctive charac- 
ter, they are all much better named than if called parks. 
It is much to be desired that this designation for the basin on 
Back Bay may be abandoned.

The Board, in its last annual report, pointed out the fact 
that the money now being expended on Back Bay was 
chiefly for streets and bridges to accommodate the general 
travel of the neighborhood, and give access to a large terri- 
tory of vacant lands, now being improved, and destined to 
become a new and popular quarter for residences, adding 
largely to the taxable values of the city. In fact this whole 
public work should be looked upon in the light of a street 
extension and sanitary necessity, rather than a park im- 
provement. 

In consideration of these reasons, and those given by Mr. 
Olmsted in his report, it appears that the word “park,” as 
applied to this work, is a misnomer, and it is therefore recom- 
mended that the titles * Public Park, Back Bay,” and “ Back 
Bay Park,” heretofore used in connection with the work by 
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the auditor and other city departments, be discontinued, and 
the name “Back Bay” substituted. 


INCREASED TAXABLE VALUES. 


The Assessors’ valuations from 1877 to 1883 of the 15,388,- 
567 square feet of Back Bay lands, which, in the estimation 
of the Board, were favorably affected by the locating and 
laying out of the proposed improvement, and were assessed 
a proportional share of the expense thereof, show an increase 
in valuation of $10,924,849, or an average of 70 cents per 
square foot, while the entire betterment laid upon these lands 
averaged about 5-6 cents per square foot, only one-half of 
which could be charged under the law to the estates benefited. 
This assessment was 3,8 per cent. of the valuation of these 
lands in 1877, while the increase in valuation in 1883 was 98 | 
per cent., or more than twenty-five times the amount of bet- 
terment assessed. 

The valuation of land in the rest of the city, during the 
same period, was reduced.

RIVERDALE. 


The covered channel for Muddy river, via Brookline avenue 
to Charles river, has been completed, and the gate-house is 
being constructed. 

Eight parcels of land on the banks of the river have been 
_ purchased at assessed valuations, costing $57,012.67, leaving 
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$142,987.33 of the appropriation unexpended. Negotiations 
for the purchase of other lands are progressing ; but, to com- 
plete the purchase of all the lands needed, probably a further 
appropriation of $200,000 will eventually be required. It is 
understood that the Park Commissioners of the Town of 
Brookline are purchasing the lands lying within its jurisdic- 
tion which form a part of this joint improvement. 

The Board has adopted the name Riverdale as appropriate 
for this improvement, the driveway to he called the River- 
dale Road. The Board recommends that the auditor and 
treasurer of the city change the title of their accounts accord- 
dingly. 


BusseY Park AND ARNOLD ARBORETUM. 


The contract between the city and Harvard College re- 
quires the city to build driveways at a cost not exceeding 
$75,000. A portion of the driveway across the southerly 
end of the arboretum has been partially constructed during 
the past year, under the appropriation of $15,000 for this 
purpose, which has been increased, since the beginning of 
this year, by transfers from other park appropriations, to 
$21,000. 

The work should be prosecuted without delay, under the 
terms of the agreement, which has added so important a pleas- 
ure-ground to the park system of the city, at so little cost. 


West Roxpury Park. 


Under the order passed Dec. 16, 1881, and amended Nov. 
25, 1882, for the taking of lands for a large park at West 
- Roxbury, about 178 acres, costing $346,250, have been 
bought and paid for during the past year, and 146 acres, 
estimated at $253,750, which were taken under the act, May 
25, 1883, remain to be settled for. Of the latter, 79 acres, 
amounting to $110,500, are arranged to be paid for when 
sundry legal complications, affecting the former ownership, 
are disposed of. Negotiations continue for the payment of 
the remainder, and for the acquisition of other lands under 
the recent order providing for an additional appropriation of 
$500,000, to extend the limits of this park. 

Topographical surveys have been in progress, from which > 
a comprehensive plan for the gradual improvement of the 
park will be made. 

The park lands were opened to the public May 1, and 
great numbers of people have visited them during the 
summer. Several large picnics of school-children and “char- 
itable societies took place, and games of ball and lawn 
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tennis were frequent, suitable grounds being specially desig- 
nated for these purposes. 

Three policemen have been appointed by the Board for 
the protection of the grounds and visitors. 


CHARLES RIVER EMBANKMENT. 


Allthe land west of Charles street, between Cambridge and 
Leverett streets, has been secured. The necessary soundings 
and survey for a new wall in Charles river, as authorized by 
the Legislature, have been made preparatory to beginning the 
work as early as the necessary appropriation is made. By 
the terms of the grant from the State this work must be 
completed by 1886, and should be prosecuted without un- 
necessary delays. This location will become an invaluable 
pleasure-ground for the crowded population of the West and 
North End. 


DorcHESTER POINT. 


Dorchester Point, South Boston, the northern limit ae 
Dorchester Bay, was included in the park system, for the 
purpose of securing a pleasure-ground within the municipal 
limits which would give the people opportunities for health 
and recreation similar to those commonly found at the New 
England beaches, with a roadstead for yachts, and facilities 


for sea-hathing. 

The necessary lands and flats have been taken, and a 
preliminary study made for the development of the scheme, 
which is hereto appended. Opposite the point, one-half 
mile distant, lies Castle Island, having an area of twenty-five 
acres, with its old fort, — now useless for defensive purposes, 
—hbelonging to the United States. The suggestion is to 
connect the point with the island by extending the ground 
from the mainland on the northern side, thus forming a 
pleasure-bay between, with shores of sandy beach, and with 
reads, walks, and plantations. The material for the strand 
connecting the point and the island would be obtained from 


5 
dredging the intermediate flats. A two-story pier is sug- 


gested at the southern end of the point, with landing stages 
and accommodations for bathers. 

The plans of the Harbor Commissioners contemplate a line 
of piers from the island and north of its connection with the 
mainland. The arrangements here suggested are not incon- 
sistent with these plans. It is believed that the United States 
Government will grant the use of the island to the city of 
Boston, for the purpose suggested, excepting when required 
for active military operations. 

A petition to the General Government was made last year 
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a by order of the City Council, and a bill to effect this object 
| is now before Congress. 
The text of the proposed measure is as follows : —

JOINT RESOLUTION AUTHORIZING THE PRESIDENT OF THE UNITED 
STATES TO PERMIT THE OCCUPANCY OF CASTLE ISLAND, IN BOSTON 
HARBOR, BY THE MUNICIPAL AUTHORITIES OF BOSTON. 


Resolved by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress assembled, That the, President of the 
United States be authorized to permit the temporary use and occupancy 
of Castle Island, in Boston Harbor, Massachusetts, by the municipal 
authorities of the city of Boston, for such length of time as he may deem 
proper and expedient, and upon such terms and conditions as will secure 
the title of the United States and their right to assume the occupancy 
thereof. 


The Commonwealth owning all the flats below extreme 
low water, lying between the point and the island, it will be 
necessary to petition the Legislature to grant them to the 
city for park purposes, and to secure such action before any 
plan to connect the island with the shore can be adopted. 

It is not unlikely that some modifications in the plan here 
suggested may appear advisable on further study; but the 
general features of the scheme are believed to have the merits 
of economy in construction, and of affording opportunity for 
the usual variety of seaside recreations. 


Woop Istanp Park, East Boston. 


Topographical surveys have been made, from which a plan 
for the improvement of this park will be elaborated, and 
submitted in due time to the city government. 

The Board recommends that the title “East Boston Park,” 
now used by other city departments, be changed to “ Wood 
Island Park, East Boston.”

To the City Council, City of Boston : — 


GENTLEMEN, — The Board of Fire Commissioners respect- 
fully represents that, in order to meet the expenses of the Fire 
Department for the remainder of the fiscal year, the sum of 
five thousand ($5,000) dollars will be necessary, in addition 
to the unexpended balance, January 1, 1884, the same being 
$119,638.94. 

The reasons why the original appropriation will not be 
sufficient are: First, owing to the fact that a larger number 
than the yearly average of the horses of the department have 
become disabled, necessitating, up to January 1, an expendi- 
ture of $2,717.50 over the amount of $6,000 appropriated 
for the purchase and exchange of horses. Owing to unfore- 
seen accidents to firemen, in the discharge of their duty, the 
extra-service account has already been overdrawn to the 
amount of $717.00. The apparatus of the department, from 
age and accidents, had extraordinary repairs, exhausting the 
$12,000 appropriated for that purpose. 

Since the original appropriation the City Council ordered 
the location of an additional steam fire-engine company in 
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West Roxbury, which necessitated the buying of a steam fire- 
engine, to replace, as a relief, that assigned to this new 


company.

GENTLEMEN, — Having been intrusted by the City Gov- 
ernment with the supervision of Probation work in the 
County of Suffolk, since October 21, 1878 (excepting the 
districts of South Boston and Roxbury the last two years), 
I herewith submit to you a brief summary of the last year’s 
work, and also a summary of the work on my division for 
the five years. And as the system of probation is a new 
feature, and an experiment under the laws of our Common- 
wealth, I desire to present to you a view of the methods 
pursued in carrying on the work in comparison with the 
methods of dealing with crimes and misdemeanors in former 
times; and having been in the service of the city as an 
executive officer some thirty-three years, I beg leave to note 
a few suggestions that have occurred to me while in the 
service relative to the rights and duties of government in 
dealing with the criminal classes.

“All men (persons) are born free and equal, and have 
certain essential and unalienable rights, among which may 
be reckoned the right to enjoy and defend their lives and 
liberties ; that of acquiring and protecting property. In 
fine, that of seeking and obtaining their safety and happi- 
ness. (Provided always that they do not trespass upon the 
rights of others. ) 


GOVERNMENT. 


Our government _ is a social compact, whereby each citizen 
voluntarily surrenders up or delegates certain of his indi- 
vidual rights for the purpose of forming a government for 
the mutual protection and benefit of the whole people; and 
in so doing he is amply compensated, as the whole com- 
munity then become under obligation to protect him in his 
reserved rights. 

Government thus formed assumes the responsibility of 
establishing just and equitable laws. Of providing for a 
faithful and impartial administration of justice, and of im- 
posing and executing such penalties and methods of restraint 
upon evil-doers as will best secure the peace and safety of 
all good citizens. 


LAWS AND PENALTIES. 


It is a sud thought that a part of mankind are compelled 
to build prisons and scaffolds for protection against the 
violence and depredations of others of their race; but self- 
protection and preservation not only confer the right, but 
demand that such methods of restraint be imposed upon 
the violators of law as shall effectually secure peace and 
safety in the community; but no right can exist whereby 
penalties can be executed in a spirit of malice, revenge, or 
retaliation, and herein lies a principle that has been mis- 
understood or disregarded since the world began. 


FormMER METHODS OF PUNISHMENT. 


In the beginning the life of a murderer was not taken, 
but “a mark was set upon him lest any finding him should 
kill him.” But a little later a human lawgiver proclaimed, 
* An eye for an eye, tooth for tooth, foot for foot, wound for 
wound, burning for burning, stripe for stripe, life for life ;” 
and from that time onward all the methods of vengeance 
and torture that the imagination could conceive or inge- 
nuity invent have been visited upon the unfortunate wretch 


who transgressed the laws under which he lived.

REPORT OF PROBATION OFFICER. 8) 


‘To come down to the early history of our own good 
Commonwealth, persons were fined and imprisoned for using 
tobacco, and for wearing “top-boots,” unless they were worth 
a certain amount of property. Some were flogged at the 
post, and others were whipped and drummed out of town at 
the “ cart’s tail,” for what would nowseem very trivial offences. 
Females, for certain offences, were placed upon an elevated 
platform in some public place, and compelled to face, alter- 
nately, each of the four cardinal points, for one hour, sub- 
jected to the jeers and missiles of a hooting mob of men and 
boys. Some for entertaining heretical religious opinions 
were hanged on the limb of a tree on Boston Common, 
in one instance the bodies being thrown into the frog-pond, 
and a citizen was punished for attempting to give them 
decent burial. Duellists were to be buried beneath a pile of 
stones, with a stake driven through the body. Crimes of great 
magnitude were punished by public execution, after which the 
bodies were hanged in chains, high on the gibbet, and there left 
exposed until the fowls of the air devoured the flesh and 
the winds whistled through their naked bones. 3 

Such, then, were some of the methods of restraining crime in 
the early history of Massachusetts. They are unpleasant 
memories, but who shall say that they have not wrought a 
revulsion in sentiment that has done much to humanize the 
administration of justice in our own time? 

Laws, penalties, and prisons are a forced necessity, and 
government has an unquestionable right to employ such 
measures of restraint, however severe, as are adequate to 
restrain evil-doers; but where, I ask, do we get the right to 
take human life, or to imprison even, IF peace and safety 
can be effectually secured in some milder way ? 

During the last half century public sentiment has under- 
gone a change on this subject. Fifty years ago there were 
many laws then thought indispensable, that were executed 
with great rigor, which are not now found in our public 
statutes. Then there were several capital offences; now 
but one. Within the past few years many benevolent 
societies and individuals are earnestly laboring to reclaim 
the fallen without punishment. The government even seems 
disposed to change the character of our penal institutions 
from retaliatory to reformatory places of detention. In a 
word, the opinion seems to be gaining ground that it is not 
only cheaper, but in every way safer, to reform than to 
punish. 

In response to this sentiment, early in the year 1878 the 
assembled wisdom of the Commonwealth

and placed the following record on our Public Statutes : — 


Puspiic STATUTES. 


Chapter 212, Sect. 78 of 1878, and Chapter 125, Sect. 2, 
Statutes of 1882 : — 

The mayor and aldermen of the city of Boston shall ap- 
point, when a vacancy occurs, a probation officer for the 
county of Suffolk, and may remove him at any time. He 
shall receive such compensation, to be paid from the city 
treasury, as the city council may determine. He shall at- 
tend the sessions of the courts held within said county for 
criminal business ; investigate the cases of persons accused or 
convicted of crimes and misdemeanors, and recommend to 
the courts the placing on probation of such persons as may 
reasonably be expected to reform without punishment. He 
shall have a place in the office of the superintendent of police, 
and be under his general control. When he deems it advis- 
able for any person placed on probation to be sent out of the 
state at the expense of the city, the city council may make 
the necessary appropriation for the purpose, to be expended 
by him, under the direction of the superintendent of police, 
and he shall render an account of such expenditure, with the 
items, quarterly, to said superintendent. He shall also, as 
far as practicable, visit the offenders placed on probation by 
the court at his suggestion, and render such assistance and 
encouragement as will tend to prevent their again offending. 
Any person placed on probation upon his recommendation 
may be arrested by him upon the approval of the superin- 
tendent of police without further warrant, and again brought 
before the court, and the court may thereupon proceed” to 
sentence, or may make any other lawful disposition of the 
case.’ 

Chapter 212, Sect. 80 and 81, provides that “every pro- 
bation officer shall make a return to the prison commission- 
ers monthly, showing the name, age, sex and offence of each 
probated person,” and also provides that he shall not “ inter- 
fere” in cases of juvenile offenders for the violation of the 
Statute Laws. 

Chapter 220, Sect. 69, provides that the probation officer 
may, upon the request of the Board of Directors of Public 
Institutions, investigate the cases of persons confined in 
prison, for certain offences. 

Under the provision of the statutes the City of Boston, in 
the summer of 1875, appointed one probation officer for the 
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county of Suffolk, and after an experiment of one year, the 
law was extended to all other cities and towns in the Com- 
monwealth, and, in 1882, an additional officer was appointed 
for duty in each of the districts of South Boston and 
Roxbury. 


PracticaAL Work. 


When a person has been convicted of a crime or misde- 
meanor, and the court decides to place the offender on pro- 
bation, to give an opportunity for reform without punishment, 
sentence is suspended for a limited time, the party is placed 
under bonds to comply with certain conditions imposed by 
the court, and the probation officer is required to become 
surety for the faithful performance of those conditions. 

The offender is served with a copy of the conditions, and 
also with a card noting the day and hour when he is again to 
appear at the court, and, if the case seems to demand, he is 
given the pledge to abstain from the use of all intoxicating 
drinks during his term of probation, with such other words 
of caution and encouragement as circumstances seem to 
require. © 


CONDITIONS OF CouRT. 


To [the name]. 

The court before whom you have been convicted has suspended your 
sentence for a limited time, to give you an opportunity to reform without 
punishment, UPON CONDITION that you be of good behavior, and keep 
the peace towards all persons; that you appear at court from time to 
time as your bonds require, and save your surety harmless. That you 
pay to the court the costs you have made the county at the expiration 
of your term of probation, or when the court requires, and that you 
report to your surety as often as once each month until discharged by 
the court. 

You will bear in mind that you are not relieved from the responsi- 
bility of your offence without further action of the court, and that you 
are liable to arrest and sentence at any time for violation of these 
conditions.

DISCHARGED OR DISMISSED. 


In cases that have been discharged or dismissed at the ex- 
piration of their term, the parties were mostly residents in 
or near the city. These have been visited at their homes as 
often as practicable; are required to report at the office at 
stated times, and efforts made to secure employment for 
such as had none. The time of suspending sentence is from 
two to six months in the municipal courts, and one year in 
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the superior. Those discharged have paid costs of court, 
and others who have done well, but were too poor to pay, 
were dismissed without payment. No one who has done well 
has ever been surrendered in consequence of his poverty. 
Less than 10 per cent. of those who would have been sen- 
tenced to pay fine and costs could have paid at the time of 
their conviction. 


Sent TO CountTRY HomEs. 


Of the 558 persons who were sent to country homes, 155 
were males and 403 females. Some came to the city for a 
day, on business or pleasure, fell in with bad company, 
drank, and brought up in the prisoners’ dock without money 
or friends; some were old soldiers or sailors with a furlough 
from some Home. A few were young men who had fallen 
victims to temptation, been arrested for crime, and lost their 
places of employment, but whom the courts thought it better 
to send home than to prison. Among the females were 122 
between the ages of 16 and 21, many of them mere girls, 
who came to the city to obtain some honorable employment, 
inexperienced in the ways of city life, and unwittingly drawn 
under the influence of some heartless libertine ; or, perhaps, 
for the want of employment and the means to live, had taken 
her first false step. The Women’s Prison, at Sherborn, a 
most excellent institution, has been established for the bene- 
fit of this class of persons. But it is a przson; and if sent to 
this, or any other prison, to serve out sentence, and dealt 
with in the best possible manner, have her self-respect and 
self-confidence improved ? and when discharged what friendly 
hand meets her at the gate, the wharf, or the depot? Her 
seducer or former associates will be there to lead her back to 
some den of infamy, and where else can she go? What 
hope is there for her? Is not here a field for the philan- 
thropist ? 

When these girls are brought before the courts, if a first 
offence, and they have country homes, our humane magis- 
trates often decide to give them one chance to escape the fur- 
ther disgrace of a prison by sending them to their friends. In 
some cases parents are sent for. Some are sent home at the 
expense of a fund provided by the City Council for that 
purpose, and some are furnished with free passes by gener- 
ous railroad or steamboat officials. If they again return to 
the city and their vicious habits, they are surrended back to 
the custody of the court forsentence. Parents who send their 
daughters from country homes little dream of the dan- 
gers and the wrongs they are liable to meet in a great city. 
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There is a law in Massachusetts against these offences, 
without distinction of sex. Who are the first and the greater 
transgressors? Officers on the witness-stand sometimes tes- 
tify that they have seen “stx different men, at different 
times in one evening, go off with this defendant. Six to 
one. Who ever saw one of these men in the prisoner's 
dock as an accomplice? or who ever saw one of this class of 
men on the witness-stand in defence of his own injured 
innocence ? 


Sent To Cuaritry Homess. 


It often happens that some abandoned female appears in 
the dock, homeless, penniless, and friendless, —a prison, 
apparently, her only refuge. But, sometimes, an agent of 
some charity Home steps in to offer, perhaps, the only kind 
hand ever extended to her, and takes her to the Home. If, 
after a fair trial, she shows evidence of reform under their 
kind treatment, some suitable place of employment is se- 
cured for her. If not, she is surrendered back to the custody 
of the court by the probation officer who had become her 
surety. Among the homes worthy of favorable mention are 
the House of the Good Shepherd, the Homes at 41 Worces- 
ter street, 201 North street, at Dedham, and some others, 
and I am glad to know that their humane work has not been 
fruitless. 

It has been said that “a fallen woman never recovers.” 
This is not true. But it is too true that she seldom has the 
opportunity. 

SENT TO SEA. 


Persons sent to sea are generally sailors who belong to some 
vessel lying in the harbor, usually arrested for drunkenness, 
or some minor offence. Without money or friends they 
would be sent to prison, at the expense of the government, 
lose their voyage and their clothing, and come out of prison 
no better than they went in. These men are put on board 
their vessels and are rarely again heard from. 


SURRENDERED AND RAN AWAY. 


It is intended that probation shall be understood to mean 
reform, and that in all cases the leniency of the court is not 
to be trifled with. Where parties wilfully violate their con- 
ditions and return to vicious ways, they are surrendered back 
to the custody of the court for sentence. If they run away 
to escape surrender, default warrants are placed in the hands 
of the police for their arrest wherever found. 
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CoURT—WORK. 


This Probation Division now includes the Superior and 
the Central Municipal Courts in Court square, and all other 
Outer.District Criminal courts in the county of Suffolk, except 
the Districts of South Boston and Roxbury. Some two years 
since the business of these courts had so increased that it was 
deemed necessary to appoint an additional officer for each. 
The annexed reports of these officers will show that the ap- 
pointment was quite expedient, and that their work has been 
performed in a faithful and successful manner. Most of the 
court-work on this division being at the courts in Court 
square, head-quarters are established there, but if at any time 
the officer is wanted at either outer district court, a telephone 
despatch to the office of the Superintendent of Police will se- 
cure his immediate attendance. 


SECURING EMPLOYMENT. 


This is rather a difficult and delicate work. People who 
want help hesitate before employing those who have been 
convicted of crime, and a neglect on the part of the officer to 
give the facts would be little less than a crime with him. 
Employment is more generally secured from some friend as 
one of the conditions in placing the offender on probation, 
he being conversant with all circumstances connected with 


the case. 


Visits, INVESTIGATIONS, AND RECOMMENDATIONS. 


Investigations are commenced each morniag by visiting 
prisoners at their cells, the keepers kindly furnishing a list 
of the names of persons in custody with such other informa- 
tion as has attracted notice. The court is then attended, 
and. officers, and others conversant with facts in cases thought 
worthy of attention are interviewed; trials are witnessed, 
as far as practicable, and recommendations deemed justifiable 
are made to the court. 

In cases coming before the Superior Court, and on an ap- 
plication to the Board of Directors of Public Institutions for 
release from county prisons, those prisons and persons hav- 
ing a knowledge of his case and his former character are to 
be visited, a single case often requiring many miles’ travel. 

The responsibility resting upon the officer in the investi- 
gation and recommendation in these cases is of a grave char- 
acter. The risk of being instrumental in turning ‘loose upon 
the community dangerous crimnals is not to be forgotten. 
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The statute prudently limits recommendations only for 
those where there is a probability of reformation without 
punishment; but every case is an untried experiment, the 
result depending entirely on the subsequent conduct of the 
offender. In pursuance with this caution nearly every case 
recommended has been for a first or a minor offence. In the 
Superior Court it sometimes happens that offences of greater 
magnitude are committed by young persons, or where there 
are marked mitigating circumstances parties are placed ‘on 
probation by the court without any special recommendation 
by the officer; but when the judicial authority, who alone 
has the prerogative, after a full investigation, desires to give 
the offender an opportunity to reform without punishment, 
the officer has cheerfully contributed his aid in carrying 
out the arrangement made by the court. The responsibility 
of the officer begins. when he becomes security for the good 
behavior of the offender. The cases recommended during the 
five years amount to about three per cent. of the whole 
number of arrests made on the division. 

The average amount of work monthly during the year 
1883 has been as follows : — 

Persons taken in care, 68; cases disposed of, 65; per- 
sons sent home, 19; sent to charity Homes, 4; surrendered, 
5; visits at prisons, 39; visits to Homes, 72; visits received 
at office, 85 ; investigations made, 260. 

‘Dist ‘together with the dail y attendance at courts, efforts 
in securing employment, hunting up delinquents, corre- 
spondence kept up with persons sent home, records and re- 
ports to be made, with numerous other duties that cannot 
here be enumerated, leaves little time for leisure. 

And here I desire to tender my grateful acknowledgment 
to the prison, the court, and the police officials, and to the 
many kind ladies and gentlemen who have cheerfully lent me 
their aid and encouragement, — an indispensable assistance in 


ron] 
the discharge of these duties. 


RECORDS AND REPORTS. 


A record in detail of each day’s work is kept on the 
books at the Probation Office, containing the name, age, sex, 
nativity, residence, offence, court where tried, final disposi- 
tion, time, place, and cost of imprisonment had not proba- 
tion garuie e in each case taken in care, with such other 
memoranda as may be required for reference. A note also 
is made of visits made at prisons, visits at Homes and at the 
office, attendance at courts, and when and for whom investi- 
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gations are made. ‘These records are kept against the names 
of each probated person, are arranged in alphabetical order, 
and are open for your inspection. 

Reports from these records are made to the Board of 
Prison Commissioners of the Commonwealth at the end of 
each month, and to the Superintendent of Police at the end 
of each quarter. 


IMPRISONMENT AND Costs. 


By careful attention at the time of trial there is no difficulty 
in ascertaining what the sentence would have been had not — 
probation intervened. 

The statutes provide for the time of imprisonment for non- 
payment of fine and costs. The shortest sentence to the 
Women’s Prison was four months; now one year, — the 
shortest term being used in this report. In appeal cases 
from the Municipal to the Superior Court, the sentence in the 
lower court is usually confirmed. ‘There is great uniformity 
in the sentence for offences of similar magnitude, and where 
any doubt exists a word of inquiry will secure the desired 
information. 

Upon a careful review it is found that about fifty per cent. 
of the cases placed on probation would have been sentenced 
to prison direct, and the same proportion to pay fine and 
costs, and that not more than ten per cent. of the latter class 
would have escaped a prison by payment. 

The amount of costs paid to court clerks by probated 
persons, at the expiration of their term, is $8,207. Ninety 
per cent. (or $7,386), of which is so much gain to the 
government, besides the expense of maintenance had they 
been sent to prison. The practice of the courts in requiring 
this payment of costs is claimed to be an inducement to enter 
upon some useful employment, so necessary to reform, as soon 
as released on probation. 

The cost of maintaining prisoners in the several institutions, 
exclusive of income derived from their labor, has been taken 
from their yearly printed reports. 


PRACTICAL EXPERIENCE. 


Practical experience has often wrought wonderful changes 
; A At a : : 
in the human mind. It was said that “the rigor with which 
Salem witches were persecuted met with no check until the 
magistrates were accused.” In illustration, I beg leave to 
note one instance as a case in point. 

Shortly after I had entered the service as Probation 
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Officer, I had an introduction to a highly respectable gentle- 
man of wealth and influence, and who held an important 
office in government. After learning my business he gave 
mea sharp lecture on the encouragement to be oiven to 
criminals; said he should use his influence to have the law 
repealed; advised me to “throw up my commission,” and 
wound up by saying, “I would have every one of them pun- 
ished to the extremity of the law.” 

Some time afterward the same gentleman came into my 
office with a sorry face, to invoke my aid in behalf of his 
son, a lad 18 years of age, who had been arrested for em- 
bezzling money from his employers. 

After hearing his story, I said, “Mr. (calling him by name) 
I will inquire into the case.” He looked surprised, and said, 
“ Do you know me, sir?” I said. “Don’t you recollect that I 
had an introduction to you at such a time and place?” He 
seemed to recollect, and, bursting into tears, left the office. 

Tat once began. an investigation, found the boy’s former 
character wood, was highly useful in his employment, and 
respected by all who knew him; but in a moment of great 
temptation he fell. He was frank, penitent; had a manly 
make up, and had done all he could to right the wrong he 
had done. I believed he was worth trying to save, and so 
reported to the court. He was put on probation, and [ 
became surety on his bonds for his good behavior one year, 
and, on an earnest solicitation of myself and his friends, he 
went back to his former employers. He is with them now, 
and I understand is soon to be admitted to a partnership in 
the firm. 

I met the father in the street one day, after the boy was 
placed on probation. He gave me his hand with much 
emotion and said, “ My son is safe; I was wrong ;” and he 
seemed unable to say any more. Practical experience had 
done its work. 


Morau IMPROVEMENT. 


In commencing a review of those records we are met with 
the discouraging fact that 223 persons have thrown away the 
opportunity offered them to reform without punishment, and 
have been surrendered and sent to prison, and that 44 others 
of the same character have run away to escape punishment. 
If we add to these 107 who had done well on probation and 
were discharged by court, but who have since been convicted 
of some offence, we have a total of 374 persons that we 
may count as lost. But when we examine farther, and find 
that this loss amounts to less than 15 per cent., and that 2,187 
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persons, or more than 85 per cent., so conducted themselves 
while on probation as to merit the approval of the court 
before whom they were convicted, and have since led respect- 
able lives, there would seem to be substantial reasons for 
encouragement. 

Would “whipping at the post,” “drumming out of town 
at the cart’s tail,” “exposure of females on the elevated 
platform,” “public executions on the common,” “the exhi- 
bition of a stake driven through the body of a duellist,” or the 
spectacle of “a human skeleton hung in chains on the gibbet,” 
have had a better influence in preventing crime, or secured a 
more desirable result with those who have had the benefit of 
this humane law? 

The work of probation in this division during the last five 
years has saved to the government in prison expenses more 
than $82,000 in money. But who shall estimate the value 
of a change from a course of vice and crime to one of recti- 
tude and usefulness in hundreds of lives, or the value of 
cheerless homes made peaceful and happy?

PROBATION Work. ' 


Many persons who unfortunately get into our courts for 
the first offence, and especially the young in crime, I hold 
with the view that it is better to save, if possible, than to 
punish. To this end, I make a thorough investigation of 
those brought to court, through officers and themselves, 
and if I can discover any indications of a desire to reform, 
or if the circumstances of the case show that the criminals are 
not hardened ones, and there is a chance they will lead 
better life, if given the opportunity, I so report to the 
court, and if the offence will permit, the court will suspend 
sentence for three months, and put them under the officer’s 
care. If they do well they are treated with more leniency 
than they would have been had sentence been given on day 
of trial: they are often discharged by paying cost, and in 
some instances without cost. Many a family the Probation 
Officer has helped to overcome its difficulties, and is now 
thoroughly reformed and composed of good citizens. It is 
true some have been put on probation that are incorrigible, 
on account of their being lazy or vicious, and will not turn 
from their bad habits; but we soon decide in their cases and 
surrender to court for sentence. This last class we are glad 
to state is a small per cent. compared with those improved 
or entirely reformed, and while we know it is impossible to 
expect to lure all that are put on probation into the paths 
of reformation, yet the average in this direction, the past 
year, is very gratifying to the officer; and permit me to say, 
in looking over the year just past, I feel I have much to be 
thankful for. I have tried to do my whole duty in each and 
every case that has come under my charge, and my first step 
has always been, when any one (no matter how low the 
criminal) is put on probation, and under my care, to show 
them that I feel an interest in their behalf, and have given 
them all the encouragement I can, and if they try to do right 
they will suffer no wrong through any act of mine. My ex- 
perience has been (no matter how unfortunate and low they 
may be) almost invariably with this treatment you can re ach 
a tender spot in their hearts. A kindly admonition in such 
cases will be likely to cause the unfortunate to realize that 
some one has an interest in them, and they have in many 
instances, under this treatment, gone to work, discarded 
their previous idleness, and fhe reform in their cases has 
been good. I have found the work of the officer, in order to 
accomplish the most good, is to always show to the un- 
fortunate that he is thoroughly interested in them; a kind 
word given, or a word of caution, often saves one from going 
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to the Island; and a reform is made at home, at the same 
time, much expense saved to the county, and disgrace kept 
from the homes of many a poor family. 


TEMPERANCE PLEDGES, 


While in my position as Probation Officer in this district, 
for the past two years, I have had ample opportunity of ob- 
servation, and, with regard to intemperance, I find it the main 
evil with which to contend; it is the root of nearly all the 
crimes committed for which our courts pronounce sentence. 
Were there no such thing as hurtful indulgence in intoxicants 
our city and county expenses would be much less than at the 
present time, and our community would be more peaceful 
and the cases for trial greatly reduced. Attempts are often 
made by our court, through me, as its officer, to effect re- 
form in this direction. To this end I require every person in 
my care to take the pledge; and in many instances it is 
gratifying to observe the results of this work; for we know 
temperance is an important factor, which acts its part in the 
accomplishment of the desired results, and in nearly every 
instance where the persons put on probation kept. their 
pledges, the reform in their cases has been good, and many 
are now good citizens in our community. 


TimE AND EXPENSE OF IMPRISONMENT HAD NOT PROBATION 
INTERVENED. 


The saving of expense by probation in this district the © 
past year had not probation intervened cannot be computed 
by the Probation Officer, as the sentence of most persons 
that are put on probation is withheld on day of trial and their 
cases continued for three months, and sometimes longer, for 
their good behavior; and if they conduct themselves prop- 
erly, and keep the peace toward all persons at the end of 
probation, they are generally discharged by the payment of 
cost, so the officer cannot tell what the result or sentence 
would have been if probation had not intervened ; but to see 
that we have saved the county by probation we are not left 
to uncertainty, as most all persons, put under my care, 
would have gone to prison, on account of their poverty, 
while the moral improvement in many cases has been gratify - 
ing to the officer when they were discharged from court. 


Tue Recorps, 


for this district, the past year, show 259 persons placed on 
probation and 213 cases disposed of, many of them having 
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been several times continued for further examination before 
the court during their term. The average number in care 
during the year, 81. The records show, also, visits made at 
the Tombs, at the Court-House, every morning, to investigate 
cases, and attendance at the court a part of each day, when it 
was in session; 1,236 cases investigated, where persons were 
charged with crimes or misdemeanors ; 1,680 visits made to 
the homes of persons in care; 340 visits by persons in care 
at my home. The above work, with the time required for 
hunting up delinqrents and persons to be surrendered ; keep- 
ing a daily account of all work, and reporting the same to the 
Prison Commission at the end of each month, and to the 
Superintendent of Police at the end of each quarter; daily 
interviews with the friends of persons probated, or desiring 
to be ; answering communications from probated persons who 
are out of the city, with a large amount of incidental work 
connected with his position as Probation Officer, show that 
the officer has little time for leisure. 


Morau IMPROVEMENT. 


In reviewing the record of the past year it is seen that 31 
persons who had been convicted for crime and were placed 
on probation, to reform without punishment, have not profited 
by the leniency shown them, but have again returned, or kept 
right on in their vicious ways, having been rearrested and 
surrendered to court for sentence; also, that two others 
of the same class have run away to escape rearrest and 
punishment ; and a few who behaved well while on probation 
and were discharged, but subsequently were in court again 
for some offence against the law. However unpleasant the 
above may appear, as we examine further, we find that about 
85 per cent. have so conducted themselves as to merit the 
approbation of the court before which they were convicted, 
and have been honorably discharged or placed on file, and are 
now doing well, acting as good Citizens in our community ; 
the result of this work is more encouraging, and leads the 
officer to ask, if imprisonment would have shown a like 
result? In nearly all the cases the sentence would have 
been fine and cost, and most of them would have been sent 

to prison for non-payment; thus committing a large part of 
_ them, in consequence of poverty, while we know reformation 
has been going on at home, and they have changed from vice 
and crime and. gone to ork! leading lives of usefulness, and 
making their homes peaceful and happy.

New BurILpInGcs AND IMPROVEMENTS. 


Twenty-one special appropriations have been in charge of 
this department durmg the past year, the amount for such 
being $446,255. 


Engine-house, Bunker Hill Street. 


The contracts for the erection of this building are all 
awarded, and the work of construction is nearly completed. 

The building will be surrendered to the Fire Commission- 
ers the coming spring, and will cost, when completed, nearly 
$22,000. 


Flealth Department Stables. 


An unexpended balance of an appropriation made last year 
for additional stable room and sheds for the south and west 
city stables has been in charge of this department. The 
work has been completed as far as the appropriation would 
warrant, at a cost, namely, of $6,961.53. The Health 
and Paving Departments are still in need of greater accom- 
modations, and, if provided, will require an additional ap- 
propriation. 


Addition to Auburn Primary School-house, Brighton. 


The above is a wood building, in use for primary scholars. 
The addition will contain two rooms, and is nearly com- 
pleted. | 

The appropriation, which was $5,000, will be fully con- 
sumed. 


Addition to East Boston High School-house. 


The Branch High School, East Boston, occupies the Old 
Lyman School-house, Meridian street. The addition is of 
brick, to conform to the architecture of the main building, 
and will contain four rooms. The appropriation for the 
building and furnishing the same is $37,000. Upon its 
completion, next summer, Sumner Hall can be abandoned, 
which is now hired as a branch high school. 


George Putnam School-house, Completion of. 


This building was erected in 1880, and sufficient land was 
purchased at the time to enlarge the same should occasion 
require. That necessity has arisen, and an addition, contain- 
ing three rooms, is completed. The addition, together with 
the furnishing and heating apparatus, will cost $15,000. 
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Grammar School-house, Hammond Park Street. 


Land was purchased last year in the above locality, as 
a site for a Grammar school-house, costing the sum of 
$27,001.50. The contract for the piling and stone-work for 
the foundations has been awarded, and work upon the same 
is progressing as fast as the season will admit. The contract 
for the piling and foundations, the city furnishing the stone 
from the Beacon Hill Reservoir, amounts to $19,912. It 
will be necessary for the City Council to make an appropria- 
tion for the superstructure, the contract for which will be 
awarded as soon as the appropriation is made. 

The building will not be completed the present year. 


Primary School-house, Harbor View Street. 


This building is a wing extending from the main structure, 
which is of wood, and will contain four rooms. ‘The old 
building was purchased some years since, and fitted up for 
school purposes with two school-rooms. It has always been 
the intention, at some future day, to erect a brick school- 
house upon this site, of a more permanent character. 

The present addition will be completed in the spring, and 


will cost, including furniture, $15,000. 


Primary School-house, O Street. 


This building is of brick, and is being erected on a lot of 
land containing 20,000 square feet, situated on the corner of 
O and Fifth streets. It will contain eight rooms, and is well 
situated for light and air. The building is now covered in, 
and will be completed during the coming summer. The ap- 


propriation is $50,000. 


New Buiipines ComMrLETeED. 


Chapman School-house Addition. 


The appropriation for this addition was made in 1882, 
and is now completed and occupied. The cost has been 
$17,747.46, which includes the heating and furnishing. There 
are now thirteen rooms and a hall within the building. 


Grammar School-house, Hentlworth Street. 


The above building, work upon which was commenced in 


1882, is now completed, and the building occupied. It con- 
tains twelve rooms and a hall, and has cost, including

Primary School-house, Howard Avenue.

The cost 
of the land and removal of the old building has_ been 
$13,403.12. 

The cost of the new house, including steam-heating ap- 
paratus and furnishing, has been $42,2 00.52. It is built of 
brick, and contains six rooms, and is now occupied by Primary 
schools.

Section 1 of Chapter 123 of the Acts of 1876 provides, 
that “the Sealer of Weights and Measures shall annually 
give public notice by advertisement, or by posting notices in 
one or more public places, to all inhabitants, or persons hay- 
ing a usual place of business therein, who use scales, weights, 
or measures, for the purpose of selling any goods, wares, 
merchandise, or other commodities, or for public weighing, 
to bring in their scales, weights, and measures to beadjusted 
and sealed.” 

The same section also provides, “that in those cities and 
towns where a salary is paid to the Sealer. of W eights and 
Measures, no fees shall be charged for such service.’ 


~ 
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In compliance with the provisions of the foregoing section, 
it is customary for the sealer to notify annually, i in May, all 
such persons as are referred to by the statutes, by publishing 
the required notice in the daily papers, to bring to this office 
their scales, weights, and measures, to be tested and sealed. 

Section 2 of Chapter 123 of the Acts of 1876, amended 
by Section 2 of Chapter 151 of the Acts of 1877, provides, 
“that, at any time after said notice, the said Sealer of 
Weights and Measures shall go to the houses, stores, and 
shops of persons mentioned in the foregoing section, who 
have neglected to comply with the notice given thereunder, 
and having entered the same, with the assent of the occu- 
pants, shall adjust and seal their scales, weights, and meas- 
ures, and shall be entitled to receive for said service the 
compensation set forth in Chapter 51, Section 14, of the 
General Statutes.” 

The customary notice having been published, after a rea- 
sonable time, the deputy sealers were instructed to visit the 
places where scales, weights, and measures were in use; 
and, having informed the owners thereof that it was optional 
with them whether their scales, etc., should be tested at this 
office, or at their place of business, and that at this office no 
charge would be made for such services, proceeded there- 
after, with their consent, to test and seal the same.

After much agitation the Legislature, deeming it necessary 


for the better protection of purchasers of coal in small 
quantities, passed an act, early in June, 1883, entitled “ An 
Act to regulate the sale of coal by measure.” 

In pursuance of this act the sealer issued, and had deliv- 
ered, through the courtesy of the Police Commissioners, 
the following notice to all the dealers, some six hundred in 
number : — 


CITY OF BOSTON. 


OFFICE OF SEALER OF WEIGHTS AND MEASURES, 
July, 1883. 


The attention of vendors of coal who sell in quantities less than five 
hundred pounds is directed to the following act: — 


CHAPTER 218. 


AN ACT TO REGULATE THE SALE OF COAL BY MEASURE. 
Be it enacted, etc., as follows : — 


Section 1. In the sale by measure of coal in quantities less than 
five hundred pounds, the baskets or measures used in measuring the 
same shall be of a cylindrical form, of the following dimensions i in the 
inside thereof, to wit: nineteen inches in diameter in every part, and 
nine inches in depth measured from the highest part of the bottom 
thereof, each of which shall be deemed to be of the capacity of one 
bushel; or nineteen inches in diameter in every part, and four inches 
and one-half in depth measured from the highest part of the bottom 
thereof, each of which shall be deemed to be of the capacity of one-half 
bushel. Such measures, in selling, shall be filled level full, and every 
such measure shall be sealed by ‘a sealer of the city or town in which 
the person using the same usually resides or does business. 

Sect. 2. Every vendor of coal who has in his possession a basket, 
box, tub, vessel, or other measure not, conforming to the provisions ot 
the preceding section, or not sealed as therein provided, with intent to 
use the same or to permit the same to be used in measuring coal, sold 
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or offered for sale, and any person who measures coal sold or offered 
for sale in any basket or other measure not conforming to the provisions 
of the preceding section and sealed as therein provided, shall be subject 
to a fine not exceeding twenty dollars for each offence. 


[Approved June 2, 18S3.] 


Any person failing to conform with the provisions of the above Act, 
will be proceeded against according to law.

As the result of this notification some fourteen hundred 
coal-baskets were brought to this office, and, having been 
tested, nine hundred and seventy-two were found to conform 
with the new standards and were sealed, while some four 
hundred, not meeting the requirements of same, their use, 
under the act, was forbidden. By the act here referred to 
the half-bushel is the smaller standard. 

The trade urges the necessity of a standard peck for the 
accommodation of small buyers. The testing and sealing of 
these baskets has much increased the labor heretofore done ° 
in the office. 

It is to the cheerful and efficient codperation of his deputies 
that the sealer credits both the promptness with which the 
increased demands upon the department have been met, and 
the harmony with which the business of the office has been 
administered throughout the year. 

The general unfitness of the quarters occupied as an office 
by this department has been commented on in previous 
reports, and continues to invite remedial attention.

These additional inspect- 
ors are detailed to the plumbing branch of the department, 
and the amendment having passed after the appropriation, 
the amount expended for salaries, printing, and office sup- 
plies was taken from the appropriation of the department, 
which leaves the deficit as above referred to.

SPECIAL COMMITTEE 


ON 


RULES AND ORDERS OF THE 
COMMON COUNCIL. 


In Common Councin, Jan. 24, 1884. 


The Special Committee of the Common Council, appointed 
to consider and report what changes are required in the rules 
and orders, respectfully submit the following draft, and rec- 
ommend the same for adoption as the Rules and Orders of 
the Common Council for the present year. The changes 
made are as follows : — 


In Rule 17, seventh section, provide for receiving reports 
of Committee on Finance ; eighth section, provide for receiy- 
ing reports of Committees generally, to be called for by 
divisions in numerical order ; and provide for motions, orders, 
and resolutions under a new section, numbered nine. 

In Rule 24 the subsidiary motions have been numbered. 

In Rule 28 the word “on” is inserted after the word “or” 
in the second line, pocket edition. 

In Rule 41 all, after the words “roll of members” is 
stricken out, and the following inserted: “ The ballots when 
collected shall be counted in the Council chamber by the 
Committee appointed for the purpose. The chairman of 
each Counting Committee shall enclose the ballots in an 
envelope after they are counted, and shall securely seal the

same with a seal to be provided for the purpose, which shall 
at all times remain in the custody of the City Messenger. 
All such envelopes, after the report of the Committee has 
been received by the Council, shall be placed in the custody 
of the clerk, who shall retain the same unopened for thirty 
days, and then destroy them without permitting them to be 
examined. 

In Rule 43, after the word “proper,” the following is in- 
serted : " provided, however, that no spectators shall be 
seated behind the members of the Council.” 

Rule 45 is amended to read as follows :— 

* All bills for refreshments or carriage-hire incurred by 
the Common Council, standing or special committees of the 
Common Council, or individual members of the Common 
Council, while engaged in the discharge of official duty, shall 
give the names of the persons incurring the same; and the 
president of the Common Council is authorized to approve 
such bills, after they have been approved by the Common 
Council or certified to by members incurring the same; pro- 
vided, that the President shall not approve any such bill 
unless it is presented to him before the end of the month 
next succeeding that in which the expenses covered by such 
bill were incurred, nor shall he approve any bills, as above 
specified, for refreshments furnished members of the Com- 
mon Council during or following any of its meetings, without 
a special vote of the Common Council. 

“The City Auditor is hereby directed not to allow for pay- 
ment any bills for refreshments, unless a voucher in the hand- 
writing of the member incurring the same is presented 
therewith, and he is further directed to report monthly, in 
print, the names of the members incurring such bills and the 
amount of the same.” 


These amendments cover the changes suggested by the 
several orders which were referred to. your committee, and 
render separate action on said orders unnecessary.

RULES AND ORDERS 


OF THE 


COMMON COUNCIL. 


Rute 1. The regular meeting of the Common Council 
shall be held on every Thursday, at half-past seven o’clock 
P.M., and, on the appearance of a quorum, the Council shall 
be called to order. In the absence of the President the 
senior member present shall take the chair, and a President 
pro tempore shall be chosen by ballot; and, if an election is 
not effected on the first trial, on subsequent trials a plurality 
vote shall elect. 


PRESIDENT. 


Rue 2. The President shall appoint and announce all 
Committees, unless otherwise ordered, and shall communicate 
his appointments to the Council at the meeting following 
such action, if not made during a session. All vacancies 
upon committees shall be filled in the manner of original 
appointment ; and members so appointed shall take rank ac- 
cording to the date of their appointment. 

Rue 3. The President may at any time call another 
member to the chair, but such substitution shall not continue 
beyond an adjournment. Inall cases the President may vote. 

Rute 4. The President may make any rules that he deems 
proper to preserve order in the Council Chamber during ses- 
sions of the Council. 


CLERK. 


Rue 5. The Clerk shall keep a record of the acts, votes, 
and proceedings of the Common Council, and a separate rec- — 
ord of all decisions of the Chair upon questions of order. 
He shall have the care and custody of all papers belonging 
to this branch of the City Council; and shall prepare a 
schedule of business in order for each meeting, in such 
manner as the President may direct. 

He shall draw up and send all messages to the Board of 
Aldermen ; and shall retain in his possession all papers until 
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the right to file a notice of reconsideration has expired, and 
after such notice he shall keep the papers pertaining thereto 
until the right of reconsideration has expired. 


Conpuct oF MEMBERS. 


Rue 6. Except when otherwise provided, no member 
shall speak for more than fifteen minutes, and a further equal 
time if the Council so vote. No member shall speak a second 
time on a question, if another member, who has not spoken, 
claims the floor. 

RuueE 7. Nomember shall interrupt another while speak- 
ing, except by rising to call to order, or, with the consent of 
the speaker, to ask a question of him, in which cases the 
_ speaker shall not lose his right to the floor. 

Every member, while speaking, shall confine himself to 
the question under debate, and shall refrain from person- 
alities, and shall not refer to any other member of the 
Council except by a respectful designation ; and no member 
shall speak or vote out of his place without leave of the 
President. 


QUORUM. 


Rue 8. Whenever, on arising vote or on a roll-call, a 
quorum does not vote, or whenever a member raises the doubt 
of a quorum being present, the Chair shall ascertain and de- 
clare whether a quorum is present. If there is no quorum 
present he shall immediately declare the Council adjourned. 


COMMITTEES. 


Rue 9. Standing Committees on Elections and Paving 
shall be appointed at the beginning of each municipal year, 
and shall consist of five members each; and, also, one on 
Council Rules and Orders, to consist of three members. 

Route 10. The members of this Council who are appointed 
on the Joint Standing Committee on Ordinances shall con- 
stitute a Judiciary Committee. 

Rute 11. All Committees of this Council shall be noti- 
fied of their first meeting by the Clerk of Committees. They 
shall not sit during sessions of the Council without special 
leave, nor be called on less notice than twenty-four hours, 
unless all the members consent; and they shall keep a record 
of their doings. The member first named shall be Chairman, 
unless otherwise ordered by the Committee, in which case 
the Council shall be notified of the change; and the same 
rule shall apply to the members serving on Joint Com- 
mittees. 


irate 
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Rute 12. Special Committees of this Council shall con- 
sist of three members, unless otherwise ordered. 

Ruut 13. No report of any Committee shall be received 
unless agreed to by such Committee at a duly notified meet- 
ing thereof. Such report, when presented, may be ordered 
to be printed, and shall then take its place among the unfin- 
ished business for consideration at the next meeting. If, 
however, any such report has been ordered to be printed 
without having been previously read, the President may de- 
lay such printing until the next regular meeting of the Coun- 
cil, at which time he shall give notice of his action. 

Rute 14. Committees of this Council, to whom any mat- 
ter is especially referred, shall report within four weeks, or 
ask for further time. 


COMMITTEE OF THE WHOLE. 


Rute 15. When the Council shall determine to go into 
a Committee of the Whole the President shall appoint the 
member who shall take the chair. 

Rute 16. The rules of proceedings in the Council shall 
he observed in Committee of the Whole, so far as they are 
applicable; but a motion to rise, report progress, and ask 
leave to sit again, shall be first in order, and shall be decided 
without debate; and the previous question shall not be 
moved. 


CouURSE OF PROCEEDINGS. 


Rute 17. At every regular meeting of the Council the 
order of business shall be as follows : — 


First. Reading of the records of the preceding meeting, 
if called for by any member. 

Second. Communications and reports from city officers. 

Third. Presentation of petitions, remonstrances, and 
memorials. 

Fourth. Papers from the Board of Aldermen. 

Fifth. Unfinished business of preceding meetings. 

Sixth. Notices of motions for reconsideration. 

Seventh. Reports of Committee on Finance. 

Highth. Reports of Committees, which shall be called for 
by divisions in numerical order. 

Ninth. Motions, orders, and resolutions. 

Provided, however, that at every regular session of the 
Common Council, from and after ten o’clock, any member 
obtaining the floor may move a motion, order, or resolution, 
subject to the provisions of the 24th rule. 
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Rute 18. All papers addressed to the Council shall be 
presented by the President, or by a member; and, unless the 
Council shall otherwise determine, they shall be read by the 
President, or such other person as he. may request, and be 
taken up in the order in which they are presented. 

Rute 19. All ordinances, orders, and resolutions shall 
have two several readings before they are finally passed. 
Whenever the second reading immediately follows the first, 
the document may be read by its title only, unless objection 
is made. 

Rute 20. No ordinance, and no order or resolution im- 
posing penalties, or authorizing a loan or the expenditure of 
money, shall have more than one reading on the same day ; 
but this rule shall not apply to an order to print a document 
or to provide refreshments during session. 

Rue 21. All nominations of officers who are required 
to be elected by ballot shall, after being reported, lie over 
for one week, before action is taken thereon. 


MortTIONS. 


Rue 22. Every motion shall be reduced to writing, if 
the President shall so direct, and no other motion shall be 
entertained until a reasonable time be afforded for compliance 
with such direction. 

Rue 23. In naming sums and fixing times the largest 
sum and longest time shall first be put to the question. 

Rue 24. When a question is under debate the President 
shall receive no motion but : 


To adjourn. 

To lay on the table. 

The previous question. 

To close debate at a specified time. 
To especially assign to a time certain. 
To refer to a Committee. 

To amend. 

To refer to another Board. 

To postpone indefinitely. 


CcoONS OE De 


These several motions shall not be applied to each other, 
except that the motion to assign, refer, amend, or to close 
debate at a specified time, may be amended; and the pre- 
vious question may be demanded upon an amendment, which 
motion shall be decided without debate. When one of these 
motion has been made, none of the others, inferior to it in 
precedence, shall be made, and, in proceeding to vote, 
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motions pending shall be put in the order of their rank, as 
above arranged. No motion or proposition of a subject dif- 
ferent from that under consideration shall be admitted under 
color of amendment. 

Rue 25. When a matter has been especially assigned 
to be taken up at a fixed hour, or at a certain stage of pro- 
ceedings, such matter shall, at the time appointed, or at any 
time subsequent thereto, during the same or succeeding 
meetings, be in order upon the call of any member, and 
take precedence of all other business. 

Rue 26. When a motion is made to refer any subject, 
and different committees are proposed, the motion shall be 
put in the following order : — 


A Standing Committee of the Council. 
A Special Committee of the Council. 
A Joint Standing Committee. 

A Joint Special Committee. 


Rute 27. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order, 
provided business of a nature to be recorded on the journal 
has been transacted since a motion to adjourn was rejected ; 
and such motion shall be decided without debate. 

Rute 28. Debate on a call for the previous question, or 
on a motion to close debate at a specified time, or on a mo- 
tion to lay on the table, or take from the table, shall not | 
exceed ten minutes, and no member shall speak more than 
three minutes. In such debate, however, the merits of the 
main question shall not be discussed. 

Rute 29. Any member may require the division of a 
question when the sense will admit of it. 


PREVIOUS QUESTION. 


RvuLE 30. When the previous question is ordered the vote 
shall be taken upon all pending amendments, and finally upon 
the main question. 

Rue 31. All incidental questions of order, arising after 
a motion is made for the previous question, shall be decided 
without debate, except on an appeal; and on such an appeal 
no member shall be allowed to speak more than once, with- 
out leave of the Council. 

Rute 32. The previous question shall be put in the fol- 
lowing form: “Shall the main question be now put?” and all 
debate upon the main question shall be suspended until the 
previous question has been decided. 
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APPEAL. 


Rue 33. No appeal from the decision of the President 
shall be entertained unless it is seconded; and no other 
business shall be in order till the question on the appeal has 
been decided. The question shall be put as follows: “Shall 
the decision of the Chair stand as the judgment of the 
Council?” And it shall be deemed to be decided in the 
affirmative, unless a majority of the votes given are to the 
contrary. 


VOTING. 


Rue 34. If the President is unable to decide, or if any 
member doubts a vote, the President shall cause a rising vote 
to be taken on the question, without further debate. The 
President shall appoint two tellers for each division of the 
Council, as fixed by him, who shall agree on a count, and 
report the result aloud to him. 

Rute 35. On all questions and motions whatsoever, 
whether before or after the previous question has been or- 
dered, the vote shall be taken by yeas and nays, provided 
one-fifth of the members present shall so require. 

Rue 36. After the announcement of a vote not taken 
by yeas and nays any member may move for a verification | 
thereof by yeas and nays, and on such motion a debate of 
the original question, not exceeding five minutes, shall be 
permitted; and the yeas and nays shall be taken, provided 
one-fifth of the members voting shall so require. 


RECONSIDERATION. 


Rute 37. When a vote has been passed any member 
may move a reconsideration thereof at the same meeting, 
either immediately after the announcement of such vote, or 


whenever motions are in order; or if any member, who is 


not shown by a yea and nay vote to have voted against the 
prevailing side, shall give notice to the Clerk before ten 
o'clock A.M. of the next day but one following that on 
which a meeting was held (except the final meeting of the 
year, or that preceding any adjournment for over two 
weeks), of his intention so to do, he may move a reconsider- 
ation at the next meeting at which said motion is reached in 
the order of proceedings. 

Rute 38. Debate on motions to reconsider shall be 
limited to thirty minutes, and no member shall speak more 
than five minutes. Whenever a matter has been especially 
assigned, a notice, as above specified, to reconsider any vote 
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affecting it shall be considered whenever such special assign- 
ment takes effect. 

Ruie 39. When a motion for reconsideration has been 
decided that decision shall not be reconsidered, and no 
question shall be twice reconsidered unless it has been 
amended after the reconsideration ; nor shall any reconsider- 
ation be had upon either of the following motions : — 


To adjourn. 

To lay on the table. 

To take from the table. 

The previous question. 

To close debate at a specified time. 


ELECTIONS. 


Rue 40. All officers receiving any compensation from 
the City of Boston, who are primarily elected by the City 
Council, shall be chosen in this branch by ballot. The 
question of confirming the Mayor’s nominations shall be 
decided by a yea and nay ballot. 

RuueE 41. In all elections by ballot the number of blanks 
cast shall be reported, but shall not be counted in the returns. 
Ballots cast for ineligible persons shall be counted and re- 
ported, but only for the purpose of ascertaining the whole 
number of ballots cast. Where a plurality elects if an in- 
eligible person receives a plurality there shall be no choice. 
After a ballot has been ordered it may be moved, and, by a 
vote of one-fifth of the members present, ordered, that there 
be a call of the roll of members. The ballots, when col- 
lected, shall be counted in the Council Chamber by the Com- 
mittee appointed for the purpose. The Chairman of each 
Counting Committee shall enclose the ballots in an envelope 
after they are counted, and shall securely seal the same with 
a seal to be provided for the purpose, which shall at all times 
remain in the custody of the City Messenger. All such en- 
velopes, after the report of the Committee has been received 
by the Council, shall be placed in the custody of the Clerk, 
who shall retain the same, unopened, for thirty days, and 
then destroy them without permitting them to be examined. 


Seats oF MEMBERS. 


Ruz 42. No person, except a member of the Council, 
shall be permitted to occupy the seat of any member while 
the Council is in session. ‘The seats of the members of the 
Council shall be numbered, and shall be determined, in the 
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presence of the Council, by drawing the names of members 
and the number of the seats simultaneously ; and each member 
shall be entitled for the year to the seat bearing the number 
so drawn against his name, and shall not change it, except 
by the permission of the President. 


SPECTATORS. 


Rue 43. The City Messenger shall allow no person 
upon the floor of the Council Chamber, or the anteroom on 
the westerly side, while the Council is in session and after 
the seats provided for spectators have been occupied, except 
members of the City Government and reporters, without 
the permission of the President; and the President shall 
order such accommodation on the floor, for reporters and 
spectators, as he shall deem proper ; provided, however, that 
no spectators shall be seated behind the members of the 
Council. No person except members of the City Govern- 
ment and reporters shall be allowed in either of the ante- 
rooms on the easterly side during any session of the Council. 

Ruxe 44. The Council Chamber shall be used for meet- 
ings of the Council only, unless by special vote of the Com- 
mon Council; provided, that during the summer recess the 
President may allow the chamber to be used for public pur- 
poses, in all cases reporting his action to the Council at its 
next meeting. The anteroom and large committee-room on. 
the east shall be subject to the same rules ; ; except that the 
President may allow committee-meetings to be held therein 
at times when the Council is not in session. The Clerk’s 
room shall be assigned to the Clerk of the Common Council 
for occupancy and use. ‘The anteroom between the Council 
Chamber and the Clerk’s room shall be used during the 
meetings of the Council to give access to the seats on the 
floor, and such other purposes as the President may direct ; 
provided, that smoking there shall not be allowed on the part 
of visitors. The general care and supervision of these rooms 
are hereby intrusted to the City Messenger, subject to the 
direction of the President; but no expenditure of money 
shall be made except by direct vote of the Common Council. 


REFRESHMENTS. 


Rue 45. All bills for refreshments or carriage-hire in- 
curred by the Common Council, Standing or Special Com- 
mittees of the Common Council, or individual members of 
the Common Council, while engaged in the discharge of 
official duty, shall give the names of the persons incurring 
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the same; and the President of the Common Council is 
authorized to approve such bills, after they have been ap- 
proved by the Common Council or certified to by members 
incurring the same; provided, that the President shall not 
approve any such bill unless it is presented to him before the 
end of the month next succeeding that in which the expenses 
covered by such bill were incurred, nor shall he approve any 
bills, as above specified, for refreshments furnished members 
of the Common Council during or following any of its meet- 
ings, without a special vote of the Common Council. ‘The

RuxE 46. Norule or order of the Council shall be dis- 
pensed with, altered, or repealed, unless two-thirds of the 
members present consent thereto.

In Boarp oF ALDERMEN, Jan. 28, 1884. 


The Joint Special Committee appointed to examine and re- 
port what changes are necessary in the rules and orders of 
the City Council, having considered the subject, beg leave to 
report by recommending the following changes : — 


Rute 2. Amend by increasing the amount which the 
Committee on Legislative Matters may expend from one to two 
thousand dollars. Also by inserting in the paragraph relat- 
ing to the Committee on Public Lands, after the words “sell 
the same,” the words “ at public auction.” 

Rute 19. Amend soas to read as follows: “No bills for 


refreshments or carriages shall be paid, unless such bills shall 


specify in detail the names of the persons to whom such re- 
freshments or carriages are furnished, and the dates of fur- 
nishing the same. No person, except a member of the City 
Council,shall incur any such bills, for which the city shall be 
liable, nor shall a member of the City Council incur any such 
bills unless the same be furnished while performing some duty 
as a member of a committee, or of a sub-committee, to which 
he has been appointed, and on a day when said committee or 
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sub-committee held a meeting. All bills for refreshments 


shall be presented at the time incurred, and shall be approved © 


by the members of the City Council incurring the same ; pro- 
vided, however, that all bills contracted by sub-committees 
shall be submitted to and approved by the full committee. 


No bills shall be approved on account of any persons not. 


members of the City Council, except a city officer specially 
invited by vote of a board or committee. Such bills, when 
so approved, shall be paid from the appropriation to which 
they are incident; and the City Auditor shall not pass any 
such bill for the approval of the Committee on Accounts, un- 
less it has been approved as provided in this or the preceding 
section.” 

Rute 23. Amend by inserting after the words, “inexpe- 
dient to take further action,” the words “or reference to 
another board or committee.” 

RuLe 29. Transpose the words “two record commis- 
sioners, each to hold office for the term of one year,” from 
section three to section four.

18. A Committee on Ordinances, to consist of three 
Aldermen and five members of the Common Council. 

19. A Committee on the Overseers of the Poor, to con- 
sist of two Aldermen and three members of the Common 
Council. 

20. A Committee on Police, to consist of two Aldermen 
and three members of the Common Council. 

21. A Committee on Printing, to consist of two Alder- 
men and three members of the Common Council. 

22. A Committee on Public Buildings, to consist of 
three Aldermen and five members of the Common Council. 

23. A Committee on Public Institutions, to consist of 
three Aldermen and five members of the Common Council. 

94. A Committee on Public Lands, to consist of two 
Aldermen and three members of the Common Council. 

25. A Committee on the Public Library, to consist of 
three Aldermen and five members of the Common Council. 

26. A Committee on Public Parks, to consist of three 
Aldermen and five members of the Common Council. 

27. A Committee on Salaries, to consist of three Alder- 
men and five members of the Common Council. 

28. A Committee on the Legistrar’s Department, to 
consist of two Aldermen and three members of the Common 
Council. . 

29, A Committee on Laying out and Widening Streets, 
to consist of three Aldermen and five members of the Com- 
mon Council. 

30. A Committee on the Surveyors Department, to 
consist of two Aldermen and three members of the Common 
Council. 3 

31. A Committee on the Department for the Survey and 
Inspection of Buildings, to consist of two Aldermen and 
three members of the Common Council. 
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32. A Committee on the Treasury Department, to consist 
of two Aldermen and three members of the Common Council. 

33. A Committee on Underground Wires, to consist of 
three Aldermen and five members of the Common Council. 

34. A Committee on Water, to consist of three Aldermen 
and five members of the Common Council. 

35. A Committee on City Hall Reference Library, to 
consist of the Chairman of the Board of Aldermen and the 
President and one other member of the Common Council. 


Duties OF COMMITTEES. 


Ruie 2. Every Joint Standing Committee of the City 
Council, already or hereafter appointed or elected, shall, for 
the current municipal year, have the general management 
and supervision of the department to which it has been as- 
signed, subject in all respects to the special instructions of 
the City Council, and to the provisions of all statutes and 
lawful ordinances. 


The following-named committees are hereby specially in- 
structed to perform the following duties : — 


The Committee on Accounts shall direct the City Auditor 
as to the manner in which the books, records, and papers 
belonging to his department shall be kept, and as to the 
mode in which all bills and accounts against the city shall be 
certified or vouched; and examine, and, if it sees fit, ap- 
prove, as often as once a month, all bills and accounts against 
the city which have been certified by the City Auditor. 

The Committee on Finance shall negotiate, under the direc- 
tion of the City Council, all loans made by the city, and con- 
sider and report upon all subjects relating to the city finances. 

The Committee on the Assessors’ Department shall have 
the care and supervision of the Assessors’ office, and shall fix 
the amount of compensation to be paid to the clerks appointed 
by the Assessors, and shall also in January, or as soon there- 
after as may be, recommend to the City Council the names 
of persons to be voted for as Assessors and as Assistant 
Assessors. 

The Committee on Bonds shall examine all bonds required 
by statute or ordinance to be given by officers of the city. 

The Committee on Claims shall investigate all claims 
against the city, except those for damages on account of the 
laying out and widening of streets, the change of grade of 
streets, and the abatement of nuisances by the Board of 
Health; and may, with the approval of the Mayor, settle 
any such claim before suit is brought, if such settlement can 
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be effected by the payment of a sum not exceeding five hun- 
dred dollars; and, in consultation with the City Solicitor, 
take such steps as they deem expedient for the defence of 
suits brought for the recovery of such claims, or, with the 
approval of the Mayor, for Hen settlement. The expense 
of such defence or settlement shall be paid from the appro- 
priation for Incidental Expenses. 

Any purchaser of real estate, at a sale made by the City 
Collector for the non-payment of taxes or other assessments 
thereon, who claims that he is entitled to have the considera- 
tion paid by him for the Collector’s deed, with the interest 
thereon, refunded to him, by reason of error, omission, or 
informality in the proceedings of assessment or sale, may 
apply by petition to the said committee to have such consid- 
eration and interest paid to him; and if said committee 
determines that the petitioner is legally entitled to such pay- 
ment they shall certify the fact to the City Treasurer, who . 
shall make payment accordingly upon surrender and discharge 
by the petitioner of his said deed. 

When the city holds a title to real estate sold by the City 
Collector for the non-payment of taxes or other assessments 
thereon, and a person having an interest in such real estate 
alleges that there was an error, omission, or informality in 
the proceedings of assessment or sale, so that he is legally 
entitled to have the title of the city to such real estate relin- 
quished to him, he may apply therefor by petition to the 
said committee, who may determine that such title shall be 


relinquished upon such terms and conditions as they adjudge 


to be just and conformable to law; and, upon receiving their 
certificate that such title ought to be relinquished, the Mayor 
shall execute in behalf of the city a proper deed of release 
to the petitioner. 

The Committee on City Clerk’s Department shall audit, 
monthly, the finances of said department. 

-The Committee on the Common and Public Grounds shall 
have the care and custody of the Common, the Public Garden, 
and the public squares and fountains of the city. 

The Committee on Public Education shall purchase all 
land required for educational purposes, when such purchase 
has been authorized by the City Council; shall consider and 
report upon all communications from the School Committee 
requiring action by the City Council, excepting requests for 
altering and repairing buildings ; and shall approve all plans 
for new school-houses. 

The Committee on the Engineer’s Department shall have 
the care and supervision of the City Engineer’s office, and 
shall fix the compensation of the persons employed therein ; 
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the appointment and removal of all of whom shall also be 

subject to the approval of said committee. 
The Committee on the Fire Department shall examine, as 
often as once a month, the records and accounts of the Board 
of Fire Commissioners, and shall also consider all applica- 
4 tions for appropriations for the said department, and report 

thereon to the City Council. 

The Committee on Fuel shall, except as otherwise pro- 
vided, contract for all the fuel required for the use of the 


— ee 


the city therein; provided that no expense shall be incurred 
exceeding the appropriations previously made by the City 
Council for these purposes. 

The Committee on the Health Department shall examine, 
as often as once a month, the records:and sccounts of the 
Board of Health, and examine all applications for appropria- 
tions for the Health Department, and report thereon to the 
City Council; and the said committee shall also have control 
of all expenditures on account of the city teams, the city 
stables, the cleaning of streets and of cesspools, the collec- 
tion of offal and of ashes, and of the employment of the la- 
borers required therefor ; provided that the work of cleaning 
the cesspools and streets, and collecting the ashes and offal, 
and all contracts therefor, shall be performed in a manner 
, entirely satisfactory to the Board of Health ; and all contracts: 
| for such work shall contain the condition that they shall be 
performed to the satisfaction of the Board of Health. 

The Committee on Legislative Matters shall, unless other- 
wise ordered, appear before committees of the General Court 
and represent the interests of the city; provided said com- 
mittee shall not, unless directed so to do by the City Coun- 
cil, oppose any legislation petitioned for by the preceding 
City Council. It shall report in print to the City Council all 
bills, resolves, and petitions presented to the Legislature 
affecting the City of Boston, or any department thereof. 
Such printed report shall be made at the next meeting of 
either branch after such application is made, or earlier, at the 
discretion of said committee. The committee may expend 
in any year a sum not exceeding two thousand dollars, to be 
charged to the appropriation for Incidental Expenses. 

When, in the opinion of the Committee on Ordinances, 
additional legal assistance is temporarily required in the Law 
Department of the city, the said committee may, by a vote of 


city. 

4 The Committee on the Harbor shall suggest from time to 
time such measures, and shall do and perform such acts, as 

. they may deem necessary for the preservation of the harbor 

. of the city and for the security of the rights and interests of 

: 
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a majority of all its members, engage suitable counsel and 
fix the compensation therefor ; but no amount exceeding 
three thousand dollars shall be so expended during the mu- 
nicipal year unless the consent of the City Council ‘thereto i is 
first obtained. 

The Committee on the Overseers of the Poor shall con- 
sider all matters, within the jurisdiction and control of the 
City Council, which relate to the Overseers of the Poor, to 
paupers, to poor and destitute persons, and to the city 
temporary home, and examine, on the second Tuesday of 
each month, all the books of the said overseers, the keeping 
of which is required by the ordinances of the city, in order 
to ascertain whether such books have been kept in con- 
formity with said ordinances; whether all expenditures and 
payments for the month ending on the last Monday of the 
preceding month have been legally made and are properly 
vouched ; and whether relief and assistance have been legally 
granted or refused. ‘The said committee shall also, in Janu- 
ary and in June, examine the condition and investment of 
all property entrusted to, or deposited with. the said over- 
seers; and if, upon any such examination, it appears to said 
committee that any expenditure or payment has been ille- 
gally made or is not properly vouched; that any assistance 
or relief has been illegally granted or refused; that due care 
_ has not been taken in regard to the management, preserva- 
tion, or investment of said property ; or that said books are 
not properly kept, — they shall thereupon report the facts to 
the City Council for its action. 

Tbe Committee on Police shall examine, as often as once 
a month, the records and accounts of the Police Commis- 
sioners, and all applications for appropriations for the Police 
Department, and report upon the same. 

The Committee on Printing shall have executed all print- 
ing and binding, and furnish all stationery or similar sup- 
plies required by the City Council or either branch thereof, 
or by any office or department of the City Government, 
except where otherwise expressly provided by statute or 
ordinance. The committee sball, wherever possible, pro- 
cure its supplies by open contract, and shall especially con- 
tract with some one person, firm, or corporation annually to 
do all the printing under its charge. The committee shall 
have control of the Superintendent of Printing, and may 
require him to act as their clerk, without extra pay, and 
may direct him to keep suitable accounts and records to their 
satisfaction. The said committee shall fix the number of 
copies of any document the printing of which has been 
ordered, unless otherwise directed; and may direct the 
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disposal or sale of any such printed documents, under the 
same restriction. The committee shall, at least once in 
everyemonth, audit all bills incurred under their direction as 
above stated. 

The Committee on Public Buildings shall, except as other- 
wise provided, have the care and custody of all the school- 
houses and other buildings belonging to the city, and of the 
erection, alteration, and repair of such buildings; and may 
(subject to the approval of the City Council) lease any such 
building for a period not exceeding three years, and may 
dispose by public or private sale of any temporary buildings, 
or of the materials thereof, when they are no longer needed 
for public purposes. When the City Council orders the 
purchase of land for the erection of a building thereon, for 
any purpose other than an educational one, such purchase 
shall be made under the direction of said committee. The 
committee shall also have the care and supervision of the 
City Architect’s office, and shall fix the compensation of the 
persons employed therein; the appointment and removal of 
all of whom shall be subject to the approval of said com- 
mittee. The said committee shall also assign suitable rooms 
in the public buildings for the various city officers, or shall 
procure such rooms elsewhere at the expense of the city, and 
shall furnish all such rooms in a proper manner. 

The Committee on Public Lands shall have the care and 
management of the public lands belonging to the city, so far 
as relates to the improvements, or lease of the same for a 
term not exceeding three years; and may, subject to the 
approval of the Mayor, sell the same at public auction. The 
said committee may, subject to the approval of the Board of 
Aldermen, lay out and make such streets, passage-ways, and 
public squares on said lands as they may deem expedient. 

To the Committee on the Public Library all matters relat- 
ing to the Public Library, within the jurisdiction of the City 
Council, shall be referred, unless otherwise ordered. 

The Committee on the Surveyor’s Department shall have 
the care and supervision of the City Surveyor’s office, and 
shall fix the compensation of the persons employed therein ; 
the appointment and removal of all of whom shall also be 
subject to the approval of said committee. 

The Committee on the Department for the Survey and 
Inspection of Buildings shall appoint, on the nomination of 
the Inspector of Buildings, such clerical assistance as may 
be needed, in addition to that allowed by statute or ordi- 
nance, and may purchase such supplies and materials, and 
incur such other expenses, as may be necessary ; provided 
that the expense shall not exceed the amount appropriated 
for the purpose. 
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The Committee on the Treasury Department shall examine, 
audit, and settle the accounts of the City Treasurer, and of the 
County Treasurer, and of the City Collector, for the greced- 
ing financial year, and shall not only compare said accounts 
with the vouchers therefor, but also ascertain whether all 
sums due to the city have been collected and accounted for ; 
and the said committee shall also examine all bonds (except- 
ing official bonds), notes, and other securities belonging to the 
city, and shall make to the City Council a full and particular 
report of the results of such examination. The committee 
shall have power to confirm or reject the subordinate officers 
in either the City Treasurer’s, County Treasurer’s, or City 
Collector’s department, when duly nominated by the head of 
such department; and also decide upon the acceptance of the 
sureties offered on the bonds of such subordinate officers. 
The said committee shall also have charge of the expendi- 
tures from the appropriation for the department of the Sealer 
of Weights and Measures, and shall designate the method 
in which his books of accounts shall be kept. 

The Committee on Underground Wires shall determine the 
amount of the penalty of all bonds given by telegraph and 
telephone companies under the provisions of Chapter 26, 
Section 40 of the Revised Ordinances; determine the sufii- 
ciency of the sureties on such bonds, and exercise such other 
powers as are within the jurisdiction of the City Council. 

The Committee on the Water Department shall examine, 
as often as once a month, the records, accounts, and contracts 
of the Water Board, and examine and report upon all re- 
quests for appropriations for said department. 

The Committee on the City Hall Reference Library may 
make all needful rules and regulations applicable to the 
library, may authorize the removal and disposal of publi- 
cations considered useless in the collection at any time, and 
may purchase, from time to time, publications for the use of 
the library ; provided, however, that the amount expended 
shall not exceed the sum that may be annually appropriated 
for the purpose by the City Council, 


ORGANIZATION OF COMMITTEES. 


Rute 3. The member of the Board of Aldermen first 
named on every Joint Committee, of which the Mayor is not 
a member, shall be its chairman; and, in case of his resigna- 
tion or inability, the other members of the same Board in the 
order in which they are named, and after them the member 
of the Common Council first named, shall call meetings of the 
committee, and act as chairman. 
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Rute 4. The Joint Standing Committees shall cause 
records of their proceedings to be kept in books provided for 
that puirpose ; and at all meetings of committees the records 
of the previous meeting shall be read, unless otherwise 
ordered by the committee. In all such meetings of com- 
mittees all votes shall be taken by yeas and nays, and re- 
corded at the request of any member. 

Rust 5. The representatives of the two branches of the 
City Council on Joint Committees shall not act by separate 
consultations. No meeting of any committee shall be called 
upon less notice than twenty-four hours without the consent 
of all the members thereof. 

Rue 6. Any Joint Committee, not having charge of an 
appropriation, may expend from the appropriation for Inci- 
dental Expenses an amount not exceeding two hundred dol- 
lars In any one year, for any purposes connected with the 
duties of said committee for which no provision has been 
otherwise made. 


- CONFERENCE COMMITTEES. 


Rute 7. In every case of disagreement between the two 
branches of. the City Council, if either branch shall request 
a conference, and appoint a committee of conference, the 
other branch shall also appoint such a committee. Both 
committees shall, at an hour to be agreed upon by their chair- 
men, meet and state to each other, verbally or in writing, as 
either shall choose, the’ reasons for the action of their re- 
spective branches in relation to the matter in controversy, 
shall confer freely thereon, arid shall report to their respec- 
tive branches. 


REPORTS OF COMMITTEES. 


Ruxe 8. No report of a Joint Committee shall be received 
by either branch of the City Council unless agreed to by such 
committee at a duly notified meeting thereof. 

Rute 9. Either branch of the City Council may commit 
or recommit to a Joint Committee; but the reference by 
either branch of a matter to its successor, or to the next City 
Council, shall require concurrent action. The report of a 
committee upon any subject referred to it shall, unless other- 
wise ordered by the City Council or by the committee, be 
presented to the branch in which the order of reference 
originated. It shall be the duty of every Joint Committee to 
which : any subject may be specially referred, to report thereon 
within four weeks, or to ask for further time. 


ee 
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Rutz 10. All reports and other papers submitted to the 
City Council shall be written or printed, and no indorsement 
of any kind shall be made on the reports, memorials, or other 
papers, excepting those made by the officers of either branch. 
Every report of a committee shall be signed by a member 
belonging to the body to which it shall be presented, unless _ 
otherwise directed by the committee. Every order and no- 
tice of reference shall have endorsed upon it the name of the 
member offering it or making the motion. Such member 
shall be informed, by the clerk of the committee to which 
the matter is Pampered: of the time fixed for its consideration, 
if he give notice of his desire to be heard thereon. 


CLERK OF COMMITTEES. 


Rute“ 11. The Clerk of Committees shall, at the request 
of the chairman of any committee of which he is clerk, make 
copies of any papers to be reported by it, and he shall notify 

each member of the City Council of all public committee 
hearings. He shall be notified by the clerk of the time of 
meeting of every committee of which he is not the clerk, as 
soon as the date of such meeting is fixed. He shall post 
daily in the corridor of the City Hall, and in the chamber of 
the Board of Aldermen, a list of the committee meetings to 
be held that day. 

Ruiz 12. The Joint Standing Committees on Accounts, 
Finance, Surveyor’s Department, Engineer’s Department, 
Health Department, Public Buildings Department, Public 
Land Department, Printing, and Department for the Survey 
and Inspection of Buildings, may choose respectively, as 
clerk of such committee, one of their own number, or any 
employé of the department under their charge; but no com- 
pensation shall be made for such services. 


ORDINANCES, ORDERS, AND RESOLUTIONS. 


Rute 13. If any ordinance, order, or resolution, origi- 
nating in one branch, shall fail to pass in the other, notice 
shall be given, under the signature of the clerk, to the branch 
in which the same originated. 

Rue 14. In all votes requiring concurrent action the 
form of expression shall be “Ordered” for everything by 
way of command; and the form shail be “ Resolved” for 
everything expressing opinions, principles, facts, or pur- 
poses.

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APPROPRIATIONS AND EXPENDITURES. 


Rutt 15. The specific appropriations for the several 
objects enumerated in the general appropriation order shall 
be deemed and taken to be the maximum amount to be 
expended, by the several committees having the charge 
thereof, for the entire financial year. 

W henever the amounts designated and appropriated as afore- 
said have been expended, and an additional sum is required, 
or whenever the estimates for any purpose exceed the appro- 
priation specially made therefor, the committee having 
charge thereof shall furnish to the City Council a detailed 
statement, in print, of the expenditures already made, and 

of the necessity for an additional appropriation. 

Whenever the City Council shall order an expenditure by 
any committee, board, or officer, either in addition to the 
estimates on which the appropriation was made, or for an 
object not included in such estimates, it shall provide for the 
payment of the same. 

No expenditure shall be made from the Reserved Fund 
except by a transfer to some other appropriation, or to a new 
appropriation to be established. 

No expenditure shall be charged to the appropriation for In- 
cidentals excepting those ordered in accordance with Chapter 
28, Section 13, of the Public Statutes ; expenditures for one 
or both branches of the City Council, ordered by concurrent 
vote, or by committees as provided in these rules; amounts 
necessary to pay judgments or to settle claims against the 
city ; and transfers. 

Rute 16. When application shall be made for an addi- 
tional appropriation, to be provided for by transfer or loan, 
such appropriation shall not be made until the application 
has been referred to, and reported upon, by the Committee 
on Finance. 

Ruue 17. No order authorizing the borrowing of money, 
or the transfer of one appropriation or part of an appropria- 
tion to another appropriation, shall be passed unless two- 
thirds of the whole number of the members of each branch 
of the City Council vote in the affirmative, by vote taken by 
yea and nay. . 

RuxE 18. No presiding officer of a board, or chairman of 
a committee, unless duly authorized by such board or com- 
mittee, shall approve any bill or account against the city. 
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REFRESHMENTS AND CARRIAGES. 


Rute 19. No bills for refreshments or carriages shall be 
paid, unless such bills shall specify in detail the names of the 
persons to whom such refreshments or carriages are furnished, 
and the dates of furnishing the same. No person, except a 
member of the City Council, shall incur any such bills, for 
which the city shall be liable, nor shall a member of the City 
Council incur any such bills, unless the same be furnished 
while performing some duty as a member of a committee or 
of a sub-committee, to which he has been appointed, and on 
a day when said committee or sub-committee held a meeting. 
All bills for refreshments shall be presented at the time in- 
curred, and shall be approved by the members of the City 
Council incurring the same ; provided, however, that all bills 
contracted by sub-committees shall be submitted to and ap- 
proved by the full committee. No bills shall be approved on 
account of any persons not members of the City Council, 
except a city officer specially invited by vote of a board or 
committee. Such bills, when so approved, shall be paid from 
the appropriation to which they are incident; and the City 
Auditor shall not pass any such bill for the approval of the 
Committee on Accounts, unless it has been approved as pro- 
vided in this or the preceding section. 


g . 
Ruiter 20. All carriages furnished to members of the City 


Government shall, whenever practicable, be ordered through 
the City Messenger; and when not so ordered, the person 
who orders them shall forthwith give notice thereof to the 
City Messenger ; and in all cases the party who furnishes a 
carriage shall, within seven days thereafter, return to the 
City Messenger a detailed statement of the names of the per- 
sons who used the same, and of the time during which, and 
the purpose for which, it was used. 

Rute 21. All bills for refreshments, or carriages, con- 
taining items incurred more than three months previous to 
the date of their presentation to the Auditor, shall go before 
the City Council for approval. 


Notice To Orner BRANCH. 


Rute 22. All papers requiring concurrent action sball 


be transmitted from one branch of the City Council to the 
other, with the action of the branch sending them indorsed

thereon, and signed by the regular presiding officer of such

branch, or, in his absence, by the clerk, or assistant clerk, 
of such body. In case of votes or action by either branch, 


not based on written orders or papers, notice of the same 
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shall be transmitted to the other branch signed as herein- 
before directed. 


REPORTS OF COMMITTEES. 


Rute 23. <Any report containing any recommendation, 
other than “leave to withdraw,” or “inexpedient to take 
further action,” or reference to another board or committee, 
shall be accompanied by an ordinance, order, or resolve, 
embodying such recommendation ; and such report shall be 
acted upon separately. 

Rute 24. Any member of a Joint Committee may submit 
a minority report at the same time as the majority report, 
and, if the latter be in print, he shall be allowed to submit 
his report also in print. Either branch may order to be 
printed the report of any committee submitted to it, or any 
document relating to a subject under consideration. 


CONTRACTS. 


Rute 25. Every Standing Committee shall, in making 


any contract, observe the following regulations : — 


1. Incase the amount of the estimated expenditure under 
a contract exceeds three thousand dollars, reasonable notice 
shall be given by advertisements therefor published in the 
daily papers of the city, and elsewhere if necessary. 

2. Whenever advertisements for proposals for any*work 
to be done for the city, or for any materials to be furnished, 
are made, the persons in charge of the work to be done shall 
cause suitable plans and specifications, and schedules of ma- 
terials, to be prepared and shown to parties proposing to 
bid. 

3. Every contract exceeding three thousand dollars shall 
be accompanied by a suitable bond for the performance of 
the same, or by the deposit of money or security to the 
amount of such bond. No proposal shall be accepted from 
or for any person who shall have broken a contract with the 
city during the three years preceding. 

4. No proposal shall be received from any person offering 
to contract for such work, unless the same is sealed. All 
proposals shall be publicly opened at the hour and place 
designated in the advertisement, if any be specified. If any 
such proposals shall be offered by persons who, in the judg- 
ment of the said committee, shall be incompetent to perform 
their contracts in a workmanlike manner, or irresponsible 
in respect to their means of faithfully executing the same, 
such proposal may be rejected, notwithstanding the same be 
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at a lower rate than other proposals offered for the same 
work. 

5. In such cases, where the amount of any contract shall 
exceed the sum of fifteen hundred dollars, the contract shall 
be in writing, and after being signed by the parties no such 
contract shall be altered in any ‘particular, without the con- 
sent of three-fourths of the committee indorsed thereon by 
such members. 

6. Every contract shall provide that, in case of any alter- 
ation, so much of such contract as is not necessarily affected 
by the change shall remain in force upon all parties thereto. 


Rue 26. Rule 25 shall apply to all Joint Special Com- 
mittees where the estimated amount of any work to be per- 


formed under any one contract exceeds the sum of ten 


thousand dollars. 

Ruiter 27. Whenever the payments under any contract are 
not intended to be made from the appropriations for the cur- 
rent financial year, such contract shall first be referred to the 
Committee on Finance, to report what measures shall be 
taken for the payments as they become due. 

Rute 28. In every contract entered into, involving the 
employment of mechanics or laborers by the contractor, a 
provision shall be inserted to the effect that the committee 
making such contract may, if it deems it expedient to do so, 
retain, out of any amounts due to such contractor, sums 
sufficjent to cover any unpaid claims of mechanics or laborers 
for work or labor performed under such contract ; provided

The Commissioner for West Boston, Canal, and Prison-. 


point bridges submits for himself and associate the Thir- 
teenth Annual Report of matters pertaining to the West 
Boston and Canal bridges, and the Seventh Annual Report 


on Prison-point bridge. 


West Boston BrIDGE. 


A section of this bridge on the Boston side, mentioned in 
the last annual report as having been rotten for several 
years, and requiring rebuilding, has been removed, new 
piles driven for its support, and the superstructure thor- 
oughly rebuilt. The work was done without the stoppage 
of travel, and, although a temporary inconvenience to teams 
and horse-cars, it was so speedily accomplished that it gave 
rise to but slight complaint. 

The bulkheads for the entire length of the bridge are 
quite rotten, and will need extensive repairs during the 
coming season. <A large portion of them will have to be 
rebuilt, and the remainder, by repairing, may be made safe 
for another year. 

The floor-timbers and planking on the draw-piers also 
require renewal. 

The condition of the roadway and sidewalk pavements 
on the filled portions of the Cambridge side is such that 
they should be relaid. The curb-stones and roadway have 
settled so that the sidewalks are becoming so steep as to be 
dangerous for foot travel, especially when coated with ice. 
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The expense of this work will be quite large ; but it should 
not be delayed for another season, and ought to be com- 
menced early in the spring. 

The draw has been provided with new steel bearing-plates 
for the centre pin, and a new chain, and, together with the 
engine and appurtenant machinery, is in excellent condition. 

The bridge itself may be considered in fair condition, with 


the exceptions named. 


CANAL, OR CRAIGIE’S BRIDGE. 


Early in the spring the sidewalk flooring on both sides and 
for the entire length of the new portion of this bridge was 
found to be very ‘rotten, and in a dangerous condition. The 
work of replacing the unsound planking with new chestnut 
planks was at once commenced, and was continued without 
delay, except that due to the non-receipt of planking, until 
completion. 

The substructure of the old portion of this bridge is ap- 
parently in its usual condition, and shows no signs of further 
deterioration from that of last year. 

It requires, however, careful watching, as it is lable at 
any time to show signs of weakness, which would need 
prompt attention. No extensive repairs will be required on 
the bridge, which is in good order. 

The draw and its machinery are in good bonditine The 
engine has been provided with a new boiler, and the machin- 
ery thoroughly overhauled and repaired. 

A great improvement has been made in the manner of 
lighting this bridge and the West Boston by substituting the 
electric light for gas. The cost is slightly in excess of that 
of gas; but it is believed that the additional safety and con- 
venience it affords the travelling public more than compen- 
sates for the increased cost. 


PRISON—POINT BRIDGE. 


This bridge is in good order, and will require only ordi- 
nary repairs during the coming year. 

It has been repainted and replanked. 

The usual statement of the number of draw openings, also 
a statement of the team and foot travel over the West Boston 
and Canal bridges, as determined by a special count made on 
December 15, are appended. '

LEGISLATURE OF 1884. 


In Common CounciL, January 31, 1884. 


The Joint Standing Committee on Legislative Matters re- 
port the following drafts of orders and petitions relating to 
the City of Boston, pending before the Massachusetts Legis- 
lature of 1884. 


For the Committee, 
JEREMIAH H. MULLANE. 


Ordered, That the Committee on Public Health consider 
the expediency of legislation relative to preventing the 
poisoning or pollution of any articles designed for, or used 
as, a beverage. 


Ordered, That the Committee on Cities consider the expe- 
diency of providing for the establishment of a board of 
public works in the City of Boston, and placing under the 
charge and management of said board any or all of the de- 
partments of said city. 


Ordered, That the Committee on Cities consider the expe- 
diency of amending the law relative to the election of School 
Committee in the City of Boston, so as to provide tor their 
election by districts. 
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Ordered, That the Committee on Cities consider the expe- 
diency of dividing the City of Boston into Aldermanic Dis- 
tricts, and also the expediency of increasing the number of 
Aldermen of said city. 


Ordered, That the Committee on Education consider the 
expediency of legislation providing that all the text-books 
used in the public schools shall be the same throughout the 
State, be preferred by the Board of Education, printed by 
the State printers, and furnished to school-children, by cities 
and towns, free of charge. 


Ordered, That the Committee on Drainage consider the 
expediency of legislation to prevent the pollution of the 
streams of the Commonwealth by the introduction therein of 
sewage from municipal systems of sewerage, and from all 
other sources, and from the deposit therein of the refuse and 
waste of manufacturing processes. 


Ordered, That the Committee on Mercantile Affairs con- 
sider the expediency of such legislation as will compel, after 
a reasonable time, all individuals and corporations using or 
controlling electrical wires to. cause such wires to be laid 
under ground. 


Ordered, That the Committee on the Judiciary (of the 
House of Representatives) consider. the expediency of legis- 
lation to relieve cities and towns of liability for injuries 
to persons and damage to property caused by snow and ice 
on sidewalks, and of amending the law concerning notices in 
cases of injuries received on highways. 


Petition of Godfrey Morse, President of Common Council 
of City of Boston, for such change in the methods of ap- 
pointing election officers in Boston as shall secure the purity 
of the ballot. 


Petition of Godfrey Morse, President of Common Council 
of City of Boston, for such changes in the laws as shall trans- 
fer the power of granting licenses for the sale of intoxicating 
liquors in the City of Boston, from the Board of Police Com- 
missioners to a Board of License Commissioners, who shall be 
appointed by the Mayor, and confirmed by the City Council, 
and neither of whom shall be an officer or member of the 
city government. 


LEGISLATIVE MATTERS. 3 


An act as follows :— 

Section 1. Joe V. Meigs, William S. Butler, Stillman 
B. Allen, Roland Worthington, Thomas W. Pierce, Henry 
Hastings, Nathan Appleton, Franklin E. Gregory, Edgar E. 
Dean, “George A. Alden, George E. Harrington, Reank 
Jones, J. W. Johnson, George A i Carney, Charles Powers, 
their associates and successors, are hereby incorporated as 
the Meigs Elevated Railway Company, under Chap. 113 of 
the Public Statutes, and acts in addition thereto, except those 
parts referring to the gauge of the road, the amount of its 
capital stock, and the manner of paying in the same, for the 
purpose of building, maintaining, and operating an elevated 
railway between some point in ‘the City of Cambridge and 
Bowdoin square, in the City of Boston. 

Srecr. 2. The amount of its capital stock shall not be less 
than $100,000 for each mile of road. Not less than ten per 
cent. of said stock shall be paid in before a certificate of in- 
corporation is issued, and not less than fifty per cent. of the 
stock shall be paid in before the construction of any road 
shall be commenced under this charter. 

Sror. 3. Locations for tracks shall be petitioned for be- 
tween the points named in Sect. 1 of this act, and, after 
fourteen days’ notice, a hearing shall be had before the Board 
of Aldermen in the city in which the location is asked, as 
provided in Sect. 7 of said Chap. 113, and after such hearing 
the Board of Aldermen may refuse the location asked for, or 
grant the same, in whole or in part, under such restrictions as 
_ they shall deem the publicinterests shallrequire ; andthe Board 
of Aldermen of either of said cities of Cambridge or Boston 
may, on like notice and hearing, revoke any location after 
the expiration of one year from the granting of the same, if, 
in their judgment, the public interests so require; and, in 
case of such revocation, may request the structure of the 
company to be removed, and the location to be restored to its 
original condition, at the expense of the corporation, in the 
same manner and with like requirement as in the revocation 
of locations for street railways under Séct. 23 of said Chap. 
113. 

Srect. 4. No location for tracks shall be petitioned for in 
the City of Boston until at least one mile of the road has been 
built and operated, and the safety and strength of the struct- 
ure and the rolling-stock and motive-power shall be exam- 
ined and approved by the Board of Railroad Commissioners, 
or by a competent engineer, to be appointed by them, and to 
be paid by said corporation a price fixed by said Board. 

Sect. 5. The Meigs Elevated Railway shall not be built 
after the manner of the New York elevated railways; but 
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shall be built according to the plans, methods, and inventions 
of Joe V. Meigs, a copy of which shall be filed with the 
Secretary of State within sixty days after the passage of this 
act; and, upon granting a location, the Board of Aldermen 
shall prescribe the height at which the lowest part of the 
girder shall be above the ground and the width of the track, 
provided that its greatest width shall not exceed twenty-two 
and one-half inches. 

Secor. 6. The provisions of Sect. 14 of Chap. 113, and 
Sects. 88 to 40 inclusive, and Sects. 43 to 45 inclusive, of 
Chap. 112 of the Public Statutes, shall apply to said cor- 
poration. This corporation may take, in the manner pre- 
scribed in Sects. 91 to 93 inclusive, of Chap. 112 of the 
Public Statutes, as much land as may be necessary for the 
proper construction and security of the road, or as may be 
necessary for depot and station purposes. 

Sect. 7. The owner of any property taken for such rail- 
way, or of any property not so taken, in any manner injured 
or lessened in value by the construction, maintenance, or 
operation of said railway, may petition for assessment of his 
damages, und his petition shall be presented, heard, and 
determined in the same manner, and with like effect, as now 
provided by law when real estate is taken for public high- 
ways; but said corporation shall not acquire title to any per- 
son’s land, nor make any adverse entry thereon, until it shall 
have paid for the same, or secured the damages for the 
seizure thereof in a manner satisfactory to the owner, or to 
be fixed by the Supreme Judicial Court in equity, for the 
county where the land lies, upon petition of either party, 
and summary hearing. 

Sect. 8. The damages and costs recovered by any person 
petitioning therefor, as hereinbefore provided, shall become 
and be a first lien on all the property of the said corporation, 
having priority of payment in full, except over debts and 
taxes due to or assessed by the United States or the Com- 
monwealth, or any county, city, or town in the Common- 
wealth ; said lien may be enforced for damages and costs, in 
equity. 

Sect. 9. Whenever said corporation shall make any ex- 
cavation in or near any public highway, or shall set any 
foundation, pier, or post in or near the same, the surface of 
the street, sidewalk, or other ground shall be restored, as 
soon as practicable, to the condition it was in before the ex- 
cavation was made, as near as may be; and no interference 
shall be had with, or change made in, water or gas mains or 
pipes, sewers, drains, or other subterranean works, except 
with the concurrence of the Board of Aldermen first had and 
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obtained, and upon condition that the same shall be immedi- 
ately restored to a serviceable. condition, as good as before 
the change or disturbance, and at the sole cost and expense 
of said corporation. 

Sect. 10. This act shall take effect upon its passage. 


The members signing the bill are Senator Currier and Rep- 
resentatives Kingsley, Wright, Peck, Crowley, and Farrell. 
Those opposed are Senators Andrew and Randall, and Rep- 
resentatives Rantoul, Wilbur, and Cook. It is understood 
that the minority will submit a brief report, dissenting 
mainly on technical grounds, such as insufficiency of notice, 
etc.

AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND CHAPTER FORTY OF ‘THE 
REVISED ORDINANCES. 


Be tt ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows: — 


SEecTION 1. Section two of chapter forty of the Revised 
Ordinances is hereby amended by striking out in the fourth 
line thereof the words “ "that are,” and by i inserting in place 
thereof the following, “in tow and for vessels not in tow 
when.” 

SrcT. 2. Said section is further amended by adding at 
the end thereof the following: 

Masters of vessels applying fa pass through the draw of a 
bridge shall, if required so to do, give to the superintendent 
thereof a true statement of the names of their vessels and 
their extreme width and draught of water. Said masters 
shall be governed by the superintendent as to priority of 
right when two or more vessels apply to pass through the 
draw at the same time, and they shall so place their warping 
lines, anchors, and cables, as neither to interfere with other 
vessels nor to obstruct the bridge, except as they may be 
authorized by the superintendent, and they shall make use 
of the apparatus for warping provided by the city, wherever 
such apparatus is so provided, if directed so to do by the 
superintendent. 
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Sect. 3. Section four of said chapter is hereby amended 
by inserting after the word “draw,” in the sixth line thereof, 
the following: “or remains inside the road gates while they 
are closed, or enters or remains upon any pier, wharf, fender, 
or appurtenance of such bridge.”

Dear Sir, — Notwithstanding the Committee on Pest 
and Public Grounds have always been satisfied with the 
reasonableness of the amount recommended by me, I find 
that each year the Finance Committee has reduced the 
amount to a degree that hampers the successful management 
of the department, and compels the committee at the end of 
each year to go begging to the city government for a few 
thousand dollars to keep the department afloat until the new 
appropriation is made. 

It should be borne in mind that when I took charge of the 
department, six years ago, the fiscal year’s appropriation was 
$44,000. The present fiscal year’s appropriation is $60,000 ; 
but it must be remembered that the price of labor has in- 
creased from 55 to 334 per cent., loam 100 per cent., team- 
ing 40 to 50 per cent., sods 100 per cent., red gravel 290 
per cent., blue gravel 125 per cent. 

From the foregoing figures it will be readily seen that the 
sum of $16,000 must be rapidly absorbed in the increased 
price of labor and material.

The estimates herewith presented as compared with those 
for 1883-84 show an increase of $35,011 in the amount asked 
for, and an increase of $3,000 in the estimated income. 
Taking both together it leaves a net increase in the amount 
to be provided of $32,011 as compared with the amount 
granted last year. The increase in the estimated expenses 
is owing to the additional number of pupils, which requires 
a force of twenty-nine teachers in excess of that of last year, 
and as the average salary paid to a regular teacher is about 
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$1,000 per annum, the increase of $29,681, requested for 
salaries of instructors, is thus accounted for. Two thousand 
dollars additional is required for salaries of janitors, as ex- 
perience has shown that this amount is necessitated by the 
yearly increase in school accommodations. 

Last year the estimate for fuel, gas, and water was 
$63,000; but as this will prove insufficient to meet the cost 
of those items the current year, the estimate is increased to 
$67,000, which will leave a very small margin over the 
actual cost the present year. 

Aside from the increase requested for salaries of instruc- 
tors and janitors, and for fuel, gas, and water, the remain- 
ing estimates aggregate a decrease as compared with those 
of last year. 

After a careful consideration of the requirements of the 
schools, the committee having charge of the preparation of 
these estimates are of the opinion that the amount requested 
is absolutely required to carry on the schools as they are at 
present constituted. 

The Committee on Accounts respectfully request that the 
Auditor of Accounts may be authorized to transfer unex- 
pended balances from any one of the appropriations named 
to any other appropriation.

To the Honorable the City Council of the City of Boston : — 


GENTLEMEN, — In compliance with the provisions of Sec- 
tion 7 of Chapter 280 of the Laws of 1871 I have the honor 
to submit for your consideration a detailed report of the 
operations of this department for the year ending December 
31, 1883. 

The several branches of work over which this department 
has supervision and direction have been performed with en- 
tire satisfaction to the Inspector and all parties in interest. 

The regular daily routine work has received the strictest 
attention and scrutiny. ‘This is absolutely necessary to pre- 
vent violations of law regulating construction, and particu- 
larly those principles of mechanism which are constantly 
being violated, the result of ignorance or indifference. 


REPORT. 

The success that the department has met with in the 
prosecution of its business I attribute to the experience and 
familiarity with the methods adopted for applying the law, 
and the increasing proficiency of the officers. 
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The official intercourse with owners, architects, contrac- 
tors, and builders has been marked with mutual deference 
and courtesy. 

I would again call the attention of your honorable body to 
the recommendation made in my last annual report, to wit: 
that the building limits be so extended as to include the 
Charlestown District. 

I would most respectfully suggest that our building laws 
be amended; that internal pone atiaa be so regulated that 
the spreading of fire from one part of a building to another, 
by reason of continuous flues or conduits (as now practised 
in construction), be prohibited by statute law. This is 
imperatively necessary as a _ better means of protection 
against the loss of life by fire; and especially is this neces- 
sary in hotels, apartment and tenement houses. 

To the Committee on the Survey and Inspection of Build- 
ings I acknowledge my indebtedness for the able and efficient 
service they have rendered the department, for the prompt- 
ness with which they responded to all meetings, and the 
thorough manner in which they discharged the intricate 
duties referred to them for adjudication. 

Under the provisions of the statutes relating to buildings 
in the City of Boston, and under the provisions of the City 
Ordinances relating to buildings, the re Rue ua has super-

The erection of brick, stone, and iron buildings, under stat- 
ute provisions, throughout the entire city ‘limits.

Additions, alterations, and repairs upon all classes of build- 
ings, with especial reference to their compliance with 
the present requirements of the building-law. 

The inspection of unsafe buildings and structures, with full 
power to require the securing or removal of the same, 
and in cases of immediate danger, where the security 
of the public is imperilled in life and limb, authority to 
enter upon, secure, or take down the same, as the 
exigencies of the public safety, in the opinion of the 
Inspector, may require. 

The examination of buildings damaged by fire or accident, 
with authority to enter upon the premises and investigate 
the origin of fires. 

The inspection of buildings liable to take fire from unsafe 
flues and heating apparatus. 
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The supervision and the protection of the building limits ; 
the district in which the erection of independent 
wooden buildings is prohibited by statute law, with a 
limitation as to wharves. : 

Special authority invested in the Inspector of Buildings to 
issue permits for wooden and frame sheds for special 
purposes at his discretion, upon wharves situated within 
the building limits of the city. 

The examination for the approval of plans of proposed tene- 
ment-houses, public and family hotels, with reference 
to their compliance with special statute provisions, regu- 
lating area for light and ventilation, material of con- 
struction of water- ~closets, drainage, cesspools, height of 
habitable rooms, window openings, hall-ways, cousins 
tion of stair-ways, fire-escapes, and the height of the 
building as regulated by the width of the street upon 
which they are proposed to be erected. 

The enforcement of statutory provisions requiring fire- 
escapes upon certain buildings in which operatives are 
employed, in factories, mills, or manufactories, tene- 
pean et iounes: and hotels, ete. 

Authority invested in the Inspector of Building, under the 
Act relating to means of egress from buildings occupied 
for public purposes, to regulate the entrances, door- 
ways, passage-ways, their width, construction, and num- 
ber, and obstructions that may be placed therein, the 
wrangement of the seatings, and the use of combustible 
materials, draperies, scenery, properties, etc. 

The inspection of all hoist-way and elevator openings in 
buildings, with reference to their construction in com- 
formity, with the requirements of statute law and their 
use. 

Compliance with the requisitions of the Board of Health. 

The setting of steam-engines and boilers. 

The building of furnaces for melting iron, glass, or other 
metals. 

The building of ovens, kilns, ete. 

The setting ‘of heating apparatus in all classes of buildings. 

The examination of the grade of cellar bottoms of buildings 
built upon filled land ; reporting violations of the same 
to the Board of Aldermen. 

The storage of combustible material in buildings occupied in 
whole or in part as dwellings, situated within the build- 
ing limits of the city. 

Buildings authorized by the Board of Aldermen to be used 
for stables are licensed to be cecupied for this purpose, 
under the direction of the Inspector of Buildings. 
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Authority invested in the Inspector of Buildings by special 
statute to prohibit the use of unsafe and dangerous 
elevators. A notice of said action to be placarded on 
the door or entrance of cab or car. 

Authority invested in the Inspector of Buildings to regulate 
the number of watchmen, red-lights, gongs, etc., and 
require any further provisions he may deem necessary 
for the protection of life in hotels, boarding and lodg- 
ing houses. 

The regulation of plumbing. 

The beanination of buildings, with reference to their being 
provided with ample and sufficient means of egress, and 
their compliance with statute requirements, upon petition 
for license to occupy the same as a place of public 
amusement. 

Examination of private signs, lanterns, druggists’ mortars, 
etc., located in the public highways, upon a petition to 
the Board of Aldermen to maintain the same, if secured 
satisfactory to the Inspector of Buildings. , 

Authority to apply to the Supreme Judicial Court for an 
injunction restraining the construction of windows, 
steps, and porches, projecting into or over any public 
highway. 

The inspection of all steam-boilers, so that the facts and 
returns relative to them, required to be made, may be 
returned to the Tax Commissioners. 

The projection of electric lights throughout the entire city. 

The construction, management, and inspection of hoist-ways 
and elevators throughout the entire city.

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SPECIAL PERMITS. 


The provisions of Section 1 of Chapter 260 of the Acts of 
1872 prohibit the erection of independent wooden buildings 
within the boundaries of the district known as the building 
limits of the City of Boston, with certain exceptions as to 
wharves. 

Wooden additions to existing buildings in this district can, 
however, be erected, with a limitation as to height and area 
to be covered. 

These limits are established by the City Council under 
statute authority; and by an ordinance approved July 8, 
1871, were defined as follows : — 


Beginning at the intersection of the centre line of Dover and Albany 
streets, thence running eastwardly through the centre of Dover street to 
the Harbor Commissioners’ line ; thence around the nor therly portion of 
the ‘‘ City Proper,” by the said ‘Harbor Commissioners’ liné to a point 
on Charles river, opposite the centre line of Parker street or cross dam ; 
thence through the centre of Parker street or cross dam to a point 
opposite the centre of Ruggles street; thence through the centre of 
Ruggles street to the centre of Washington streét; thence thr ough the 
centre of Washington street to a point opposite the centre of Palmer 
street; thence through the centre of Palmer and Eustis streets to the 
centre of Hampden street; and thence through the centre of Hampden 
and Albany streets to the point of beginning. 

The said district being shown by a shaded red line on a plan made by 
the City Surveyor, dated June 26, 1871, and deposited in the office of 
the City Surveyor. 


The above ordinance, establishing the boundaries of the 
building limits, was amended April 6, 1878, by striking out 
after the words, “to a point on Charles river opposite the 
centre line of,” the words “ Parker street or cross dam,” and 
inserting in their place the words, “ West Chester park as 
extended; thence through the centre of West Chester park 
to its intersection with Boylston-street extension; thence 
through the centre of Boylston-street extension to the centre 
of Park street”; and after the words, “dated June 26th, 
1871,” insert the words, “as amended as shown by a shaded 
blue line on said plan.” December 31, 1881, the following 
was passed : — 


AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND AN ORDINANCE IN RELATION TO THE 
REGULATION AND INSPECTION OF BUILDINGS. 


Be wt ordained by the Aldermen and Common Council of the City of 
Boston in City Council assembled, as follows : — 
SECTION 1. Section 1, of an ordinance in relation to the regulation 


and inspection of bnildings, passee July 8, 1871, and amended “Apr il 6, 
1878, is hereby repealed and the following enacted in place thereof: — 
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SecTION 1. The limits within which all buildings hereafter erected 
shall be required to conform to the provisions of Chapter 280 of the year 
eighteen hundred and seventy-one are hereby established and defined 
as follows : — 

Beginning at the intersection of the centre line of Dover and Albany 
streets, thence running eastwardly through the centre of Dover street to 
the Harbor Commissioners’ line; thence around the northerly portion of 
the ‘‘ City Proper,” by the said Harbor Commissioners’ line to a point 
on Charles river at the intersection of said line with a boundary line 
between Brookline and Boston; thence along said boundary line to a 
point opposite the centre of Longwood avenue; eastwardly to the 
centre of Bumstead lane; thence through the centre of Bumstead lane 
to the centre of Ward street; thence through the centre of Ward street 
to the centre of Parker street; thence through the centre of Parker 
street to Ruggles street; thence through the centre of Ruggles street 
eastwardly to the centre of Washington street; thence through the 
centre of Washington street to a point opposite the centre of Palmer 
street; thence through the centre of Palmer and Eustis streets to the 
centre of Hampden street; and thence through the centre of Hampden 
and Albany streets to the point of beginning.

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MEANS oF EGRESS AND FIRE—ESCAPE. 


Under the provisions of the building law, fire-escapes and 
sufficient means of egress are required in the following 
classes of buildings : — 

Buildings in which operatives are employed in any of the 
stories above the second story. 

Buildings occupied by two or more families on any floor 
above the second floor from the level of the street. 

Hotels, boarding and lodging houses, factories, mills or 
manufactories. 

Buildings occupied in part, or 1 whole, for any public 
purpose. 

All new buildings belonging to any of the above classes 
are especially examined in regard to their construction, with 
reference to fulfilling legal requirements in furnishing suitable 
and ample means of egress in case of fire or accident. 

The number, location, arrangement, and width of the 
stair-ways ; the proposed number of occupants or operatives ; 
the proposed use of the building; its proximity to other 
buildings, and the materials of which it is built, — all enter 
into consideration. 

Old buildings altered to, or by occupancy brought to, be 
comprised in any of the above classes of buildings requiring 
fire-escapes, are also duly inspected, and the necessary means 
of escape are required, the same as if it was a new building.

Be it enacted, etc. : — 


SEcTION 1. The aldermen of cities and the selectmen of 
towns respectively shall insert in the warrant for the annual 
municipal election or town-meeting an article providing for a 
vote, upon the question, “Shall text-books be furnished free 
to pupils in the public schools below the high school in this 
city or town?” Said vote shall be taken by separate 
ballot, and the several cities and towns shall furnish printed 
ballots therefor. Each ballot shall contain the above question, 
and “Yes” or “No” in answer thereto; and in taking said 
vote the check-list shall be used; provided, that the provi- 
sions of this section shall not apply to any city or town 
already furnishing free text-books to pupils-in the aforesaid 
public schools. 


Srecr. 2. In case said vote shall be carried in the affirma- 
tive in any city or town, such city or town shall forthwith 
make an appropriation for the purchase of such text-books, 
and said books shall be loaned to the pupils below the high- 
school grade under such regulations as the school committee 
may make, and the provisions of section one of this act shall 
not thereafter apply to any such city or town.

Provided, however, that no action shall be maintained 
against any city or town to recover for such injury or dam- 
age, owing to any defect caused by ice or snow, unless 
such defect has existed for at least twenty-four hours before 
the occurrence of such injury or damage, or unless such city 
or town had actual notice of such defect in season to have 
remedied the same, before such injury or damage occurred, 
by the exercise of reasonable care and diligence.

CONCERNING BRIDGES. 


In the Year One Thousand Bight Hundred and fighty-four. 


AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND CHAPTER FORTY OF THE 
REVISED ORDINANCES. 


Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows : — 


Section 1. Section two of chapter forty of the Revised 
Ordinances is hereby amended by striking out in the fourth 
line thereof the words “ that are,” and by inserting in place 
thereof the following, “in tow and for vessels not in tow 
when.” , 

Secor. 2. Said section is further amended by adding at 
the end thereof the following : — 

Masters of vessels applying to pass through the draw of a 
bridge shall, if required so to do, give to the superintendent 
thereof a.true statement of the names of their vessels and 
their extreme width and draught of water. Said masters 
shall be governed by the superintendent as to priority of 
right when two or more vessels apply to pass through the 
-draw at the same time, and they shall so place their warping 
lines, anchors, and cables, as neither to interfere with other 
vessels nor to obstruct the bridge, except as they may be 
authorized by the superintendent, and they shall make use 
of the apparatus for warping provided by the city, wherever 
such apparatus is so provided, if directed so to do by the 
superintendent. 

Secor. 3. Section four of said chapter is hereby amended 
by inserting after the word “ draw,” in the sixth line thereof, 
the following: “or remains inside the road gates while they 
are closed, or enters or remains upon any pier, wharf, fender, 
or appurtenance of such bridge.”

REPORT 


OF THE 


STANDING COMMITTEE ON PAVING, OF 
THE COMMON COUNCIL, 


IN RELATION TO THE 


APPROPRIATION FOR PAVING. 


In Common Councit, March 13, 1884. 


The Standing Committee on Paving, of the Common Council, 
to whom was referred so much of the annual estimates of 
1884-85 (City-Doc. 28) as relates to the appropriation for 
Paving, with leave to report facts and recommendations, 
would respectfully submit the minutes of the proceedings of 
the committee in session of March 8th, report “ progress” 
‘in relation to the annual estimates, ask for further time in 
relation thereto, and submit the following facts and recom- 
mendations and accompanying order : — 

In voting that so much of the annual estimates as relates 
to Paving should be referred to your Committee on Paving, 
the Common Council finds authority in the ruling of the Cor- 
poration Counsel, submitted herewith, wherein he says : — 


It is the duty of the Common Council, as one of the Boards of the City 
Council, to pass upon these appropriations, and it may refer the whole 
subject, or any particular questions connected with it, to such eommittee 
as it may appoint, to investigate, and report facts and recommendations 
that may aid the judgment of the Council. 


Notwithstanding this ruling it will be seen by the report 
of the proceedings of the committee, herewith submitted, 
that the Common Council, through its committee, has been 
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refused the schedule of details upon which is based the 
annual estimates for the Department of Paving. Your 
committee calls attention to the fact that by the Auditor’s 
report it appears that the provisions of Section 2 of Chapter 
15 of the Revised Ordinances have not been complied with in 
the requirement that estimates shall be forwarded before the 
fifteenth day of February; and also, in the opinion of your 
committee, said estimate is not sufficiently in detail within 
the meaning and intent of the ordinance. Your committee 
further suggests that practical economy does not consist so 
much in limiting an appropriation as it does in supervising 
its expenditure and demanding a prudent management that 
shall exercise frugality and yet incur no waste. 

Your committee would state the reasons which have gov- 
erned its action, as follows : — 

That by the Public Statutes relative to cities (Chap. 28, 
§ 2), city officers have the powers, and are subject to the lia- 
bilities, of corresponding town oflicers, if no other provisions 
be made in relation thereto. 

That by § 41 of the City Charter the Board of Aldermen 
are surveyors of highways; but no provision has been made 
by the City Council concerning their powers or duties. 

That Chap. 28, § 2, of the Public Statutes, provides that 
Chap. 27 of the Public Statutes, and all other laws relative 
to towns, shall be applicable to cities, so far as they are 
not inconsistent with the general or special provisions in re- 
lation thereto. 

That § 3, Chap. 52, of the Public Statutes, which provides 
that sums of money voted for making or repairing highways 
“shall be carefully and judiciously expended in making and 
repairing said ways by the surveyors of highways,” is not 
applicable to the City of Boston, as it is “inconsistent with 
general and special’ provisions relating thereto” (Chap. 28, 
§ 2, Pub. Stat.), more especially, with § 37 of the City 
Charter, which declares, “ the City Council shall have power - 
to provide for the disbursement of all appropriations of all 
public monies”; also § 2, § 35, § 37, § 39, of the same, 
which unequivocally vest the administration of the financial 
and prudential affairs of the city in the City Council. 

That the City Council, as the town (Pub. Stat., Chap. 28, 
§ 2; City Charter, § 35), may authorize their surveyors of 
highways, or any other person, to make and repair highways 
(Pub. Stat., Chap. 28, § 2; Chap. 52, § 13; also City Char- 
'ter, § 2, § 85, § 37, § 89). Confirmed in Hawks vs. Charle- 
mont, 107 Mass., 418; Clark vs. Russell, 116 Mass., 457; 
Loker vs. Brookline, 13 Pick., 350. 

Furthermore, the authority conferred by the Statutes upon 
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surveyors of highways as town (or city) officers is only con- 
tingent, to be exercised in an emergency. They have no 
other authority by virtue of their office alone. They are 
special agents, with power only to do such acts as are required 
to meet in an ordinary way the exigencies that may arise in 
town affairs. They must be duly authorized. (Clark vs. 
Russell, 116 Mass., 457; Loker vs. Brookline, 13 Pick., 348, 
349, 350.) 3 

Your committee have quoted Section 3 of Chap. 52 of the 
Public Statutes for the reason that the Corporation Counsel 
cites it in his opinion to your committee, submitted herewith, 
in favor of the claim andcustom that the Board of Aldermen, 
as surveyors of highways, can expend the city appropriation 
for paving in the repair of highways. It cannot refrain from 
expressing the opinion, that he has stated the position stronger 
than rulings will warrant when he says, “As surveyors of 
highways the Board of Aldermen are the authorized agents 
of the city in all things appertaining to the repair of high- 
ways, and have the necessary control of the appropriations 
made by the city for this purpose.” This would constitute 
them general agents, clothed with all the powers of our cor- 
poration in this particular. 

If, however, the Board of Aldermen can continue to exer- 
cise this power, then Section 37 of the City Charter is to an 
extent inoperative and void ; because in said section the City 
Council is given the power to provide for the disbursement 
of this appropriation. Your committee thinks the provisions 
of the City Charter and the Public Statutes relative to this 
subject are not at variance with each other, but in perfect 
harmony. It is clearly laid down that the general and special 
provisions relative to the powers and duties of the officers 
of the City of Boston, and the management of its prudential 
affairs, take precedence of conflicting town laws concerning 
similar matters. More especially as both town law and our 
City Charter provide that agents other than surveyors of 
highways may be authorized and empowered to disburse the 
appropriation for making and repairing highways. 

If the Common Council, as one branch of the City Council, 
can provide for the disbursement of the appropriation, as it 
seems clear to your committee that it can, then it has some 
powers relative to paving which it can delegate to its com- 
mittee. 

Lhe City of Boston is obliged to keep its highways in re- 
pair ; it is responsible that they are so kept. That the Board 
of Aldermen, as surveyors of highways, have heretofore made 
repairs is for the reason that the City Council has not other- 
wise provided; and thereby a contingency was created. It 
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has not authorized its surveyors of highways to make re- 
pairs ; but the surveyors of highways, in the absence of any 
action favorable or adverse to them, have found sufficient 
color of authority in the statute to warrant them in doing 
certain things. 

The section in our Charter which makes the Board of 
Aldermen surveyors of highways appear so abrupt, precise, 
and concise in itself as to have the appearance of being domi- 
nant; yet, by the intentions of the founders of the original 
Charter and of the present revision, it was intended to be sub- 
ordinate to the other sections. To illustrate, its history is 
briefly sketched : — 

While Boston was a town it had been the custom for a 
long period to choose the selectmen surveyors of highways. 
When the City Charter was granted, and the duties of the 
selectmen were transferred to the Mayor and Aldermen, 
there was a doubt whether the City Council could choose one 
of its concurrent branches surveyors of highways, and three 
of the citizens were chosen by the City Council to perform 
the duties, which, in case of an emergency, were, by law, in- 
cumbent upon the surveyor of highways. This body came 
into conflict with the Mayor and Aldermen, and, in 1823, an 
amendment to the Charter was obtained from the Legislature, _ 
so that the Board of Aldermen could have this additional 
power, if it was conferred upon them by the City Council. 
This clause read : — 


The City Council have the power and authority of electing, if they see 
fit, the Mayor and Aldermen surveyors of highways for the city. 


The City Council uniformly exercised this power, at the 
courteous request of the Board of Aldermen, from that time 
up to about 1850, and, of course, there was no conflict. 

In 1852 there was trouble caused by the refusal of the 
Common Council to concur with the usual order originating 
in the aldermanic board making the latter body surveyors 
of highways. The Common Council referred the order to 
a committee, and that committee reported that the best in- 
terests of the city required that the surveyors of highways 
should be selected by ballot from both branches; and the 
Common Council adopted it with few dissenting voices. Of 
course the Aldermen refused to concur in this new depart- 
ure, and insisted upon being elected in spite of the evident 
determination of the Common Council not to recede. The 
matter passed and repassed between both branches, and at 
the end of nearly three months was settled apparently by a 
compromise. An order fora committee to revise the Charter 
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* passed both branches March 11; and, March 25, the Com- 
mon Council concurred in making the Aldermen surveyors 
of highways. The committee went to the Legislature with 
the request for concurrent action in laying out, widening, 
and repairing streets ; and the result was another compromise. 
The Legislature passed an Act, in 1852, which was accepted 
by the citizens almost unanimously, giving the Common 
Council concurrent action in all cases where the expense ex- 
ceeded $5,000. 

The feeling does not appear to have abated with this partial 
concession, and it is not surprising to find the city govern- 
ment, in 1853, again dealing with the subject. The depart- 
ments of Paving and Internal Health, which had been under 
one head, were separated, and the office of Superintendent of 
Health created. Criticisms were indulged in concerning the 
economy in the expenditures, the idea being that the amount 
was too large to be controlled in the manner that it was. If 
this was true at that time, what can be said of the present, 
when four times the amount is disbursed by a committee of 
three ? 

In 1854 the reform element seems to have been in a 
decided majority. The Common Council at once passed a 
vote unanimously for a joint committee on streets, having 
the powers now exercised by the aldermanic Paving Com- 
mittee. Again the Common Council refused to recede, and 
again there was a suggestion to compromise matters by 
revising the Charter. A committee was appointed, and it 
quickly prepared a draft, which, with some slight amendments 
in both branches, rapidly passed in concurrence, and also an 
order “requiring the Mayor” to “ present it and request ts 
approval by the Legislature.” This draft contained this 
provision : — 


The City Council shall have the power, if they see fit, to elect, by 
concurrent action, the Board of Aldermen, or any committee of their ~ 
number, whether joint or separate, to be surveyors of highways for said 
city. 

The concessions to the contending interests are very 
readily discerned in a single reading of the clause. Once 
more the Board of Aldermen were elected surveyors of 
highways, but what was the fate of the Common Council 
interests? ‘The merciless legislators on the Hill struck out 
all there was of the Common Council in the section; denied 
all the desired reform in this particular, and passed Chap. 
448 of the Acts of 1854, so that the section read : — 
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‘ 


Section 41. The Board of Aldermen shall be surveyors of highways 
for said city. 


As the Charter contained many other improvements, and 
the choice lay between this and the former, with its many im- 
perfections, after a delay of seven months it was adopted, 
and in the above particular stands a section of the City 
Charter. It is plain, however, that such power was never 
willingly granted, and custom has not confirmed it. 

Since that time the question has been raised several times, 
and attempts made to gain concurrent action. Without re- 
ferring to them all, your committee would say, in relation to 
the case referred to by the Corporation Counsel, submitted 
herewith, that the joint special committee of 1870 (page 33, 
minutes of proceedings that year) evidently obtained no 
written opinion of the City Solicitor, or grounds for his rul- 
ing; at least none is on file. The committee merely say, 
that the Board of Aldermen were confirmed by the Statutes 
in certain powers which they exercised independent of the 
Common Council in several departments. 

Under these circumstances your committee unanimously 
recommends the passage of the following order : — 

Ordered, That the following qualification be placed in the 
appropriation bill for 1884-5: Provided, That the appro- 
priation for Paving shall be disbursed under the direction 
of a joint standing committee composed of the Standing 
Committee of the Board of Aldermen on Paving and the 
Standing Committee of the Common Council on Paving. 


Your committee makes this suggestion in the full belief 
that not only has the Common Council, as one branch of the 
City Council, this constitutional right, but that it violates the 
obligation imposed upon it by the Charter if it neglects to 
provide for the disbursement of this appropriation. 

Members of your committtee have been asked to neglect to 
make the recommendation it has concerning the provision to 
be inserted in the appropriation bill for 1884-85, on the ground 
that past history teaches that such action may result only in 
delaying a needed appropriation. To this suggestion your 
committee makes answer, that past history teaches that the 
Common Council gains nothing by yielding its position, once 

taken, or accepting a compromise. Ifit makes this provision 
for the disbursement of an appropriation of more than $1,000,- 
000, it will merely exercise a constitutional right incumbent 
upon it by the City Charter ; and in so doing will fully relieve 
itself from any criticism that may be made if any delay should 
be caused by such action. As members of the Council your 
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committee has felt it a duty to state its position, that other 


members may have an opportunity to form an opinion and 
govern themselves accordingly.

APPENDIX A. 


The following opinion of the Corporation Counsel is in 
answer to questions submitted in writing by the Paving 
Committee, at its meeting for organization, February 16, 
1884 : — 

Corporation CounsEL’s OFFICE, 
Boston, Feb. 25, 1884. 


To the Committee of the Common Council on Paving, THomas O’FLynn, 
Chairman : — 


I am just asked what powers, rights, or privileges does the Common Coun- 
cil possess, in relation to the subject of paving, which it can or does delegate 
to this committee as its representatives? 

I answer that the law requires the City Council ‘‘to grant and vote such 
sums of money as are necessary for making and repairing highways.” [Pub. 
St., Chap. 52, Sect. 3; Chap. 28, Sect. 2.] It is, therefore, the duty of the 
Common Council, as one of the Boards of the City Council, to pass upon these 
appropriations, and it may refer the whole subject, or any particular question 
connected with it, to such committee as it may appoint to investigate and 
report facts and recommendations that may aid the judgment of the Council. 
This would be the extent of the powers of such committee. The Common 
Council has no legislative or executive powers relative to the paving and 
repairing of streets which it can delegate to a committee. 

In regard to the appropriations so made by the City Council, the Pub. Stats. 
further provide : — 

*¢ That such money shall be carefully and judiciously expended in making 
and repairing said ways by the surveyors of highways.” [Pub. St., Chap. 
52, Sect. 8; City Charter, Sect. 41. ] 

As surveyors of the highways the Board of Aldermen are the authorized 
agents of the city in all things pertaining to the repair of ways, and have the 
necessary control of the appropriations made by the city for that purpose. 

2. ‘*By what authority can the Standing Committee-of the Board of Alder- 
men on Paving, under the present rules, be called together to act jointly; 
and what subjects are within the province or excluded from the province of a 
committee thus called and thus acting?” 

To this I answer that, under the present rules, there is no authority by which 
these two committees can be called together to act jointly; nor have they the 
authority to act as a joint committee by agreement. Let me say, in this con- 
nection, that prior to 1870 there was no Standing Committee of the Common 
Council on Paving. Since then such committee has been annually appointed, 
and the annual estimates of the Superintendent of Streets have been approved 
by it before their submission to the Council by the Auditor. 

As the remaining questions do not relate to the powers or duties of the com- 
mittee they do not call for an answer at this time. 

The paper accompanying your questions quotes certain provisions of the 
City Charter, which, considered by themselves, might lead to wrong conclu- 
sions. The Charter is not our only guide in these matters. Its general pro- 
visions are to be construed with the provisions of the Statutes upon particular 
subjects. Conclusions cannot be safely drawn from the few scraps of law 
thus quoted any more than theology can be safely constructed out of a few 
selected texts. 

The questions you are discussing are not new ones. In 1870 a joint 
special committee was appointed to consider the expediency of having joint 
standing committees on several matters, including paving, and, subsequently, 
submitted a report, which you will find in City Council Minutes, page 33, 
1870. I think the law is correctly stated in that report.

28) were received from the 
Clerk of the Common Council indorsed : — 


‘¢In Common Councit, March 8, 1884. 


‘*So much of the above estimate as relates to Paving is referred to the 
standing committee of the Council on Paving, with leave to report facts and 
recommendations in print at the next meeting. 

(Signed) ‘JOUN Hy GEE: 
President.” 


Mr. Brown submitted the draft of a report which, on motion of Mr. Brom- 
wich, was referred to Mr. Brown to be submitted in print and to obtain the 
opinion of the Corporation Counsel upon the correctness of the statements 
of law therein. 

On motion of Mr. Brown, it was 

Voted, ‘That Mr. Bromwich be a committee to take City Doc. 28, with the 
certificate of the President of the Common Council thereon, to the Paving 
Department, and procure the schedule of details of the estimates for the 
appropriation for that department as given in that document. 

Mr. Bromwich retired, and presently reported : — 

That Mr. Cutter, the assistant superintendent, after reading the certificate 
of the President of the Common Council on City Doc. 28, positively refused 
to give the details of the estimates until authorized by the Chairman of the 
Committee on Paving of the Board of Aldermen. 

On motion of Mr. Brown, it was 

Voted, That the City Messenger’procure from the Paving Department the 
schedule of details of the estimates for the paving appropriation in City 
Doc. 28. 

The City Messenger retired, and presently reported as follows : — 

‘*T visited the Paving Department, saw Mr. Cutter, the assistant superin- 
tendent, requested him to give me the schedule of details of the estimates for 
the Paving appropriation, and he said: ‘They cannot have them; you had 
better go downstairs and see the members of the Committee on Paving.’ I 
found that Aldermen Slade and Fernald had left the building. Ifound Alder- 
man Hall, and told him what the committee wanted, and he said that the Paving 
Committee of the Board of Aldermen had had a meeting, and upon his motion 
it was unanimously voted that the Committee on Paving of the Common 
Council cannot have the details of the estimates.” 

On motion of Mr. Brown, it was

Albany-street Paving Wharf, containing 54,450 square 
feet, inclusive of area covered by building. The building 
contains a blacksmith’s shop, carpenter’s shop, tool-rooms, 
and shed for breaking stone and storage of material. 

Charles-street Paving Wharf, corner Charles and Cam- 
bridge streets, containing 34,214 square feet. Upon this 
wharf are two buildings, one divided into blacksmith’s shop, 
carpenter’s shop, tool-room, office, and tenement upstairs for 
wharfinger ; the other, a stable and shed. 

Fort-Hill Wharf, placed in charge of the Paving Depart- 
ment, May 18, 1874, to be used for the landing and storage 
of paving-blocks and gravel, until such time as said wharf 
shall be wanted for the extension of Oliver street. 

Lot on Chelsea, Marion, and Paris streets, East Boston, 
containing 43,550 square feet. 

A Water Lot, on Condor street, 70 feet on said street, 
running to Commissioners’ line, sien 800 feet. 

Ledge Lot, on Washington street, corner of Codman ave- 
nue, containing 134,671 square‘feet. Upon this lot is an 
engine-house and sheds. 

Highland-street Stable Lot. Upon this lot is a large brick 
stable, erected in 1873-74, and occupied by the Health and 
Paving Departments. Also, a brick building used as a 
blacksmith’s shop, and a shed for the storage of tools, ete. 

Ledge Lot, on Myrtle street and Bird place, containing 
81,068 square feet. Upon this lot is a blacksmith’s shop 
and large shed. This lot was purchased by the town of Dor- 
chester, of Stephen Baker, in 1867. 

Ledge Lot, on Codman street, containing 299,000 square 
feet, purchased by the Paving Department, of Hutchinson 
Brothers, in 1870. Upon this lot is a large shed containing 
a steam-engine and stone-crusher.

On Rockland street, Ward 25, adjacent to engine-house, 
a brick building containing a shed and tool-house. 

Ledge Lot on Chestnut-Hill avenue, Brighton, containing 
about 13 acres. 

On Medford street, Charlestown, a lot of land containing 
8,040 square feet, upon which is a stable, tool-house, sheds, 
etc.

In the Year One Thousand Hight Hundred and Eighty-four. 


AN ACT TO PROVIDE FOR THE RECOUNTING OF VOTES IN 
CITIES AND TOWNS. 


Be it enacted, etc. :— 


Section 1. If, within thirty days next following the day 
of an election, a person who received votes for any office at 
said election, serves by himself, his agent, or attorney, upon 
the clerk of any city or town, a statement in writing, claim- 
ing an election to such office, or declaring an intention to 
contest the election of any other person who has received, 
or who may receive, a certificate of election for the same, 
such clerk shall retain the envelope containing the ballots 
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thrown at such election, sealed as provided by law, subject 
to the order of the body to which either of said persons may 
claim or be held to have been elected ; or, in other cases, of the 
board required by law finally to examine the returns and 
issue certificates of election; or until such claim is with- 
drawn or such election is decided by the authority competent 
to determine the same. And in all such cases said legislative 
body or board may take and open said envelope, and 
recount the ballots thus preserved. 

Sect. 2. In all cases, whenever a recount of ballots is had 
under the preceding section, the provisions of chapter forty- 
two of the acts of the year eighteen hundred and eighty- 
three shall apply. 

Secor. 3. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent herewith 
are hereby repealed.

Cities or towns who have at any time 
appointed inspectors under the provisions of chapter one 
hundred and thirteen of the acts of the year eighteen hun- 
dred and eighty are hereby authorized to compensate them 
for such services as they may have rendered. 

Sect. 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

AN ACT TO PROVIDE FOR THE MANAGEMENT OF MOUNT 
HOPE CEMETERY, IN THE CITY OF BOSTON. 


Be it enacted, etc. : — 


Section 1. The care, superintendence, and management 
of Mount Hope Cemetery, acquired by the city of Boston 
under authority of chapter one hundred and fifty of: the acts 
of the year eighteen hundred and forty-nine, and of any 
other lands at any time acquired by said city as an addition 
thereto, shall continue to be vested in a board of seven 


yy 
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trustees, who shall be residents and citizens of said city, 
to be appointed as herein provided. | 
Srecr. 2. Upon the passage hereof the mayor of said 
city shall appoint from the proprietors of burial-lots in 
said cemetery under deeds thereof, subject to confirma- 
tion by yea and nay vote of the city council, two of said 
trustees, to hold office for four and five years respectively 
from the first Monday in May in the current year. 
In the years eighteen hundred and eighty-eight and 
eighteen hundred and eighty-nine, and in every fifth 
year thereafter, the mayor shall, in like manner, appoint 
one of said proprietors to hold office for five years from 
the first Monday of May in such year. The city council, 
upon the passage hereof, and annually thereafter in the 


‘month of January, shall elect one member of each branch to 


hold office as trustee during the municipal year. ‘The pro- 
prietors of burial-lots in said cemetery under deeds thereof, 


at a meeting to be appointed and called by the city registrar 


upon the passage hereof, shall elect from their own number 
three trustees, to hold office for one, two, and three years 
repectively from the first Monday of May in the current year ; 
and in each year thereafter, in the month of March, they 
shall elect one such proprietor to hold office for three years 
from the first Monday in May in such year. All said 
trustees shall continue to hold office until their successors are 
duly chosen. A person appointed or elected as a proprietor 
in said cemetery shall vacate his office on ceasing to be such, 
and al] vacancies in said board, however occurring, shall be 
filled in the same manner and from the same persons as the 
original appointment or election was made. 

Seot. 3. The first meeting of said board shall be appointed 
and called by the city registrar, as soon as the members thereof 
are duly chosen. At such meeting, and annually thereafter 
in the month of May, the board shall organize by choosing 
one of their number to be president, and upon their organiza- 
tion at said first meeting the trustees of said cemetery now in 
office shall vacate their respective offices. The city registrar 
shall act as secretary of said board and of said proprietors, 
and shall notify all meetings thereof, respectively, and shall 
perform such other duties in relation to said cemetery, or the 
management thereof, as the city council, by ordinance not 
inconsistent herewith, may require. A majority of said 
board, and twenty-five of said proprietors, shall constitute a 
quorum at their respective meetings. 

Sect. 4. Said board of trustees shall have the sole care, 


- superintendence, and management of said Mount Hope Ceme- 


tery, and of any additions thereto, and may make such rules 
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and regulations as they deem expedient for their own govern- 
ment and that of said cemetery, and of all subordinate officers, 
agents, and servants whom they shall appoint or employ there- 
in; and they shall have and exercise such other powers in 
relation to said cemetery as the city council by ordinance 
may lawfully confer; provided, however, that they shall do 
nothing to divert said property from the uses to which said 
city may lawfully hold the same, nor to impair the right or 
obligation of said city to perform any contract heretofore 
made with any purchaser or proprietor of any burial-lot or 
right in said cemetery, or with any person who has paid or 
deposited money for the care thereof. 

Sect. 5. The ordinances of said city relating to said 
cemetery, so far as consistent ‘herewith, and with the pro- 
visions of law, shall continue in force until lawfully altered 
or annulled, and said city shall have power to provide for 
the sale of, and to sell, burial-lots and rights in said cemetery 
and in any additions thereto, and to provide for the custody 
and disposition of all funds accruing therefrom, and shall — 
annually appropriate or otherwise place at the disposition of 
said board of trustees such sums of money as are necessary 
to the care, superintendence, and management thereof. All 
sales of lots or rights in said cemetery heretofore made shall 
be valid, notwithstanding any want of authority in said city 
to make the same. 

Secr. 6. The record of a transfer of a lot or right in said 
cemetery in the office of the city registrar shall have the force 
and effect of a record in the registry of deeds, and all such 
previous records shall have such force and effect so far as 
consistent with law. 

Secor. 7. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

The Standing Committee on Paving, of the Common Coun- 
cil, to whom was referred so much of the Annual Estimates 
for 1884-5 as. relates to Paving, respectfully submit the fol- 


lowing 


REPORT: 


Your committee met Saturday, the 15th, and its chairman 
placed before it the estimates of the Paving Department, 
received by him in fulfilment of the order of the Common 
Council of March 13. They include the supposed cost of 
streets, which during the past five years, in accordance with 
the usual routine, have been passed to the Paving Depart- 
ment for estimates. The aggregate is $5,000,000. Your 
committee had supposed that some of these estimates had 
been favorably acted upon by the Aldermanic Committee 
that made up, for the Annual Estimates, a stated sum for 
the city proper and for each of the seven districts named ; 
but it learned, upon inquiry and investigation, that these 
amounts were imaginary on the part of the committee, and 
based on the probability that it could expend them if per- 
mitted to do so. But, if the total is received, it may or may 
not be subdivided as scheduled in the Annual Estimates, if 
the customs prevailing in the past are continued. Of the 
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existing estimates, aggregating $5, 000,000, at least an aggre- 

gate of $3,000,000 is as necessary as the $595,875 asked 
for; a larger sum could be advantageously expended for 
new work, and, in our opinion, it would not seriously affect 
the best interests of the city. 7 

For the care of streets in winter, removing and levelling 
snow and ice, $75,000 is asked for this year. For ten years 
previous to the past two the sum expended each year aver- 
aged $60,000. By law the horse- railroad corporations are 
obliged to do certain things in case of a snow-storm; but it 
appears that these corporations do not conform strictly to 
the requirements of the law, and as a result the city has 
been obliged to expend an additional sum of $15,000 a year 
the past two years. 

In the coming year, if the total appropriation asked for is 
granted, and the usual customs continued, a portion will be 
disbursed, without formality, in the repairs and maintenance 
of streets and the running expenses of the Paving Depart- 
ment, virtually at the discretion of the Aldermanic Committee 
on Paving. The remainder will be devoted to new work. 
Instances are not wanting in the past to show that new work, 
which might have been delayed, has been contracted for ; 
while repairs, absolutely necessary, have been delayed. 

Your committee, in suggesting that the Common Council 
should exercise its full charter rights in relation to the sub- 
ject of Paving, has been actuated by the belief that there 
are many detects in the present system of disbursing this 
appropriation which would be obviated if the requirements 
of the City Charter were observed. The City Council, 
having the powers of the town, and charged with the ad- 
ministration of its prudential affairs, should consider the 
subject of paving new streets, or others, in the light of merit, 
in open meeting; or, if delegated to a committee, both 
branches should be represented - for the same object. Up to 
1854, when the new charter was adopted, and for some years 
thereafter, the City Council by ordinance provided that no 
contracts should be made, or sums expended, by the Superin- 
tendent of Streets, unless ratified by one or both branches of 
the City Council. Thereby the spirit of the Charter was 
preserved. At present, by exercising its concurrent vote in 
granting this appropriation, the Common Council has no 
guarantee or knowledge that it will be expended for work 
that is absolutely necessary. That depends wholly on the 
judgment or discretion of three Aldermen. If members of 
the Council are familiar with some of the work that has 
been done in past years, they may have discovered that in 
some instances the benefit accruing to individual owners of 
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abutting lots is decidedly more apparent than any public 
necessity. To acertain extent this must always be true; but 
not to the glaring extreme, that may suggest the possible 
presence of blinding influences. Cases of public necessity 
are often delayed by pressing demands of private interests. 

Your committee desired to obtain for information the 
doings of the Street Department during the past three 
financial years in the several subdivisions, and compare 
them with the Annual Estimates for the same periods, 
and submit the results. After making the request, it held 
two meetings, by appointment, to receive them. At the first 
they had not been prepared; at the second they were made 
up for the municipal year, and not for the financial year, as 
desired. 

It is important that the Council should understand that the 
subdivisions in the Annual Estimates for the Paving Depart- 
ment are “imaginary ” and delusive. They are not kept in 
the Auditor’s Department. Bills properly approved by the 
Paving Department are passed by the Auditor to the extent 
of the total appropriation, whether it be for new work or re- 
pairs, material or labor. 

The only question before the committee and the Common 
Council, therefore, is, whether the appropriation for the Paving 
Department shall be $1,250,000, or less; not where or for 
what the appropriation shall be disbursed. 

Your committee recommend that the appropriation for Pav- 
ing for 1884-5 correspond to a sum sufficient to provide for 
the repairs and maintenance of streets, and that the amount 
necessary for new work be provided for by loan.

Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows : — 

Section 1. Chapter Forty-seven of the Revised Ordi- 
nances is hereby amended by inserting in the fourth section, 
after the word “fulminate,” in the sixth line thereof, the 
following: “But the provisions of this section shall not 
apply to paper caps of which the only component parts 
are chlorate of potash and sulphide of antimony, nor to any 
appliance for exploding the same.”

COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS. 


In the Year One Thousand Eight Hundred and Eighty-four. 


AN ACT CONCERNING ALEWIFE BROOK AND CERTAN SEWERS 
IN CAMBRIDGE AND SOMERVILLE. 


Be it enacted, etc. : — 


Section 1. The city of Cambridge shall construct an in- 
tercepting sewer of sufficient capacity, and by means thereof 
shall conduct the sewage of the Concord-avenue, Spruce- 
street, and North-avenue sewers in said city, and of any 
sewer at any time discharging into either of said sewers, or 
into said intercepting sewer, to some convenient spot upon 
the poor-farm in said city; shall there construct a storage- 
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basin for the temporary deposit of such sewage, and, by means 
of pumps or otherwise, shall raise such sewage to a sufficient 
height to discharge the same by means of a connecting sewer, 
which connecting sewer shall not exceed twelve inches in 
diameter, at a convenient point in the sewer in Newbury 
street, in the city of Somerville; shall construct such con- 
necting sewer, and shall so discharge the said sewage for the 
term of three years from the first day of September next, the 
connection with the said Somerville sewer to be made on or 
before said first day of September: provided, however, that, 

during repairs upon any Somerville sewer into which the 
Cambridge sewage shall be so discharged, pumping shall be 
discontinued if the city engineer of Somer ville shall so re- 
quest of the city of Cambridge, and shall also be discontinued 
during any sudden and violent showers, storms, or unusually 
hieh tides, when required by an automatic indicator or signal, 

which shall be provided for that purpose by the city of 
Cambridge, and shall be satisfactory to the city engineer of 
the city of Somerville; but the city of Cambridge may, dur- 

ing any such discontinuance, discharge its sewage into Ale- 


wife brook : provided, however, that if this method of dispos- 


ing of said sewage be adjudged impracticable, as hereinafter 
provided, then the obligation imposed by this section shall 
be void; and provided Surther, that whenever the city of 
Cambridge shall adopt and carry into active operation any 
other method of disposing of the sewage of its sewers above 
named, and sewers at any time dischar ging therein, than by 
a dischar ge into Alewife brook, the obliga ation imposed by 
this section shall be void. 

Srcot. 2. For the purposes named in the preceding section 
the city council of Cambridge shall have the same right to 
take private land in Somerville as it now has to take land for 
sewers in Cambridge, and all the proceedings of such taking 
shall be conducted in the same manner as though such land 
were in Cambridge, and ail persons and corporations suffer- 
ing damage in their property by reason of such taking shall 
| have the same rights and remedies for ascertaining and recov- 
ering the amount of such damage as in the case of land taken 
for sewers in Cambridge. 

Secor. 3. If atany time after the construction of the works 
required by the first section hereof, and actual trial thereof, 
that method of disposing of said sewage be deemed by the 
State board of health, lunacy, and char ity, after such notice 
and hearing as said board may order, impracticable without 
great and unreasonable expense, then the obligation imposed 
by the first section hereof shall be void. 

Secr. 4. After the expiration of three years from the first 
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‘ day of September next, the city of Cambridge inay at its 
¥ option continue or discontinue the works prescribed in the 


first section hereof; said continuance, however, to be for a 
term of three years and no more, except with the consent of 
oe the city of Somerville, and subject to the same conditions as 
| the original term. 

Seor. 5. So long as the city of Cambridge discharges tts 
«sewage into the sewer of Somerville in the manner hereinbe- 
fore prescribed it shall pay annually to the city of Somerville 
upon the first day of September (the first payment to be 

made on the first day of September, A.D. one thousand eight 
, hundred and eighty-five), the sum of three thousand dollars, 
and in the same ratio for any part of a year, and during the 
a same period shall dispose of the sewage and storm-water of the 
3 city of Somerville emptying into any sewer of Cambridge under 
F the provisions of this act, in the same manner that it disposes of 
E its own sewage and storm-water in the same sewer, and with- 
out any cost or charge to the city of Somerville. 

Secr. 6. The city of Somerville, for the purposes of 
draining the following described territory situated in Somer- 
ville, —n amely: commencing at a point on the boundary 
line between Cambridge and Somerville distant one hundred 
sixty-eight feet southeasterly from a stone bound marking 
said boundary line, and numbered twenty-two; thence 
running southeastwardly by said boundary line to the south- 
easterly line of Meacham street ; thence turning and running 
northeastwardly by said southeasterly line of Meacham 
street to the Middlesex Central Railroad; thence continuing 
in the same direction and crossing said railroad to a point re 
one hundred feet southwesterly from the southwesterly line _ 
of Holland street; thence turning and running northwest- 
wardly by a line parallel with said southwesterly line of 

Holland street, and one hundred feet distant therefrom, to the 
southeasterly line of Elmwood street; thence turning and 
running southwestwardly by said southeasterly line of 
Elmwood street to a point in line with the prolongation of 
the southwesterly line of Mead street; thence turning and 
- running northwestwardly by said southwesterly line of 
ts Mead street prolonged, crossing Elmwood street and Cam- 
| eron avenue, and by the said southwesterly line of Mead. 
street to the northwesterly line of Moore street; thence 
in the same direction crossing Newbury street and Clarendon 
avenue to the land owned by the city of Cambridge; thence 
southwestwardly by said land of the city of Cambridge, to 
the point of beginning, — may connect any sewer upon such 
territory with any sewer in Cambridge ; and for that purpose 
fied the city council of Somerville shall have the same right to 
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take private land in Cambridge as it now has to take land 
for sewers in Somerville, and all the proceedings of such 
taking shall be conducted in the same manner as though 
such land were in Somerville, and all persons or corporations 
suffering damage in their property by reason of such taking 
shall have the same rights and remedies for ascertaining and 
recovering the amount of such damage as in the case of land 
taken for sewers ins Somerville. 

SeoT. 7. Each of said cities may, for the purposes of this 
act, carry its pipes and drains under any street, railroad, 


-highway, or other way, in such a manner as not to unnec- 


essarily obstruct the same, and may enter upon and dig up 
such street, railroad, highway, or other way, for the purpose 
of laying, maintaining, and repairing any such pipes and 
drains, and may do any other things necessary or proper in 
executing the purposes of this act; but whenever either of 
said cities enters upon or digs up for such purposes any road, 
street, or way which is outside its own territorial limits, it 
shall be subject to such reasonable regulations as may be 
prescribed by the mayor and aldermen of the city wherein 
such street or way may be located, and shall restore said road, 
street, or way to as good order and condition as it was in 
before such digging was commenced, shall perform the work 
in such manner and with such care as not to render any road, 
street, or way in which such pipes are laid, unsafe, or unnec- 
essarily inconvenient to the public travel thereon, and shall 
at all times indemnify and save harmless any city which is 
liable to keep in repair any road, street, or way aforesaid, 
against all damages which may be recovered against it, and 
shall reimburse to it all expense which it shall reasonably i incur 
by reason of any defect or want of repair in such road, street, 
or way caused by the maintenance, repair, or replacing of 
said pipes, or by reason of any injury to persons or property 
caused by any defect or want of repair in any such pipes: 
provided, that such city has notice of any claim or suit for 
such damage or injury, and an opportunity to assume the 
defence thereof. Either city shall have the right to use, 
without compensation, any sewer built under this act within 
its own territorial limits. 

Sect. 8. Whenever the city of Cambridge lawfully ceases 
to discharge sewage into the sewer of the city of Somerville 
in the manner pr escribed by the first section hereof, the city 
of Somerville shall cease to discharge its sewers into the 
sewers of the city of Cambridge, as provided in the sixth 
section hereof. 

Sect. 9. No person or corporation, public or private, 
shall, after the first day of September next, discharge or 
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cause to be discharged either directly or indirectly into Ale- . 
wife brook any drainage, refuse, or polluting matter of such fs 
quality and quantity as either by itself or in connection with 
other matters shall corrupt the waters of said brook, or 


tend to make the brook a nuisance deleterious to public 


health: provided, however, that this prohibition shall not =~ 
extend to the sewage from the sewers named in the first BN 
; 


section hereof, nor to sewage from lands now emptying 
sewage into said brook, in case the method therein prescribed 
for disposing of the same be deemed impracticable as 
aforesaid by the State board of health, lunacy, and charity ; 
but this proviso shall not be construed to give to the city of 
Cambridge or any persons or corporation any right in addi- 
tion to what it has at the date of the passage of this act, if ies 
any, to drain into said brook. 

Secr. 10. Nothing herein contained shall be construed 
to prevent the city of Cambridge from discharging the storm- 
water of its sewers, including those named in the first section 
hereof, into said brook, nor to destroy or impair prescriptive 
rights of drainage or discharge, if any, to the extent to es 
which they lawfully exist at the date of the passage of this ba faa 
act; and nothing in this act contained shail be construed to ny 
authorize the pollution of the waters of said brook in any 
manner now contrary to law. 

Seor. 11. The mayor and aldermen of Cambridge may 
permit any persons owning lands in Cambridge, now drain- Ai 
ing into Alewife brook, ‘to drain such lands or any part 5 
thereof into either of the sewers in Cambr idge named in the 
first section hereof, upon such terms and conditions as they 
may prescribe. If within fourteen days after application to Be: 
them they do not grant to any such person permission thus ca 
to drain, or if such person be dissatisfied with the terms ee 
and conditions prescribed by the mayor and aldermen, he oe 
may appeal to the State board of health, lunacy, and charity ; me 
which board, after such notice as it may order and a hearing, 
shall decide whether such person may enter either of the ey 
sewers and what sum either in gross or at stated periods he i 
shall pay to Cambridge therefor, and what other terms and 
conditions, if any, shall be imposed upon said entry, which 
decision shall be final and binding upon all parties, one-half 
of said sum to be paid to the city of Somerville. 

Secr. 12. If at any time after the expiration of two years 
from the first day of September next, the mayor and alder- 
men of Somerville shall be of opinion that the operation of 
the works or the discharge and flowage of the Cambridge

sewage into and through the sewer of the city of Somerville, 


as provided for by this act, is detrimental to the health of 
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the inhabitants of said city of Somerville, or any portion 
thereof, said mayor and aldermen may apply to any justice 
of the supreme judicial court, in vacation, or at any regular 
term thereof, in any county, who shall forthwith, and after 
such notice as the court or said justice may deem proper, 
appoint three capable and disinterested persons to sit as a 
commission of inquiry, whose duty it shall be to hear any 
evidence that may be produced before them, touching the 
effect of the operation, discharge, and flowage aforesaid, upon 
the health of the inhabitants of said city of Somerville or any 
part thereof; said commission prior to said hearing: shall 
order such public notice thereof as may seem proper to them, 
and if they are of opinion that the works provided for in 
section one of this act cannot be longer operated, or the sew- 
age therein provided for longer discharged into and conveyed 
through the sewers of said city of Somerville, without detri- 
ment as aforesaid to the public health, they shall report ac- 
cordingly to said court, and said court shall accept, recommit, 
or reject said report, or enter such order, decree, or judg- 
ment in the premises as may seem just and proper. 

Sect. 13. Whenever a violation of any of the provisions 
of this act affecting the public health or the water supply of 
any city is committed, the state board of health, lunacy, and 
charity may, if in its judgment the public health requires, 
order any person or corporation, public or private, to cease 
and desist from such violation, and to remedy the pollution, 
or to cleanse or purify the polluting substances in such a 
manner and to such a degree that they shall be no longer 
deleterious to the public health, before being cast or allowed 
to flow into said brook: provided, that before making such

order the said board shall assign a time and place for hearing 


all parties interested, and shall give such parties an opportu- 
nity of being heard, and the orders hereinbefore provided 
shall not be issued until after such notice and hearing: and 
provuled also, that upon the application of any city to said 
board, alleging the violation of any of the provisions of this 
act, and the pollution of its water supply thereby, said board 
shall grant a hearing, upon due notification to all parties in- 
terested, and upon proof of such violation shall issue the 
order or orders already mentioned in this act. 

Secor. 14. The supreme judicial court or any one of its 
justices, in term time or vacation, shall have power to issue 
@n injunction to enforce any order referred to in this or the 
preceding section. 

Snot. 15. Every such order of the board of health, luna- 
ey, and charity shall be made in writing, and served by any 
person competent to serve a notice in a civil suit, personally, 


upon the person found guilty of violation as aforesaid, or his 


authorized agent; or a copy of the order may be left at the 
last and usual place of abode of such person, or his agent, if 
he has any such place of abode within the State known to the 
officer. If the residence of the owner or agent is unknown 
to the officer, or without the State, the order may be served 
by publication in one or more newspapers, in such manner 
and for such time as said board may order. Any party ag- 
grieved by any such order shall have the right of appeal to a 
jury, and be subject to the fifty-sixth and fifty -eighth sections 
of the twenty-sixth chapter of the General Statutes, and the 
two hundred «nd sixty-third chapter of the laws of the year

the appeal the pollution against which the order has issued 


shall not be continued contrary to the order, and upon any 
violation of the same the appeal shall be forthwith dismissed. 

Sect. 16. Nothing hereinbefore contained shall be con- 
strued to exclude the jurisdiction of the supreme judicial 
court sitting in equity according to the usual course and 
practice of such court. 

Secr. 17. This act thall be void unless accepted by the 
city council of each of said cities within thirty days from the 
date of the passage hereof.

AN ACT TO PREVENT THE POLLUTION OF SOURCES OF WATER 
SUPPLY. 


Be it enacted, etc. : — 


Section 1. The supreme judicial or superior court, in 
term time or vacation, upon the application of the mayor of 
a city, or the selectmen of a town interested, may grant an 
injunction against any violation of the provisions of section 
ninety-six of chapter eighty of the Public Statutes. 

Sect. 2. Sections ninety-eight, ninety-nine, and one 
hundred of said chapter are hereby repealed. 

Secor. 38. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

AN ACT TO PROVIDE FOR THE PUBLIC SAFETY IN THE USE 
OF STEAM-ENGINES AND STEAM-BOILERS. 


Be it enacted etc. : — 


SEecTION 1. The inspector of buildings of the city of 
Boston, and such persons as the aldermen of other cities and 
the selectmen of towns may appoint therefor, may issue cer- 
tificates of qualification, to run for the term of three years 
from their date, to persons to have charge of a steam-engine 
or steam-boiler in such city or town. 

Secor. 2. On the application of any person, and the 
payment of the sum of two dollars, the officers authorized to 
issue such certificate shall designate two competent machinists 
to act as experts and make an examination of the applicant 
with reference to his qualifications for such charge, and on 
the favorable report of said experts may issue the certificate. 

Sect. 3. Any owner of, or person using, a steam-engine 
or steam-boiler, who shall employ any person not possessing 
such certificate to have charge of such engine or boiler, shall 
be punished by a fine not exceeding one hundred dollars. 

Sect. 4. This act shall take effect August first, eighteen 
hundred and eighty-four.

AN ACT CONCERNING THE ELECTION OF ALDERMEN IN THE 
CITY OF BOSTON. 


Be wt enacted, etc. : — 


Section 1. The city of Boston is hereby divided into 
twelve aldermanic districts, and wards one and two shall 
constitute one district, to be known as the first aldermanic 
district; wards three, four, and five shall constitute one 
district, to be known as the second aldermanic district ; 
wards six, seven, and eight shall constitute one district, to 
be known as the third aldermanic district; wards nine and 
ten shall constitute one district, to be known as the fourth 
aldermanic district ; wards eleven and twenty-two shall con- 
stitute one district, to be known as the fifth aldermanic 
district ; wards twelve and sixteen shall constitute one district, 
to be known as the sixth aldermanic district; wards thirteen 
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-and fourteen shall constitute one district, to be known as the 


seventh aldermanic district; wards fifteen and twenty shall 
constitute one district, to be known as the eighth aldermanic 
district ; wards seventeen and eighteen shall constitute one 
district, to be known as the ninth aldermanic district ; wards 
nineteen and twenty-one shall constitute one district, to be 
known as the tenth aldermanic district ; wards twenty-three 
and twenty-five shall constitute one district, to be known as 
the eleventh aldermanice district ; and ward twenty-four shall 
constitute one district, to be known as the twelfth alder- 
manic district. 

Secr. 2. It shall be the duty of the city council, after 
any new division of said city into wards, to cause a new 
division of the city to be made into twelve aldermanic 
districts, in such manner as to include in such districts 
whole and contiguous wards (except so far as the same may 
be separated by natural water-channels connected by bridge 
or bridges) and an equal number of voters and inhabitants as 


nearly as convenience permits, and until such new division. 


be made the districts shall remain as established by this 
act. 
Secor. 3. The qualified voters of each of said aldermanic 


districts shall, at the annual municipal election, be called 


upon to give in their votes for one able and discreet person, 
being a legal voter and an inhabitant of the district, to be 


a member of the board of aldermen for the ensuing year; 


and all such votes so given shall be sorted, counted, declared 
and recorded, and returns thereof made to the city clerk, in 
the same manner as is now provided by law for the choice ot 
aldermen of said city. Whereupon the same proceedings 
shall be had to ascertain and determine the person chosen as 
alderman for each district, as are now provided by law in 


regard to the choice of aldermen. And a new election shall 


be ordered in any such district, in case of any failure by such 


district to elect an alderman as herein provided, or in case of 
any vacancy by death, resignation, or other cause; and each 
alderman so chosen shall be duly notified as is now provided 
by law. | 

Seot. 4. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent herewith 
are hereby repealed. 

Secor. 5. This act shall take effect upon its passage. |

In compliance with the sixth section of the ordinance re- 
lating to the Engineer’s Department the following report of 
the expenses and. operations of the gepariment for the year 
1883 is respectfully submitted. 


The duties of the City Engineer may be classified under 
the following heads : — 


A.— Those pertaining to the City Engineer’s Department 
proper, which consist in the superintendence of the filling of 
new streets and of districts, in the care and maintenance of 
bridges, in designing and superintending the construction of 
new bridges, retaining-walls, city wharves, etc., and in mis- 
cellaneous work called for by committees of the City Coun- 
cil. (City Engineer’s Department. ) 

B. — Superintendence of the Sudbury River, Cochituate, 
and Mystic Water Works, including charge of new construc- 
tions for these works. (Water Works.) 

C.— Charge of the construction of a system of intercept- 
ing and outlet sewers. (Improved Sewerage, or Main 
Drainage. ) 
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D.— Charge of the engineering work in connection with 
the Back Bay and other proposed parks. (Parks.) 

The expenses incurred under the head C, are paid wholly 
from a special appropriation, under the charge of the Joint 
Special Committee on Improved Sewerage.

The number of persons employed and paid from the de- 
partment appropriation was, on the first of January, 1883 
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(including the City Engineer), 20. The present number is 
19. The operations of the department for the year, together 
with such general information relating to the various works 
and structures, finished and in progress, as is thought to be 
of interest, are given in the following statements : — 


BRIDGES. 


. a 

The rebuilding of the Warren bridge has been the most 
extensive work in progress in connection with the tide-water 
bridges, during the year. The work done upon the other 
tide-water and inland bridges has been confined to the or- 
dinary and necessary repairs. 

The system of making these repairs by day’s labor has 
been continued as for several past years. 

Mr. S. S. Lewis was employed by the Committee on 
Bridges as superintendent of repairs on the tide-water 
bridges, upon the same terms as last year. The pay of: 
carpenters and laborers was also the same as last year. 

Mr. John W. Leatherbee was again the lowest bidder for 
the spruce lumber required for repairs, and he was awarded 
the yearly contract, for the seventh consecutive time. 

Under his contract for 1882 he has furnished 6,768 feet 
B.M., at $15.90 per M, and under his contract for 1883, 
279,181 feet B.M., at $15.75 per M. 

The painting of such of the tide-water bridges as required 
it has been done by day’s labor, under the supervision of 
Mr. E. B. Perry, as foreman. This work was commenced 
June 4, and continued to Oct. 20, during which time nine 
bridges were painted. The rates of pay of the foreman, 
painters, and laborers were the same as last year. Paint- 
stock was furnished by Charles Richardson & Co., the 
lowest bidders. Total cost of labor was $2,690.55; of ma- 
terials, tools, etc., $824.74. 

The total cost of ordinary repairs on the tide-water bridges, 
as made under the direction of this department, was $28, ~ 
426.29. 

The system adopted several years ago, and since continued, 
of making the repairs of the inland bridges (in charge of 
the Superintendent of Streets) by day’s labor, under the super- 
vision of this department, has been found more satisfactory 
than former methods. The bridges are kept in better order, 
and any defects are more readily ascertained and remedied 
than was customary under the periodical examinations re- 
quired by the section of the ordinances relating to the 
duties of this department in connection with these structures. 
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The materials needed for these repairs are usually pur- 
chased at the contract rates for similar materials used in 
the repairs of the tide-water bridges, and a considerable 
saving is thus effected. 

The total cost of repairs on the inland bridges has been 
AN Eras bs 

The records of the number of vessels passing through the 
draw-ways, time of passage, kind of vessel, etc., as kept by 
the superintendents of the several tide-Water bridges, have 
been tabulated, and the totals are given in the summary, 
which will be found in Appendix A. 

The usual annual examination (required by Section 5 of 
the ordinance relating to the City Engincer’s department) of 
all bridges within the city limits, open to team and foot 
travel, has been made, and the results.of this examination 
respecting the condition of the bridges as to safety and need 
of renewal or repairs, are given in the succeeding pages. 

The 
total number is two more than last year. The two added to 
the list are the Boylston-street arch bridge, in the Back Bay, 
and the foot-bridge over the Boston & Providence Railroad, 
at West Rutland square.

I.— BRIDGES WHOLLY SUPPORTED BY BOSTON. 


ASHLAND-STREET BRIDGE (OVER Boston & PROVIDENCE 
RAILROAD, WaRrD 23). 


No repairs have been made on this bridge during the 
year. The abutments need repointing, otherwise the struct- 
ure is in good condition. 


ATHENS-STREET BripGE (OVER New York & NEw Enc— 
LAND RAILROAD). 


The fences will require rebuilding the present season. The 
bridge is, in other respects, in good order, and has not re- 
quired any repairs. 


BEACON-ENTRANCE BRIDGE (OVER Boston & ALBANY RatL— 
ROAD). 


This bridge is used only for the team travel on work con- 
nected with the Back Bay park. Ornamental wrought-iron 
fences have been erected upon it during the past year ata 
cost of $3,750. 
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The entire structure is in excellent condition, and has not 
required any repairs. 


BEACON-STREET BripGE (OVER OUTLET OF Back—Bay Park 
PonpD). 


The .roadway has been newly sheathed, and the bridge is 
now in good condition, except that it will require painting 
during the coming year. | 

Total cost of repairs, $171.61. 


BERKELEY-STREET BripGE (OVER Boston & ALBANY 
RAILROAD). 


This bridge has been mentioned in former reports as 
being a structure of insufficient strength for the travel of the 
thoroughfare upon which it is located. It has been strength- 
ened at various times to the fullest extent practicable, and is 
now in fair condition for such a weak structure. No repairs 
have been made upon it during the past year, but two of the 
braces connected with the upper chords of the trusses have 
been recently broken by teams, and will have to be replaced 
at an early day. 

The bridge is subject to a constant supervision by this de- 
partment ; and, although it may last for some time longer, it 
should be rebuilt as soon as it develops any signs of danger- 
ous weakness. 


BERKELEY-STREET BRIDGE (OVER Boston & PROVIDENCE 
RAILROAD). 


Only slight repairs have been made upon this bridge ; the 
concrete covering of the sidewalks is, however, badly 
cracked and broken, and will soon require renewing. 

Total cost of repairs, $11.58. 


BLAKEMORE-STREET BRIDGE (OVER Boston & PROVIDENCE 
RAILROAD, WARD 23). 


All of the iron-work of this bridge has been thoroughly 
painted, and the entire structure is in excellent condition. 
Total cost of repairs, $214.12. 


BoYLSTON-STREET BRIDGE (OVER Back Bay WaTER-Way). 


This is an ornamental arch bridge, built of brick with red 
and seam-faced granite ends. It was completed Nov. 12, 
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and has been used since for the passage of gravel and loam 
trains, and the ordinary teaming purposes connected with the 
park work. For more details of its construction, etc., refer- 
ence may be had to my report to the Park Commissioners. 


*Broapway Bripcek (oveR Fort Pornt CHANNEL). 


More extensive repairs were required on this bridge than 
it received, as the appropriation for repairs of tide-water 
bridges was not sufficiently large to warrant any expendi- 
ture which could be postponed to another year without 
serious detriment to the structure. 

The painting commenced last year has been finished, the 
plank surfaces of the roadway have been renewed, and the 
timber fenders around the screw piles at each end of the 
draw-span have been thoroughly repaired, 

The plank surface of the draw-pier is in bad condition, the 
timber curbing in the gutters needs renewal, and the side- 

walks, for the whole leneth of the bridge, will require repairs 
the coming season. 

The wood pavement of the column section of the South 
Boston side of the channel has given less trouble from ex- 
pansion by frost than usual. The method adopted for 
remedying this difficulty, and described in the last report, 
has continued to serve its purpose so far as to prevent inter- 
ruption to the travel over the bridge roadway. 

Total cost of repairs, $4,729.72. 


BroaDWAY BripGE (OVER THE Boston & ALBANY RarL— 
ROAD). 


No repairs except the sheathing of one roadway have been 
required ; the bridge is in excellent condition. 
Total cost of repairs, $172.84. 


BROOKLINE-AVENUE BripGE (OVER Muppy River). 


The construction and putting in use of the covered chan- 
nel for Muddy river, through Brookline avenue to Charles 
river, has rendered this bridge unnecessary. It has already 
been partially destroyed, and the channel beneath a portion ° 
of it filled. Early in the spring the remainder of the struct- 


ure will be removed, and the space between the abutments 
solidly filled. 
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*CHARLES-RivER BripGe (FROM Bosron TO CHARLES— 
TOWN). 


Attention was called in last year’s report to the unsatis- 
factory condition of the draw foundation of this bridge, and 
the rebuilding of it was recommended as soon as the new 
Warren bridge should be so far completed as to be available 
for use. 

The delay in the completion of the new Warren bridge 
will probably render it advisable to postpone the rebuilding 
of this foundation until another season, but as its unequal 
settlement, and consequent necessary increase of power to 
move the draw, has been a growing evil, it is now almost 
beyond the power of a horse to operate it. 

Under these circumstances the application of steam-power 
at an early day has become a necessity, and it is proposed 
to transfer to this bridge the engines and machinery in use 
for moving the old Warren-bridge draw as soon as it can be 
spared. 

The ordinary repairs have been made on the bridge during 
the past season, and it has been painted. It is in fair con- 
dition. 

Total cost of repairs, $1,832.52. 


*CHELSEA BRIDGE (SOUTH) (OVER SOUTH CHANNEL, 
Mystic River). 


No extensive repairs have been required upon this struct- 
ure, and it is in good condition. 
Total cost of repairs, $675.25. 


*CHELSEA-STREET BripGE (FROM East Boston To 
CHELSEA). 


The draw of this bridge has, in past years, seldom been 
opened for passage of vessels; but during the year 1883 it 
has been opened quite a number of times. It was, therefore, 
necessary to make quite extensive repairs on the turn-table 
and foundation of the draw, before it was in proper condition 
for use. The draw-piers were also strengthened and re- 
paired, and the roadways, both of the draw and fixed portion 
of the bridge, replanked. 

The draw is narrow, old, and in poor condition; and, if it 
is to be used to any extent, will have to be rebuilt. 

The fixed portion of the bridge is in good order. 

Total cost of repairs, $1,956.62. 
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CoLUMBUS-—AVENUE BriIDGE (OVER Boston & ALBANY 
RAILROAD). 


The roadways have been sheathed, and the under floor re- 
newed to some extent. It was expected when this work 
was done that the new sheathing would last until spring, 
when it will be necessary to remove all the wood-work, and 
clean and paint the iron-work. As the wood-work is in poor 
condition, a large part, if not the whole of it, will have to be 
renewed. 

Total cost of repairs, $290.68. 


*COMMERCIAL POINT, OR TENEAN Bripce (Warp 24), 


Is*in good condition ; no repairs have been needed. 


COMMONWEALTH—AVENUE BRIDGE (OVER WATER-WAY, Back— 
Bay Park). 


This bridge is not used for public travel, as the extension 
of the avenue upon which it is located has not yet been pre- 
pared for use as a thoroughfare. 

Iron fences, similar in design to those on the other por- 
tions of the Beacon entrance to the Back-Bay park, have 
been erected, and the bridge is completely in order for travel. 


*CONGRESS-STREET BripDGE (OVER Fort Pornt CHANNEL). 


The replanking of the sides of the water-ways commenced 
last year hus been continued and completed. 

Both ends of the draw-pier have also been repaired and 
strengthened. 

The floor of the draw-pier is quite badly decayed, and will 
need extensive repairs the coming season. The bridge 
should also be painted. 

The necessity for continuing certain dredging operations, 
carried on under the direction of the Harbor and Land Com- 
missioners, to a point above the bridge was referred to in the 
last report. To some extent the unsatisfactory condition of 
this work, so far as it affects the use of the bridge, has been 
remedied. 

The westerly channel has been dredged to a depth of sixteen 
feet below mean low water, and a channel of this depth, and 
fifty feet in width, has been excavated, as far as the Federal- 
street bridge. The easterly channel at the bridge has not been 
improved in this manner, and the danger of the interruption 
to travel over this important thoro oughfare, by a vessel acci-

dentally grounding in the draw-way, still exists, as there is 
but twelve feet of Water at low tide; and, with the utmost care 
on the part of the superintendent, a heavy draft vessel may 
get into this channel. It is to be hoped that some action will 
be taken by the Harbor and Land Commissioners to remedy 
this difficulty ; and, as their attention has been called to it by 
this department, it is probable that it will be at an early day. 

The continued development for commercial purposes of 
the reclaimed flats areas on the South Boston side of the 
channel increases largely the travel over this bridge, and 
an effort has been made during the past year by the man- 
agement of the N.Y. & N.E. Railroad Co. to have the 
* Northern-avenue” bridge constructed, to provide additional 
facilities for the accommodation of this travel, and also a 
shorter route to the commercial sections of the city proper. 
It is evident that this new thoroughfare will have to be 
constructed before many years if the travel between these 
sections continues to increase; and it is an open question 
whether or not it is needed now. 

The number of vessels passing through the drawways of 
this bridge is also constantly increasing, the whole number 
for 1883 ‘being 18,999, while for 1882 it was but Lie S ile 

The large traffic carried on both over and through this 
bridge renders the expense for repairs quite large. “In ad- 
dition to the repairs made the past year the floor of the 
draw-pier will have to be renewed to a large extent, and the 
bridge thoroughly painted the coming season. 

Total cost of repairs, $5,068.42. 


DARTMOUTH-STREET BRIDGE (OVER Boston & ALBANY AND 
Boston & PROVIDENCE RAILROADS) 


Is in good order. Repairs during the year have been 
confined to resheathing roadway and painting railings. 
Total cost of repairs, $77.43. 


*DOVER-STREET BripGE (OvER Fort Point CHANNEL). 


Only the ordinary repairs to the draw, roadways, and 

machinery have been made, and the bridge is in good con- 
dition. : 

Total cost of repairs, $737.16. 


*FEDERAL-STREET BripGk (OVER Fort Point CHANNEL). 


Two new trucks have been provided to replace those nearly 
worn out; otherwise the usual repairs only have been made. 
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The condition of the bridge and appurtenances has not 
apparently grown worse from that of last year, and, for an 
old structure, it is in fair condition, showing no signs of 
weakness that could not be expected to appear with continued 
use. 

Total cost of repairs, $1,374.34. 


FERDINAND-STREET BRIDGE (OVER Boston & ALBANY 
RAILROAD). 


This bridge presents a somewhat incongruous appearance, 
on account of the number and different patterns of the 
trusses which compose it; but it is safe, and in fair condition. 

The wooden bulk-head adjoining the bridge, the bad con- 
dition of which'has heen mentioned in a number of previous 
reports, has been reconstructed with spruce piles and timber, 
and is now in safe condition. It will last for a number of 
years; but it is to be regretted that a proper retaining-wall 
was not built instead. 

Total cost of repairs on the bridge, $122.95. 


HUNTINGTON-AVENUE BripcE (OVER Boston & ALBANY 
RAILROAD). 


The main girders of this bridge have been painted, and the 
roadway sheathed. It is now in good order. 
Total cost for repairs, $718.74. 


*MALDEN BripGE (FROM CHARLESTOWN TO EVERETT). 


The draw has been raised at the centre, and is now oper- 
ated with less difficulty ; but the cross timbers are not strong 
enough to convey all of its weight to the centre pivot, and it 
will undoubtedly, in a short time, be as difficult to move as 
before. Tbe draw-roadway has been sheathed, and the sides 
of the water-way repaired. 

The buoy-stones, from which the buoys had became de- 
tached, have been taken up from the bottom of the channel 
and placed upon the piers. New buoys and chains should 
be attached to them, and they should then be replaced in time - 
for use upon the opening of navigation. The bridge, as a 
whole, is in fair condition. 

Total cost of repairs, $565.16. 
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*MERIDIAN-STREET BripGE (FROM East Boston TO 
CHELSEA. ) 


This bridge has been painted, the draw-roadway sheathed, 
and the fences, for its whole length, quite extensively re- 
paired. 

The fences and bulkheads to which they are attached are 
very rotten, the concrete sidewalks are in bad condition, and 
the cobble-stone pavement of the roadway is almost unfit for 
travel. The bridge-floor is known to be very rotten in 
places, but its condition, as a whole, cannot be positively 
ascertained without uncovering it, an expensive operation, 
unless it is to be replaced by a new floor. It is evident that 
the fixed portion of the structure needs such extensive 
repairs that to make them would amount to a practical re- 
building of the superstructure; and, unless this is to be 
done the coming season, only such repairs as may be neces- 
sary to keep it in fair running order should be made. 

Total cost of repairs, $1,389.05. 


*Mr. WASHINGTON-AVENUE BRIDGE (OVER Forr PoInt 
CHANNEL). 


The northerly end of the draw-pier has been repaired and 
strengthened, the draw-roadway resheathed, and the entire 
bridge painted. It is now in fair condition. 

Total cost of repairs, $2,341.22. 


NEWTON-STREET BripGe (OVER Boston & PROVIDENCE 
RAILROAD ) 


Is in good order. No repairs have been made upon it. 


PusLic GARDEN Foot—BripGe. 

The stone masonry of this structure has needed repointing 
for several years ; the bridge is otherwise in good condition. 
SHAWMUT-AVENUE BripGE (OovER Boston & ALBANY 

RAILROAD). 


Only slight repairs have been made, but the bridge is in 
good order. 
Total cost of repairs, $8.80. 


SWETT-STREET BripGEs (OVER SouTH—BayY SLUICES). 


The southerly bridge has been resheathed, and some 
slight repairs have been made on the northerly one. 
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The abutment wings are in poor condition, and should be 
repaired the coming season; with this exception the bridges 
are in fair condition. 

Total cost of repairs, $162.31. 


*WaRREN BripGe (FROM BosToN TO CHARLESTOWN). 


This bridge has been kept in safe condition for travel dur- 
ing the year, and has been in part replaced by the new 
structure now in process of construction. <A full description 
of the new bridge is given under the head of “ Miscellaneous 
Work and Constructions, 1883.” 

Total cost of repairs, $864.94. 


West CHESTER Park BripcGe (ovER Boston & ALBANY 
RAILROAD). 


All of the iron-work has been cleaned and painted, and the 
roadway-sheathing has been renewed in places. A 24-inch 
water-pipe has been laid across the bridge between two of its 
girders. The entire structure is in good order. 

Total cost of repairs, $494.02. 


West-—CHEsTerR Park Bripce (over Boston & PRovI- 
DENCE RAILROAD) 


Has been thoroughly repaired and painted. An additional 
water-pipe and also a gas-pipe have been laid in the central 
division of the bridge. 

To accommodate these pipes one of the horse-railroad 
tracks has been removed from the central and placed in the 
easterly roadway. 

Total cost of repairs, $1,289.81. 


West RutLanp-squarE Foot—Bripce (ovER B. & P. R.R.) 


Is in excellent condition, and has required no repairs. 


Winturop BrivGe (From BreEeEp’s IsLtanp TO WINTHROP). 


Only trifling repairs have been needed upon this structure, 
and it is now in good condition. 
Total cost of repairs, $3.00. 
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II.— BRIDGES OF WHICH BOSTON SUPPORTS 
Ee ea WV PD EETNS PITS) LIMITS. 


*CAMBRIDGE-STREET BriIDGE (FROM Warp 25 To 
CAMBRIDGE) « 


A short time previous to the annexation of Brighton (.Jan- 
uary 12, 1874) the main portion of this bridge was thor- 
oughly repaired. Since that time no extensive repairs have 
been made upon it, although the draw-pier has been entirely 
rebuilt. 

The draw was not rebuilt at the time the main structure 
was so thoroughly repaired, and is now very old, and not 
worth repairing. 

The main bridge and draw are in poor condition, and should 
be rebuilt the coming season. The Cambridge portion of the 
bridge was rebuilt and widened several years ago. 

Total cost of repairs, $241.24. 


CENTRAL-AVENUE BripGE (OVER NeponseT River, Dor- 
CHESTER LOWER MILLs). 


The iron-work of this bridge has been painted under the 
supervision of this department, the town of Milton paying its 
portion of the cost. The bridge is in good order. 

Total cost of repairs paid by Boston, $156.08. 


*CHELSEA Bripcre (NorrH) (FrRoM THE Mystic RIVER 
CorPORATION’S WHARF TO CHELSEA) 


Has been painted, its draw sheathed, and small repairs made. 

On October 2 the draw was so seriously damaged by the 
drifting of a schooner against it that it required thirty-six 
hours’ continuous work before travel could be resumed over 
it. The accident was due to the breaking of the schooner’s 
lines after the draw had been opened for her passage through 
it, and while she was still attached to the buoy. 

Total cost of repairs, $1,271.22. 


*ESsEX-STREET BripGr (FROM Warp 25 TO CAMBRIDGE). 


Only slight repairs have been made upon this bridge. 
The roadway requires sheathing, as soon as the weather will 
permit. Otherwise the structure is in fair condition. 

Total cost of repairs, $43.11. 
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*GRANITE BripGE (FROM Warp 24 To Miron) 


Has been painted, and is in excellent condition. 
Total cost of repairs, $33. 


LONGWOOD-AVENUE BripGe (FROM Warp 22 To BrooK-— 
LINE). 


The city’s portion of this bridge has been replanked, and 
is in good condition. 
Total cost of repairs, $291.21. 


MATTAPAN BrIDGE (FROM Warp 24 TO MILTon) 


Has been strengthened by placing a 12-in. X 14-in. 
hard-pine timber, extending from abutment to abutment, 
under the centre of the drive-way. A new roadway floor has 
been laid and the iron-work of the bridge painted. 

Total cost of repairs paid by Boston, $236.54. 


Mitton BripcE (FRoM Warp 24 To Mitton). 


The wood floor of this bridge has been renewed, the side- 
walks replanked, and the railing painted. It is in good 
condition. , 

Total cost of repairs paid by Boston, $1,298.30. 


*NEPONSET BripGe (FRoM Warp 24 To Quincy). 


The iron-work and fences have been painted and the road- 
way sheathed. The bridge is in good order. 
Total cost of repairs, $291. 


*NortH BEACON-STREET BRIDGE (FROM Warp 25 To 
WATERTOWN ) 


Was thoroughly repaired by the town of Brighton just 
before annexation, and has had only the ordinary repairs re- 
quired by wear since. Every portion of the bridge is now in 
poor condition, except the railing, which was renewed the 
past year as a matter of necessity. It would not be a meas- 
ure of economy to expend upon it any more money for 
repairs ; the entire bridge should be rebuilt during the com- 
ing season. ‘The town of Watertown has rebuilt its portion 
of the bridge during the past year. 

In addition to the new railing the draw has been sheathed 
and other slight repairs made. 

Total cost of repairs, $541.15. 
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*NorTH HARVARD-STREET BripGe (FRomM Warp 25 To 
CAMBRIDGE). 


As anticipated, the dredging operations of the United 
States government have removed the dolphin below this 
bridge, and it will be necessary to set a buoy in place of it. 
The bridge has been sheathed, the railing and _ building 
painted, and it is now in good order. 

Total cost of repairs, $401.52. 


SPRING-STREET BripGE (FROM WarpD 23 TO DEDHAM) 


Is a stone arch bridge in good condition, and has required 
no repairs. 


*WESTERN-AVENUE BripGe (FROM Warp 25 To Cam— 
BRIDGE). 


Only ordinary repairs have been made upon it, and it is 
now in good order. 
Total cost of repairs, $115.48. 


*WESTERN-AVENUE BRIDGE (FROM WarpD 25 TO WaATER- 
TOWN). 


Extensive repairs have been required upon this bridge. 
The draw has been entirely rebuilt, a large number of new 
stringers placed in the bridge, the draw-pier repsired, and 
braces placed against the overh: aunging abutment. 

The town of Watertown repaired its portion of the bridge 
in a similar manner; so it is to be presumed that no change 
will be made in the position of the draw-way for several 
years. 

The difficulty experienced by vessels in passing through 
the draw-way has been mentioned in several annual reports, 
and it had been hoped that the town of Watertown would 
cooperate with the city in remedying this difficulty when ex- 
tensive repairs on the bridge became necessary. 

It has not, however, seen fit to do so, and the bridge must 
continue in the future as in the past to be the worst one in 
the city for the passage of vessels. 

Total cost of repairs, $2,078.67. 
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III. — BRIDGES FOR MAINTENANCE OF WHICH 
BOSTON PAYS A PART OF THE COST. 


ALBANY-STREET BripGE (OvER Boston & ALBANY 
RAILROAD. ) 


This bridge and its abutments have been for several years 
in bad condition. 

The iron-work of the bridge is so badly deteriorated that 
its condition would not be sufficiently improved by cleaning 
and painting it to warrant the cost of doing the work. 

The abutments are also badly cracked, and have been moved 
from their positions by the pressure of the earth-filling of 
the street. 

There is no remedy for this condition of the bridge and 
abutments except their reconstruction ; and, although no ma- 
terial change for the worse has been noticed during the year, 
it is not probable that they can be retained in service much 
longer with safety to the public travel. 

The roadway floor of the bridge has been renewed and its 
sidewalks replanked during the year. 

Total cost of repairs, $641.76. 


*CaNnAL BripGE (FRoM Boston TO CAMBRIDGE). 


*Prison—Porint BripGre (FROM CHARLESTOWN TO 
CAMBRIDGE). 


*WerstT—Boston BripGe (From Boston TO CAMBRIDGE). 


The Canal and Prison-Point bridges are in fair condition. 
The sidewalk planking of the Canal bridge has been re- 
newed, and the ordinary repairs made upon it and also upon 
the Prison-Point bridge. 

A section about seventy feet in length of the West-Boston 
bridge has been rebuilt. The bulkheads, draw-piers, and 
pavement will require extensive repairs the coming season. 
(For further details see report of Commissioner for Boston, 
City Doc. No. 19, 1884). 


DORCHESTER-STREET BRIDGE (OVER OLD COLONY 
RaILRoaD) 


Is in good condition; it has required no repairs but the 
sheathing of the roadway. 
Total cost of repairs, $68.17. 
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IV.— BRIDGES SUPPORTED BY RAILROAD 
CORPORATIONS. 


The Ashmont-street bridge, on the Shawmut branch of the 
Old Colony Railroad, mentioned in last year’s report as being 
in bad condition, has been repaired by rebuilding one wing- 
wall, extending the opposite one, renewing the diagonal truss, 
and adding floor-beams extending entirely across the track. 
It is now in fair condition. Beech-street bridge, on the 
Dedham branch of the Boston & Providence Railroad, is old 
and in poor condition. Attention was called to it in the last 
report, but no improvement has been made. 

Norfolk-street bridge, on the New York & New England 
Railroad (the northerly one of two bridges on the same 
street), is in dangerous condition. 

The bridge on Commercial street, Dorchester, on the Old 
Colony Railroad, has been rebuilt during the year, and one 
truss of the Cottage Farm bridge, on the Boston & Albany 
Railroad, has been rebuilt. These two bridges are in good 
condition. 

The bridge on Centre and Mount Vernon streets, on the 
Dedham Branch of the Boston & Providence Railroad, has 
long been a local nuisance on account of the roadway pitching 
in the opposite direction from the grade of the street, and 
holding the water in a pool after every rain. It is a defect 
easily remedied, and should be attended to. : 

Other bridges supported by railroad companies, and given 
in the list, are in good order or fair condition, and require 
no special mention. 


MISCELLANEOUS WORK AND CONSTRUCTIONS 
IN 1883. 


BROADWAY—EXTENSION RETAINING—W ALLS. 


Before the extension of Broadway over the B. & A. R.R. 
could be raised to its grade the retaining-walls on Albany 
street and Way street, adjacent to the extension, required to 
be either rebuilt to the proper grade or their tops built up to it. 

The appropriation was so nearly exhausted that it was de- 
cided to rebuild only the portion of the Albany-street retain- 
ing-wall adjoining the retainjng-wall of the approach to the 
bridge, and between it and the abutment of the Albany-street 
bridge. The retaining-wall upon the other side of Albany 
street, and the wall on Way street, it was thought advisable 
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to build up to grade, using the old walls as foundations for 
the new portions. 

For the foundations of the portion of the Albany-street 
wall, which was entirely rebuilt, new piles were driven, and 
capped with Portland cement concrete. 

The new wall was built with a face of stone from the 
Beacon-Hill Reservoir, and the stone from the old wall was 
used for backing. The topping-out of the old walls was also 
done with the Beacon-Hill Reservoir stone. The walls were 
capped with cut-stone capping, upon which wooden fences 
with iron standards were built. 

All of the work was done by day’s labor, as it was im- 
practicable to do it by contract. 

Total cost to January 1st was $4,603.60. 


COMMONWEALTH—AVENUE EXTENSION. 


The filling of Commonwealth avenue and adjacent lands 
was completed November 24, 1882, with the exception of a 
small amount which could not be done until the work on the 
park was farther advanced. As stated in the last annual re- 
port, the several owners of the land filled accepted the work, 
with the understanding that the railroad company should 
furnish any material that might thereafter be needed to com- 
plete the filling, at the same price as before. The entire fill- 
ing has since been completed, with the exception of a small 
amount on the park. The gravel banks and filled territory 
have been measured, and the amount of filling upon each lot 
computed. The total amount of filling delivered upon the 
whole territory to November 24, 1882, according to the 
bank measurement, was 102,001 squares; but owing to a 
disagreement with Messrs. Fuller & Whitney, engineers for 
the parties other than the city, for whom the work was done, 
as to the apportionment of the filling, the amount to be 
charged to each party cannot be stated. 

Since the acceptance of the filling, as above described, 
there have been deposited on the territory 2,208 squares. 

During the year the railings on the Commonwealth-avenue 
bridge have been erected, so that the bridge can be thrown 
open to travel as soon as the approaches are put in order, 


FALMOUTH-STREET FILLING. 


The filling of this street, begun in 1882, was completed 
March 23, 1883. The total amount of filling deposited was 
8,007 squares. ‘The price paid was $3.20 per square. 
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FERDINAND-STREET BULKHEAD. 


The bulkhead adjoining the bridge over the B. & A. R.R., 
and opposite the end of Fayette street, has been for several 
years in a dilapidated condition. 

Attention has been called to it in the annual reports for 
several past years, and the recommendation made that the 
wooden bulkhead be replaced by a retaining-wall extending 
from the buildings to the bridge abutment. 

In June the condition of the bulkhead became dangerous, 
and estimates were submitted to the Paving Department of 
the cost of building a retaining-wall and filling the approach 
to the bridge, and ‘also an estimate of the cost of replacing 
the wooden bulkhead by a new one. It was decided to build 
a new pile and timber bulkhead, as the Paving Department 
appropriation was too small to warrant the more expensive 
construction of the wall. 

The work was done by day’s labor at a cost of $743.96. 


FRANKLIN-STREET Foot—BripGre (OVER Boston & ALBANY 
RaILRoaD). 


The bridge is located on the easterly side of Franklin 
street, and passes over the tracks of the Boston & Albany 
R.R. at Allston station. It is intended to accommodate foot 
travel to the station from a large section on the northerly 
side of the railroad. 

The foundations for the bridge were advertised, and pro- 
posals for doing the work were received, November 2, 1883. 

The party to whom the work was awarded failing to ap- 
pear and sign the contract it was decided to do the work by ~ 
day’s labor. 

Work was commenced at once, and the foundations were 
completed in December. These foundations consist of four 
small piers with Portland-cement concrete bases and heavy 
granite cap-courses, the granite caps of the piers under the 
main pier-posts being bolted down to plates bedded in the 
concrete. The eranite used was obtained from the Beacon 
Hill reservoir. 

The superstructure of the bridge consists of two combined 
piers and stairways and a through span, all of wrought-iron. 
‘The bridge and its piers and stairways are built on a continu- 
ous line, ~ parallel to the street line, the piers being 30 feet 
long and 8 feet wide on centres. The stairs on each | pier are 
divided by a landing into two equal flights, and are made 
with wrought-iron risers and hard-pine treads. The trusses 
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of the bridge, two in number, are of the riveted bowstring 
type, have each eight panels, and are 70 feet 7 inches long 
over all and 10 feet deep at centre. They are placed 8 feet 
apart on centres. 

Cross floor-beams of 8-inch channel iron are riveted to the 
trusses at their panel points, and on these rest hard-pine 
stringers 3 inches by 8 inches, which support a flooring of 
1}-inch hard-pine plank, planed and rabbeted. The lower 
lateral system is of angle iron, and the top chords are braced 
together for four panels at centre of bridge. The strain 
from the top bracing is transferred to the lower lateral sys- 
tem by special vertical bracings placed one panel each side of 
centre of bridge. The stairways and span are provided with 
railings of 2-inch gas-pipe connected to cast-iron posts and 
to the main trusses. The superstructure was furnished and 
erected by the Boston Bridge Works, D. H. Andrews, en- 

ineer. 

The cost of the entire work was $3,500. 


GALLOP’s—ISLAND WHARF AND STOREHOUSE. 


In August, plans and specifications for a wharf and store- 
house for infected cargoes at Gallop’s Island, were made for 
the Board of Health. As soon as a license to build the wharf 
could be obtained from the Board of Harbor and Land Com- 
missioners, work upon these structures was commenced. 

Separate contracts for the labor, piles, etc., were made, 
and the construction was actively prosecuted by the labor 
contractor, Mr. Josiah Shaw. 

The structures, as built, consist of a substantial wharf, T 
shaped, about 275 feet long, and 12 feet wide, with a pier-head 
60 feet long, and 20 feet wide. At each end of the pier-head, 
50 feet from it, and on line with its face is a dolphin, making, 
with the pier-head, a length of 160 feet, for vessels to lay to 
while discharging or loading. 

The storehouse is a substantially built wooden structure 
400 feet long, 40 feet wide, and 15 feet high. It rests upon 
cement concrete block foundations, has hard-pine sills and 
principal floor-timbers, the frame being otherwise of spruce. 
It has four large doors, and a liberal supply of windows, and 
is clapboarded and painted. 

The wharf is continued for its full width to the main door 
of the storehouse, about 40 feet from high-water mark, and 
a double track railroad of 24 feet gauge is laid from the pier- 
head to a turn-table in the centre of the building. A single 
track railroad is laid the whole length of the storehouse. 
Four platform cars constitute the railroad equipment. 
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At one end of the storehouse a smoke-room, for disinfecting 
purposes, is partitioned off, in which are racks for receiving 
the goods, and keeping them from contact with the floor 
during the fumigating process ; ample provision is also made 
for ventilation when required. 

The entire work was completed about the 20th of October, 
and accepted by the Board of Health. The total cost was 
$7,876.13. 


HuUNTINGTON—AVENUE EXTENSION. 


Under an agreement with the Boston & Albany Railroad 
Co., for filling this avenue from Parker steeet to Longwood 
avenue, there were deposited 8,101 squares of gravel, at a 
cost of $3.50 per square. This work was begun on May 30 
and completed on October 9. Previous to filling, culverts 
were built across the avenue where it crosses the canal be- 
side Parker street, and the old channel of Stony brook. 

On March 8th filling was begun by carts upon the portion of 
the avenue northerly from Longwood avenue. ‘The filling 
was chiefly clay, and was furnished by various persons in small 
amounts; the price paid was $2 per square, measured in the 
carts. The total amount furnished in this way was 1,256.63, 
squares ; the filling was made to a sub-grade, and afterwards 
covered with gravel by the B. & A. R.R. Co. 

On June 13th a contract was made with Patrick McCarty 
for grading to a sub-grade the portion of the avenue between 
Longwood avenue and Tremont street. The contractor was 
required to remove all loam and deposit it upon the Back- 
Bay park, and then grade the avenue to a sub-grade, 15 
inches below the established grade; all surplus earth, other 
than loam, to be deposited upon the portion of the avenne 
north of Longwood avenue. This work was completed, and 
the final estimate made on September 10th. The total quanti- 
ties excavated were 1,659 cubic yards of loam, and 4,270 
cubic yards of other material, the price paid for each item 
being 274 cents per cubic yard. 

On November 15th a contract was made with Michael 
Mahan, for building fences on each side of the avenue, from 
Longwood avenue to Tremont street. The contract was com- 
pleted on December 14h,. The amount paid was $380.02. 

On November 15th a contract was made with Hugh Nawn, 
for surfacing the roadway from Longwood avenue to Tremont 
street. This contract has not been completed. 


REBUILDING WARREN BRIDGE. 


An appropriation of $400,000, to cover the cost of re- 
building the Warren bridge, and of widening its approaches, 
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was made by the City Council of 1882, at the close of the 
year. The Joint Special Committee of 1883, having this 
rebuilding in charge, decided to do the work by day’s labor, 
and considerable progress was made by this department in 
the preparation of specifications for materials, etc., for doing 
the work in this manner. 

The City Council overruled the action of the committee, 
and ordered the work to be done by contract, as had been 
customary on all constructions of this character. 

New specifications were prepared, and the work advertised 
for proposals. 

The contract for the fixed part of the bridge, and for work 
pertaining to the Cochituate water-pipes, was awarded to 
Young, Ryan, & Hayes, the lowest bidders, for the sum of 
$229,807.46 for the bridge, and $8,687.73 for work in con- 
nection with the water-pipes. Their contract is dated June 
30th. Subsequently, a contract for building the two iron 
draws was awarded to David H. Andrews, of the Boston 
Bridge Works, for the sum of $17,425. 

The bridge, when completed, is to be eighty feet in 
width, with sidewalks on each side ten feet in width, leaving 
sixty feet for the roadway. 

It is to be built upon the same general plan as the principal 
pile bridges recently constructed, with an oak pile substruct- 
ure, and hard-pine superstructure. 

The iron draws are of the slide or mitre pattern, similar 
in design to those of Dover-street bridge; but instead of 
running off upon opposite sides of the channel, they will 
both move off upon the Charlestown side. The object of 
this arrangement is to facilitate the use of the draws by the 
application of steam machinery to move them, and to avoid 
having duplicate sets of machinery upon each side of the 
channel. 

The contracts provide that the work shall be done in such 
a manner as not to interrupt travel on the old bridge until 
one half of the new bridge shall be ready for use. The work 
was so far completed on December 31 that the eastern half 
of the new bridge was opened for travel. It was so late in 
the season when the new section of the bridge was opened 
that it was not deemed advisable to tear up the re- ° 
mainder of the old bridge during the winter, and an ar- 
rangement was made with the contractors by which all 
work which would interfere with the travel over the old 
portion, was suspended until March 1st. By one of the condi- 
tions of this arrangement, the time for the completion of 
the work was extended to July 1, 1884. 

The work of rebuilding the bridge is nearly two-thirds 
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completed, and all work pertaining to the water-pipes is 
practically finished; the new pipe has been in use since 
November 16. 

The work in connection with the water-pipes consisted in 
the laying in a trench across the channel of a new siphon, 
of 24-inch pipe, enclosed in a timber siphon box. The 
depth of water above the siphon is twenty feet at low tide. 
Connecting with it is a line of 20-inch pipe extending the 
whole length of the bridge. 

The siphon was successfully lowered into position on 
Saturday, September 29, 1883. Navigation being neces- 
sarily suspended from Thursday morning, September 27th, 
at 7 o’clock, till Saturday night, September 29, at 8 o’clock. 

The total amount paid to the contractors for the bridge to 
January 1, was $115,459.39; to the contractors for the 
draws to the same date, the sum of $7,405.63 has been 
paid. 


IN GENERAL. 


The usual amount of work of a miscellaneous character 
has been done during the year. 

Under this head may be classed plans and estimates of 
cost of proposed culvert through embankment of Boston & 
Lowell Railroad, near foot of Elm street, Charlestown, and 
also an estimate of cost of extending the Elm-street sewer 
to the second channel of Mystic river; plans and estimates 
for retaining-wall and steps on Webster street, Charlestown ; 
plans and estimates of cost of building a bridge and raising 
Franklin street, Brighton, so as to carry it over the B. & A. 
R.R.; estimates of cost of repairs on lye s wharf on Rox- 
bury canal, leased to Ham & Carter; measurements of 
gravel and other filling material at various places for the 
Board of Health, ete. 

In the draughting-room, in addition to the usual large 
amount of work of a general character, such as copying, 
tracing, blue printing, and lettering plans, which has been 
done, plans and specifications for the following structures 
and work have been made : — 

Iron draws for new Warren bridge. 

Franklin street foot-bridge, over B. & A. R.R. at Allston 
Station. 

Steel boilers for Mystic Pumping-station. 

Wrought-iron water-pipe for West Chester-park bridges. 
Tron fences for Back-Bay park. 

House and office for new Warren bridge. 
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Iron-work, etc., connected with engines and boilers at 
Main Drainage Pumping-station. 

Any inspection of the above works which has been re- 
quired, either in the shops or during erection, has been done 
by Mr. John E. Cheney, designer and principal draughts- 
man, and his assistants. 


~B.— WATER-WORKS. 


* Sudbury-River Reservoirs, Farm Pond, and Lake Co- 
chituate. — On January 1, 1883, Reservoirs Nos. 1, 2, and 
3 were respectively 4.63, 1.47, and 7.28 feet below high- 
water mark. On February 26 they were all full, and water 
was wasted at Dam No. 1. This waste was continued until 
July 1st. During the month of July water was drawn from 
Reservoir No. 2 for the supply of the city, in consequence 
of which its surface fell rapidly, and on August Ist this 
reservoir was practically empty, and has so remained up to 
January Ist of this year. 

Reservoir No. 3 was drawn upon on July 19th, and its 
surface gradually fell from that date until December 8th, 
when the reservoir was empty. 

Advantage has been taken of the low state of ele reser- 
voirs to deepen the shallow flowage and to remove a large 
amount of loam and muck. 

Water was drawn from Reservoir No. 1 for the supply of 
the city from March 21st to May 10th, since which date the 
only use made of this reservoir has been to supply the one 
and one-half million gallons per day which is allowed to run 
in the river. This draft has lowered its surface so that, at 
the present time (January Ist), it is 4.86 feet below the top 
of the stop-planks. 

Farm pond was kept at about grade 149.25 until August 
Ist. On September Ist it had fallen to 148. hs October 
Ist, 147.25. On November 1st it had risen to 147. 80, and 
remained near grade 148 until December 9th. During 
December it was again lowered, and on December 31st it 
stood at grade 146. 08, the lowest point reached during the 

ear. 

Lake Cochituate, on January 1, 1883, was 126.29 feet 
above tide marsh level, or 8.07 feet below high-water mark. 
It remained near that point until February 17th, after which 
date it gradually filled; and from May 24th to 28th, water 
was wasted at the outlet dam. 

Since June Ist there has been an almost constant fall of 
the lake surface ; and, at the present time (January 1, 1884), 
the water is only 3.21 feet above the conduit invert, or 10.12 


! 
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feet below high-water mark. During the month of Novem- 
ber temporary pumping-machinery was erected at the lake, 
and since November 27th, water has been pumped from the 
lake into the conduit. During the year plans have been pre- 
pared for a new dam at the outlet of the luke. 


Mystic Lake. 


Mystic lake was 0.98 feet below high-water mark on 
January Ist, 1883. 

On January 22d waste was commenced at the outlet dam, 
and was continued, with slight interruptions, until June 4th. 

There was a constant fall of the lake surface during the 
months of June, July, August, and September, and on Oc- 
tober Ist, it was 7.34 feet below high-water mark. The lowest 
point reached during the year was on October 23d, when the 
water was but 3.28 feet above the bottom of the conduit. 

During the remainder of the year it remained at about the 
same level; and, on January Ist, 1884, it was 3.45 feet above 
the conduit invert, or 7.72 feet below high-water mark. 

In October, the temporary pumping-machinery at the lake 
was placed in position, preparatory to raising the water into 
the conduit, when a sufficient supply could not be obtained 
by gravitation; but the pumps have not yet been used. 

A section of the conduit, about 150 feet in length, which 
was found to be badly distorted and in an unsafe condition, 
has been removed and replaced by a new and stronger struct- 
ure. 


Consumption. 


The daily average consumption of water from the com- 
bined works has been as foliows : —

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The consumption from the Sudbury and Cochituate works 
shows an increase of 2.7 per cent., and that of the Mystic 
works, 7.9 per cent. over that of the year 1882. The con- 
sumption of the first nine months shows a large increase, 
when compared with the corresponding months of the pre- 
vious year, while the remaining months exhibit a decrease. 
This reduction in the consumption is due to the saving 
effected by the stoppage of waste, and to the effect of the 
cautionary notices issued on account of the low state of the 


supply.

The daily average consumption per head of population 
has been 91 gallons from the Sudbury and Cochituate works ; 
82.5 gallons from the Mystic works; and 89.5 gallons from 
the combined supplies. 

The total consumption of the Sudbury and Cochituate 
works has been 11,985,469,600 gallons, of which amount 
the Sudbury-river works have furnished 8,455,000,000 gal- 
lons, or 70.5 per cent., as follows : —

HicgH-SERVICE WorRKsS. 


At the Highland pumping-station the average daily quan- 
tities pumped during each month have been as follows : —

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The daily average for the year has been 2,904,990 gallons, 
an increase of 4.3 per cent. over that of 1882. 

During the early portion of the year there was a large in- 
crease in the consumption when compared with the previous 
year, while during the fall months the prevention of waste 
and scarcity of water reduced the consumption so that the 
amount pumped in October, November, and December was 
about 13% less than during the same months of 1882. 


WASTE OF WATER. 


Since the date of my last annual report very great progress 
has been made in preventing the waste of water. The 
organization, by the present Water Board, of the Division of 
Inspection and Waste, and the systematic work which has 
been done already, prove that the prevention of waste td the 
extent of keeping the amount consumed within reasonable 
limits is entirely practicable. The details of the operations 
of this system of inspection and the appliances used in con- 
nection with it are so fully given in the reports of the Water 
Board to the City Council, dated September 6 and December 
6, 1883 (City Documents Nos. 122 and 173) that it would be 
superfluous for me to repeat them in this report. It should, 
however, be stated that the results accomplished, as shown 
by those reports, are not of a temporary nature; the rate of 
consumption has steadily decreased, and it may fairly be 
assumed that the coming season’s work, with a force now 
trained to its duties, and the application of a large number of 
the Deacon and recording meters, as guides to, and checks 
upon, the inspection and waste, will accomplish a reduction 
of the consumption to the rate, or below it, of sixty gallons 
per head of population per day. 


MystTic-VALLEY SEWER. 


Experiments of various kinds with different forms of ap-~ 
pliances have been made during the year to ascertain, if 
possible, whether a more satisfactory treatment of the 
sewage for the removal of its impurities than that already in 
operation was practicable. The matter is, however, still 
under consideration, no conclusion having been yet reached 
by the Water Board as to the adoption of any of the methods 
which have been proposed or tried. 

The city is still limited to its present location for the 
treatment of the sewage, as the legislation which has been 
asked for in previous years to enable it to abandon the ex- 
pensive system of pumping has not been obtained, nor has 
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any movement been made the present year to obtain it. 
The scheme for extending the sewer to a point near the out- 
let of the lower Mystic pond, and utilizing land in that 
vicinity for its disposal in connection with a dam at the out- 
let of the pond, and the use of the pond for flushing purposes, 
had the indorsement of such eminent engineering authority 
as Mr. E. 8S. Chesbrough; but, under present legislative 
enactments, it is impossible of accomplishment. 

» The tanneries which discharge their refuse into the sewer 
are many of them increasing in capacity, and increased facili- 
ties for pumping will soon be required. If the city was 
forced, in order to protect its water-supply from contamina- 
tion, into taking care of this refuse at the time the sewer 
was built, the question arises, Is‘it obliged to take the addi- 
tional quantity that any future extension of the tanneries 
may produce? If it is the burden will soon become a much 
more serious one than at present, and some action should be 
taken to determine this question before any further large 
expenditure is incurred. 


FarmM—Ponp Conpvirt. 


The pile and timber work for the trestle from which the 
gravel to form an embankment to enclose the masonry con- 
duit is to be dumped, and which is to constitute the founda- 
tion for the conduit across the pond, when the filling is done, 
was placed under contract in October. 

In my report to the Water Board, dated December 1, 
which forms a portion of the Board’s report of December 6 
to the City Council (City Doc. 173) the condition of the 
work at that date was given, and also other information in 
relation to the se Mieshe which it is unnecessary to duplicate in 
this report. 

During the winter the work has been’ continuously prose- 
cuted by the contractor, Mr. Geo. H. Cavanagh, but the rate 
of progress has not been sufficiently rapid to complete the 
contract at the time agreed upon, February 1. It has, 
however, been carried on with sufficient rapidity to keep it 
in advance of the filling now under contract. 

The contract for doing the filling was let, January 17, 
1884, to Messrs. Parker & Sylvester, the only bidders for 
the work who complied with the terms of the proposal. 
Their price is 47 cents per cubic yard, but they allow the 
Water Board 3 cents per cubic yard for the use of its steam- 
shovel. 

Messrs. Parker & Sylvester have commenced work. 

Their plant consists of a narrow-gauge railroad track from 
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the gravel-pit to and across the trestle, two locomotives, and 
twenty-nine dump-cars. The weather since the work was 
commenced has been very unfavorable, and the progress 
made has not, therefore, been as satisfactory as desired, but, 
with the advent of better weather, and by running the plant 
at night as well as by day, it is hoped that the filling will be 
completed in time to build the masonry conduit the coming 
season. No contract for the masonry conduit has yet been 
made, nor can it be until the filling is pe completed, or 
nearly So. 


Basins Nos. 2 anp 3. 


The condition of the work of deepening the shallow-flow- 
age and removing loam and muck from these basins is given 
in the report hereinbefore referred to (City Doc. 173, 1883). 
Since the date of that report the work in Basin 2 has been 
practically completed, so far as the deepening of the shallow 
flowage is concerned. 

The work was stopped in both basins in December on ac- 
count of the cold weather rendering its further prosecution 
impracticable except at too great expense. 

In Basin 3 the work was commenced so late in the season 
that a comparatively small portion of it was completed, 
although good progress was made for the time it was carried 
on. Itis not. expected that operations can be resumed in 
this basin until late in the coming season, as it would be in- 
judicious to draw off the water, except as the demands of the 
city’s consumption require it. 


Basin No. 4. 


At the date (December 1) of my last report to the Water 
Board the work upon the dam had been stopped for the 
winter, and the only work in progress was the removal of 
loam and muck. During the winter such of this work as 
could be done by the railroad plant has been in progress, 
and large quantities of these materials, which had been 
placed in piles convenient for loading into cars with the 
steam-shovel, have been transported either to the waste dump 
or to the Back-Bay park. No other work of any conse- 
quence has been carried on except the crushing of stone for 
use in the spring. 

As the report to which I have referred gave a full account 
of the work which had been accomplished, a repetition of it 
18 unnecessary. The statements therein contained that 

“it is evident, from the quantity of work yet to be done, 
that it cannot be accomplished for the sum remaining, even 
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if the strictest economy was exercised,” referring to the un- 
expended balance of the appropriation, and that “the cost of 
the dam is considerably in excess of the original estimates, 
but owing to the non-receipt of the construction accounts 
since August 15, it is not possible to estimate with any de- 
gree of accuracy the probable cost of the work remaining to 
be done,” require some further explanation, which the receipt 
of the data referred to enables me to make. 

The construction accounts referred to in the above quota- 
tion from my report of December 1, to the Water Board, 
were received a few days before that date but after the re- 
port was written and too late to be made available as a basis 
for an estimate of the deficiency which would probably arise 
before the completion of the work. The figures of cost of 
the various items of work at the basin show the extravagant 
and incompetent management of its affairs, and as soon as a 
proper tabulation of the results could be made a statement 
of them was made to the Water Board. It was evident that, 
unless the work could be more economically and efficiently 
conducted, a deficiency in the vicinity of $100,000 would 
result. 

A change in the management of affairs at the basin has 
been made by the Water Board, a new superintendent ap- 
pointed, and the former one relegated to the duties of an 
engineer. ‘The new superintendent has the advantage of a 
long experience and familiarity with large works, and it is to 
be expected that the work will be hereafter more economi- 
cally conducted. 

On Feb. 1, of a total appropriation of $650,000 for the 
construction of this basin, $469,741.19 had been expended. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


The 48-inch main from Chestnut-Hill Reservoir has heen 
extended from the junction of Beacon street with Brookline 
and Brighton avenues, through Commonwealth avenue to 
West Chester park, a distance of 2,178 feet. It has been 
connected in West Chester park with the 40-inch main in 
Beacon street, and the 30 and 36 inch mains in Tremont 
street. The connecting mains in West Chester park are 
80-inch, between the 48 and 40 inch, and 24-inch between 
the 48 and 30 and 36-inch. 

A new 20-inch main and 24-inch siphon pipe have been 
laid across the new Warren bridge, to replace the old East 
Boston supply main, which had to be removed on account of 
the rebuilding of the bridge upon a partially different loca- 
tion. 
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On the Mystic works, three new steel boilers have been 
constructed to replace four iron ones condemned as not worth 
repairs to make them serviceable, and a section of 150 feet in 
length of the conduit has been rebuilt, as it was in danger- 
ous condition. 

The regular work pertaining to the engineering and super- 
intendence of the Water-Works has been largely increased by 
the foregoing special work and constructions, and the addi- 
tions to the pipe system have been larger than for several 
past years. About nine miles of distributing mains have 
been laid, and 121 fire hydrants established during the 

ear. 
i In East and South Boston about two miles of 6-inch pipes 
have been replaced by 12-inch, to provide better water facili- 
ties in case of fire. 


C.-—IMPROVED SEWERAGE. 
MAIN DRAINAGE WORKS. 


Although all of the work contemplated and provided for, 
by the appropriation for constructing an improved system of 
sewerage, is not yet completed, and will not be till the end 
of the present season, if so soon, yet construction was 
sufficiently advanced on the first of last January to permit 
the works being put in operation to relieve the most serious 
nuisances which the system was designed to remedy. At 
present the whole of the sewage which formerly was emptied 
into Stony brook, Back Bay, Charles river as far north as 
Cambridge street and Fort Point Channel, is, instead, 
discharged into the outer harbor, near Moon island, at a 
point about five miles distant from the city proper.. 

Extensions of the intercepting sewers are now in process 
of construction, by means of which nearly all of the remainder 
of the city sewage can be removed to the same point of 
discharge. 

In former reports of the Engineer, and elsewhere, have 
been given statements of the eeneral plan and purpose of 
the works. ‘To avoid misapprehension, it may be useful to 
repeat here very briefly just what the new system is designed 
to accomplish, and the methods employed for the purpose. 

The Main Drainage Works are designed to remedy two 
serious evils in the old system of sewerage: first, the 
damming up by the tide of the city sewers, by which, during 
the greater part of the day, they were converted into 
stagnant cesspools; and, second, the discharge of sewage on 
the borders of the city to cause nuisances in the immediate 
vicinity of population. 


{ 
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The system is not designed to prevent wet cellars, by 
receiving the water due to heavy rains ; no sewers or pumps 
which it would be practicable to build would be of sufficient 
capacity for that purpose. Incidentally, the new system will 
afford considerable relief during moderate storms, and is 
arranged to especially relieve the districts which suffer most 
at such times. Nor will the new works, by themselves, 
constitute an entirely efficient system of sewerage for the 
city, nor completely remedy the defects existing in the old 
system. While the new sewers provide outlets through 
which, independent of the tide, a continuous flow may be 
maintained in the old sewers, such of the latter as may be 
unable, by reason of defective size, shape, or condition, to 
convey sewage matters promptly to their outlets, while 
rendered less dangerous by the new works, can not be 
considered satisfactorily efficient until their defects shall 
have been remedied. Evils due to defective house- plumbing, 
also, will not be remedied by the new works, except that 
the pipes will not hereafter be subjected to the action of 
gases compressed by the daily filling of the city sewers. 

Briefly stated the Main Drainage Works consist of a 
number of intercepting sewers, which encircle the city near 
its borders, into which the old city sewers empty. ‘The 
former outlets of these city sewers are sealed by tide-gates, 
which exclude tide-water, but open during rain-storms to 
discharge any excess of water beyond what the intercepter 
can receive. Automatic regulating apparatus control the 
amount of water which is admitted to the intercepter from 
different sewers. The several intercepting sewers unite in a 
large main sewer, which conveys the sewage to the pump- 
ing-station on the sea coast, at Old Harbor Point, in Dor- 
chester. 

In order to receive the flow from the city sewers the 
intercepting sewers are placed very low, being generally 
considerably below the level of low water. For the sake of 
economy in building and in pumping, the gradients are very 
flat, being less than three feet to a mile. The resulting 
velocity of flow in the sewers is from two to four, or more, 
feet a second, and flushing-gates are provided at half-mile 
intervals, by means of which the sewers can be scoured clean 
when necessary. | 

At the pumping-station the main sewer, 10} feet in 
diameter, has reached a depth of about 14 feet below low 
water. At this point the sewage passes first through the 
filth-hoist, so called, in which are screens which intercept 
rags, pieces of wood, and other solid matters which might 
clog the pumps. ‘Thence the sewage passes to the pump 
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wells, and is elevated by the pumps about 35 feet, or high 
enough to flow, by gravitation, to the reservoir at Moon 
island, which itself is ‘high enough to discharge its contents 
at : about the time of high water. 

To raise the sewage, » four pumping-engines are provided, 
and all of them are at present in condition for service. Each 
is of a nominal capacity of 25,000,000 gallons a day. Two 
of them, designed by E. D. Leavitt, Jr., are very economical 
in the use of steam, and, therefore, one of these will be con- 
tinually in use, and will be of ample capacity to pump the 
entire daily flow of sewage, when there is no rain. Although 
they have not been fully tested, as yet, there is little doubt 
that, without running at an undue rate of speed, they will 
develop a capacity of 35,000,000 gallons a day, each. The 
other two engines, built by the successors to Henry R. Worth- 
ington, although of nearly equal capacity, were much cheaper 
in first cost, but require nearly double the amount of coal to 
run them. They.will, therefore, be reserved for occasional 
use, as auxiliary power in time of rain or thaw. 

Steam is furnished by four steel boilers of 250 horse-power 
each ; one of them being sufficient in ordinary use, to supply 
one engine together with the necessary feed, injection, and 
bilge-pumps, the engines which work the gates and filth- 
cages, and also the steam-heating apparatus. In the coal- 
house, provision is made for storing about 3,000 tons of 
coal. 

The permanent buildings at the pumping-station are not 
built by this department. Temporary wooden structures 
were erected to protect the engines and boilers, and will be 
removed when the stone buildings are completed. 

In the future an annual appropriation will be required to 
maintain the sewers, pumping-station, and reservoir, to pay 
for coal and miscellaneous supplies, and the wages of engi- 
neers, firemen, and other employés, who will run the pumps, 
or otherwise care for the works. The cost of this for one 
season was included in the estimate for construction, and 
will be paid from the appropriation for Improved Sewerage. 
This is necessary because the organization to be effected 
depends ona knowledge of the purposes and methods of con- 
struction, and the latter may be modified to meet any re- 
quirements developed by a use of the works. 

After having been elevated by the pumps the sewage 
passes from the force mains into what are called the tank 
sewers. ‘These are two, 8 X 16 feet conduits, about 1,200 
feet long, each, contained in a monolithic structure of con- 
crete, protected by an earth embankment, and extending out 
to and including the west shaft of the tunnel. 
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A depth of eight or more feet is always maintained in these 
sewers, and the resulting velocity of flow is so slight that 
road detritus, or other comparatively heavy matters, are de- 
posited before reaching the tunnel shaft, and, being retained 
by low dams, can be removed when necessary. 

From the easterly end of the tank sewers the sewage 
descends the west shaft about 150 feet to the tunnel by 
which it passes under Dorchester bay. As Some misappre- 
hension of the purpose in building the tunnel exists, it may 
be well to say that it was built simply because it furnished 
the shortest and cheapest route for reaching Moon island, and 
also allowed the use of the most available and best site for 
the pumping-station. Had any of the land routes to Moon 
island which were considered been adopted, the sewer 
would have been much longer and more expensive, large 
sums would have been paid for land-damages, and, in any 
case, the crossing of Neponset river would have necessitated 
a short tunnel. 

Before deciding on the tunnel various plans for building 
instead tubes laid in trenches on or near the surface of the 
harbor bottom were considered, and were rejected as being 
little cheaper, and much less permanent and safe. The tunnel 
was located at its present depth that it might pass wholly 
through solid rock, thus doing away with possible contingen- 
cies arising from meeting with beds of quicksand or other 
material difficult to excavate. 

From the bottom of the west shaft, for about 6,100 feet, 
to the east shaft, near Squantum shore, the tunnel is nearly 
level; thence it rises by an incline about 900 feet long to its 
end on Squantum neck. In cross-section the tunnel is 
circular, 74 feet in diameter, and, as it is ulways full, the 
velocity of the present ordinary flow of sewage is somewhat 
less than one foot a second, and light deposits are liable to 
occur. In time of rain, however, the four pumps can main- 
tain a velocity of over 33 feet a second, or sufficient to scour 
out any sludge which may have settled init. Flushing-gates 
have been provided at the end of the tank sewers, by means 
of which their contents can at any time be suddenly turned 
into the tunnel so as to produce a strong scouring action. 
As an additional precaution a large mining pump is to be 
permanently located at the east shaft so that the tunnel can 
be emptied and examined, or cleaned, if found necessary. 

Across the flats separating Squantum neck and Moon 
island an embankment is built to carry the outfall sewer 
from the former to the latter place. For about 4,000 feet of 
this distance the embankment is underlaid by beds of mud. 
Although, except at a few points, but slight settlements 
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occurred, and it is doubtful if further ones will be noticed, it 
was thought best to omit the masonry sewer for the present 
from this part of the embankment and construct in its place, 
for temporary use, a wooden flume connecting with the sewer 
at each end. This answers its purpose very well, will 
probably keep in good condition for ten or more years, and 
is described in Mr. Clarke’s report. 

At Moon island the outfall sewer connects with a masonry 
reservoir having an area of about five acres and capacity for 
storing about 25, 000,000 gallons of sewage, or more than 
double the ordinary flow during the interval between high 
tides. This reservoir is divided by partition walls into four 
portions, either of which can be filled or emptied independ- 
ently of the others. The whole reservoir is so located that 
it can be enlarged to double its present area when found 
necessary. In my last year’s report were given photographs 
showing the state of construction at this point at that time. 
Herewith is presented another showing a portion of the 
reservoir as, nearly completed with the gate-houses partly 
erected. These are now finished. Their chief purpose is to 
protect the gates and the machinery for operating them. 
Twenty iron gates are in place, and control the flow of 
sewage from the outfall sewer into the reservoir, and from 
the reservoir into low discharge sewers, which convey it to 
the outlet at a short distance from the island. 

The sewage is discharged shortly after high water, when 
there is a good current setting seawards. Float experiments 
show that it passes by the Western way, between Long and 
Rainsford islands to Black rock channel, between George’s 
and Lovell’s islands, and so out to the vicinity of the Brew- 
ster islands, about five miles from the point of discharge. 
When first discharged its effect in discoloring the water and 
its course seawards is plainly marked. Several attempts 
have been made to follow it in a tug-boat, but at about a 
mile from the outlet. the dilution is so great that its color is 
entirely lost, and its presence cannot be detected. It seems 
probable, therefore, that the expectations of those persons 
who foreboded injury to the harbor channels and neighboring 
‘shores, as the result of discharging sewage at this point, are 
not likely to be realized. 

Although the works are now in successful operation much 


remains to be done during the ensuing season in order to 
complete the system as proposed, such as ballasting road- 
ways and placing coping about the reservoir ; building 
dwellings for the men who must reside at Moon island, and 
constructing at the same place systems of fresh-water supply 


and salt-water distribution for flushing purposes; construct- 
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ing the east shaft pumping apparatus and its appurtenances ; 
doing grading and soiling at the pumping-station, and build- 
ing dwellings and shops at the same place; extending the 
west side intercepting sewer to Prince street and the South 
Boston sewer to H street, and many other items of work. 

The total amount expended for constructing an improved 
system of sewerage to Feb. 1, 1884, as shown by the Audi- 
tor’s exhibit, is $4,664,416.25. There remains of the appro- 
priation, to be expended for further work, $588,583.75.» 

Below are given extracts from the report of the principal 
assistant-engineer of this work, describing more in detail the 
operations of the past year. 


EXTRACTS FROM MR. CLARKE’S REPORT. 


Herewith is submitted (pp. 40-41) the customary tabulated state- 
ment, showing the length of sewers completed January 1, 1883; the 
number of feet built since that date, and the total length constructed 
at the present time. 

The title and location of each section are given, and also the name of 
the party by whom it was built. 

This statement is accompanied by a more detailed account of such 
sections as were built last year, and of other matters of interest con- 
nected with the drainage system. 

From the statement it appears that about 12 miles of main, inter- 
cepting, outfall and outlet sewers were completed by January 1, 
1883, and that about 4 miles were added during the past year. The 
length remaining to be built, exclusive of rebuilding old sewers, to 
complete the system as proposed, is about 14 miles. 

None of the intercepting sewers built last year were let out by con- 
tract, but all were constructed by day’s labor under the superintendence 
of Mr. H. A. Carson. This is necessary on account of the conditions 
under which the work is done. The sewers are all built in crowded 
thoroughfares, where it would be impracticable to compel a contractor 
to furnish facilities for travel, and, as sea-walls, wharves, beds of mud, 
and other unforeseen obstacles are constantly met, requiring frequent 
modifications in methods of building, full and explicit specifications for 
contract-work could not be drawn. 


SECTION 4. EAST SIDE. 


This section extends in Atlantic avenue from Summer street to Cen- 
tral wharf, and intercepts the sewers formerly discharging at Summer, 
Congress, and Pearl streets, Belcher lane, and Central wharf. Work 
begun on this section in November, 1882, and continued through the 
winter and to completion in September, 1883. The sewer is oval, 4 ft. 
6 in. X 2 ft. 8 in., with 8-inch brick walls occasionally supported by a 
timber cradle. Many old obstructions were encountered, and for part 
of the distance the tide-water found free access to the trench. The in- 
clination of the sewer is1 in 2,000, and its bottomis about two feet below 
the elevation of mean low water. 

The sewage from all of the sewers intercepted on this section is now 
discharged at Moon island. All of the old outlets were maintained and 
protected by double sets of tide-gates. A special set of very large gates 
was also built into the Clinton-street sewer, which serves as an over-

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flow to discharge storm-water from the Central-street district. The 
Central-wharf sewer extends clear across the city, and hasa second out- 
let in the Eastern Railroad yard. A dam was, therefore, built at the 
summit of this sewer to prevent tide-water flowing through it from 
Charles river into the east-side intercepting sewer. 


SECTION 4. WEST SIDE. 


This sewer extends in Charles street, from Cambridge to Leverett 
streets, a distance of 2,150 feet. It is oval, 4 ft.6 in. x 3 ft. in diam- 
eter, and has an inclination of 1 in 2,000. It intercepts the sewers in 
Cambridge, Fruit, Livingstone, and Poplar streets, and also the drains 
from the County Jail and General Hospital. It is of brick, 8 inches 
thick, and usually requires a timber cradle support. Work began on 
this section in May, 1883, and at present it is finished. The work 
presented the usual difficulties met with in excavating through filled 
land in the way of old obstructions and the free access of tide-water. 
By a rather curious coincidence, for a distance of about 500 feet, the re- 
mains of an old wharf or bulkhead was found, with longitudinal rows 
of piles within the trench in such positions that, by cutting them off at 
the proper elevation, they served as a support for the sewer, in the 
place of new piles, which would otherwise have been necessary. 

At the junction of Cambridge and Charles street a large automatic 
regulating aparatus, similar to the one shown in the Engineer’s report for 
1851, was constructed. The excavation in which the chamber tor this 
apparatus was built was about 30 feet square, but, by flooring over 
the top of the excavation, and supporting the various lines of street- 
railway tracks at that place, travel was not impeded, all building opera- 
tions being carried on below the surface of the street. 


BRIMMER-STREET SEWER. 


This sewer collects all of the sewage flowing westward from Beacon 
hill, and conveys it to the intercepting sewer at the corner of Beacon and 
Brimmer streets. For the sake of economy and simplicity the old outlets 
of the Revere, Pinckney, and Mt. Vernon street sewers have been aban- 
doned, and the storm-water from these sewers, as well as that from the 
Beacon and Chestnut streetsewers, is discharged at a single outlet, pro- 
tected by tide-gates, at Back street. 

Portions of the Beacon, Mt. Vernon, and Brimmer street sewers, which 
were too low, and otherwise defective, were rebuilt... The new sewers 


be caused. The total length of sewers built was 1,600 lineal feet, and 
the section was completed by November, 1883. 


SecTION 5, SoutH Boston. 


This section extends in Dorchester avenue and Foundry street from 
the Old Colony Railroad to First street, a distance of about 2,820 feet. 
As stated in last year’s report, work on it began in September, 1882, and 
was continued through the winter. The sewer is oval, five feet high. 
The usual difficulties were encountered in building it, but no piling was 
required although a timber cradle was used for most of the way. The 
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sewers intercepted by it are those which formerly emptied into South 
bay and Fort Point.channel, at B, Fourth, and First streets, and that in 
Dorchester avenue. Double tide-gates were built to protect all of these 
outlets. About twelve months were consumed in building this section. 


SECTION 2, SouTH Boston. 


This section extends from the Old Colony Railroad at Hyde street, 
through Lowland and Ninth streets extended, to H street, From H to 
N str eets, in Ninth street, the intercepting sewer was built during 1877 
and 1878. Since that time operations in this district have been sus- 
pended pending negotiations for the extension westwardly of Ninth 
street, which offered the only feasible route for the sewer. ‘This exten- 
sion was laid out last fall. ‘There still remained to be obtained a right 
of way for a distance of about 600 feet between the end of the sewer in 
Hyde street and Lowland street. After negotiations with the owners 
of the land they agreed to give to the city an easement, in a strip 40 
feet wide, through their property on the line of Lowland and Hyde 
streets extended, “the only consideration being the grading, by the city, 
of a roadway over the sewer. 

Work began on this section in November, 1883, and has continued 
through the winter. Where the sewer crosses marsh land on the line of 
Lowland street extended, considerable trouble was experienced from 
tide-water. The storm and high tide during the night of December 30, 
1883, wrecked the excavating apparatus, and caused some expense and 
delay. Where Ninth street extended crosses the’ beach, between 
Old Harbor and G streets, it is necessary to fill an embankment before 
building the sewer. The sewer is 4 ft. 6 in. by 3 ft. in diameter, and 
will intercept the sewage which now discharges at Vale and Vinton 
streets, and will finally Conduct the whole sewage from the south side 
of South Boston to the pumping-station. 


MISCELLANEOUS WORK. 


In addition to the above, many minor items of construction have been 
accomplished in the city during the past year. These have included the 
putting in of connections and tide-gates for many of the city sewers 
tributary to intercepting sewers built several years ago, by contract, at 
a time when it was not ‘practicable to connect the city ‘sewers with them. 
A small force, consisting of a foreman, one carpenter, and four laborers, 
has been constantly employed in caring for the sewers, cleaning out 
deposits, painting and slushing iron- work , inspecting and adjusting tide 
gates, etc. The Committee on Public Lands, having set off for the use 
of this department two lots of land belonging to the ‘city, between East 
Chester park and Swett street, the force above alluded to was kept busy, 
during such times as it was impracticable to work in the sewers, build- 
ing fences and sheds on the land thus obtained, so as to provide a safe 
place for storing machinery, supplies, and materials belonging to this 
department. 

The Boston & Providence R.R. Co., having requested permission to 
enter a drain from their round-house and turn-table pit into the main 
sewer, such permission was accorded, on their giving an agreement to 
discontinue said drain at any time when so requested, “and also releasing 
to the city the right to maintain the main sewer under their location at 
Camden street, — a right which had not previously been obtained. 


FittH—HOoIist. 


Some minor alterations and additions have been made, during the 
past year, to this structure, and it is now in satisfactory working order. 
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Since pumping began, January 1, the cages have been raised several 
times a day. The average daily yield from them amounts to less than 
a cubic yard, and consists chiefly of rags with scraps of paper, lumps 
of fat, half lemons, pieces of wood, and a few miscellaneous articles. 
The mass is not especially offensive, and can be easily disposed of. 


PUMPING-—STATION. 


The two Worthington pumping-engines, for storm duty, have arrived 
and been set up ready for service, during the past year. One of them 
has been run occasionally since January 1, whenever the amount of 
water received from the sewers, due to rain or melting snow, exceeded 
the capacity of the high-duty Leavitt engines. These latter have been 
kept clean during the year, and have been turned over periodically and 
run with salt-water occasionally, in order to keep them in good condi- 
tion. Some alterations in the governing gear of these engines is to be 
made to enable them to run more slowly. As it is they cannot conven- 
iently be run ata less rate than ten revolutions per minute, which is 
more than sufficient to pump the present dry weather flow of sewage 
during the day, and necessitates their being stopped occasionally, espe- 
cially at night, to allow the sewage to accumulate. The average daily 
amount of sewage pumped since January 1 has been over 2(),000,000 

allons. 

The boiler-house has been completed and roofed during the past year. 
One boiler furnishes sufficient steam for ordinary use, including steam 
heating for the engine-house and filth-hoist. Six coal bins with a com- 
bined capacity of about 3,000 tons of anthracite coal have been con- 
structed in the coal-house. They are built entirely of 2 « 6 inch spruce 
planks planed to an even thickness and spiked flatwise on each other, a 
similar construction to that used for grain elevators. The coal-house 
floor is of concrete. Iron cars, for bringing coal from the bins to the 
boilers, are used, and suitable scales and turn-tables are provided. 
Timber and lumber have arrived for building an elevated coal-run, 
which will be supported on a trestle, about 17 feet high, from the wharf 
to the coal-house and upon the tops of the bins, within the house. 

To light the buildings a 150 light gas machine, of the Walworth 
Manufacturing Co.’s make, has been put in, andthe buildings piped for 
it. This is much more convenient than kerosene lamps would be, and 
much cheaper than it would have been to have brought coal-gas from 
the nearest main of the Dorchester Gas Co. , 

The permanent structure for the engine-house, which is built under 
the sole direction of the City Architect, is not yet completed, but it is 
hoped that it will be finished during the coming summer. 

The dock, wall, and wharf, bordering the dredged channel, have 
been extended about 160 feet during the past season, and some dredg- 
ing in front of the wall has been done. 


SECTION 1, OUTFALL. 


This section, commonly called Old Harbor Pier, has been put in con- 
dition for service during the past year. The pier extends from the 
pumping-station about 1,300 feet into Dorchester bay up to and in- 
cluding the west tunnel-shaft. The pier is built of gravel to about 
eight feet above mean high water, and is protected on its sides by 
ballast and rip-rap, and at its end by a cut-stone sea wall. It supports 
the tank sewers, shown by a sketch in last year’s report, which convey 
the sewage from the force mains to the tunnel. 

These sewers were partly built during 1882, and were completed 
last year. They are constructed wholly of concrete, the total amount 
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of it being over 12,000 cubic yards. A Jarge part of the stone used 
came from the tunnel excavation, being lightered to the spot from the 
middle shaft, and passed through. a stone-crusher. The concrete 
was made by machine mixers into which the stone, cement, and sand, 
in proper proportions, were continuously shovelled. 

Around the tunnel-shaft was built a chamber of brick, concrete, 
rubble and cut-stone masonry, containing gates and grooves for 
stop-planks. A gate-house will be built above this structure during 
the coming summer. ‘The gates are about seven feet high above the 
floor, and ‘maintain a depth of eight or more feet in the ‘tank sewers. 
These gates can be tripped suddenly, by machinery, so as to flush the 
tunnel. Immediately about the shaft is a wrought-iron cage, to 
prevent any bulky object which might fall into the ‘tank sewers from 
reaching the tunnel. 

The sewers are covered to a depth of three feet on top with a gravel 
embankment, the material for which has been brought by the Old 
Colony Railroad over their spur track, extending to the pumping-station. 
So slow a velocity of flow is maintained in the tank-sewers that con- 
siderable deposits of sludge accumulate in them. It is expected 
that there will not be so much of it in the future. The large amount 
which has reached the pumping-station since January 1 is probably 
due to the fact that the old city sewers were, many of them, half 
filled with deposits, which have been washed out into the intercepting 
sewers. The best method of disposing of this sludge has not yet been 
determined. 


SECTION 2, OUTFALL. 


This section comprises Dorchester-Bay Tunnel, which extends under 
the harbor from Boston to Squantum. It is now practically com- 
pleted, and sewage has been flowing through it since January 1. 
During the past year 1,994 feet of tunnel was lined with brick-work, 
as was also the upper half of the west shaft, the lower half having 
been bricked up during the previous year. The middle shaft has been 
abandoned, its only purpose having been to facilitate construction. 
The arch of the tunnel, where it passes under this shaft, was made 
three feet thick, and a counter-arch two feet thick was built over it to 
resist upward pressure, in case the tunnel should ever be filled 
suddenly, after having been pumped out for any purpose. The shaft 
was not filled, but near its top an arch was built to prevent any 
heavy substance ever falling down it. 

The east shaft was lined with brick-work. A sump, or well-hole, 
seven feet deep, was built under it, from which to pump in case it 
should at any time be necessary to empty the tunnel. Pairs of cast- 
iron beams were built into this shaft at intervals of 10 feet. To 
these are bolted two sets of iron guides, extending from the top of 
the shaft to its bottom. One set of these will hold in place the rising 
column of the pump, to be put in at this point, and the other set will 
serve for an elevator to be used in visiting the pump and tunnel. 

The completion of the tunnel required the removal of all elevators, 
pumps, pipes, etc., used in constructing it, and the closing up with 
masonry of all pump-wells, except the one at the east shaft before 
referred to. This work was attended with considerable anxiety, as the 
pumping capacity at the three shafts was but little more than was 
necessary to control the flow of water into the tunnel. 

The finishing and removals were successfully accomplished by sys- 
tematic and careful management. The last shaft to be cleared was the 
east shaft, and it was necessary to isolate it trom the rest of the tunnel 
by a timber bulkhead, behind which the water entering the tunnel 
accumulated while the pumps and their appurtenances were being 
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removed. By the time the shaft was clear the tunnel was two-thirds 
full of water. The bulkhead was so made and fastened in place that, 
on tripping a catch, it fell apart in three pieces, which were hauled out 
by ropes attached to them. 

The total length of tunnel through which the sewage flows is 7,160 
feet. Of this distance 149 feet is in the west shaft, 6,088 feet is nearly 
horizontal between the east and west shafts and 923 feet is in the incline 
leading from the bottom of the east shaft to the end of the tunnel on 
Squantum neck. 

In all 7,416,000 brieks and 23,377.barrels of cement were used in 
building the tunnel. 


SECTION 38, OUTFALL. 


This section extends from the end of the tunnel at Squantum neck to 
the reservoir on Moon island, a distance of overa mile. At the connec- 
tion between the tunnel and outfall sewer is built a subterranean 
chamber through which the sewage passes from the former to the latter 
conduit, and from which also branches a short section of large sewer, to 
serve as a connection for a future high-level intercepting sewer should 
such a system ever be adopted. The chamber is covered with a sub- 
stantial brick building. The floor of the building is supported by iron 
beams, and a flight of stone steps leads to the sewers below. The roof is- 
exceptionally strong, and to it is hung an iron track, with a traveller 
and blocks capable of lifting five tons. ‘This is to handle a seven-foot 
flushing-ball, in case one should ever be passed through the tunnel in 
order to clean it. 

To the easterly shore of Squantum neck the sewer was constructed 
chiefly in rock excavation, and is built of brick and concrete. It is 
11X12 feet in internal diameter. The embankment from Squantum neck 
to Moon island has been substantially completed during the past year. 
It averages 25 feet high, is 20 feet wide on top, and about 120 feet at its 
bottom. Up to six feet above mean high water the slopes are protected 
by ballast and rip-rap, about 20,000 yards of the former, and 54,000 
tons of the latter material having been put in place for this purpose. 

For about 4,100 feet the embankment is underlaid by beds of mud. 
For this distance the masonry sewer has been omitted, for the present, 
and a temporary wooden flume has been instead constructed. It was 
built under an arrangement with the contractors, Messrs. C. W. Parker 
& Co., by which they furnished all labor and machinery, and the city 
furnished all materials. The flume is located southerly from and out- 
side of the embankment. It is supported on piles, in bents 10 feet 
apart, generally with three piles to the bent. In all about 1,300 piles 
were driven, some of them to a depth of 40 feet. 

The flume proper consists of a square wooden box, six feet in diame- 
ter. Its sides, top, and bottom are formed of Canadian white pine, three 
inches thick, planed all over. The planks, except a single filling-in 
course on each side, were all of even width, so as to allow breaking 
joint. They were grooved on each edge, and also on their ends for 
14 X ¥-inch splines. The box was surrounded, at intervals of 3 feet 
4 inches, by square frames of spruce timber, tenoned together and 
tightened with bolts and wedges. 

The pine and spruce were fitted at the mills, so as to go together 
with the least possible further fitting. As much as 250 feet in length 
was assembled and spiked in a single day. After completion the 
whole was given one coat of cheap paint. The total cost of the flume 
was a little under ten dollars per lineal foot. 


Moon ISLAND RESERVOIR. 


During the past season the contractors, Messrs. C. W. Parker & Co., 
made very satisfactory progress in building this structure, and by the 
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end of the year it was in condition for service; so that, since Jan. 1, 
the sewage has been stored in it during each flood tide, and has been 
emptied from it into the harbor twice every day at the time of high 
water. <A part of the cut-stone coping for the reservoir walls has not 
yet been set in place, and considerable grading of slopes and ballasting 
of roadways remains to be finished the coming season. 

Twenty-one iron sluice-gates, with their shafling and gearing, for 
controlling the flow of sewage from the outfall-sewer into the reservoir 
and from the reservoir into the discharge-sewers, were furnished and 
set in place by James S. Newell & Co., under a contract dated July 12, 
1883, for the sum of $12,175. 

To furnish motive power for working the gates, and for other pur- 
poses, there is provided both a turbine and a steam-engine. The former 
is a ‘‘ Hercules” turbine, 21 inches in diameter, and was furnished by 
the Holyoke Machine Co., who also supplied the shafting, gearing, 
pulleys, etc., for it and forthe engine. The turbine takes water from 
the outfall-sewer or from the reservoir and drains into the discharge- 
sewers. Under ordinary circumstances it furnishes ample power for 
all necessary operations at no expense, and requires no attention be- 
yond opening and shutting the gates leading to it. These were furnished 
and set up by the Coffin Valve Co., of Boston. 

The engine, which will probably seldom be used, is of 80 horse- 
power, and was obtained from the Bay State Co., of Erie, Pa., through 
Hill, Clark, & Co., of Boston, for the sum of $521. To furnish steam 
for the engine, and also for heating purposes in winter, two upright, 
tubular boilers were obtained from E. Hodge & Co., of East Boston, 
for the sum of $485 each. 

To protect the engine, boilers, gates, and other machinery, and fur- 
nish cever for the men attending to them, suitable brick buildings were 
erected at this point during the past summer. The principal one of 
these, called the Long Gate House, extends for 575 feet along the front 
of the reservoir. It is 10 feet wide and 10 feet high inside, and has 
14 inch hollow walls. Under it are the gates, and within it is the 
shafting and machinery for operating them. Connecting with this 
building, at the north-easterly corner of the reservoir, is another con- 
taining engine, boiler, and coal rooms. A chimney 40 feet high is 
also built. The buildings are all roofed with 14-0z. copper, furnished 
and put on for $33.70 a square, by H. Riley’s Sons, of Boston. 

The buildings are heated in winter by systems of steam-piping, 
furnished and put in by Braman, Dow, & Co., of Boston, at a cost of 
$913. Light is furnished by a 60-light gas-machine, supplied by the 
Walworth Manufacturing Co., who also did the requisite piping for it. 

A brick reservoir, with a capacity of 75,000 gallons, fur storing fresh- 
water, was built near the reservoir. This is filled by rain-water from 
the elevated part of the island, caught in ditches and conveyed by pipes 
to the reservoir. The reservoir is connected with a rotary pump in the 
engine-house, and it is intended to force the water to a small reservoir 
on the top of the hill, which will furnish a constant supply under 
pressure for any buildings on the island. 

The same pump connects by another pipe with salt-water in the 
harbor, and a system of salt-water distribution, with frequent hydrants, 
is to be built about the reservoir. This will be used for washing 
down the reservoir and its adjacent galleries. 


‘ OUTLET-SEWER SECTION. 


This section includes that portion of the discharge-sewers beyond the 
reservoir, and by it the sewage is conveyed to the outlet, at which it is 
emptied into the harbor. The section was let, under a contract dated 
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April 7, 1883, to Boynton Bros., of Boston, and was completed by them 
in January of the present year. 

The work built consists of double sewers of brick and concrete 
masonry, 10 feet 10 inches high by 12 feet wide each inside, which 
extend from the reservoir about 600 feet out into the harbor. The 
bottoms of the sewers are 1.5 feet above low water. The arches, 12 
inches thick, were laid with Rosendale cement mortar and the inverts, 
and sides with Portland cement mortar. In each sewer are three large 
vent-holes, to relieve the arch from any pressure of air due to a suc- 
cession of waves entering the sewers. 

The immediate outlet consists of a cut granite pier-head laid in 
mortar. In this are chambers containing grooves for gates and stop- 
planks. The stones forming the pier- -head are quite large, in order to 
withstand waves and ice. Several of them weighed about eight tons 
each. Most of the horizontal joints are dowelled, and the vertical 
joints of the coping-stones are secured by gun-metal cramps. 

The sewers are covered by an earth embankment, with its side slopes 
protected by ballast and riprap. This embankment constitutes a pier 
extending into the harbor, and its top is ballasted and surfaced for a 
roadway. Near the end of the pier was built a strong wharf, about 40 
feet square, supported on oak piles. This is used for landing coal and 
other supplies for the works. 

-'To facilitate construction on this section the site of the work was 
enclosed by building about 1,100 feet of coffer-dam aroundit. The dam 
consisted of two rows of spruce piles, 10 feet apart, the piles in each 
row being spaced 6 feet on centres. Inside the piles were rows of 4- 
inch tongued and grooved sheet planks. The dam was tied across 
with iron bolts, and was filled with earth. When pumped out it proved 
to be very tight, and enabled the work inside it to proceed without in- 
terruption. “After the sewers were built and covered the dam was cut 
down to the surface of the embankment slopes. 

The total cost of this section was $96,250.

D.— PARKS. 


For the purpose of making this report a complete record of 
the work of this department, the following statement, which 
was made to the Park Commissioners, and printed in their 
report to the City Council, is given : — 


LS BACK: BAY. 
“Filling. 


“ The arrangement made with the Boston & Albany Railroad 
Company for filling has been continued during the year, and 
under it about 17, 365 squares of material have been delivered. 
The portions of the work where most of the filling has been 
done are the approaches to Boylston bridge, the shores of the 
water-way between the bridge and the Stony brook gate-cham- 
ber, and the southerly side of the boundary road, between the 
bridge and cross-road. ‘The filling at these points is practi- 
cally completed, and the slopes towards the water-way are 
ready for loaming. 
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“The price of all the filling paid for the past year has been 
$3.20 per square, the same as that of the year before. 


“Grading and Loaming. 


“ At the date of the last annual report the grading of Bea- 
con Entrance between Beacon street and the Boston & Albany 
Railroad was nearly completed. Early in the spring this 
work was finished, and it was expected that the loam from 
the water-works Basin 4, at Ashland, would be brought in 
season to cover the graded portions, and do such planting as 
could properly be accomplished. 

“Changes made by the Water Board in the management 
of the work at Basin 4, and the adoption of a broad-gauge 
railroad plant for the completion of the dam, rendered alter- 
ations of the trestle-work already constructed on the spur 
track for the transportation of loam a necessity, for the eco- 
nomical conduct of the building of the dam. These altera- 
tions consumed a great deal of time, and it was not until 
November 7th that the first train-load of loam was delivered. 
Since that date, with the exception of stoppages caused by 
snow-storms, the delivery of loam has been continuous, and 
2,617 squares have been deposited on Back Bay at various 
points convenient for future use. 

“The cost of the loam, under the several agreements with 
the railroad companies and others, is about one dollar per 
cubic yard, delivered on the ground. ‘This cost. is much 
lower than it would be possible in any other way to obtain 
loam of equal quality, and in so large quantity as required. 
It will take a large part of next season to deliver the amount 
needed, some 70,000 or 80,000 cubic yards ; but it would be 
desirable to transport to the city as much as can be obtained 
during the season, as a considerable quantity will be required 
on the Muddy River Improvement. The Joint Standing 
Committee on Streets, of the City Council, has authorized 
the delivery of such an amount of this loam as will be suf- 
ficient to cover the areas to be planted on the Common- 
wealth avenue extension, and the trains are now depositing 
it as nearly as possible on the sites upon which it is wanted. 

“The graded areas of Beacon Entrance have been covered 
with a layer of clayey material six inches in thickness, and 
brought up to the finished grade with loam about two and 
one half feet in depth. Piles of compost have been made at 
convenient points, in readiness for use when planting can be 
begun in the spring, and a large number of plants and shrubs 
have been delivered, heeled-in, and protected for the winter 
by temporary board fences. 
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“Excavation of Water-way. 


* Although the dredging plant made a good record as re- 
gards efficiency and cost of work for the year 1882, it was 
thought that it could be made more efficient by the use of a 
small tug-boat for moving the scows. Plans for such a boat 
having been submitted to and approved by your Board, the 
construction was begun early in the spring, and April 17th 
the boat was launched, and soon afterwards placed in service. 
It has been, as anticipated, a very valuable auxiliary in the 
performance of the dredging work. 

“The same method of forming the water-way has been 
pursued this year as that originally adopted ; but, as all of 
the available gravel has been dredged, the railroad company 
will have to be depended upon for the amount needed to 
complete the shore. lines of the channel. 

“ About 3,200 feet of shore line have been formed during 
the year, and the channel between the banks excavated to 
grade 0. The total amount excavated by the steam-dredge 
was 61,384 cubic yards. 


“ Boylston Bridge. 


“The laying of the spandrel walls, and backing for the 
wing-walls and ‘ tourelles,’ was continued during the winter, 
and early inthe spring this portion of the work was com- 
pleted. Active and continuous work upon the parapet and 
wing-walls was prosecuted whenever there was stone enough 
on hand for the purpose. There have been numerous and 
vexatious delays in the receipt of the red granite grout and 
coping needed for the wing-walls and parapet-walls, and the 
progress on these portions of the structure has not been satis- 
factory. They were, however, so far completed as to per- 
mit the striking of the centring of the arch on Noy. 12th. A 
slight settlement at various points of the arch was noticed 
after this operation was performed, but no movement which 
would in any way affect the stability of the arch. Consider- 
ing the complicated character of this structure, the inequality 
in the nature of the foundations, and the comparative flatness 
of the arch, a more successful completion of the work could 
not have been anticipated. 


“ Beacon Entrance Bridge. 


“This bridge was completed, with the exception of the 
fences, late in the year 1882. A contract was made with 
Messrs. Smith & Lovett, of Boston, to build and erect the 
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fences, in accordance with a design furnished by Mr. H. H. 
Richardson, the consulting architect. These contractors have 
finished their work as far as the incomplete condition of the 
stone-work will permit. Two stone posts will have to be 
built on the westerly side of the bridge before the fence on 
that side can be attached at the ends, as designed. 


“Hmbankment Wall. 


“The location and a description of the method of construc- 
tion of the retaining-walls included under this head were 
given last year. With the exception of portions of three of 
the wing-walls of Banocion bridge all of these walls are 
complete. 


“Red granite has been largely used, in connection with the 
seam-fuced, for the faces of all the walls built this season; 
but it has been difficult to obtain it as rapidly as desired, 
the capacity of the quarry being small and its location, at 
Otter Creek, Mt. Desert, being inaccessible except for small 
vessels, a sufficient number of which the contractor was una- 
ble to charter. If the red granite had been delivered as re- 
quired the walls would have been completed during the past 
season; but it is now expected that they will be finished early 
in the spring. 


“Granite Curb and Fence. 


“The granite curbs and fences forming the boundaries 
around the open areas of Beacon Entrance have been set, and 
connections made with the fences on Beacon street and Com- 
monwealth avenue bridges. In making these connections 
granite posts were used at the ends of the bridges, at the 
division lines between the two railed fences on the curbs, and 
the three railed fences of the bridges. These posts were 
recently completed, and the setting of the sections of the 
fences adjoining them finishes this work, except at the con- 
nection with the foot-bridge to be built over the B. & A. 
K.R, 


“Covered Channel, Stony Brook. 


“The work upon the walls of the gate-chamber was done 
very late in the fall and early in the winter of 1882, and, 
although precautions were taken to protect the portions built 
from injury by frost during the winter, it was found in the 
spring that portions of the walls would have to be relaid. 
After this work was done the roof was put on, and the build- 
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ing completed as far as it is desirable until the work on Back 
Bay is further advanced. 

* Since January Ist the operation of the improved system 
of sewerage has diverted the larger portion of the sewage 
from the brook. 


“Oovered Channel, Muddy River. 


“This channel, a description of which is given in the last 
annual report, is completed. A location on the line origi- 
nally proposed was secured by negotiation with the Boston 
& Roxbury Mill Corporation, and, although the time con- 
sumed in completing this arrangement was the occasion of 
much delay in prosecuting the work, the wooden conduit sec- 
tion was finished before the advent of severe cold weather. 
Work upon the gate-chamber and connection conduit between 
this chamber and the Back-Bay water-way was continued 
until January 9th. 

“The stone for the gate-chamber is being cut at the site of 
the work, and will be ready for setting as soon as required in 
the spring. 


* BussEy PARK AND ARNOLD ARBORETUM. 


“The repairing of the old cottage on South street for an 
office, and the building of the storage-yard connected with it, 
were completed in August. 

“ The final location of the driveway through the park, con- 
necting Centre and South streets, was determined, and the 
grading of the drive-way was begun with a small force, which 
was increased as the work required, until about fifty men and 
twenty teams were employed. ‘The length of the drive-way 
is about 2,600 feet, and it is 40 feet in width. 


* West Roxpury Park. 


“An engineering party was organized in June to make a 
complete topographical survey of the land included in and 
closely adjoining this park. An office was established in the 
Ellicott House, and the surveys have been actively prosecuted 
during the past summer and fall. The outside work has 
been practically completed, and the plan is nearly so. The 
extension of the park boundaries, as authorized by vote of 
the last city government, will involve the continuance of this 
work during a portion of the next season. 
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* DORCHESTER Point, SoutH Boston. 


“The surface of the upland has been graded to some extent 
by filling in the depressions and old cellars with earth pur- 
chased from several parties. The whole amount of filling 
used was 471,%, squares, and the price paid was $3.50 per 
square, cart measurement. 

“A complete topographical survey and plan of the land 
taken, and also of the flats between the Point and Castle 
Island, have been made for the use of the Landscape Archi- 
tect Advisory, Mr. F. L. Olmsted. 


* Woop Isuanp Park, East Boston. 


“ A topographical survey and plan have been made of the 
upland and flats embraced in this purchase. 


* CHARLES RiveR EMBANKMENT. 


“One of the docks on this property has been filled, at no 
cost to the city, with waste material from the Improved Sew- 
erage and cellar excavations. 

“A careful series of borings have been made on the line of 
the proposed sea-wall, and record plans made of them. Pre- 
liminary sketches of the wall, for the purpose of estimating 
the quantities of material required for its construction, have 
been prepared, and estimates of the cost of this work and 
the filling can be furnished when desired by your Board.”

RELATIVE TO THE 


POWERS OF THE COMMON COUNCIL IN THE 
MATTER OF MAKING AND RE- 
PAIRING STREETS. 


In Common Covuncrn, April 10, 1884. 


The Committee on the Judiciary, to whom were referred 
the Report of the Committee on Paving, and the opinion of 
the Corporation Counsel relative to the powers of the 
Comm6n Council over the matter of making and repairing of 
the streets of the city, beg leave to submit the following 


THebeh (Rete. 


Neither the act which originally established the city of 
Boston, St. 1821, c. 110, nor the act to revise the city 
charter, St. 1854, c. 448, contains any provision as to the 
duty of the city to repair highways. ‘This duty depends 
upon general laws, applicable to all cities and towns alike. 
As to highways the duty is regulated by the Pub. Sts., 
c. 52. See Hill vs. Boston, 122 Mass., 344, 357. The St. 
of 1799, and subsequent special statutes hereafter referred 
to, do not affect the general question. 

By section three of chapter fifty-two of the Public Statutes, 
it is provided that “Towns shall grant and vote such sums 
of money as are necessary for making and repairing high- 
ways and town ways,” etc.; and section thirty-four of the 
same chapter provides that the “provisions of this chapter 
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shall apply to cities, except as otherwise provided in their 
charters, or in the acts in amendment thereof.” 

By section thirty-seven of the city charter it is provided 
that the city council shall have power to provide for the 
assessment and collection of taxes; “and to make appro- 
priations of all public moneys, and to provide for the dis- 
bursement thereof, and to take suitable measures to insure a 
just and prompt account thereof . . . and may also 
require of all persons entrusted with the collection, custody, 
or disbursement of public moneys, such bonds, with such 
conditions and such sureties, as the case may in their judg- 
ment require.” 

It is clear, therefore, as is said by the corporation counsel, 
that it is “the duty of the common council, as one of the 
boards of the city council,” to pass upon the appropriations 
of the public moneys for making and repairing the streets of 
the city. 

Furthermore, the power to provide for the disbursement 
of the public moneys appropriated for the making and repair 
of the streets of the city has been exercised by the passage 
of the ordinance relating generally to the paying out of the 
city money from the city treasury, which is to be found 
in Rev. Ords., c. 15, § 5. This is, in the opinion of your 
committee, a matter which can properly be provided for by 
ordinance, such an ordinance being authorized by the provi- 
sions of section thirty-five of the charter, which empower 
the mayor, aldermen, and common council “to make all such 
needful and salutary by-laws or ordinances, not inconsistent 
with the laws of this commonwealth, as towns by the Miws of 
this commonwealth have power to make and establish,” etce., 
and also by the provisions of law which authorize towns to 
make such necessary orders and by-laws, not repugnant to 
the laws of the commonwealth, for directing and managing 
the prudential affairs of the town, preserving the peace and 
good order, etc., as they may judge most conducive to the 
welfare of the town; Pub. Sts., c. 27, § 15; Gen. Sts., c. 18, 
§ 11; Rev. Sts., c. 15, § 13. Moreover, it may be said 
that the city council has further exercised its power to pro- 
vide for the disbursement of the public moneys appropriated 
for this purpose by the passage of the ordinances providing for 
the election, and specifying the duties, of a superintendent 
of streets. Rev. Ords., c. 26. These ordinances, in the 
opinion of your committee, are valid, being authorized by 
sections thirty-five and thirty-eight of the city charter ; by the 
provisions of St. of 1881, c. 229, § 1, and by the general 
laws, last above referred to. They are, moreover, continua- 
tions of ordinances to the same effect, passed for the first 
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time in 1833, and may be said to have been expressly 
authorized by the city charter of 1854, St. 1854, c. 448, 
§ 63. 

For a case where a like ordinance of another city was 
impliedly recognized as valid by the Supreme Judicial Court, 
see Barney vs. Lowell, 98 Mass., 570. 

By the St. of June 22, 1799, entitled, “ An act to regulate 
the paving of streets in the town of Boston, and for remov- 
ing obstructions in the same,” and by the St. of March 4, 
1805, in addition to the above, and by many subsequent 
special laws, certain special powers and duties were pre- 
scribed for the selectmen and surveyors of highways of the 
town of Boston. The St. 1799 seems to be in force at the 
present time, so far as it is not inconsistent with subse- 
quent laws affecting the city. See Commonwealth vs. 
Goodnow, 117 Mass., 114; Jenks vs. Williams, 115 Mass., 
217. These statutes, although providing that certain matters 
relative to the paving and to the use of the streets of the 
town of Boston shall be under the direction of the surveyors 
of highways, do not throw any particular light upon the 
question as to how and by whom the money appropriated by 
the city council for the making and repair of the streets shall 
be expended. 

By section eleven of chapter twenty-five, of the Revised 
Statutes, which was. the general law in force at the time of 
the adoption of the last charter of the city, and which is 
substantially the same, so far as it relates to the matter now 
under consideration, as section three of chapter eighty-one of 
the St. of 1786, it is provided that if any person assessed for 
the highways and town-ways “shall pay to the surveyor, in 
money, the sum assessed to him, the surveyor shall, according 
to his best judgment, carefully expend the sum so paid in re- 
pairing the said ways,” and under this section the surveyor of 
highways was to collect the tax assessed by the town for the 
repair of highways, which might be paid in labor or materials. 
See Rev. Sts., c. 25, § 8, and Colt, J., in Westhampton vs. 
Searle, 127 Mass., 502, 503. 

Section three of chapter fifty-two of the Public Statutes 
further provides that the money granted and voted by towns, 
for making and repairing highways and town-ways, “ shall 
be carefully and judiciously expended in making and repair- 
ing said ways by the road commissioners, or by the surveyors 
of highways, each in his own district, when the town is 
divided into highway districts, and in such cases under the 
direction of the selectmen.” 

Where there is a deficiency in the amount appropriated 
for the repair of highways or town-ways, within the limits 
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of any surveyor, or when the amount so appropriated is not 
furnished or paid to him, so that he is unable to make such 
repairs, he has the power to bind the town by the employ- 
ment of persons to make such repairs, to an amount not 
exceeding ten dollars. Pub. Sts., c. 52,§ 5. Gen. Sts., 
O04 4 cy LS. Rev.. Sts:,--c.. 255. §, 16.-- Armstrong “vs: 
Wendell, 9 Met., 522. And if a town neglects to vote a 
sufficient sum of money for such repairs, or does not other- 
wise effectually provide therefor, each surveyor in his 
respective district may bind the town for an amount sufficient 
to make the highways and town-ways reasonably safe and 
convenient for travellers, provided that he has first obtained 
the consent of the selectmen; Pub. Sts., c. 52, § 6; Gen. 
Sisicidde ho 142 ¢Revi: Sts.,0025;) 4.114 --Stalisorosods 
§ 4; which consent, since the Revised Statutes, must be in 
writing. 

These provisions of the general laws, although simply per- 
missive in their wording, apparently create a duty on the 
part of the surveyors to act for and so bind the town, if the 
repairs in question are needed. The powers given them are 
the exact measure of their duties. See Todd vs. Rowley, 
8 Allen, 51. 

By section thirty-three of the city charter, “all the powers — 
formerly vested in the selectmen of the town of Boston, 
either by the general laws of this commonwealth, by partic- 
ular laws relative to the powers and duties of said selectmen, 
or by the usages, votes, or by-laws of said town, and all the 
powers subsequently vested in the mayor and aldermen of 
said city, as county commissioners or otherwise, shall be, 
and hereby are, vested in the board of aldermen, as hereby 
constituted, as fully and amply as if the same were herein 
specially enumerated.” 

Section forty-one of the city charter provides as follows: 
“The board of aldermen shall be surveyors of highways for 
said city.” And in Callender vs. Marsh, 1 Pick., 426, it is 
said, “The duty prescribed to surveyors of highways, their 
power and authority, are the same within the town of Boston 
-as in other towns of the Commonwealth.” 

Previous to the passage of this last provision, it seems 
that the city council had the like authority with towns to 
elect the surveyors of highways for the city, and might, if it 
deemed best, elect the mayor and aldermen of the city sur- 
veyors -of highways, under St. 1823, c. 2; but it, like towns, 
had no control over the actions of the surveyors after they 
were elected. “They are elected by towns and cities, not 
because they are to render services for their peculiar benefit 
or advantage, but because this mode of appointment has 
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been deemed expedient by the legislature, in the distribution 
of public duties and burdens for the purpose of government, 
and for the good order and welfare of the community. They 
are, strictly speaking, public officers, clothed with certain 
powers and duties, which are prescribed and regulated by 
statute. Towns cannot direct or control them in the per- 
formance of these duties ; they cannot remove them from oflice 
during the term for which they are chosen; they are not 
amenable to towns for the manner in which they discharge 
the trust reposed in them by law; nor can towns exercise 
any right of selecting the servants or agents by whom they 
perform the work of repairing the highways. In the dis- 
charge of these general duties they are wholly independent 
of towns, and can in no sense be considered their servants 
or agents. It is only in certain specified cases, and under 
carefully guarded limitations, that they can bind towns by 
their acts,” per Bigelow, C.J., in Walcott vs. Swampscott, 
1 Allen, 102. See, also, Callender vs. Marsh, 1 Pick., 426; 
Johnson vs. Dunn, 134 Mass., 522. They are, moreover, 
subjected to clearly defined penalties for a non-performance 
of their duties; Pub. Sts., c. 27, § 127; Gen. Sts., c. 18, 
§ 75; and are responsible for any fine which the town is com- 
pelled to pay for a defect in its ways, occasioned by their 
fault or neglect. The fact that in the city of Boston their 
respective limits have not been assigned by the selectmen 
is immaterial, inasmuch as they are themselves the select- 
men, and it has been decided that, if limits are not assigned, 
the surveyors may act in a body, or by a majority of their 
number. McCormick vs. Boston, 120 Mass., 499; Callender 
vs. Marsh, 1 Pick., 426. 

It seems, therefore, that the board of aldermen, being 
by the city charter designated as the surveyors of high- 
ways for the city, must have all the powers and must be 
subject to all the liabilities of surveyors of highways gener- 
ally. As such they have the sole power of expending the 
money which is appropriated by the city council for making 
and repairing the streets of the city, unless there are other 
general or special provisions of law which place the ex- 
penditure of such money in other hands. 

Section thirteen of chapter fifty-two of the Public Statutes 
provides as follows: “Towns may authorize their surveyors, 
or road commissioners, or any other person, to enter into 
contracts for making or repairing the highways or town-ways 
within the same.’ “See, for similar provisions of law before 
the Public Statutes, Gen. Sts., c. 44, § 11; Rev. Sts., c. 
Dawg stnie Ole li oo era lag: 5, By the above section it 
would seem that the city council has the power to authorize 
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any person it sees fit to bind the city by contract, for 
making and repairing its streets. See, also, Loker vs. 
Brookline, 13 Pick., 343, 350; Hawks vs. Charlemont, 107 
Mass., 418; Clark vs. Russell, 116 Mass., 457. 

Your committee are of opinion that the powers given 
under this provision of the law have been duly exercised 
by the passage of those sections of the Revised Ordinances 
which relate to the election and duties of a superintendent of 
streets more especially of section three of chapter twenty- 
six of the Revised Ordinances, whereby it is provided that 
the superintendent “shall, uader the direction and control of 
the board of aldermen, superintend the general condition of 
the streets of the city; attend to the laying out, widening, 
elevation, and repairs of the same; make all contracts for the 
supply of labor and materials therefor,” etc. 

Your committee have already stated the reasons which 
satisfy them that these ordinances are valid, and it is further 
to be observed that, by their provisions, the persons or board 
to whom authority is given to enter into contracts for the 
making and repair of the streets are the same as those who 
are by the present charter made surveyors of highways of 
the city. 

It follows that under the present system, as provided by 
the city council, the board of aldermen, through the super- 
intendent of streets, manage and control the making and 
repair of the streets, in consequence of being expressly 
authorized so to do by Rev. Ords., c. 26, § 38, under the 
powers conferred upon the city by Pub. Sts., c. 52, § 13; 
and that they become thereby the special agents of the city 
for this purpose, and are not acting in the performance of 
this duty in their capacity as surveyors of highways. Your 
committee would, however, suggest that the common council 
can hope to gain nothing looking towards a repeal of, or 
alteration, in, the above ordinances, by withholding the 
appropriation for the repair of the streets of the city, 
because in such case the board of aldermen, as surveyors of 
highways, could, under section six of chapter fifty-two of the 
Public Statutes above referred to, bind the city for an amount 
of money proper to keep the streets in a reasonably safe and 
convenient condition. 

Your committee, therefore, respectfully submit that, in 
their opinion, the wisest course for this board to pursue 
would be to appropriate such sum of money as may be 
thought proper for the making and repair of the streets of 
the city, without attempting to qualify the appropriation by 
placing in the appropriation bill the proviso recommended 
by the committee on paving. If subsequently it is deemed 
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best to make any change in the present manner of 
expending the above appropriation, your committee would 
suggest the taking of the requisite steps towards a repeal 
of those provisions of the existing ordinances creating 
the office and defining the duties of the superintendent of 
streets, which give the direction and control of his actions 
to the board of aldermen, and towards a substitution, for 
the provisions so repealed, of provisions which will confer 
such direction and control upon the city council, or upon 
such person or persons as the city council shall select.

TWENTY-FIFTH ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


eae EN SPARC LOR. 


To His Honor the Mayor, and the Board of Aldermen of the 
‘City of Boston : — 


GENTLEMEN, — The annual report of this office, for the 
year ending March 31, 1884, is herewith respectfully sub- 
mitted. 

There is little to notice that is new in the operations of the 
office from year to year, for the routine of duty and business 
is always the same. ‘The trade itself is so settled and de- 
fined that it has no new aspects to present, save in prices 
and supply. With the exception of speaking of the price, 
the source of supply, and the amount of milk, the labors of 
the office are comprised under the head of “operations of the 
year.” Under each head the results are shown by figures, 
which are carefully recorded in separate books, and can 
always be referred to. There is also a large amount of 
work performed, such as investigating complaints, and such 
like. These are mainly recorded in a journal. 

Each department has its book of record. Every sample 
of milk examined is alphabetically recorded, giving the full 
history of the sample, and can be referred to at any 
moment. 

The Book of Analyses contains a copy of all analyses 
made for the office, while the original is filed away. This is 
a valuable book of reference, as showing the character of 
milk in past years, with the present. 
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The Court Records contain the history and result of all 
prosecutions made by the office from first to final action. 

A Daily Journal is also kept, in which is recorded the 
business occurring at office daily, such as callers, complaints 
against dealers, etc. 

The office is open the usual hours, and is visited by the 
public in all matters relating to the question of milk; such 
as bringing samples for investigation, making complaints on 
various ; matters, and is used quite freely by dealers. As we 
never visit dwellings, the only information we have of the 
character of the family supply is from this source, and a 
personal investigation. No person need be in doubt about 
the purity of their milk, when a visit to the office provided 
by law for the use of the public will give all needed informa- 
tion and assistance. The office is also quite freely visited by 
inspectors in and out of the State, seeking information. The 
office is supplied with every means known for the prompt 
and correct examination of milk. 

The milk trade of the city is classified into — 

1st. Wholesale dealers, or those selling from carriages. 

2d. Retail dealers, or those selling milk in stores, etc. 

These two classes are the distributing agents of the milk 
consumed in the city. The wholesale dealers take their sup- 
ply from the contractors, and in turn supply the retail deal- 
ers, who dispense it to the public. While the process 
appears to be very simple, yet they are performing a great 
work. ‘The family supply is furnished by the wholesale 
dealer, who leaves the milk from house to house. The re- 
mainder of the supply is furnished from the stores, and is 
sold on the premises. 

There is a license book kept at the office, which contains 
the name, place of business, name of employé, the number 
of cans daily consumed, and number of license. The name, 
place of business, and number, must be placed on each side 
of team. As they are required to license annually, a perfect 
record of their movements is kept, which can be used for any 
purpose at a moment’s notice. This system has been in use 
since the enactment of the law of 1880, and cannot be too 
highly commended. 


INSPECTION OF MILK. 


It may be interesting to know the method and manner of 
inspecting milk in the city. All the milk arriving in the 
city comes without any official inspection whatever ; therefore 
the entire supply needs examination, as far as circumstances 
will allow. Inspection is made by visiting the different 
sources of supply, depots, stores, and teams. 
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The teams are most generally looked after, particularly in 
summer. ‘The team is met, stopped, and one or more sam- 
ples selected and tested. If the milk is satisfactory the 
team goes on; if the milk is not satisfactory the inspector 
takes a sample for further investigation, and, perhaps, for 
prosecution. This work must be done rapidly, for most of 
it is done in early morning or forenoon. 

The stores are visited in like manner, and the character of 
the milk noted and preserved. 

The milk depots at railroads are also visited, and the milk 
examined in the same manner. We are often called upon, 
by the contractors, to visit and examine milk coming over 
their road. 

By these sources the milk supply is examined; and now, 
what constitutes an inspection ? 

The system in use in Boston is the same as practised for 
the past twenty-five years, and is the only method known to 
us. As far as known it is the system used in all the States, 
and also in Europe. Jf milk is to be inspected daily, or as 
often as. practical, it would seem difficult to devise a better 
way. The form of inspection is by the use of the lactome- 
ter, an instrument used only for determining the gravity of | 
milk, and by the judgment and experience of the inspector. 
He has no other means to aid him. The final form of inspec- 
tion is by an analysis of a given sample by a chemist, who 
gives a return of results. With this exception all inspection 
is performed by the inspector, by the means mentioned. In 
New York, where they have a large corps of inspectors, the 
system is the same, the inspector using the instruments, and 


o> 
relying on his judgment for the result, having the advantage 


by the law making the lactometer a standard, and declaring 
impure all milk which shall stand below a certain point on 
the instrument. 

It has been claimed, of late, that the system is faulty; in- 
deed, of no value whatever, from the fact that the instrument 
can be made to stand at almost any gravity by artificial 
means and the arts of the adulterator of milk, which at once 
deceives the inspector, who is supposed to have neither in- 
telligence nor experience, and who at once passes the milk as 
pure. If cream be taken from milk its gravity would indi- 
cate a high point of excellence; if watered, or wishing to 
conceal the skimming process, the milk is brought down to 
normal gravity, and the inspector is again deceived. He 
would be a poor inspector who would be deceived by such 
flimsy tricks. With the present system the character and 
quality of milk, for all practical purposes, can at once be 
told with certainty and promptness. 
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The office never sends a sample for analysis except for the 
purpose of prosecution. Our judgment says the sample is 
adulterated, and the return confirms it. 


THe Mick SupplLy 


Is the same as last year, viz.: By railroad, which brings 
milk from all sections of the State, and from New Hampshire. 
These trains, with one exception, arrive about ten o’clock in 
the forenoon, and the dealers soon relieve the cars of their 
load, each taking his daily supply. This milk is under the 
care of contractors, and is the principal source of supply. 
The other sources of supply are from the territory of twenty 
or thirty miles from the city, and quite an amount from city 
territory. The question of supplying a large city like Bos- 
ton with its daily supply of milk is of no mean importance. 
With the exception of the summer months the supply will 
more than equal the demand, and much of the milk received 
by contractors in fall and winter is turned into the butter 
and cheese factory. 

The system of delivery, as practised in Boston, is the 
erowth of experience, and seems to be admirably adapted for 
the work. The public are interested in a full and quick 
delivery of supply, and the system that will best fill that 
requirement will be sustained. The milk-producers think 
they can supply a better system, at least in their interest, 
and are forming societies and associations for the purpose of 
selling their own milk, and thus do away with the contractors. 
It is a large experiment, axd perhaps, between both systems, 
the public may reap an advantage. 


Tuer Prick or MILK. 


The price of milk is settled by the producers and con- 
tractors in the months of April and October, and is always 
productive of much argument and feeling. These prices, 
when settled, set the price for the milkman for what he shall 
pay the contractors at the depot. It gives him no help, 
however, as to what he shall charge his customers. The 
prices agreed to by producers and consumers generally 
control all contracts of other parties who obtain their own 
supply from farmers. Milk commanded at depot, since last 
October, forty cents per can of eight quarts, or five cents 
per quart. From this price the milkman must make his 
profit, and obtain from his customers such prices as. will 
allow him to live. 

The April price of milk will, no doubt, be an advance 
over the past, —at least, if the producers can accomplish 
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that end. The price of milk in our city has always been too 
low to command a pure article; and a large portion of the 
community seems to desire a cheap article. The prices at 
retail during the winter have ruled at seven and eight cents 


per quart, being still lower in some of the stores. The price 


of milk is lower in Boston than in most cities and towns of 
the State. It is a fair statement to say that good prices will 
command good milk, with, perhaps, exceptions. The spring 
price is thir ty-four cents per can at depot. 


OLEOMARGARINE. 


In 1882-a law was passed regulating the sale of this article, 
and made it the duty of milk inspectors to institute com- 
plaint, upon the information of any person who lays before 
them satisfactory evidence to sustain such complaint. Shortly 
after the passage of the law, with the aid of interested per- 
sons, the office instituted complaints in five cases, most of 
which were settled by payment of costs. The experience 
was not promising for future operations, and we have con- 
fined ourselves to the entering of complaints when presented. 
The offence in selling oleomargarine consists in misrepresent- 
ing the article, and selling without label. No doubt there is 
a very extensive business carried on in artificial butter. 
The manner of procuring evidence is peculiar; and we have 
thought that a public officer should not act as detective or 
spy. The office was created to protect the public welfare, 
and we have sought to do what could be done by one man 
in protecting milk. In this we think we have exercised

sound judgment, and best protected the public welfare. 


THE Purity or MILK. 


Boston has been considered one of the best-supplied cities 
in the Union as regards methods of delivery and the general 
fairness of its milk. It still retains that character. When it. 
is considered what a large amount of milk is daily consumed, 
and the ease with which milk is adulterated, the only surprise 
is that a larger per cent. is not adulterated. If one looked 
for adulteration they would naturally turn to large centres, 
and the city would be the first point. There are always 
loose statements made in regard to milk adulteration, which 
have an influence on the community, who, without stopping 
to think of the authority which utters it, are at once 
alarmed. For the past five years the inspector has devoted 
his entire time, and performed all the labor which one man 
could do, in seeking to stop adulteration, and to ascertain 
the quality of the milk delivered in the city. He found 
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nothing that should alarm the public, while the percentage 
of adulteration was low, all things considered; and I have 
no doubt the milk of the city will compare more than 
favorably with any city in the Commonwealth. Human 
nature is much the same whether in town or country; and 
the milkman who has no one to fear, or to have his milk in- 
spected before delivery, is at least as lable to adulterate as 
the man in the city, who cannot tell when the inspector shall 
meet him. Adulteration is simple, and there is little doubt 
that the milkman of the interior is as apt as the city dealer. 
There is adulteration enough; but it is unjust to declare that 
the city is suffering in health and life by the poor quality of 
its milk. We have often spoken to physicians to note the 
milk which came under their observation, and during the 
past five years not a single complaint has been made; and 
I have yet to meet a sample of milk which would produce 
sickness, or which was adulterated in any other form than by 
skimming and watering. No citizen need be in doubt as to 
the purity of his milk, when, by visiting the office with a 
sample, he is at once informed of its character.

ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


INSPECTOR OF VINEGAR, 


FOR YEAR ENDING APRIL 7, 1884. 


Boston, April 7, 1884. 
To the Honorable the Mayor and City Council of Boston: — 


GENTLEMEN, — I have the honor to submit the following, 
my second report as Inspector of Vinegar for the city, for 
the year ending April 7, 1884. 

Since my last. report the statute relating especially to vine- 
gar has been amended by an act approved June 23, 1883, 
which renders it much more easy of execution. 

Another year’s experience has, I think, justified the stand- 
ards for vinegar recommended in my last year’s report, where 
I recommended that the State Board of Health “should fix 
the standard for vinegar at an acidity equivalent to the pres- 
ence of not less than 5 per cent., by weight, of absolute acetic 
acid, and for cider vinegar, a fixed residue, at 212° Fahren- 
heit, of not less than 1.5 per cent. of cider-vinegar solids.” 

In this opinion, besides the very many authorities quoted 
in my last report, I am also sustained by Dr. Caldwell, pro- 
fessor of agricultural chemistry in Cornell University, in his 
work upon agricultural chemistry, in which he says that 
“good vinegar should contain about 5 per cent. of this acid ;” 
by the most celebrated authority upon agricultural chemistry, 
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Baron Liebig, who says about 6 per cent. ; by Ure’s Diction- 
ary, which for standard commercial vinegar quotes about the 
same, as does also Muspratt’s Dictionary. The very latest 
authority, the “ Companion to the U.S. Pharmacopeeia,” just 
published, also sustains me by defining vinegar as “a liquid 
containing 5 to 6 per cent. of absolute acetic acid.” 
These recommended standards, Chief Justice Parmenter, of 
the Municipal Court, has also sustained in his ruling upon 
the case of a manufacturer tried before him in February last, for 
the sale of a white-wine imitation of cider vinegar, and thus 
they now, at least until they are overruled by a superior 
court, are the established standards for this city. 

These minimum limits for acidity and solid residue have 
proved to be the horns of a dilemma, upon one or the other 
of which most all the cases prosecuted have come to grief. 
As the popular demand here for vinegar for table use is al- 
most wholly for cider vinegar, the spurious vinegar is com- 
monly prepared either by a dilution of the otherwise genuine 
article, or the substitution of that only partially made, or else 
by the coloring up, and may-be flavoring, of an uncolored, 
or so-called white-wine vinegar; this last being a dilute 
solution of a more or less pure acetic acid, which has been 
obtained by a process of fermentation of grains, glucose, or 
molasses, and may-be subsequent distillation, or vaporiza- 
tion, and then running through generators ; or else it has been 
obtained by destructive distillation of wood, with a subse- 
quent purification. Mixtures in various proportions of this 
soured cider, cider vinegar, and white-wine vinegar, with burnt 
molasses, cane, glucose, or starch- sugar vinegar coloring, have 
formed a large part of the so-called cider vinegars sold in 
our market. But, made in most any of the ways that they 
are likely to be for profit, they are e almost sure to transgress 
one or the other of the above-mentioned limits. The enforce- 
ment of these standards has, therefore, caused a very great 
improvement in the purity of the cider vinegar in this city, 
and it has enabled the dealer in the honest article to obtain a 
more adequate price therefor. 

The means of determining whether any vinegar conforms 
to these required limits for acidity and solid residue are 
simple, and to be obtained from any dealer in chemical ap- 
paratus, and of the apothecary. 

As the determinations are to be made of per cents. by 
weight, the portion of vinegar to be tested for perfect accu- 

racy should be weighed ; but as taking it by measure, if of 
the ordinary temper: ture of 60° Fahrenheit, will make the 
apparent per cent. only one to two per cent. of itself greater 
than the real; that is, will make it appear to be 5.05 to 5.10 
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per cent., when it is only really just 5 per cent., measuring 
will prove accurate enough for all common commercial pur- 
poses. 

All the apparatus necessary is a burette, or measuring- 
tube, containing about 25 cubic centimeters, and divided into 
tenths, — best of the Mohr’s pattern,—and a_ pipette, 
or dropping-tube, graduated to deliver 6 and 10 c.c. This 
is all the special apparatus necessary for determining acidity ; 
but, for determining solid residues, a small porcelain evap- 
orating dish, holding about a fluid ounce, and a 0.15 gramme 
weight, are also needed. 

The only chemicals needed, and they can be obtained 
from any first-class apothecary, is a small vial of a weak 
alcoholic solution of that aniline color called Phenol-phtha- 
lein, and may be a pint-bottle of a solution of caustic soda. 
It is the simplest to have this solution of soda of exactly the 
strength of the Volumetric Solution of Soda described upon 
page 399 of the “U.S. Pharmacopeeia,”—a book which is in 
the hands of every such apothecary. With this the method 
of testing a vinegar for its acidity is as follows: Fill the 
dropping-tube by suction, and then, putting the forefinger 
quickly over the top, let it empty by drops exactly down to 
the zero-mark, and then holding it over a white mug or cup 
let it empty out exactly down to the 6 ¢c.c.-mark. Dilute 
then the 6 c.c. of vinegar, thus measured into the mug, with suf- 
ficient pure water to make it look about white; add then to it 
about three drops of the Phenol-phthalein solution. Then, 
having the measuring-tube filled up with the .soda solution 
to exactly the zero, or any other noted division-mark, let the 
soda solution run slowly in by drops into the diluted vine- 
gar, until, while being constantly stirred about, it is at last 
changed, by a single drop of the soda, from a white to a per- 
manent pink or cherry color. The number of whole divis- 
ions of the measuring-tube, and tenths, which have been 
emptied to bring about this change of color, denote the per 
cents. and tenths of acidity of that particular sample of vine- 
gar. In like manner measure off exactly 10 c.c. of the vine- 
gar, by the dropping-tube, into the evaporating-dish, and dry 
it off fully over boiling water, as upon the top of a tea- 
kettle or pot. The dish, then weighed upon any apothecary’s 
scales, should have gained at the least the 0.15 gramme in 
weight; that is, the 1.5 per cent. of required solid residue. 

By being provided with some small powder papers con- 
taining exactly 0.63 gramme each of such pure oxalic-acid 
crystals as are mentioned in the directions for the Volumetric 
Solution of Soda upon page 399 of the “ Pharmacopeeia,” a 
solution of caustic soda of any strength may be made use 
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of for testing the strength of vinegar. Simply dissolve one 

of the acid powders in some water, add the three drops of 
Phenol-phthalein, and run'‘into it from the measuring-tube 

the solution of soda, of which the strength is not yet known, 

until the change of color is exactly made. Then dividing 10 

by the number of c.c. of the soda solution required to change 

the color of the oxalic-acid solution, will give the strength of* 
that soda solution. If 8 c.c. were required, then that soda is 

10 = 1.25 strong; or if 12.5 were required, then it is ;4°,— 

0.8 strong. In using such a soda solution for testing the 

strength of a vinegar the number of c.c. of it required to 

bring about the change of color in the vinegar is to be mul- 

tiplied by its strength, to get the per cent. of the vinegar. 

Thus, if the soda solution was 1.25 strong, and 4 c.c. were 

required to effect the change of color in a vinegar, then that 

vinegar has 4 x 1.25=5 per cent. of acidity ; but if the soda 

was only 0.8 strong, then the vinegar had only 40.8 x= 

3.2 per cent. of acidity. 

If the apothecary has made the volumetric solution of 
‘soda of exactly the strength required by page 399 of the 
“ Pharmacopeeia,” then exactly 10 ¢.c. of it will bring about 
the change of color in a solution of one of the oxalic-acid pow- 
der papers in water. In other words, that solution of soda is 
then exactly 12 = 1 strong. In this manner its strength 
can be tested to see if it is properly made; but it is cheaper 
to buy a solution of soda, such as is described upon page 207 
of the “ Pharmacopeeia,” and to determine its exact strength for 
one’s self, by the use of one of the oxalic-acid powders ; and then 
having thus determined its strength, multiply with it as in 
the examples given above. In this manner the solution of 
soda may, when necessary, be tested to learn if its strength 
has changed by the evaporation of water from the solution. 
It is best, however, to prevent this by using, for filling the 
measuring-tube, a small bottle containing not more than a 
few days’ supply ; and thus also prevent the too-much expos- 
ure to the open air, whereby carbonic-acid gas is also ab- 
sorbed, which will interfere with the sharp change of color 
by a single drop of the soda solution. 

Besides the above determinations of per cent. of acidity 
and solid residue, cider vinegars ought also to be tested for 
the presence of an excess of sulphates, chlorides, and of lime 
over that natural to cider.. Ina pure cider vinegar, nitrate 
of barium, nitrate of silver, or oxalate of ammonium added 
after an excess of ammonia water, will neither of them give 
more than the very slighest perceptible reaction; if more 
than this is produced it is from something unnatural to apple- 
juice; but it should give the reactions for apple, or malic, 
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acid. The presence of any free mineral acid is easily deter- 
mined by thoroughly burning up some of the solid residue in 
the small loop of a.platinum or iron wire. This burnt resi- 
due cannot have an alkaline reaction upon test paper if there 
was any free mineral acid. Absence of injurious metallic 
impurities is shown by the vinegar not becoming colored by 
sulphide of hydrogen gas passed into it. The absence of 
acrid vegetable substances, by the want of any pungent taste 
in the solid residue, more especially if its acid has been 
exactly neutralized by the solution of soda. The absence 
of any of these impurities, or of any smoky, pyroligneous 
taste or odor, is, in ordinary commercial practice, about 
all the examination that a cider vinegar needs besides the 
determining of the percentages of acidity and solid residue. 
Sophistications in cider vinegar that would not be detected 
by some one of these tests are not likely to be met with, as 
they are not profitable. 

During the past year all sections of the city have been 
thoroughly canvassed by collectors in my employ, and I 
have made chemical examinations of all the samples. Sixty- 
eight of them have caused me to send a note of warning, 
such as I gave a copy of in my last report. This seems to 
have proved sufficient, in most cases, to have induced an 
earnest endeavor to be made by grocers to keep only a satis- 
factory kind of vinegar. The cases, however, of four of the 
manufacturers doing business in this city, of whose vinegar 
I had examined several very unsatisfactory samples, have 
seemed most fitting to be prosecuted, that the disputed points 
under the statute might be settled as early as possible, 
although eight retailing grocers have also been prosecuted, 
and all convicted. The retailers have been in all cases noti- 
fied, and prosecuted only upon a repetition of the offence in 
the sale of a vinegar which they had not themselves made ; 
but it has not seemed necessary to notify a manufacturer of 
the quality of his own goods, of which he must, of course, 
have far better means of knowing than any one else. In the 
prosecutions of three of these cases against manufacturers I 
have, at my own private expense, employed George F. 
Piper, Esq., who has had charge of all the adulteration 
cases prosecuted by the State Board of Health, Lunacy, and 
Charity. Verdicts were rendered against these three in the 
lower courts, whereon they appealed. Bills now pending 
before the Legislature will probably influence the future 
conduct of these cases. 
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A year or two more of such vigorous enforcement of the 
laws against. adulterations, as we have had of late, will doubt- 
less produce a reasonable amount of freedom from adultera- — 
tions in articles of food, if the present rate of improvement 
should continue.

AN ACT TO AMEND CHAPTER SIXTY-NINE OF THE PUBLIC 
STATUTES RELATING TO HARBORS AND HARBOR-MASTERS. 


Be i enacted, etc. : — 


— Sxcrion 1. Sections twenty-six, twenty-nine, and thirty- 
three of chapter sixty-nine of the Public Statutes are amend- 
ed so as to read as follows :— 


Sect. 26. Every master of a vessel within a harbor for 
which a harbor-master is appointed, shall anchor his vessel 
according to the rules and regulations of the harbor-master, 
and shall move to such other place as the harbor-master may

direct; and every master of a tow-boat having a vessel in 
tow, and every pilot having a vessel in charge, shall allow 
such vessel to anchor only in such place as the rules and 
regulations of the harbor-master provide for anchorage. 

Sect. 29. A harbor-master may cause the removal of any 
vessel lying in his harbor and not moving when directed by 
him so to do, and the expense of such removal shall be paid 
by the master or owners of such vessel. In case of their 
neglect or refusal to pay such expense, after it has been 
demanded, it may be recovered in an action of contract by 
the harbor-master from the master or owners of such vessel, 
to the use of the city or town in which the harbor is situ- 
ated. 

Sect. 33. Whoever violates any of the provisions of the 
ten preceding sections, or refuses or neglects to obey the in- 
structions of a harbor-master lawfully given, or resists a har- 
bor-master in the execution of his duties, shall be liable to a 
fine of not more than fifty dollars. 


Sect. 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

which water and sewage are used and carried, and provide that 
no such pipes, tanks, faucets, valves, or other fixtures shall 
be placed in any building in said city except in accordance 
with plans which shall be approved by said board.

Whenever real estate is sold by city or town, 
under the provisions of section fifty-eight of chapter twelve 
of the Public Statutes, such sale shall be made by the col- 
lector of taxes for the time being of such city or town. In 
case no person appears and bids at such sale for the whole or 
any part of the land, or for the rents and profits thereof, an 
amount equal to the sum named in the collector’s deed or in- 
strument of taking as the sum due when the original sale or 
taking of the land was made, with interest and charges there-

lease to the city or town all claims for damages on account 
of locating, laying out, and constructing such street, way, 
or park.

Resolved, That the Governor, with the advice and consent 
of the Council, be authorized to appoint a commission of 
five persons, only two of whom shall be residents of one 
municipality, for the purpose of considering and reporting a 
general system of drainage for the relief of the valleys of 
the Mystic and Charles rivers, and for the protection of the 
public water-supplies of the cities and towns situated within 
the basins of said rivers. 

Said board -shall have power to employ such engineering 
and other assistance as may be necessary for carrying out the 
objects of this resolve. 

The board shall consider the various methods of disposal 
of sewage, and the application of such methods to any por- 
tion of the territory herein mentioned, and shall report its 
conclusions in print to the Legislature of the year eighteen 
hundred and eighty-six, or at an earlier date if practicable, 
for a portion or the whole of said territory. 

Said board shall include in its report suitable maps and 
plans of the territory to be drained, an estimate of the cost 
of the work, and a recommendation as to the methods of ap- 
portioning said cost. 

The commissioners shall receive such compensation for 
their services as the Governor and Council may determine, 
provided that the whole amount expended under the pro- 
visions of this resolve shall not exceed twenty thousand 
dollars.

It is hereby ordered by the City Council, That, to defray 


the expenditures of the City of Boston and the County of 
Suffolk for the financial year which will commence with the 
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first day of May, 1884, and end with the last day of April, 
1885, the following sums of money be, and the same are, 
hereby respectively appropriated for the objects and pur- 
poses as explained in the Annual Estimates (City Document 
No. 28, 1884), and in the applications of the various Com- 
mittees, Officers, and Boards contained and printed in said 
document. 

Provided, That all appropriations herein made, and all 
appropriations and expenditures hereafter to be made or 
authorized, shall be subject to and in accordance with Chap- 
ter 15, Sections 3 and 4, of the Revised Ordinances, and 
Sections 15, 16, and 17 of the Joint Rules and Orders of the 
City Council, as adopted for this year. No contract shall be 
made, nor expenditure authorized, in any case, unless the 
same shall have been provided for herein, or unless provision 
for the same shall be made by special transfer from some of 
the appropriations herein contained, or by creating a loan. 

Provided, also, That any sums of money which may be 
subscribed or contributed by individuals to promote the ob-

COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS. 


In the Year One Thousand Eight Hundred and Highty-four. 


AN ACT TO REGULATE THE CONSTRUCTION AND OPERATING 
OF TELEPHONIC, TELEGRAPHIC, AND OTHER ELECTRICAL 


LINES. 


Be tt enacted, etc. : — 


Section 1. Whoever in any manner affixes or causes to 
be affixed to the property of another any post, structure, 
fixture, wire, or other apparatus for telephonic, telegraphic, 
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or other electrical communication, or enters upon the property 
of another for any purpose relating to such apparatus or to 
the affixing of the same without first obtaining the consent 
of the owner of such property, shall, on complaint of such 
owner or his tenant, be punished by a fine not exceeding 
five hundred dollars for each violation hereof. 

Sect. 2. Every corporation, or person maintaining or 
operating a telephonic, telegraphic, or other electrical line 
shall, at all places where such line is affixed by any post, 
structure or fixture to the property of another, mark such 
post, structure or fixture in a clear and legible manner with 
the name of the corporation or person maintaining or 
operating such line, and any corporation or person failing 
to comply with the provisions of this act shall for each 
failure to so comply be punished by a fine not exceeding 
five hundred dollars. 

Srot. 3. This act shall take effect on the first day of 
September, A.D. eighteen hundred and eighty-four, and 
shall apply to all telephonic, telegraphic, or other electrical 
lines then existing. 


COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS. 


In the Year One Thousand Hight ‘Hundred and Eighty-four. 


AN ACT TO ASCERTAIN BY PROPER PROOFS THE CITIZENS 
WHO ARE ENTITLED TO THE RIGHT OF SUFFRAGE. 


Be wt enacted, etc. : — 


Section 1. Every male citizen of twenty-one years of 
age and upwards (except paupers, persons under guardian- 
ship, and persons excluded by article twenty of the amend- 
ments to the constitution) who has resided within the state 
one year, and within the city or town in which he claims a 
right to vote six months next preceding any election of city, 
town, county, or state officers, of representatives to congress, 
_or of electors of president and vice-president, and who has 
paid, by himself, his parent, master, or guardian, a state or 
county tax assessed upon him in this state within two years 
next preceding such election; and also every citizen who 
shall be by law exempted from taxation, and who shall be in 
-all other respects qualified as above mentioned; and also 
every citizen included in article twenty-eight of the amend- 
ments to the constitution, shall have a right to vote in all 
such elections ; and no other person shall have such right to 
vote, except as provided in section three. 
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Srot. 2. No person having served in the army or navy 
of the United States in time of war, and having been honor- 
ably discharged from such service, if otherwise qualified to 
vote, shall be disqualified therefor on account of being a 
pauper, or, if a pauper, because of the non-payment of a poll- 
tax. ) 

Secr. 3. In an election of representatives to congress, 
no person shall be allowed to vote unless he has resided in 
the congressional district where he offers to vote six months 
next preceding such election, and is otherwise qualified ac- 
cording to the constitution and laws; provided, that, when 
the state is districted anew for members of congress, he shall 
have the right so to vote in his district according to such new 
arrangement ; and provided, also, that no voter residing in 
a city which now is or hereafter may be divided by the line 
between congressional districts shall be deprived of his vote 
in the district in which he was assessed or liable to assess- 
ment, on the first day of May next preceding such congres- 
sional election, if he is otherwise qualified. 

Sreor. 4. Every woman who is a citizen of this Common- 
wealth, of twenty-one years of age and upwards (except 
paupers, persons under guardianship, and persons excluded 
by article twenty of the amendments to the constitution), 
who has resided within the state one year, and within the 
city or town in which she claims a right to vote six months 
next preceding any clection of school committees, and who 
has paid by herself, her parent, guardian, or trustee, a state, 
county, city, or town tax assessed upon her or her trustee 
in this state within two years next preceding such election, 
shall have a right to vote in all such elections for members 
of school committees. 

Srcr. 5. Section fifty-two of chapter twenty-seven of the 
Public Statutes is hereby amended, by inserting between the 
words “ ineeting” and “shall” in the ninth line of said sec- 
tion the following: “And also every citizen who shall be 
by law exempted from taxation, and who shall be in all other. 
respects qualified as above mentioned, and also every citizen 
included in article twenty-eight of the amendments to the 
constitutions” 

Sect. 6. All Indians, and people of color heretofore 
known and called Indians, within this Commonwealth, are 
made and declared to be citizens of the Commonwealth, and 
entitled to all the rights, privileges, and immunities, and 
subject to all the duties and liabilities, to which citizens of 
this Commonwealth are entitled or subject. 

Secr. 7. Every male inhabitant of a city or town, who, 
by reason of age, infirmity, and poverty, is exempted from 
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taxation under the twelfth clause of section five, chapter 
eleven of the Public Statutes, shall he deemed to be exempted 
by law within the meaning of article three of the amendments 
to the constitution. 

Sect. 8. The collectors of state and county taxes in each 
city and town shall keep an accurate account of the names of 
all persons from whom they receive payment of any state or 
county tax, and of the time of such payment, and upon re- 
quest shall deliver to the person paying the same a receipt 
specifying his name and the time of payment, and such re- 
ceipts shall be admitted as presumptive evidence thereof. 

Sect. 9. The collectors, whether the time for which they 
were chosen has expired or not, shall, twice in each year, 
namely, once not more than twenty-five nor less than twenty 
days before the annual city or town elections, and once not 
more than sixty nor less than fifty days before the Tuesday 
next after the first Monday in November, return to the regis- 
trars of voters of their respective cities and towns an accurate 
list of all persons from whom they have received payment 
of any state or county tax since the time appointed for 
making their last preceding return. 

_ Secr. 10. Every collector neglecting to make such re- 
turn shall forfeit one hundred dollars for each neglect, and 
twenty dollars for every name in respect to which he makes 
a false return. 

Sect. 11. When a male person, on or before the fifteenth 
day of September in any year, gives notice in writing, ac- 
companied by satisfactory evidence, to the assessors of a city 
or town, that he was on the first day of May of that year an 
inhabitant thereof, and liable to pay a poll-tax, and furnishes 
under oath a true list of his polls, and estate both real and 
personal, not exempt from taxation, the assessors shall assess 
him for his polls and estate; but such assessment shall be 
subject to the provisions of section seventy-three of chapter 
eleven of the Public Statutes. And the assessors shall, on 
or before the twentieth day of September, deposit with the 
registrars of voters or board charged with the preparation of 
the voting list of the city or town a list of the persons so 
assessed. ‘The taxes so assessed shall be entered in the tax- 
list of the collector of the city or towi, and he shall collect 
and pay over the same in the manner specified in his warrant. 

Sect. 12. Any woman, who is a citizen of this Common- 
wealth, may, on or before the fifteenth day of September in 
any year, give notice in writing, accompanied by satisfactory 
evidence, to the assessors of a city or town, that she was on 
the first day of May of that year an inhabitant thereof, and 
that she desires to pay a poll-tax, and furnish under oath a 
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true list of her estate, both real and personal, not exempt 
from taxation, and she shall thereupon be assessed for her 
poll, not exceeding fifty cents, and for her estate, and the 
assessors shall, on or before the twentieth day of September, 
return her name to the registrars of voters or board charged 
with the preparation of the voting list of the city or town in 
the list of the persons so assessed. The taxes so assessed 
shall be entered in the tax-list of the collector of the city or 
town, and he shall collect and pay over the same in the man- 
ner specified in his warrant. 

Srecr. 138. When a person makes application to the assess- 
ors of a city or town to be assessed a poll-tax for the year 
then current, and it appears that the applicant was on the 
first day of May preceding an inhabitant thereof, and liable 
to pay a poll-tax, but was not assessed therefor, and that he 
is, or has been during any portion of the two years preceding 
‘such application, engaged in the military or naval service of 
the United States, the assessors shall, provided the applicant 
has returned from said service subsequent to the time fixed 
by law for the close of assessment of taxes, forthwith assess 
such tax, and notify the treasurer of such city or town of the 
assessment, and the person so assessed shall, upon payment 
of said tax, have the same right to be registered and vote 
in said city or town as if his tax had been regularly assessed. 

Sect. 14. On or before the first day of May, in the year 
eighteen hundred and eighty-four, or as soon as may be after 
the passage of this act, the selectmen of each town, by a 
writing signed by them or by a majority of them, and filed 
with the town clerk, and the mayor of each city, subject to 
the approval of the board of aldermen, shall appoint three 
able and discreet persons, qualified voters in said city or, 
town, who shall hold no other office or position by election 
or appointment in said city or town, who shall constitute, 
together with the city or town clerk for the time being, a 
board of registrars of voters. One of the registrars so ap- 
pointed shall hold his office until the first day of April in the 
year eighteen hundred and eighty-five, one until the first day 
of April, eighteen hundred and eighty-six, and one until the 
first day of April in the year eighteen hundred and eighty- 
seven; and in the manner aforesaid, the mayor of each city’ 
and selectmen of each town shall, in the month of February 
or March in the year eighteen hundred and eighty-five, and 
in each year thereafter, appoint one person qualified as afore- 
said, to be a registrar of voters for the term of three years 
from the first day of April then next ensuing, and until an- 
other is appointed in his place. In case of a vacancy occur- 


ing by reason of the death, resignation, or removal from office 
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of either of the registrars appointed, as aforesaid, during the 
term for which he is appointed, the mayor or selectmen in 
the manner aforesaid, shall appoint a person qualified as 
aforesaid, for the residue of said term. The members of 
said board shall equally represent the two political parties 
which cast the largest number of votes in the Commonwealth 
at the annual election next preceding their appointment, and 
not more than two of them shall be of the same political 
party. The city or town clerk shall act as clerk of the said 
board, shall keep a full and faithful record of its proceedings, 
and procure the serving or posting of such notices as the 
registrars may require. 

Sect. 15. Such registrars shall perform all the duties in 
relation to the registration of voters now imposed upon 
existing boards of registration, or upon the mayor and 
aldermen in cities where there are no registrars, and select- 
men in towns, and shall, before entering upon the duties of 
their office, take and subscribe an oath faithfully to perform 
the same. They shall receive such compensation as the 
city council or selectmen may from time to time determine ; 
but such compensation shall not be regulated by the number 
of names registered on any list of voters, and any reduction 
of compensation shall take effect upon such registrars only as 
are appointed after such reduction.. The city council or 
selectmen shall furnish office room for the registrars and such 
aid as may needed by them. 

Sect. 16. The registrars, at their first meeting to make 
the register of voters, or at an adjournment thereof, may use 
the voting lists of the annual election then last past, to aid 
them in forming the said register, but the name of. no person 
shall be placed on such register if objected to by one of the 

registrars, or by a qualified voter of the same city or town, 
unless he shall be known or. proved, to the satisfaction of 
such registrars, to be, at the time, a qualified voter in such 
city or town; nor shall the name of any person be placed or 
retained on such register without the concurrence of three 
of the four registrars. 

Srcr. 17. The registrars of voters in cities and towns 
shall make and keep records of all persons entitled to vote 
therein at any election of town, city, county, district, state, 
or national officers, which shall be known as a register of 
voters. 

Secor. 18. Said register shall contain the name of each 
voter written in full, or his first christian name, or that name 
by which he is generally known written in full, with the ini- 
tial or initials of any other name or names which he may have 
in addition to his surname, his age and place of birth, the 
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street or place in the town or city where he resided on the 
first day of May, and at the time of registration, his occu- 
pation and place of business or employment, and such other 
particulars as may be necessary fully to identify him, and the 
date of registration. 

Srot. 19. The assessors of taxes of each city, shall, on or 
before the fifteenth day of July in each year, cause street lists 
of the several voting precincts in such city to be printed and 
compiled in pamphlet form for public distribution. Said 
compilation shall be by precincts separately, not exceeding 
fifty copies for each, arranged so as to show under the num- 
ber of the house, or if there is no number, then under such 
other definite description of the location of the dwelling-— 
place as will enable it to be readily ascertained, the names 
of all persons resident in each dwelling, and assessed for 
poll taxes; and shall also send such number of copies thereof 
as may be required by the board of registrars of voters to 
the clerk of said board. 

Secr. 20. The registrars of voters shall cause proper 
notices to be published or posted, and proper opportunity 
given at least five weeks before any annual election to all 
persons to present themselves for registration; and _there- 
after before registering any person whose qualifications have 
not been previously determined by them, they shall examine 
him under oath in regard to his qualifications to vote, and 
shall require such person to write his name and read in the 
official edition thereof at least three lines of the constitution, 
other than the title, in such manner as to show that he is not 
prompted nor reciting from memory, before they place it on 
said register, unless such person is exempted by article 
twenty of the amendments to the constitution. 

Secor. 21. After the ward lists of qualified voters are 
printed and posted as now required by law, no name shall 
be added thereto, unless the applicant for registration 
appears in person before the registrars or assistant registrars 
and proves his claim to be registered. 

Sect. 22. The secretary “of the Commonwealth shall 
furnish to each board of registrars applying therefor, at cost 
price, suitable blank books for said registration, and said 
books shall be uniform in character, and shall contain eleven 
blank columns with uniform headings in the following 
form : — 
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Sect. 23. If the registrars are not satisfied as to the 
identity or qualifications of any applicant for registration, 
they may make such examination of such applicant under 
oath as they may consider necessary or proper to verify the 
fact that he is possessed of the constitutional requirements 
of a voter. 

Sncor. 24. If any person who will become twenty-one 
years of age before the election next ensuing shall make 
application to the registrars for registration in order to 
entitle him to vote at such election, he shall be examined 
under oath and admitted to registration, provided the regis- 
trars shall be satisfied that he will be of age before such 
election, and that he has the other constitutional qualifica- 
tions of a voter and is the identical person he professes to be. 

Sror. 25. If the assessors of a city assess a person in 
another ward or precinct than that in which he claims to 
dwell or have his home, such person may, on or before the 
fifteenth day of September in any year, file with the regis- 
trars of voters a notice of his claim to be registered in some 
other ward or precinct, specifying the same, and as soon as 
may be after said fifteenth day of September said board shall 
notify said person, fixing a time and place of hearing; and 
after such hearing they may change the ward or precinct of 
registry, if need be, in any case; and they shall forthwith, 
after such change, give notice thereof to the assessors, who 
shall make the corresponding change in the official record of 
their department ; and the name of no person shall be regis- 
tered in any other ward or precinct than that in which he 
was assessed, unless a claim for such registration is filed as 
provided in this section. 

Srcr. 26. In the several cities of this Commonwealth, 
except the city of Boston, all errors in names upon tax bills 
of persons assessed shall be corrected by the board of 
assessors or the board acting as registrars of voters on said 
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tax bills, and also on forms of certificates specially prepared 
for the purpose; and every tax bill so changed, together 
with the certificate, shall be stamped with an official stamp 
of the board making such change before the person whose 
tax bill is so changed shall be allowed to register as a voter. 
All certificates of names so changed shall be sent to the 
collector of taxes, who shall, as soon as may be after the 
first day of January in each year, make corresponding 
changes or corrections on the list of assessed polls committed 
to him by the board of assessors. The collector shall also 
transmit said certificates to the board of assessors, who shall, 
before the first day of March in each year, make correspond- 
ing changes or corrections on the proper books in their 
department. 

Sect. 27. The registers of voters in cities and towns 
shall, at least thirty days before the annual city and town 
elections, and at least thirty days before the Tuesday next 
after the first Monday in November annually, make correct 
alphabetical lists of all the persons qualified to vote for the 
several officers to be elected at those times, which lists shall 
be by precincts separately; and shall, at least thirty days 
before said election, cause such lists in towns to be posted up 
in two or more public places, and in cities each precinct list 
in two or more public places in each precinct respectively. 

Sect. 28. The names of women may be placed upon a 
separate list; and, when the name of any woman has been 
placed upon the voting list of a city or town, it shall remain 
on the list as long as she continues to reside in such city or 
town, and has paid any state, county, city or town tax that 
has been assessed on her or her trustee in this state within 
two years next preceding any election; provided that the 
facts relating to residence shall be furnished to the registrars 
each year prior to the close of registration. 

Sect. 29. The place of residence of each voter, on the 
first day of May next preceding the making up of the voting 
lists, shall be entered thereon opposite the name of the voter ; 
and in cities the name of each voter shall be entered upon 
the list of the ward or precinct in which he was assessed, or 
if not assessed, where he was liable to assessment. When a 
person becomes an inhabitant of a city after the first day of 
May, and before an election at which he is entitled to vote, 
his name shall be entered on the list of the ward or precinct 
of which he first becomes an inhabitant. 

Secr. 30. The clerk of each city or town shall, on the 
first day of every month, and also two days before every 
election, send to the registrars of voters a list, by wards, of 
male persons over twenty-one years of age deceased within 
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the preceding month, or since the last time of sending such 
list; and the names of such persons found upon the voting- 
lists shall be erased theretrom. 

Sect. 81. At any election other than the annual state 
election, a person who has removed from one ward or pre- 
cinct to another, within the same city, shall vote in the ward 
or precinct in which he was entitled to vote at the last pre- 
ceding annual state election. 

Seot. 32. Upon a complaint in writing under oath made 
by a registered voter in a city or town, at least seven days 
before an election, setting forth that he has reason to believe 
and does believe that a certain person is illegally registered, 
and the reasons therefor, the registrars shall reéxamine the 
matter of the registration of such person, and if there shall 
appear to be probable ground for such complaint, they shall 
make a record thereof and shall summon such person to 
appear before them and examine him under oath in regard to 
the matter set forth in the complaint, may hear other and | 
further evidence relative thereto, and, if satisfied that he is 
not a qualified voter, shall strike his name from the list. 

Said summons shall be directed to the person named in 
said affidavit, and shall require him to appear before said 
board of registrars at a time and place therein named, which 
time shall be before the election next ensuing, then and there 
to show cause why his name should remain upon the registry 
of voters and a copy of this section shall be printed upon the 
face of said summons. Service of the summons shall be 
made by an officer duly qualified to serve civil or criminal 
process, by delivering to the person named therein a copy 
thereof attested by the officer who serves it, or by leaving 
such copy for him at his last and usual place of abode known 
to the officer, not more than fourteen days nor less than 
twenty-four hours before the return day thereof, and such 
officer shall return said summons to said registrars before the 
return day thereof, with a certificate of service endorsed 
thereon. If, after service of said summons in the manner 
aforesaid, a person shall fail to appear as directed therein, 
without sufficient cause being shown therefor, his name shall 
be stricken from the register of voters. 

Sect. 33. Whoever shall knowingly or wilfully make a 
false affidavit, under the preceding section, regarding the 
qualifications of any voter shall be deemed guilty of per- 
ury. 

Sect. 34. All applications, certificates, or affidavits taken 
by_the registrars of voters under this act, and acts in amend 
ment hereof, shall be preserved for two years. 

Sect. 35. The registrars of voters in towns shall be in 
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session at some convenient place for a reasonable time on the 
Saturday next but one preceding all meetings for the election 
of town, county, district, state, or national officers, and for 
such time previous thereto, as. they may judge necessary, for 
the purpose of receiving evidence of qualifications of persons 
claiming a right to vote in such elections, and of correcting 
the lists of voters ; and they shall give notice of the time and 
place of holding the sessions upon the lists posted up as pro- 
vided in section twenty-seven, and shall also state therein 
the day of the month when registration will cease, and that 
after the close of registration no name will be entered on the 
voting lists except as hereinafter provided. 

Sect. 36. The registrars of voters in cities shall be in 
session until ten o’clock in the afternoon of the fourteenth 
day preceding the day of any election, and for such time 
previous thereto as they may judge necessary, for the pur- 
pose of receiving evidence of the qualifications of persons 
claiming a right to vote, and of correcting the lists of voters ; 
and they shall give notice of the time and place of holding 
the sessions upon lists of voters posted up as provided by 
section twenty-seven, and shall also state therein the day of 
the month when registration will cease, and that after the 
close of registration no name will be entered on the voting 
lists except as hereinafter provided. 

Secr. 37. The registration of voters in towns shall cease 
at ten o’clock in the afternoon of the Saturday next but one 
preceding the day of any,election, and in cities at ten o’clock in 
the afternoon of the fourteenth day next preceding the day of 
any election; and no name shall be entered on the voting 
lists of any city or town after the close of registration unless 
the qualifications of the person as a voter have been deter- 
mined by the registrars of voters at some meeting held before 
the close of registration ; such fact to be verified by the cer- 
tificate of the clerk of the board of registrars. 

Secor. 38. The registrars of voters, before entering upon 
the register the name of a naturalized citizen, shall require 
him to produce for their inspection his papers of naturaliza- 
tion, and to make oath that he is the identical person named 
therein; they shall be satisfied that he has been legally nat- 
uralized, shall make a record or memorandum upon said 
papers of the date of such inspection and shall enter upon the 
said register the name and location of the court by which 
said papers were issued with the date thereof. They need 
not require the production of such papers after they have 
once examined and passed upon them. 

Sect. 39. Registrars of voters shall not register voters 
in secret session, but publicly, and shall afford to a reason- 
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able number of persons of the various political parties 
opportunity to witness such registration ; and the register of 
voters and the record of the clerk of the board of registrars 
shall at all reasonable times be open to public inspection, 
without charge, at the office of the authorities with whom 
they are deposited. 

Sect. 40. The board of registrars shall possess full 
authority to maintain regularity and order and to enforce 
obedience to their lawful commands in proceedings before 
them, and shall have full authority to preserve peace and 
good order at and around the place where their sessions are 
held, to keep the access thereto open and unobstructed, and 
may call upon constables, police officers, and other persons, 
if necessary, to communicate their orders and directions and 
to assist in the performance of the duties in this section 
enjoined. 

Sect. 41. If any person shall refuse to obey the lawful 
command of the registrars, or by disorderly conduct in their 
presence or hearing shall interrupt or disturb their proceed- 
ings, they may make an order directing any constable or 
police officer to take the person so offending into custody 
and detain him until the close of the session then being held ; 
but such order shall not prohibit the person so taken into 
custody from registering as a voter. 

Sect. 42. It shall be the duty of the chief executive 
officer of the police force of a city, when requested so to.do 
by the registrars of voters, to detail a sufficient number of 
police officers, who shall be stationed at the place of meet- 
ing of said registrars, and, under their direction, shall preserve 
order and protect each and all of said registrars from any 
interference with or obstruction in the performance of their 
respective duties. 

Sror. 43. No name shall be added to a voting list until 
it has been recorded in the register of voters, and none shall 
be added to a list of voters in use at any election after the 
opening of the polls except to correct a clerical error or 
omission, and all names on voting lists shall be written in 
full, or as provided in section eighteen. 

Sect. 44. If a qualified voter of any city or town whose 
name was on the voting list of such city or town for the 
preceding year, who has been assessed for a poll tax for the 
current year, and who has paid a state or county tax as- 
sessed upon him for the preceding or current year, finds after 
the close of registration that his name is not placed on the voting 
list of the current year by reason of the same being omitted by 
clerical error or mistake from the list of polls as assessed 
and transmitted by the board of assessors to the board 
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charged with the preparation of the voting list, the board of 
assessors shall, upon the personal application of such voter, 
correct such omission or mistake, and give to him a certifi- 
cate of such correction, to be presented by him in person 
to the board charged with the preparation of the voting 
list, who shall, on the receipt thereof, place the name of 
such voter on the voting list of the precinct, ward, or town 
in which he was entitled to be registered ; or if application 
is made on the day of election the said board last mentioned 
shall give to such voter a certificate, on presentation of 
which to the election officers of his precinct, ward, or town 
he shall be allowed to vote therein; and such certificate 
shall be returned and preserved in like manner as the bal- 
lots cast in such precinct, ward or town. 

Seot. 45. If the name of a qualified voter shall be erro- 
neously erased from the published voting list, or omitted 
therefrom by clerical error, he may apply to the registrars 
of voters, at any time before the closing of the polls, for its 
restoration; and if he shall prove that his claim be valid 
his name shall be restored to the voting list, and he shall be 
given a certificate thereof, if such restoration is made on 
the day of election, on presentation of which to the officers 
of the precinct in which he was entitled to be registered, 
he shall be allowed to vote therein; and the certificate shall 
be returned and preserved in like manner with the ballots 
cast in said precinct. 

Sect. 46. At any election held in a city between the 
day of the municipal election and the day of the annual 
state election the voting lists prepared for the preceding 
municipal election shall be used, subject to the changes and 
erasures provided for by law. 

Secr. 47. If the registrars have duly entered on the 
voting lists the names of all persons upon the register of 
voters they shall not be answerable for any omissions from 
said voting list. Assessors and collectors shall when re- — 
quested furnish any information in their possession necessary 
to aid said boards of registrars in the discharge of their 
respective duties. 

Secr. 48. In any city or town where assistant registrars 
are now or may hereafter be appointed, so much of this 
chapter as authorizes or requires registrars to administer 
oaths, shall apply to such assistant registrars. 

Secor. 49. Towns having less than three hundred regis- 
tered voters shall be exempt from the requirements of 
section fourteen of this chapter, and in such towns the 
selectmen and town clerk shall constitute a board of regis- 
trars of voters, and shall perform all the duties and be sub-. 
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ject to all the liabilities imposed by this act, and acts in 
- amendment hereof, upon registrars of voters. But whenever, 
in any town now exempted by this section the register of 
voters shall be found to contain as many as five hundred 
names, said section fourteen shall apply, and in the month 
of February, or of March next thereafter, a board of regis- 
trars shall be appointed. 

Sect. 50. On the petition of not less than ten qualified 
voters in any city or town, the governor, by and with the 
advice and consent of the council, shall appoint two super- 
visors, able and discreet men, one from each of the two lead- 
ing political parties, who sball be authorized to attend all 
sessions of the board of registrars in said city or town, or in 
the city of Boston, all sessions of such assistant registrars as 
may be named or described in such petition, and who shall 
have the right to affix their signatures to the register of voters 
and voting lists for purposes of identification, and to attach 
thereto any statement touching the truth or fairness thereof 
which they or either of them may ask to attach, and any one 
who shall prevent any person so appointed from doing any 
of the acts authorized as aforesaid, or who shall hinder or 
molest any such person in doing any of said acts, or shall aid 
or abet in preventing, hindering, or molesting any such per- 
son in respect of any such acts, shall be punished by impris- 
onment in jail for not more than one year. 

Sreor. 51. Any registrar of voters who shall refuse or 
wilfully neglect to require an applicant for registration to 
read and write, as directed by the constitution and section 
twenty of this act, and shall then place or knowingly suffer 
to be placed or to remain upon the register of voters the 
name of such applicant, shall bé punished by a fine of not 
more than five hundred dollars or by imprisonment in jail for 
not more than year for each offence ; and any registrar who 
knowingly and wilfully prevents, or seeks to prevent, the 
registration of any legal voter, or knowingly and wilfully 
registers the name of any person not qualified to vote, or 
who shall wilfully violate any of the provisions of this act, 
or be guilty of any other fraud or corrupt conduct in the ex- 
ecution of the duties of his office, shall be punished by a fine 
of not more than three hundred dollars for each offence ; and 
any other city or town officer who wilfully neglects or refuses 
to perform any duty required of him by this act and acts in 
amendment hereof, shall, except as provided in section ten, 
forfeit for each offence a sum not exceeding two hundred 
dollars.. 

Sect. 52. Any person who shall cause his name to be reg- 
istered as a voter in more than one town or precinct, or who 
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shall cause his name to be registered knowing that he is not 
a qualified voter in the city, town, or precinct where said 
registry is made, or who shall falsely personate or attempt to 
so personate any person for the purpose of passing the read- 
ing or writing test, or for any other purpose before a regis- 
trar of voters, and any person who shall give a false name or 
false answer to a registrar concerning any matter relating to 
the registration of voters, or to the right of any person to 
vote, and any person causing any such act or aiding or abet- 
ting any person in any manner in either of said acts shall be 
punished for each and every offence by a fine of not more 
than three hundred dollars, and by imprisonment in jail for 
not more than one year. 

Sect. 53. The provisions of this chapter shall not be 
deemed to repeal the special laws relating to assessment 
and registration in the city of Boston; but chapter six of the 
Public Statutes, chapter one hundred and ninety-three of 
the acts of the year eighteen hundred and seventy-seven, 
chapters two hundred forty-seven and two hundred and sixty- 
eight of the year eighteen hundred and eighty-two, and all 
acts and parts of acts inconsistent herewith, are hereby 
repealed. 

Secr. 54. This act shall take effect upon its passage, but 
any election which may be held previous to the next state 
election shall be conducted according to the provision of law 
heretofore regulating the same. 


COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS. 
In the Year One Thousand Light Hundred and LHighty-four. 


AN ACT CONCERNING ELECTIONS AND VOTING THEREIN. 


Be it enacted, etc. : — 


Section 1. Meetings for the election of national, state, 
district, county, and municipal officers may be opened as 
early as seven o’clock in the forenoon; and in no ease shall 
the polls be kept open after the hour of sunset. Such 
officers shall be voted for on one ballot, and notice thereof 
shall be given in the warrant calling the meeting. 

Sect. 2. In cities such meetings shall be opened as early 
as twelve o’clock, noon, of the election day, and shall be 
called according to the provisions of the city charters and the 
acts in addition thereto, and warrants for notifying such 
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meetings shall specify the time when the polls for the choice 
of the several officers will be opened and when they will be 
closed, and the polls shall be kept open at least four hours. 

Sect. 3. The several cities of this state shall be divided 
by the mayor and aldermen of said cities, respectively, into 
convenient voting precincts for the holding of all meetings 
for the choice of all officers who are elective by the people. 

Every ward ina city containing not more than five hun- 
dred voters shall be a voting precinct; every ward in a city 
containing more than five hundred voters and not more than 
eight hundred voters may, in the current year, or in any year 
_ thereafter, on or before the first Monday of July, be divided 
by the mayor and aldermen of. such city, if they shall deem 
it expedient, into two precincts, to contain as near as may be 
an equal number of voters, and such ward, if not so divided, 
shall be a voting precinct; and every ward of a city contain- 
ing more than eight hundred voters shall, on or before the 
first Monday of July in the current year, and as often 
annually thereafter as may be necessary or expedient, be 
divided by the mayor and aldermen of such city into two or 
more voting precincts, consisting of compact and contiguous 
territory in such manner that each precinct shall be entire 
within one ward, and shall contain as near as may be an 
equal number of voters. The boundaries of such precincts 
shall, so far as possible, be the centre lines of known streets 
or ways, and no precincts shall contain more than eight hun- 
dred voters. The registration in the year eighteen hundred 
and eighty-three shall be taken as the basis of the division in 
the current year, and a division in any other year shall be 
made on the basis of the registration of voters in the preced- 
ing year. 

After the division of any city into new wards as now 
provided by law said wards shall be divided into voting 
precincts according to the provisions of this section. Said 
precincts shall be designated by numbers or by letters of the 
alphabet. 

Secor. 4. Whenever a ward of a city shall be divided into 
two or more precincts, the mayor and aldermen shall im- 
mediately cause the same to be published, by making a map 
or description of such division, defining it by known 
boundaries, and posting such map or description in at 
least ten of the most public places in each precinct of such 
ward; and the mayor and aldermen shall also cause a 
reasonable number of copies of such map or description to 
be furnished to the registrars of voters, the assessors of 
taxes, and the election officers in each precinct in said city. 

Secr. 5. The-board of aldermen of each city shall, thirty 
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days at least before the day of each election, designate and 
appoint the polling place in each of the voting precincts in 
such city, and procure the same for such purpose and cause 
it to be suitably fitted up and prepared therefor; and they 
shall thereupon.cause to be posted in at least ten public 
places in each precinct a printed description of the place so 
designated, and shall give such other public notice thereof 
as they may think necessary o proper. ‘Such polling place 
shall be in the most public. orderly and convenient portion 
of the precinct, and no ‘uilding or part of a building shall . 
be so designated or used in which, or in any part of which, 
intoxicating liquor is sold, or has been sold, within thirty 
days next preceding g the day of election. 

Secor. 6. All requirements of law in regard to the prepara- 
tion, publication, posting or use of ward ‘lists in cities shall 
be held to be complied with, by the employment in each 
precinct of precinct lists of like description, in all respects, 
of all the legal voters therein, and the requirements of law 
now applied to ward lists shall be, so far as practicable, 
applied to precinct lists of voters. 

Secor. 7. In each voting precinct there shall be the 
following election officers, that is to say: The mayor at 
some time between the first and the twentieth day of 
September in each year shall, with the approval of the board 
of aldermen, appoint for each voting precinct one warden, 
one deputy warden, one clerk, one deputy clerk, two in- 
spectors, and two deputy inspectors, qualified voters in the 
ward of which each precinct forms a part, men of good 
repute and standing, who shall equally represent each of the 
two political parties which cast the largest number of votes 
in the Commonwealth at the annual election next preceding 
their appointment. The warden and one inspector shall be 
of a different political party from the clerk and other in- 
spector and each deputy shall be of the same political party 
as his principal. Each of said officers shall be sworn to the 
faithful performance of his duties, and: shall hold office for 
one year from the first day of November in the year in which 
he is appointed, and until a successor is appointed and 
qualified or he is removed. Lither of said officers may be 
removed at any time by the mayor, with the approval of the 
board of aldermen upon written charges of incompetence or 
official misconduct preferred either by the city clerk or by 
not less than six qualified voters of the ward in which the 
officer is appointed to act. In case of any vacancy occurring 
before the first day of November in any year, or in case 
either of said officers shall decline to act and shall give 
notice thereof to the city clerk on or before said first day of 
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November, the mayor, with the approval of the board of 
aldermen, shall appoint some person qualified as aforesaid to 
fill said office; and in making such appointment he shall 
preserve the just and equal representation of the two leading 
political parties in the precinct offices. Every person so 
appointed shall be sworn to the faithful performance of his 
duties. Every nomination made by the mayor under this 
section shall be acted on by the board of aldermen not less 
than three nor more than ten days after it shall have been 
made. In case of a vacancy in the office of warden, clerk, or 
inspector of a precinct on the day of any election, the person 
appointed as deputy of said warden, clerk, or inspector shall 
act in his place, and shall have the same powers and be sub- 
ject to the same duties and liabilities-as the officer for whom 
he acts. No deputy precinct officer shall have power to act 
in any official capacity, or while the polls are open or during 
the counting of the votes be admitted to the space reserved 
for the precinct officers, except while filling a vacancy as 
aforesaid ; and he shall receive no compensation except for 
attendance at the opening.of the polls, or for services while 
acting for the officer whose place he fills. In case the 
warden and deputy warden, or the clerk and deputy clerk, 
or one of the inspectors and his deputy are absent at the 
time designated for the opening of the polls on the day of 
any election, a suitable person shall be elected by the voters 
of said precinct by nomination and hand vote, with full 
power to act for the time being in place of the absent officer, 
and before entering upon the performance of his duties he 
shall be sworn by ‘the warden or clerk to the faithful per- 
formance thereof. 

Sect. 8. Such election officers shall attend at the times 
and places designated for meetings in their respective pre- 
cincts, for the election of any national, state, district, county, 
city or ward officers, or for the determination of any question 
submitted to the qualified voters by lawful authority, and 
shall have the same powers, and, except as otherwise pro- 
vided, be subject to the same duties and liabilities as the 
wardens, clerks, and inspectors now holding office under 
existing laws, and shall receive such reasonable compensa- 
tion for each day’s actual service as the city council of their 
respective cities, may from time to time determine. No 
person shall be eligible to the position of election officer 
in any precinct where he is a candidate to be voted for, and 
whenever any person appointed as aforesaid becomes such 
candidate he may, upon petition therefor, be removed by 
the mayor not less than three days before any election. 

Sect. 9. Upon the petition in writing of ten qualified 
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voters of a city or town, presented to the governor at least 
fourteen days before any election of state, district, county or 
municipal officers, he shall appoint, by and with the advice 
and consent of the council, for such town or for each of such 
voting precincts as may be named in said petition, two 
citizens, residents of such city or town, to act as supervisors 
at the said election. Said supervisors shall be appointed one 
from each of the leading political parties, who shall be 
present at the several precincts for which they are appointed, 
and witness throughout the conduct of the voting and count- 
ing the votes, and remain where the ballot-boxes are kept at 
all times after the polls are open and until the votes are 
duly sealed in the envelope for transmission to the authori- 
ties entitled to receive the same. Said supervisors, and 
either of them, shall have the right to affix their signatures 
or his signature to the certificate of the number of votes 
cast, for purposes of identification, and to attach thereto any 
statement touching the truth or fairness thereof which they 

or he may ask to attach. Any one who shall prevent any 
person so designated from doing any of the acts authorized 
by this section, or who shall hinder or molest any such person 
in doing any of said acts, or shall aid or abet in prevent- 
ing, hindering, or molesting any such person in respect of any 
such acts, shall be punished by imprisonment in jail for not 
more than one year. 

Seor. 10. The secretary of the Commonwealth shall pro- 
vide every city and town with a ballot-box for use at each 
polling precinct or place of meeting for the election of 
national, state, district, county, or municipal officers. Said 
boxes shall be approved by the secretary, treasurer, and 
auditor of the Commonwealth, or by a majority of them, 
‘ shall have sufficient and secure locks and keys, and shall 
contain mechanical devices for receiving, registering and 
cancelling every ballot deposited therein. Said ballot-boxes 
shall be provided at the expense of the Commonwealth at a 
price not exceeding fifty dollars each. 

Secor. 11. All ballots cast at any such election held on or 
after the first day of November, eighteen hundred and 
eighty-four, shall be deposited in such boxes, and no ballots 
shall be counted in ascertaining the result of such election 
unless so deposited and cancelled, or deposited in accordance 
witb the two following sections. 

Sreor. 12. If for any cause it shall become impossible at 
any election to make use of the ballot-box furnished by the 
secretary of the Commonwealth as herein provided, the bal- 
loting shall proceed as the presiding officers at said election 
shall direct; the clerk shall make «a record of the facts per- 
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taining thereto and return an attested copy of his record 
thereof enclosed in the envelope provided-according to law 
for the return of the ballots cast at such election. 

Sect. 13. If a ballot shall be cast enclosed in a sealed 
envelope as provided by law, the cancellation of said envelope 
shall be deemed a cancellation of the ballot, and the presid- 
ing officer at said election shall preserve said ballot, replaced 
in the envelope which enclosed the same, with the other bal- 
lots cast at said election. 

Sror. 14. City and town clerks shall, at the expense of 
their cities and towns, provide therein places for the safe and 
suitable keeping of the ballot-boxes furnished by the Com- 
monwealth; shall have the care and custody thereof; shall 
see that they are kept in good order and repair; and if any 
of them are lost, destroyed or irreparably damaged, shall, at 
the expense of said city or town, replace the same by similar 
ballot-boxes, approved as in section ten of this act. 

Secr. 15. Whoever wilfully and maliciously destroys or 
injures a ballot-box, or the mechanism thereof, shall be pun- 
ished by imprisonment in the state prison not exceeding one 
year, and by a fine not exceeding five hundred dollars. 

Secor. 16. In cities the city clerk shall sénd to the officers of 
cach precinct, before the opening of the polls, on every elec- 
tion day, the ballot-box furnished by the secretary of the 
Commonwealth, with such seals and other ballot-boxes as 
may be aporoved by the board of alderman. At the opening 
of the polls in each precinct, and before any ballots are re- 
ceived, the ballot-box shall be publicly opened and shown to 
be empty, and the election officers shall, by personal examin- 
ation, ascertain that the same is empty, after which im- 
mediately the box shall be locked, a record of the condition 
of the box register made by the clerk, and the key taken and 
retained by the constable or police officer in attendance at 
said precinct. The ballot-box shall not be removed from the 
public view, after it is so shown to be empty, until all ballots 
have been removed therefrom and the box has been relocked. 
No ballot shall be removed from the ballot-box in any pre- 
cinct while the polls are open, and the box shall not be 
opened except that, in order to make room for the deposit of 
all ballots, the warden may, in the presence of all the elec- 
tion officers, open the box and pack and press down the 
ballots therein. 

Secr. 17. Whenever any person offers to vote he shall 
give his name, and if requested so to do, his residence, to 
the warden or presiding officer of the precinct, who shall 
thereupon announce the same ina loud and distinct tone of 
voice, clear and audible, and if such name is found upon the 
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check list by the election officer having charge thereof, he 
shall, in a loud and distinct tone of voice, clear and audible, 
repeat said name, and the voter may then deposit his ballot 
in the box, with the face downwards, open and unfolded, or 
ina sealed envelope, and his name shall be immediately 
checked on said list. The officers in charge of the box and 
the list respectively shall be of different political parties. 

Sect. 18. The board of aldermen may pass such regula- 
tions in regard to the use of the seals and ballot-boxes and 
the manner of receiving, counting, and returning the votes 
as they may deem expedient, provided such regulations are 
not inconsistent with the provisions of law ; and if any person 
wilfully neglects or refuses to comply with any of such reg- 
ulations, he shall be punished by a fine not exceeding one 
‘hundred dollars, or by imprisonment in the house of correc- 
tion not exceeding six months. 

Sect. 19. The votes in elections for national, state, 
county, district, and municipal officers shall be received, 
sorted, and counted, by the selectmen and by the election 
officers, and public declaration made thereof in open town, 
ward, or precinct meetings. 

As soon as the polls are closed the selectmen and town 
clerk, or election officers, shall proceed to canvass the votes ; 
such canvass shall be public, and shall not be adjourned nor 
postponed until it shall have been fully completed. As soon 
as the polls are closed, a record shall be made by the clerk 
of the condition of the ballot-box register; the officer in 
charge of the voting list shall, in the presence of the other 
officers and the public, count in a distinct and audible voice 
the names checked on said list and announce the whole num- 
ber thereof; the ballot-box, without being removed from the 
public view, shall then be opened by the warden or presiding 
officer; the ballots shall be taken therefrom and audibly 
counted, one by one, and when the count is completed the 
whole number of ballots cast shall be announced, and the 
counting of the number of votes received by each person 
voted for shall then proceed. All ballots after being re- 
moved from the box shall be kept within the unobstructed 
view of the voters present at the place of meeting until they 
are placed in the envelope as required by law. The names of 
persons voted for, the number of votes received for each 
person, and the title of the office for which he is proposed, 
shall be entered in words at length by the town, ward, or 
precinct clerks in their respective records. 

The ward or precinct clerks shall forthwith deliver certi- 
fied copies of such records to the city clerks, who shall 
forthwith enter the same in the city records. 
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Sect. 20. Sections sixteen, seventeen, and nineteen of 
this chapter shall apply to the conduct of elections in towns, 
except that in towns having more than six hundred voters the 
counting of the check-list may be made after the counting of 
the ballots ; and the ballot-box may be opened and ‘ballots 

taken therefrom and counted whenever, in the unanimous 
' judgment of the selectmen, supervisors, and town clerk it is 
necessary or advisable so to do. 

Srecr. 21. Votes for different persons, for the same office, 
found in one envelope or.on one ballot, shall not be counted, 
and if more than one vote for the same person for the same 
office is found in one envelope or on one ballot but one such 
vote shall be counted, and no vote shall be counted which 
does not clearly indicate in writing the office for which the 
person voted for is designed, except when but one officer is 
voted for. | 

Sect. 22. In every election in a city, the warden or pre- 
siding officer shall cause all ballots given in by the qualified 
voters of the ward or precinct in which such election has 
been held, after the same have been sorted, counted, de- 
clared, and recorded, to be secured in an envelope in open 
ward or precinct meeting, and sealed with a seal provided 
for the purpose, and with the private seal of any election 
officer or supervisor who may desire to affix the same, and.a 
majority of the election officers in each ward or precinct 
shall endorse upon the envelope for whaé officers and in what 
or precinct the ballots were received, the date of the election, 
and their certificate that all the ballots given in by the voters 
of the ward or precinct, and none other, are contained in 
said envelope. 

Sect. 23. The warden or presiding officer shall forthwith 
transmit the ballots, sealed as aforesaid, to the city clerk by 
the constable or police officer in attendance at said election ; 
and the precinct clerk shall retain the custody of the seal and 
deliver the same, together with the records of the precinct 
and other documents, to the city clerk at the close of the 
municipal year. 

Secr. 24. In every election in a city, in which a check- 
list is required by law to be used, the warden or presiding 
officer of each precinct shall cause the check-list so used to 
be enclosed and sealed in an envelope and transmitted in the 
same manner as the ballots cast at such election are required 
to be secured and transmitted; and the election officers in 
each precinct shall certify on such envelope to the identity 
of the check-list so enclosed. The city clerk may furnish a 
copy of a check-list after it has been used in any ward, upon 
the application of not less than ten legal voters resident

therein; and immediately upon such copy being furnished, 
the check-list shall be aguin sealed up. 

Sect. 25. Selectmen of towns and city clerks in cities 
shall preserve in their custody the check-list used at any 
election for the same length of time as is required by law. for 
the preservation of ballots. And as soon as may be there- 
after they shall transmit said lists to the clerk of the board 
of registrars of voters of their respective towns and cities, 
and said board shall preserve them for future reference in 
such manner as they may deem best. 

Secr. 26. City and town clerks shall receive the envelopes 
containing the ballots thrown at any election, sealed as pro- 
vided in section twenty-two of this act and section thirty-one 
of chapter seven of the Public Statutes, and shall retain them 
in their care until the requirements of law have been complied 
with; and, as soon as may be thereafter, said clerks shall 
cause such ballots to be destroyed without examining them, 
or permitting them to beexamined by any person whatsoever, 
and shall make an entry in the records of the city or town 
that they have been so destroyed; and any such clerk who 
examines such ballots, or permits them to be examined, shall 
be punished by fine not exceeding two hundred dollars. 

Secr. 27. No person shall print any ballot for use at any 
election for the choice of any national, state, district, county, 
or municipal officers, or shall distribute at any such election 
any printed ballot unless such ballots are of plain white paper, 
in weight not less than that of ordinary printing paper, and 
are not more than five nor less than four and a half inches in 
width, and not more than thirteen and a half nor less than 
twelve inches in length, and unless the same are printed with 
black ink on one side of the paper only, and contain no print- 
ing, engraving, device or mark of any kind upon the back 
thereof. The names of candidates shall be printed at right 
angles with the length of the ballot, in capital letters not less 
than one-eighth nor more than one-quarter of an inch in 
height; provided, however, that. any ballot containing the 
names of less than four candidates may be not more and shall 
be not less than six inches in length. The name of any per- 
son appearing upon any ballot as a candidate for any office 
shall not be repeated thereon with respect to the same office. 
Nothing herein contained shall authorize the refusal to receive 
or count any ballot for any want of conformity with the re- 
quirements of this section. 

Sect. 28. Whoever offends against any of the provisions 
of the preceding section shall be punished by fine not 
exceeding one hundred dollars, or by imprisonment in the 
jail not exceeding one year. 
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Srot. 29. If, within thirty days next following the day of 
an election, a person who received votes for any office at 
said election, serves, by himself, his agent or attorney, upon 
the clerk of any town, a statement in writing claiming an 
election to such oflice, or declaring an intention to contest 
the election of any other person who has received, or who 
may receive, a certificate of election for the same, such clerk 
shall retain the envelope containing the ballots thrown at 
such election, sealed as provided by law, subject to the order 
of the body to which either of said persons may claim or be 
held to have been elected, or of the board required by law 
finally to examine the returns and issue certificates of elec- 
tion, or until such claim is withdrawn or such election is 
decided by the authority competent to finally determine the 
same. In all such cases said body or board may order the 
clerk of such town to appear before them, and bring with him 
the envelopes containing the ballots cast at said election. 
Said clerk shail appear according to said order, and said 
body or board may open said envelopes, recount the ballots 
therein, and amend the returns relating thereto in accordance 
with the result of such recount. 

Sror. 30. Whenever arecount of ballots is had under the 
preceding section, the provisions of chapter forty-two of the 
acts of the year eighteen hundred and eighty-three shall 
apply. 

Seor. 31. If, within six days next following the day of 
any election, ten or more qualified voters of any ward file 
with the city clerk a statement in writing that they have 
reason to believe that the returns of the officers of certain 
precincts are erroneous, specifying wherein they deem them 
in error, said clerk shall forthwith transmit such statement to 
the board of aldermen or the committee thereof appointed to 
examine the returns’ of said election. The board of alder- 
men, or their committee, shall thereupon, and within eight 
- days next following the day of election, open the envelope 
or envelopes and examine the ballots thrown in said precinct, 
and determine the questions raised; they shall then again 
seal the envelope, either with the seal of the city or a seal 
provided for the purpose, and endorse upon said envelope a. 
certificate that the same has been opened and again sealed 
by them in conformity to law; and the envelope, sealed as 
aforesaid, shall be returned to the city clerk, who, upon the 
certificate of the board of aldermen, or of their committee, 
shall alter and amend such of the precinct returns as have 
been proved to be erroneous, and such amended returns 
shall stand as the true returns of the precinct. 

Sect. 32. The board of aldermen shall not declare the 
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result of an election until the time for filing a request for a 
recount of ballots has expired, or, in case of such request 
having been made, until the said ballots have been examined 
and the returns amended, if found erroneous; any pro- 
vision in the charter of any city or in any act in amendment 
thereof to the contrary notwithstanding. 

Sect. 83. The clerk of each city shall furnish to the 
clerks of the several precincts a seal of suitable device, the 
design for which shall include the number or designation of 
the ward and of the precinct for which it is furnished, and 
said seal shall be used in sealing the envelopes as required 
by law at any election. 

Snot. 34. Section fifty of chapter seven of the Public 
Statutes is hereby amended so that the first sentence thereof 
shall read as follows, to wit: “ County commissioners shall, 
on the first Wednesday of the month next succeeding an 
election for county treasurer or register of deeds in their 
county, open and examine the returned copies of records 
of votes at such election, and notify the person chosen of 
his election. 

Secor. 35. If, upon examination of the copies of the rec- 
ords of votes, as required by section forty-eight of chapter 
seven of the Public Statutes and section fifty of the same 
chapter as amended by this act, it shall appear to the board 
of examiners or county commissioners that any such copy is 
incomplete or erroneous, they may order a new. copy of the 
record to be made and transmitted in the manner provided 
for making and transmitting the original return. Said new 
copy shall be returned by the clerk of the city or town 
within seven days after the date of the order requiring the 
same to be made, and if adjudged to be correct and in con- 
formity to the requirements of law, shall thereupon have 
the same force and effect as an original return correctly 
made and transmitted. 

Sect. 86. Any city or town officer wilfully neglecting or 
refusing to perform the duties required of him under the 
preceding section and section twenty-nine shall for each 
offence forfeit a sum not exceeding two hundred dollars. 

Srcr. 37. Precinct officers shall possess full authority to 
maintain regularity and order and to enforce obedience to 
their lawful commands during an election and during the 
canvass and estimate of votes after the closing of the polls, 
and shall have full authority to preserve peace and good 
order at and around the polling place and to keep the access 
_ thereto open and unobstructed, any may require any police 
officers, constables, or other persons present to communicate 
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their orders and directions and to assist in the performance 
of the duties in this section enjoined. 

Sect. 88. It shall be the duty of the chief executive 
officer of the police force of each city to detail a sufficient 
number of police officers for each voting precinct, who shall 
be stationed at such voting precincts on the day of election 
to preserve order, and to protect each and all of said election 
officers and supervisors from any interference with or ob- 
struction in the performance of their respective duties and to 
aid in entorcing the provisions of this act. 

Secor. 39. If any person shall refuse to obey the lawful 
commands of the election officers, or, by disorderly conduct 
in their presence or hearing, shall interrupt or disturb their 
proceedings, they may make an order directing any constable 
or police officer, or other person, to take the person so 
offending into custody, and detain him until the final canvass 
of the votes shall be completed, but such’ order shall not | 
prohibit the person so taken into custody from voting at 
such election. 

Seor. 40. If any person shall wilfully disobey any lawful 
commands of the election officers, or shall wilfully and with- 
out lawful authority obstruct, hinder, or delay any voter on 
his way to any polling place where an election shall be held, 
or while he is exercising, or attempting to exercise, the right 
of voting, or shall aid or assist in such obstruction or delay, 
he shall be punished by a fine not exceeding two hundred 
dollars, or by imprisonment in the house of correction for 
not more than one year. 

Secr. 41. Whoever, knowing that he is not a qualified 
voter, at an election wilfully votes for any officer to be then 
chosen, or whoever so votes more than once on. his own name, 
or whoever so votes in more than one town, ward, or voting 
precinct, his name having been registered more than once or 
in more than one town, ward, or voting precinct, shall be 
punished by a fine of not Jess than three hundred dollars, or 
by imprisonment in jail for not less than three nor more than 
twelve months. 

“Secr. 42. Whoever wilfully aids or abets any one not 
legally qualifiedin voting or attempting to vote at an election, 
shall forfeit a sum not exceeding two hundred dollars for 
every such offence, or shall be punished by imprisonment in 
jail for not less than one nor more than twelve months. 

Sect. 48. Whoever, with intent to cheat or defraud, 
alters any ballot cast for any officer at any election held for 
the choice of public officers ; and whoever, with such intent, 
deposits any ballot in the ballot-box used at such election, 
or in the envelope used for the preservation of ballots cast at

such election; and whoever, with such intent, removes any 
ballot from such ballot-box or envelope, — shall be punished 
by fine not exceeding five hundred dollars, or by imprison- 
ment in the jail not exceeding three years. 

Secor. 44. The provisions of this chapter shall not be 
deemed to repeal the special laws relating to elections in the 
city of Boston. Sections one, two, sixteen, seventeen, eigh- 
teen, nineteen, twenty, twenty-one, twenty-six, twenty-seven, 
twenty-eight, twenty-nine, thirty-four, thirty-six, thirty-eight, 
thirty-nine, fifty-one, fifty-two, fifty-five, and sixty-two, of 
chapter seven of the Public Statutes, chapter seventy-four of 
the acts of the year eighteen hundred and.eighty-two, and all 
acts and parts of acts inconsistent herewith, are hereby re- 
pealed ; and in the remaining sections of said chapter seven, 
wherever the terms “ward,” “ward meetings,” and “ ward 
officers” occur, they shall be held to mean precinct, precinct 
meetings, and. precinct officers, or election officers, respec- 
tively, as described in this act. 

Sect. 45. This act shall take effect upon its passage ; but 
any election which may be held previous to the next state 
election, shall be conducted according to the provisions of 
‘ law heretofore regulating the same.

To the Honorable City Council: — 


“The City Registrar shall annually, in February, report to 
the City Council a statement of the number of births, of notices 
of intentions of marriage, of marriages solemnized, and of 
deaths recorded, during the previous year; with such other 
information and suggestions in relation to said matters as 
he may deem useful.” — Ordinance. 

In accordance with the requirements of the above quoted 
ordinance, the undersigned respectfully submits the following 
statement concerning the births, marriages, and deaths in the 
city of Boston, during the year 1883, together with such 
observations as seem to be worthy of consideration. 


BirtTus In 1883. 


The number of children born and registered in Boston in 
the year 1883 was 11,302, an increase of 316 (2.87 per 
cent.) over the number recorded in the preceding year. 
Although this is a fair increase, corresponding very nearly to 
the average annual growth of the population, it 1s a curious 
fact that the number of births in Boston during the year 1883 
was 458 less than occurred in 1874. Estimating the popula- 
tion of the city in 1883 at 400,667, the births the past year . 
will appear as 1 in each 35.45 of the whole community. If 
the number of still-births (509) be included, as they should 
be when considering the growth of a population by natural 
increase, the ratio will be 1 in 384.77. In 1874, the ratio was 
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1 in 80. The following table, exhibiting the birth-rate in 
each of the last eight census years, makes apparent the great 
change that has occurred in this subject during the last thirty 
or forty years :—

It will be difficult to account for the wide difference be- 
tween the birth-rate of 1850 and that of 1883. That the 
birth-rate should have begun to diminish at the commence- 
ment of the civil war, and to exhibit a like tendency for a 
few subsequent years, while the social derangements incident 
to the war continued to exist, was what might naturally be 
expected; but it is not easy to assign a satisfactory reason 
for the present diminished birth-rate. Dr. Nathan Allen, of 
Lowell, who has long observed this downward tendency in 
our social system, and has written much, wisely and well, on 
the subject, attributes the cause to physical degeneracy. 
“The men,” he says, “are not so strong and vigorous as their 
erandfathers and ancestors, and the women have deteriorated 
physically in a surprising degree.” This view may be par- 
tially correct, and it harmonizes with the well-known char- 
itable instincts of Dr. Allen, who would not judge hastily ; 
but it is not clear that other causes, not so creditable, do not 
lie at the bottom of the evil, for an evil it is. 

The number of children born i in each month is given in the 


following table : 
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The largest number of births, in any one month, 1,002, was 
in July, and the fewest, 826, in April. The daily average of 
births in July was 32.32; the average In April, 27.53. 
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The following table exhibits the number of births in each 
ward, and the excess of births over the deaths in the several 
localities. There were 542 births in the several infant 
asylums, and other institutions, which are credited to the 
wards in which thgse houses are located. The larger part of 
these births occurred in institutions in Ward 8, as will be 
seen by the excess of births over the deaths in that locality : —

It will be seen by the above that in the two East Boston 
wards there were 167 more births than deaths; in Wards 
3, 4, and 5 (Charlestown) the excess was 123. In Wards 
6 and 7, composed almost wholly of a foreign-born popula- 
tion, the births exceeded the deaths by 299. On the other 
hand, in Wards 9, 10, and 11 the excess was only 59. In 
Ward 10 there were 58 more deaths than births; a similar 
result has distinguished that locality for several years past. 
Wards 5 and 12 are the only two wards, containing a largely 
foreign population, in which the deaths exceed the births in 
each respectively. In Wards 13, 14, and 15 (South Boston) 
there were 423 more births than deaths. In Wards 17, 18, 
and 21, which contain a large native population, the excess 
of births over the deaths amounted to only 119. In Ward 
24 (Dorchester), however, with a large population similar 
to that of the three last-named wards, there were 285 more 
births than deaths. In Wards 19, 20, and 22, with a large 
foreign population, the births exceeded the deaths by 635. 
Ward 23 (West Roxbury) presents, as usual, a good 
record, the births there exceeding the deaths by 319. 

By the last census, Wards 9, 10, 11, 17, 18, 21, 23, and 


24, composed very largely of a native population, contained 
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31.34 per cent. of the entire population of the city. The 
births in these wards, however, made only 23.25 per cent of 
all the births. In contrast to this, in Wards 6, 7, 12, 13, 
16, 19, and 20, which contain a very large foreign popula- 
tion, the births make 36.58 per cent. of all the births, al- 
though the population of those wards make only 82.59 per 
cent. of that of the whole city. 
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The foregoing table exhibits very clearly the mongrel 
character of the present population of Boston. When it is 
understood how large a proportion of the native element, as 
shown in the foregoing table, is only one degree removed 
from alienism, and who possess, naturally, their several race 
characteristics and tendencies, it is to be feared that the most 
sanguine of optimists will be sorely tempted to become the — 
most despairing of pessimists. 

It will be seen that the number of children born whose 
fathers were native-born, including half of those recorded as 
“unknown,” was 4,632, making only 40.98 per cent. of all 
the fathers. The native-born mothers (including half of the 
“unknown”) number 4,483, making 39.67 per cent. of all 
the mothers. The total number of children whose parents 
were both native-born was 3,319, making only 29.37 per 
cent. of the entire number. 

The number of Irish-born fathers was 3,127, making 27.66 
per cent. of the whole number of fathers, and nearly 47 per 
cent. of all those of foreign birth. The number of Irish 
mothers was 3,231, making 28.58 per cent. of all the 
mothers. Both the parents of each of 2,378 children were 
born in Ireland, making a little over 21 per cent. of the 
entire number. 

There were 90 children born whose fathers were natives of 
Russia, and 64 whose fathers were born in Poland. 

The foregoing table shows that there was an increase of 82 
births of children of British American parentage; 43 of 
Swedish; 42 of Russian; 7 of Norwegian; 6 of German ; 
4 of French; 1 of Polish; 140 of Irish; and 78 of Ameri- 
ean parents. On the other hand, there was a decrease of 28 
births of children of Scotch parentage; 20 of Portuguese ; 
19 of Italian; 13 of Danish; 7 of Austrian; and 4 of Eng- 
lish. 


CoLORED Brirrus. 


There is scarcely anything connected with vital statistics 


that is more interesting than that which relates to the colored 
race. The statistics of each year show that the deaths among 
the colored population considerably exceed’ their births ; at 
the-same time their birth-rate is higher than that of the 
whites, and the proportion of them that marry is also greater. 
Public attention has recently been directed to this subject, 
and considerable discussion has taken place. While there is 
a wide difference of opinion on the subject, there can be no 
question that, so far as the limited field furnished by this city 
affords the means of judging, were accessions from without 
to cease, the colored population would, in time, disappear 
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from our community. There does not appear to be any diffi- 
culty in understanding why this result would ensue. It is 
not too much to say that the colored race is constitutionally 
unsuited to other than southern latitudes. They are naturally 
susceptible to the adverse influence of a climate characterized 
by frequent and extreme changes, and which they are unable 
to resist. If proof of this were needed, it is seen in the fact 
that in southern latitudes, the race increases with great 
rapidity, and their duration of life is longer. In short, it 
would not be too much to say, that were all opposing 
obstacles, of every kind, and in every direction, to the 
entire liberty of the colored race removed, and they were 
allowed to seek and occupy any position they were qualified 
to fill, they would instinctively and inevitably gravitate to 
southern and congenial latitudes as naturally as water seeks 
its level. 

The number of colored children born was 227, —127 males 
and 100 females, — an increase of 41 over the number regis- 
tered in the preceding year. It will be seen from the fore- 
going statement that there was one colored child born in 
each 26.43 of the colored population. Including the colored 
still-births (16), the ratio will be 1 in 24.69. When it is re- 
membered that among the whites the ratio of births to the 
white population was 1 in 84.17, the prolific quality of the 
colored race will be obvious. 


Twin BrrtTus. 


The number of plural births in Boston, during the past 
year (including two instances of triple births), was 87, an in- 
crease of four overthe number registered in the preceding year. 
The ratio of plural to single births was 1 in 128.90. In 
the cases where both parents were American, the ratio to 
single births was 1 in 188.22. In those where both parents 
were Irish, the ratio was 1 in 108. In 20 instances, both 
children were males; in 29 both were females; and in 36 the 
sexes were equally divided. In one case of the triplets, two 
were males, and in the other two were females. 

In 28 instances (making 26.44 per cent. of all the plural 
births), both parents were natives; in 22 cases (making 
25.29 per cent. of the whole number), both parents were 
born in Ireland. No less than 67.82 per cent. of the fathers, 
and 59.77 per cent. of the mothers, were of foreign birth. 


STILL—BIRTHS. 


The number of still-born children recorded was 509, — 300 
males, and 209 females, —a decrease of eleven from the 
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number reported in the preceding year. In 202 instances 
the mothers were native-born; in 143 the mothers were 
born in Ireland; in 67 the mothers were natives of the Brit- 
ish American provinces; in 24 they were born in England ; 
in 21 in Germany and Northern Europe. Six of the children 
were of Scotch mothers; 4 of Italian; 2 of Portuguese ; 9 of 
other foreign birth; and 31 were unknown. The mothers of 
sixteen of these children were colored. 

The ratio of still-born children to those born alive was 1 in 
22.20. The difference in the ratio of still-born children to 
those born alive, according to race, was very marked. Among 
the whites the ratio was 1 in 22.46; among the colored, 1 in 
14.19. 

The daily average of living births was 30.96. In the pre-. 
ceding year the average was 30.10. 


MARRIAGES IN 1883. 


There were 4,702 marriages registered during the past’ 
year, an increase of 71 over the number recorded in the pre- 
ceding year. This statement shows that there was one person: 
married to each 42.66 of the whole population. In 1882 the: 
proportion was 1 in 41.89. 

There were issued during the year 4,880 marriage licenses, 
all of which, except 178, have been returned and duly regis- 
tered. Of these last, doubtless, a considerable number have 
not been used; while a greater part of the remainder, in the. 
hands of dilatory clergymen, will eventually find their way. 
to the recording officer. 

The following table shows the number of marriage licenses: 
issued, and the number of marriages recorded in each 
month ;: —

During the 
last quarter there were 1, 476 marriages, making 31.39 per 
cent. of all the marriages. In the first quarter” there were 
only 947 marriages, making 20.14 per cent. of the entire 
number.

The number of marriages in which both parties were 
native-orn was 2,076, making 44.15 per cent. of the whole 
number. The number of American grooms was 2,651, and 
of native-born brides, 2,567, making 56.38 per cent., and 
54.59 per cent., respectively, of all the grooms and brides.

The above table shows that over 831 per cent. of the 
grooms were under 25 years of age at the time of marriage 
(over 2 per cent. of these being under 21 years of age) ; 
84.34 per cent. were between 25 and 30; 24.54 per cent. 
between 30 and 40; and 10 per cent. above the latter age. 

More than half of the brides (58 per cent.) were under 
25 years of age, and over 81 per cent. were between 18 
and 30 years. 

Fifty-two of the grooms were between 60 and 70, and 10 
others were over 70 years of age. 

Of the whole number of grooms, 6 were 18 years of age; 
31 were 19 years old; and 62 were 20 years of age. 

Of the 81 brides, fe were 15 years of age; 25 were 16 
years of age; and 52 were 17 years old.

Of the grooms, 3,976 (84.56 per cent. of the whole 
number) were married for the first time; 215 of them mar- 
ried widows, and 5 married brides who had been married 
twice. - Of the 670 grooms who had been once married, 210 
married widows, and 7 married brides who had been twice 
widowed. There were 51 grooms who had been twice wid- 
owed: 33 of these married spinsters, and 2 married brides 
who had been thrice widowed. [Four grooms appeared in, 
the matrimonial market for the fourth time, three of them 
capturing spinsters, and one a widow. And lastly, one 
‘room contented himself by selecting as his fifth wife a bride 
who had lost only one husband. 


MARRIAGES OF PEOPLE OF COLOR. 


The statistics relating to the marriages among the colored 
population are as curious and interesting as those relating to 
the births of that class. The number of marriages of which 
both parties were colored was 105, 9 less than were regis- 
tered in the preceding year. No distinction is here made 
between blacks and mulattoes. Besides these there were 27 
marriages of which the grooms were colored and the brides 
white, an increase of the marriages of this character of 4 over 
the number of the preceding year. The number of colored per- 
sons married (male and female) was 237, showing that there 
was one of thisrace married in each 25.32 of the colored popu- 
lation. In contrast to this, the statistics show that the ratio 
of marriages among the whites to the white population was 1 
in 43.06. - A similar exhibit concerning the two races is pre- 
sented almost every year, and forms a problem that would be 
amply remunerative to the one who should chance to have 


the good fortune to solve it to universal satisfaction. 
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The residence of 3,961 grooms was Boston ; the residences 
of 478 were in other towns in the State; and 263 grooms re- 
sided in other States. 

The residence of 4,015 brides was Boston; the residences 
of 490 were other towns in the State; and 197 brides were 
residents of other States. 

In 587 of the marriages the brides were older than the 
grooms, making 12.48 per cent. of the entire number. 

The disparities in the ages of some of the parties married, 
although not unusual, are still very curious, as may be seen 
in the following table. 

The first columns of figures indicates the ages of the 
grooms; the second that of the brides.

The most striking instance exhibited in the above table is 
the marriage of a groom of 58 years to a bride of 18, just 
forty years her senior. Another is that of a groom of 24 to 
a bride of 48,—double his own age. In 1857 a marriage 
took place in this city, in which the groom was a lad of 18, 
and the bride a widow about 40 years of age, pas the addi- 


tional attraction of two stalwart children. 


THe Morvrauity oF 1883. 


There were 9,747 deaths in Boston during the past year, 
an increase of 743 (or 8.12 per cent.) over the number that 
occurred in the preceding year. ‘The death-rate, so called, 
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was 24.32 deaths in each thousand of the estimated popula- 
tion of 400,667, Although this rate is an increase of about 
one per cent. over that of 1882, it does not materially differ 
from the yearly average of the last thirty years, as may be 
seen in the subjoined table, which exhibits the number of 
deaths and the death-rate in each of the last seven census 
years. As the population, number of deaths, and the death- 
rate are accurately set forth in each of those years, it is fair 
to assume that, if the statistics in the intervening years could 
be certainly stated, the average for the whole period would 
not be essentially different.

After all, in determining the number of deaths in each 
thousand of a given population is not of so much moment as 
to ascertain whether the duration of life is diminishing or 
increasing ; whether the number that survive childhood is 
increasing, becoming smaller, or remains stationary. It is 
this knowledge that it is all- -important to obtain, in order to 
determine what means shall be employed to ensure the still 
more important end of prolonging life. 

There is nothing that shows so clearly the sanitary condi- 
tion of a city, or, rather, that reveals the existence of 
agencies that assail life, as the mortality among children. 
Cold, heat, frequent, sudden, and extreme changes in tem- 
perature, which threaten all alike, and which no methods of 
government can prevent, inherited physical degeneracy, 
ageravated by local causes and surroundings, — all combine 


to render life under five years especially precarious. 


The following table shows the percentage of deaths to the 
whole mortality of children under five years of age for each 
of the last twenty-eight years (there were no reports for 
1860 and 1861), and also similar facts concerning the dece- 
dents over 40 years of age : —

It will be seen that the percentage of deaths of the children 
has been diminishing during the last four or five years, and 
that the number of those who had passed their fortieth year 
has been increasing to the same extent during the same 
period. 
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The number of decedents under 20 years of age was 
4,490, making 46 per cent. of all who died, being an in- 
crease of more than 2 per cent., compared with the preceding 
vear. ‘Those of native parentage made 32.45 per cent., and 
those of Irish nativity, 32.38 per cent. of all who died under 
20 years of age. The number of children who died on the 
day of their birth was 203, the males exceeding the females 
by 25. The number of children who died before reaching 
the age of six months was 1,587, making 16.28 per cent. of 
all who died; and those who died over one and under five 
years made 14.49 per cent. 

During the first five periods given in the foregoing table, 
the male decedents exceed the females by 217, while in the 
last two (from 10 to 20 years) the females outnumber the 
males by 43. 

Of those who died under 5 years, the children of native 
parents exceed those of Irish nativity by 119; while the 
children of the latter over that age, outnumber those of the 
former by 116. 
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As will be seen by the foregoing, the decedents above 
20 years of age made nearly 54 per cent. of all who died 
during the year. . Of the nine periods into which the table is 
divided, that between 20 and 30 years embraces the largest 
number of decedents than either of the others. In the 
first two periods the native-born females exceed the native 
males by 51. In the succeeding period the males out- 
number the females by 17. In the fourth period the females 
again exceed the males by 19. Again, in the following 
period, the males outnumber the females by 51. In each 
of the last four periods, from 70 years and over, the females 
exceed the males by 74. In the case of the native decedents 
above 20 years of age, the females outnumber the males by 
76; in that of the Irish, 109 more females died than males; 
of the English, the excess was 4; in that of the Scotch, the 
males outnumber the females by 5; of the British American 
decedents there were 33 more females than males; of the 
Germans and Italians there was an excess of 14 males of the 
first named, and of 6 males of the last. 

The number of deaths in each month, classified according 
to age and sex, are shown in the following table : — 
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It will be seen by the foregoing table that 28.32 per cent. 
of all the deaths occurred in the months of July, August, 
und September. Of all who died under five years of age, no 
less than 36.39 per cent. died during those months,— pre- 
cisely the same proportion that died during the same months 
in the preceding year.

In East Boston (wards 1 and 2), containing about 8.24 
per cent. of the population, the deaths there made over 9 
per cent. of all the deaths. A similar condition is shown in 
Charlestown (wards 3, 4, and 5), which contains about 9.20 
per cent of the population. The deaths in these three wards 
made 8.34 per cent. of the whole mortality. A similar result 
is witnessed in the three South Boston wards (13, 14, and 
15), and in wards 6, 7, 8, 12, and 19.

The foregoing table shows that 36.82 per cent. of all who 
died from this class of diseases (including half of those of 
unknown nativity,) were of native birth, and 34.18 per cent. 
were of [rish nativity. There were 53 colored decedents 
from these causes, making nearly 21 per cent. of the whole 
number. 

The number of deaths enumerated in the foregoing table 
was 2,130, making 21.85 per cent. of the whole mortality, 
being an increase of 340 deaths over the number registered 
in 1882, when they made 19.86 per cent. of all the deaths 
in that year. There was an increase of 134 deaths from 
scarlatina; 94 from measles; 84 from diarrhea; 54 from 
cholera-infantum ; and 38 from diphtheria and croup. 

The deaths from this class of diseases in the several wards 
are seen in the following : — 
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No less than 21.78 per cent. of the mortality from zymotic 
diseases occurred in the three South Boston wards; 12.86 
per cent. in wards 6, 7, and 8; 10.46 per cent. in East Bos- 
ton; 7.88 per cent. in Charlestown; and 5.63 per cent. in 
wards 9,10,and 11. Diphtheria and croup were particularly 
fatal in East Boston, the deaths there from these causes mak- 
ing nearly 22 per cent. of the whole number. 

There was a large increase of the mortality from diarrheal 
disorders in the three South Boston wards over that of the 
preceding year, making 25.98 per cent. of all the deaths 
from those causes. In the preceding year the deaths there 
from the same diseases made only 18.40 per cent. of the 
entire number. 

There were 207 deaths from typhoid fever, —a de- 
crease of five — 28 occurring in wards 6 and 7, and 26 in 
South Boston. With the exception of ward 19, where there 
were 10 deaths, and East Boston, where there were 11, the 
mortality from this cause was pretty evenly distributed 
throughout the city, in no place appearing excessive. 

Of the 108 deaths from measles, 48 (44.44 per cent. of the 
whole number) occurred in wards 6, 7, and 8, and 11.88 per 
cent. in the several hospitals and other public institutions. 

There were 203 deaths from scarlatina, an increase of 134 
over the number of the preceding year. This disease was 
particularly fatal in the three South Boston wards, where 
the deaths from it numbered 68, making 33.50 per cent. 
of the mortality from this cause. 

There were 25 deaths from cerebro-spinal meningitis,— the 
exact number of the preceding year. There were none in 
Charlestown, but two in East Boston, and one in South 
Boston. 


CONSTITUTIONAL DISEASES. 


The mortality from diseases of this class make nearly one- 
fourth (24.46 per cent.) of the whole, being an increase of 
nearly 3 per cent. over that of the preceding year. 

Cancer. — There were 303 deaths from this disease, an in- 
crease of 34, making 3.10 per cent.-of the deaths from all 
causes. As usual, the deaths of females from cancer greatly 
exceed those of the males, — 107 more of the former having 
died than of the latter. The locations of the disease (except 
in 16 instances), with the age of the decedents, are shown 
in the following table, and may be useful for reference. Of 
the total number of those who died from this cause 194 (64 
per cent.) were over 50 years of age, and but 16 were under 
30 years.

Of the total number of male decedents, 1 in 49.66 died. 
from cancer, or 1 in 25.86 of all the male decedents above 
20 years of age. On the other hand, of the whole number 
of female decedents, 1 in 23.81 died from cancer, or of those 
who were over 20 years of age, 1 in 13.28. In 48 instances 
the disease affected the uterus, in 63 the stomach, and in 42 
the breast, making 50 per cent. of all the deaths from 
cancer. 

Consumption. —'There were 1,550 deaths from this malady 
during the past year (750 males, and 800 females), which 
make 15.90 per cent. of the whole mortality. In 1882 there 
were 1,560 deaths reported from consumption, making 17.30 
per cent. of the entire mortality of that year. The ratio of 
deaths from this disease to all other causes was 1 in 6.29. 
Of the male decedents, 1 in 6.49, and of the female, 1 in 
6.10, died of consumption, showing a very slight difference 
in the predisposition of the two sexes to this disease. 

The following table exhibits the ratio of deaths from con- 
sumption to those of all other causes, according to the re- 
spective nativities of the decedents.

The ratio of deaths from consumption among the native- 
born and the Irish is nearly the same, and greatly exceeds 
that among the decedents of the other nativities named in the 
table. The Germans furnish, relatively, a less number of 
victims to this disease than any other people. Just behind

them appear those of various foreign origin, followed by the 
Scotch. The Italians and Portuguese contribute about an 
equal proportion to the mortality from this cause, while the 
English stand about midway between the two extremes, the 
ratio among them being 1 in 8.29. 

More than half of those who died from consumption 
(56.32 per cent.) were between 20 and 40 years of age; 
14.26 per cent. were under 20 years, and 29.42 per cent. were 
above 40 years. 

Hydrocephalus, marasmus, and scrofula caused 531 deaths 
(1m increase of 58), making 5.45 per cent. of the whole 
mortality. 


LocaL DISEASES. 


The mortality from diseases of this class is uniformly large, 
exceeding that from any other class. To it belong all affec- 
tions of the brain and nervous system, diseases of the circu- 
latory system, of the respiratory and digestive organs, and 
the urinary system. The deaths from the diseases belonging 
to this class make over 37 per cent. of all the deaths. 

The deaths from diseases of the brain (embracing inflam- 
mation, meningitis, etc.) make 8.47 per cent. of all the 
deaths, a slight falling off from the percentage of the preced- 
ing year. 

The number of deaths from diseases of the heart and cir- 
culatory system was 549 (an increase of 23), making 5.63 
per cent. of the whole mortality. 

There were 1,334 deaths from diseases of the respiratory 
organs (an increase of 64), making nearly 14 per cent. of 
the deaths from all causes. The percentage was nearly the 
same as that of the preceding year. There were 876 deaths 
from pneumonia (an increase of 142), and 381 from bron- 
chitis (a decrease of 15), the deaths from the two causes 
making 12.90 per cent. of the whole mortality. 

The number of deaths from diseases of the digestive system 
_was 485 (an increase of 45), but. making the same ratio that 
existed in the preceding year. 

The same uniformity is observable in regard to the mor- 
tality from urinary troubles, as is seen in that resulting from 
diseases of the degestive organs. There were314 deaths from 
the various diseases of the kidneys and bladder (comprising 
172 deaths from Bright’s disease), five less than were reported 
in 1882, making 3.22 per cent. of the deaths from all causes. 


DEVELOPMENTAL DISEASES. 


The mortality from causes belonging to this class is rela- 
tively smaller than it was in the preceding year, although 
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the number of deaths was twelve larger. The deaths thus 
designated make 8.63 of all the deaths. The number of 
deaths from old age was 138 (the exact number that was re- 
corded in 1882), of which 81 were males, and 157 females. 

Malformations. — There were 48 deaths thus reported (28 
males, and 20 females), an increase of eleven. There were 26 
instances of cyanosis (the same number that occurred in the 
preceding year), 10 of spina bifida, and 12 of various other 
malformations. 

Premature Births. — There were 150 deaths of this char- 
acter (11 less than in the preceding year), 82 of the dece- 
dents being males, and 62 females. The largest part of these 
deaths were of children who had hardly begun to breathe, 
and but very few survived more than a month. 

Puerperal Diseases. — There were 106 deaths from causes 
incident to childbirth (an increase of 2), of which 17 were 
from puerperal fever, and 9 were cases of abortion, — two 
being criminal. 


EXTERNAL Causes OF DEATHS. 


There were 399 deaths from causes thus designated, an in- 
crease of 50 in number; but the percentage was less than in 
the preceding year, being 4.09 per cent. of the whole mor- 
tality. The following table exhibits the character of the 
accidents in every Case except 24. It will be seen that there 


were no less than 30 deaths from sunstroke : —

The deaths from drowning (56), on railroads (50), 
burns and scalds (38), and sunstroke (30), make 43.61 
per cent. of the deaths from accidental causes. 

Homicides. — There were six deaths of-this character, 
three less than occurred in the preceding year. 

Suicides. —'There were no less than 46 deaths of this 
character (40 males and 6 females), an increase of 31 over 
the number registered in 1882. The modes adopted to effect 
self-destruction are as follows: By shooting 11 (10 males, 
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and 1 female); by drowning, 9 (8 males, 1 female); by 
cutting throat, 8 males; by jumping from windows, 4 (1 
male, 3 females) ; by jumping from railroad train, 1 man; by 
stabbing, 1 man; by hanging, 1 man; by various poisons, 
11 males, and 1 female. 

There were but 15 instances in which the cause of death 
was not ascertained, the characteristics of the cases being so 
obscure as not to admit of satisfactory specification. 

The following recapitulatory table exhibits the deaths in 
each month, arranged according to their respective classes : — 
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MARRIED DECEDENTS. 


The whole number of decedents (male and female) who 
were or had been married was 3,879, making 39.80 per cent. 
of all that died, or 73.79 per cent. of all who were of a 
marriageable age, say 20 years and upwards.

The number of male decedents over 20 years of age was 
2,507, of whom 68 per cent. had been married. The number 
of female decedents of the same age was 2,172; of these no 


less than 80.23 per cent. had been married. 


Attention is called to the following table. It exhibits 
the mortality from the principal diseases during each of the 
last ten years. Although in several of the years there oc- 
curred epidemics, these did not seem to change to any ex- 
tent the percentage of the deaths from the causes embraced 
in the table. The uniformity shown in this particular is 
remarkable; and, as a similar result has been witnessed in 
previous years, there does not appear to be any reason for 
believing that it will not be the same in the future.
